MAYOR'S COMMENTS 
Mayor Hollister said he is honored to be here tonight and 
introduced David Wiener, his Executive Assistant. They are part of 
a team that has served together for many years; now they want to 
become part of this team. He espouses the concepts of 
regionalism, collaboration, and partnership between government 


and business that are widespread across the United States today. 


We cannot allow ourselves to be divided new and old. We cannot 
allow bickering and fighting. We must move together towards a 
new era. He stated his commitment to be open, deliberative, and 
cooperative with Council and the people of the city. His ideal is an 
open, deliberative, collaborative government. He highlighted the 
activities of his transition team over the lasttwo months and 
introduced Fire Chief Sam Hopkins and Parks and Recreation 
Director R. Eric Reickel. Chief Hopkins reported on successful 
public safety measures implemented by his department which 
resulted in a reduction in the loss of humanilife in 1993. Mr. Reickel 
_ thanked all residents who helped make the Wonderland of Lights 

_ exhibit at the Potter Park Zoo such a resounding success. This 
year 9,056 cars visited the exhibit. Each car contained an average 
of 3.2 people. He announced that Lansing has been chosen to be 
the site of the Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. National Historic exhibit.

REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 
MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister reported an oil spill into the Red Cedar River that 
occurred over the weekend of December 26, 1993. the cleanup of 
this spill has incurred some cost to the city. By motion of 
Councilmember Benavides a letter of explanation from Mayor 
Hollister was received under suspension of the rules and referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means. Councilmember Jones 
asked where the oil came from. Mr. Wiener said they have not 
identified the source of the spill at this time and are still 
investigating it. Councilmember Benavides explained that the 
Department of Natural Resources notified the City of the spill and of 
our liability in terms of cleanup. Fines of up to $30,000 could have 
been assessed against the city if we had failed to contain and 
remove the contaminating substance from the river. When the 
source of the contamination has been identified it is possible for the 
City to prosecute the responsible party for reimbursement of the 
cost of the cleanup. Mayor Hollister indicated that he would be 
discussing this situation with the Board of Water & Light to find out 
why their response team was not ate to take care of the situation 
and find out if they are willing to assume any of the cost of the 
cleanup. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal welcomed Mayor Hollister and apologized 
for not being available to attend his inauguration ceremonies. She 
asked that she Se provided with an accounting of the severance 
pay given to departing employees. She has heard rumors about the 
payouts beirg larger than reported and tax exempt. 


Councilmember Allen thanked the voters of the second ward for 
placing their faith and trust in her. She thanked her family and 
friends for their support and Lucile Belen for her help during the 
transition period. She thanked Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing 
and Citizens for a Better Lansing. They have done a tremendous 
job and deserve a lot of credit. She looks forward to the challenges 
ahead, such as, enticing new business into Lansing and expanding 
the City's tax base. 


Councilmember Novak thanked the voters of the fourth ward and 
Charlies Ford for his help during the transition period. There are 
many issoes he is interested in. He feels that putlic comment 
tonight was unfortunate. He fully supports both the Council 
President. and the Vice-President elected tonight and will provide 
as much assistance as possible to both of them. This is a new year, 
he said, and some of the big issues of last year are going to be put 
to bed. To work constructively in the future, they must look at the 


substantive issues that are before Council. They must develop © 


community based answers to these issues. He hopes to be a voice 
that preserves the opportunity of the citizens to make public 
comment. He congratulated the Fire Department for their 
successful efforts to reduce fire casualty statistics in the City and 
challenged Councilmember Canady to a “sing off” based on the 
results of the U of M vs. MSU basketball game this Wednesday. 


Councilmember Jones thanked Mayor Hollister for his pledge of 
open governmentto the people of the city. He too, will work to make 
city government open to the citizens. Donna Collins will coordinate 
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efforts to this end for him. He thanked everyone who voted for him. 
Council President Brockwell wished a happy new year to all. 
PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. congratulated Mayor Hollister 
On his election to office and continued his complaints regarding the 
Supposed Crimes committed against him by the Lansing Building 
Department and Law Department. 


Councilmember Lilly introduced former Ingham County Commis- 
sioner, Grady Porter, and welcomed him to the audience. Mr. Porter 
Saluted all Councilmembers and pledged his support to them. 


Paulo Gordillo of 3118 Scarborough inquired as to the status of his 
request to re-name Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Ave. Council- 
member Lilly explained that they have received a report tram the 
Tri-County Regional Planning Commission, however, the report 
from the City’s Planning Department has not been received oy 
Council yet, further, the project will require a financial impact study. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh warned thet counc:!- 
members have a responsibility to be present throughout the 
Council meetings, including the public comment portion. 


Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard St. said that last year was a rough one 
for City Council meetings. There were a lot of tough issues and 
some are still around. It was hard for regular citizens to get heard at 
Council meetings because so much griping was going on. 
Dragging meetings on for hours and hours does not do anything to 
stop drugs from getting into our neighborhoods. 


Jerry Ruddick of 7260 Pine St. spoke in support of the reinstate- 
ment of former Police Officer Bruce Ferguson to the Lansing Police 
Depzrment. He protested the hiring of outside legal counse! to 
defend the city’s position in this matter. Councilmember Canacy 
said that to his knowledge outside !egal counsel was not hired to 
defend the city in this matter. The only possibility that could explain 
this is that the insurance carrier hired outside !egal counsel in this 
case. Mayor Hollister said that he expects to have arecommenda- 
tion on this issue in the near future, possibly as soon as next week. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Or. said that she has heard that the 
city hired outside !¢gal counsel in the Bruce Ferguson case co. 
she has been informec that they hired the Dickenson, Wright, 
Moon, VanDusen & Freeman Law Firm to defend them. She asked 
Mayor Hollister to investigate this matter. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked about the status of the City Clerk 
and when Council will make their decision about the position. He 


Criticized Council Rule #19 and said that Council must listen to the 


people who elected them. 


Alma Miateck of 915 Tisdale welcomed Mayor Hollister and the 
new Councilmembers and asked when the resolution for 
make-safe or demolish proceedings on her property located at 
1434 Pontiac would be scheduled for action. Council President 
Brockwell said that the resolution in question has already been 
adopted. It was passed at the last regular meeting of City Council 
held December 13, 1993. Ms. Miateck protested this action, saying 
she had an agreement with the Public Service Committee to give 
her until January 3, 1994. Councilmember Beal informed Ms. 
Miateck that the agreement that was made entailed an arrange- 
ment for a meeting between Ms. Miateck and the Building Safety 
Inspector which Ms. Miateck failed to show up for. At that point the 
agreement was declared void and the resolution issuing the orcer 
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for make-Safe or demolish was adopted. Ms. Miateck demanded 
that Council work with her on this situation. Councilmember 
Benavides told Ms. Miateck that the Public Service Committee has 
exhausted every alternative available to them in their attempts to 
help her with this situation. As far as they are concerned the issue 
is finalized. Perhaps she can take it up with Mayor Hollister. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden welcomed Mayor Hollister and the 
new councilmembers and said he hopes they appreciate ail that 
people will expect them to do. 


Vern Letts of P.O. Box 17053 spoke regarding the second civil 
rights case filed against the City on behalf of his wife. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee congratulated Mayor 
Hollister and the new councilmembers and urged the public to take 
the Mayor up on his invitation to come to him with their problems. 
He knows the Mayor will respond, because, he has taken problems 
to him as State Representative and he receives calls and mail from 
him ail the time. Council, he said, must take up the important issues 
of housing, jobs. education, homelessness and youth. They must 
do something meaningful for the youth of the City. 


Blagoy Pogoncheft of 1509 E. Grand River thanked Council- 
member Beal for being the “voice of the people” on City Council in 
the “dark days of 1993”. Now the people have three other voices, 
as well as a new Mayor. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis welcomed all Councilmembers, 
both new and old, and Mayor Hollister. He informed them that he 
researches the issues that he addresses at Council and knows 
what he is talking about. He warned President Brockwell to make 
sure that the new councilmembers are on the important 
committees such as ways and means and physical development. 
Mr. Brookover's report is due soon and he wants Councilmembers 
Beal and Jones to replace Belen and Ford on the Ad Hoc 
Committee. The bathrooms and water fountain on the first floor 
need repair. Mayor Hollister should appoint people from the 
neighborhoods to the Lansing Center Board vacancies, he said. 
He requested that the ordinance for an increase in wastewater 
rates be repealec and that the Civic Arena be re-named the Civic 
Center. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that he uses the City 
Charter to challenge the administration because it is the people's 
mandate. The Charter says that citizens must have information 
available regarding the issues that interest them. He supports the 
efforts by Darry! Burgess to save the Civic Center for the citizens of 
the City of Lansing. 


Lewis Pothoff of 628 Smith St. expressed his appreciation to Mayor 
Hollister for sitting through the entire Council meeting and 
welcomed the new councilmembers. He warned all landlords in the 
City to obey the rules of the rental property registration program.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister announced that he has initiated a weekly luncheon 
between he, his staff, and leadership on Council. At today’s 
~ meeting they discussed the false alarm ordinance. They plan to 
review this ordinance through the formation of an Ad Hoc Advisory 
Committee whose membership will consist of representation from 
City Council, the Mayor's staff, and the Business Community. He 
informed Councilmember Beal that the city will recover a portion of 
the $25,000 severance payments to Mr. Knot, Mr. Boyd, and Mr. 
Frazier. He reported finding a box of memorabilia from our Sister 
Cities Otsu, Japan and St. Petersburg, Russia while he was moving 
in. These items are now on display in his conference room. His 
intention is to have a display case built on the first floor to property 
showcase these items. He told Council that he wants to be able to 
reciprocate when dignitaries are visiting from other cities and has 
explored the possibility of setting up a commission to hokd fund 
raisers to pay for gifts. He would like to develop other sister city 
agreements with cities in the south west. Officer Bruce Ferguson 
has been reinstated to the Lansing Police Department and will start 
his job next Monday. He reported the appropriation of funds for the 
transportation center. He asked Council President Brockwell to 
appoint a liaison from City Council to represent them on the 
transportation center issue. Their Monday luncheon will be held on 
Tuesday next week because of the observance of the Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. holiday. He intends to review portions of the 
purchasing ordinance to make it possible to accept bids from local 
firms, rather than going out of the area, when cost difference is not 
@ major factor. Friday at noon in Council Chambers the city will hold 
a short memorial program commemorating Or. King. The large 
festival will be held on Monday. 


Councilmember Beal thanked Mayor Hollister on his quick action 
on the severance pay issue and added that she would like to see 
personnelrules changed so that department heads are not eligible 
to eam compensatory time. 


Councilmember Allen asked Mayor Hollister to see that Council- 
members receive copies of contracts for department heads. Mayor 
Hollister agreed to provide them with copies of the contracts and 
said that current department heads are on a 30 day contract and 
he is having Melvin McWilliams and Jim Smiertka review the 
contracts for necessary changes. Councilmember Alien sug- 
gested that Mayor Hollister consider the Michigania store as a 
source of gifts for visiting dignitaries. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mayor Hollister to ascertain how 
many vacancies still exist from the early retirement program and 
how many of them will be filled. Some departments were crippled 
and service to the citizens has suffered as a result. Mayor Hollister 
replied that the reduction of 75 positions is imperative through the 
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next 30 years. We will have to operate the city in a smarter more 
efficient manner to compensate for them.

Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis suggested that Mayor Hollister 
and City Council get a copy of an article regarding the acquisition 
_ Of a minor league baseball team by the City of Grand Rapids. He 
read the list of standing committee assignments and commented 
that the meeting times are more user friendly this year than last. He 
requested that committee agendas, as well as notice of the 
cancellation of meetings, be broadcast on Channel 28.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister, in accordance with a request by Councilmember 
Jones at last week's meeting, distributed summaries of current 
personnel vacancies resulting from the early retirement program 
and said that Ms. Bommarito will be available to the committee 
tomorrow to go into detail about these vacancies.

We are 
fortunate to have this display on Dr. King’s life, he said, and 
everyone should take advantage of the opportunities to view it at 
ceremonies being held this week. Dave Patterson, owner of Jiffy 
Lube, has volunteered to deliver gifts from Lansing to our Sister 
City, St. Petersburg, Russia on a forthcoming visit. The Mayor's 
Office has purchased a book containing a pictorial display of 
Lansing, as well as a container of Paramount Coffee, from the 
Michigania Store, for Mr. Patterson to convey to Officials in St. 
Petersburg. Mayor Hollister submitted a list of committee 
vacancies and encouraged Councilmembers to offer their input. 
He reported asking Chairpersons of City Committees and Boards 
to enforce the absence policy. He congratulated Cristo Rey 
Community Center on their 25th anniversary. They offer a 
wonderful smorgasbord of services to everyone, not just to the 
hispanic population of the city. He reported holding an open house 
for members of the State Legislature last week.

PAYING FOR IMPROVEMENTS TO THE EXISTING SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM AND TO PAY CERTAIN COSTS RELATING 
TO THE ISSUANCE OF THE REVENUE BONDS, FOR AUTHORIZ- 
ING AND PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE 
REFUNDING BONDS FOR THE PURPOSE OF REFUNDING A 
PART OF THE OUTSTANDING SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 
REFUNDING BONDS, 1988 SERIES, AND THE OUTSTANDING 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM REFUNDING BONDS, 1991 
SERIES, AND TO PAY CERTAIN COSTS RELATING THERETO; 
PROVIDING THAT THE REVENUE BONDS AND REVENUE 
REFUNDING BONDS SHALL BE OF EQUAL STANDING AND 
PRIORITY OF LIEN WITH OUTSTANDING SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM REVENUE BONDS OF THE CITY ISSUED UNDER THE 
PROVISIONS OF ACT 94, PUBLIC ACTS OF MICHIGAN, 1933, AS 
AMENDED AND ORDINANCES NO. 29-A, 31-A, 35-A AND NO. 
838 OF THE CITY OF LANSING; PROVIDING FOR THE RETIRE- 
MENT AND SECURITY OF THE BONDS HEREIN AUTHORIZED 
AND PROVIDING FOR OTHER MATTERS RELATIVE THERETO. 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, 
State of Michigan (the City”), by Ordinances No. 29-A and 35-A 
has heretofore issued and sold Sewage Disposal System Revenue 
Refunding Bonds, 1988 Series (the ‘1988 Bonds’) in the 
aggregate principal sum of Twenty-Five: Million Eight Hundred 
Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars ($25,875,000) for the purpose of 
refunding certain revenue bonds of the City which were then 
outstanding; and 


WHEREAS, the City by Ordinances No. 29-A and 838 has 
heretofore issued and sold Sewage Disposal System Revenue 
Refunding Bonds, 1991 Series (the "1991 Bonds’) in the 
aggregate principal sum of Three Million Three Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($3,300,000) for the purpose of financing improvements to 
and extensions of the sewage disposal System; and 


_ WHEREAS, it is now deemed necessary by the City Council of 
the City to acquire and construct improvements to the sewage 
disposal System (the “Improvements” as hereafter defined) and to 
refund a portion of the 1988 Bonds anda portion of the 1991 Bonds; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City intends to issue one or more series of 
sewage disposal system revenue bonds for the purpose of paying 
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forthe Improvements, and sewage disposal system revenue 
refunding bonds issued for the purpose of refunding a portion of the 
1988 Bonds and a portion of the 1991 Bonds (hereafter defined as 
the “1994 Bonds’): and 


WHEREAS, Section 19(b) of Ordinance No. 29-A authorizes the 
issuance of bonds of equal standing and priority of lien with the 
Outstanding bonds authorized by Ordinance 29-A as follows: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to the System or for the purpose of refunding part of 
any Bonds then outstanding and paying costs of issuing such 
Additional Bonds including deposits which may be required to be 
made to the Bond Reserve Account. Bonds for such purposes shall 
not be issued pursuant to this sudparagraph (a) unless the average 
actual or augmented Net Revenues of the System for the then last 


two (2) preceding twelve month operating years or the actual or 


augmented Net Revenues for the last preceding twelve month 
operating year, if the same shall be lower than the average, shall be 
equal to at least one hundred thirty (130%) percent of the maximum 
amount of principal and interest thereafter maturing in any 
operating year on the then outstanding Bonds and on the 
Additional Bonds then being issued. If the Additional Bonds are to 
be issued in whole or in part for refunding outstanding Bonds the 
maximum annual principal and interest requirements shall be 
determined by deducting from the principal and interest require- 
ments for each operating year the annual principal and interest 
requirements of any Bonds to be refunded from the proceeds of the 
Additional Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph (a) the City 
may elect to use as the last preceding operating year any operating 


_ year ending not more than sixteen months from the date of delivery 


of the Additional Bonds and as the next to the last preceding 
Operating year, any operating year ending not more than 
twenty-eight months from the date of delivery of the Additional 
Bonds. If the System rates, fees or charges shall be increased at or 
prior to the time of authorizing the Additional Bonds, the Net 
Revenues for each of the two preceding operating years shall be 
augmented by an amount reflecting the effect of the increase had 
the System's billings during such operating years been at the 
increased rates. In addition, the actual Net Revenues for each of 
the two preceding operating years may be augmented by the 
estimated increase in Net Revenues to accrue as a result of the 
acquisition of the repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to said System to be paid in whole or in part from the 
proceeds of the Additional Bonds to be issued. In addition, the 
actual Net Revenues may be augmented by an amount equal to 
the investment income representing interest on investments 
estimated to be received each operating year from the addition to 
the Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the proceeds of the 
Additional Bonds being issued. Determination by the Council as to 
existence of conditions permitting the issuance of Additional 


Bonds shall be conclusive. No additional Bonds of equal standing 


as to the Net Revenues of the System shall be issued pursuant to 
the authorization contained in this subparagraph if the City shall 
then be in default in making its required payments to the Operating 
and Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


(b) For refunding a part of the outstanding Bonds and paying 
costs of issuing such Additional Bonds including deposits which 
may be required to be made to the Bond Reserve Account. No 
Additional Bonds shall be issued pursuant to this subsection

unless the maximum amount of principal and interest maturing in 
any operating year after giving effect to the refunding shall be less 
than the maximum amount of principal and interest maturing in any 
operating year prior to giving effect to the refunding. 


AND WHEREAS, the City has met or will meet all the conditions 
and requirements of Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A for the 
issuance of the proposed 1994 Bonds; and 


_ WHEREAS, all things necessary to the authorization and 
issuance of the 1994 Bonds under the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Michigan, and the Charter and Ordinances of the City and 
particularly Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended and 
Ordinances No. 29-A, 30-A, 31-A, 35-A and No. 838 have been 
done or will be done and the Council is now empowered and 
desires to authorize the issuance of the 1994 Bonds in one or more 
series; 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Definitions. All terms not defined herein shail have the 
_ Meanings set forth in Ordinance 29-A and whenever used in this 
Ordinance, except when otherwise indicated by the context, the 
following terms shail have the following meanings: 


(a) 1988 Bonds’ means the outstanding Sewage Disposal 
System Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1988 Series, authorized by 
Ordinance No. 35-A. 


(b) "1991 Bonds” means the outstanding Sewage Disposal 
System Revenue Bonds, 1991 Series, authorized by Ordinance No. 
838. 


(c)"1994 Bonds” means, collectively, the 1994 Revenue Bonds 
and the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds. 


(d) “1994 Revenue Bonds” means the 1994 Revenue Bonds 
authorized by Section 5 of this Ordinance for the purpose of paying 
the costs of the Improvements. 


(e) “1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds” means the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds authorized by Section 8 of this Ordinance for the 
purpose of refunding a portion of the 1988 Bonds and a portion of 
the 1991 Bonds. 


(f) “Escrow Agreement” means the Escrow Agreement 
described in Section 15 of this Ordinance to provide for payment of 
principal of and interest and premium on the 1988 Bonds and 1991 
Bonds to be refunded. 


(g) “Escrow Fund” means the Escrow Fund established 
pursuant to the Escrow Agreement to hold the cash and 
investments necessary provide for payment of principal of and 
interest and premium on the 1988 Bonds and the 1991 Bonds to be 
refunded. 


(h) “Improvements” means the following improvements to the 
System: acquisition and installation of a west side interceptor, an 
alternative disinfection system, a Northwest street sewer lining, a 
N. Branch-Hilliard Holmes Sanitary Sewer Interceptor, improve- 
ments to the Wastewater Treatment Plant final tank, a belt filter 
press, sludge storage tanks and a lime stabilization system. 


(i) “Ordinance” means this Ordinance and any ordinance or 
resolution amendatory of or supplemental hereto. 


(j) “Outstanding Bonds” means the outstanding Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1985 
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Series, authorized by Ordinance No. 31 -A, the outstanding Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1988 Series, 
authorized by Ordinance No. 35-A, and the outstanding Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue Bonds, 1991 Series, authorized by 
Ordinance No. 838. 


(k) “Outstanding Bond Ordinances” means Ordinance No. 29-A 
as supplemented by Ordinance No. 30-A, Ordinance No. 31-A, 
Ordinance No. 35-A, and Ordinance No. 838. 


Section 2. Conditions Permitting Issuance of Additional Bonds. 
Pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A, the City Council 
hereby determines that the City will issue the 1994 Bonds 
authorized by this Ordinance only if the Finance Director finds that 
the following statements are true: (a) The average actual or 
augmented Net Revenues of the System for the last two (2) 
preceding twelve month operating years ending June 30, 1992 and 
June 30, 1993 or the actual or augmented Net Revenues for the 


last preceding twelve month operating year, if the same is lower 


than the average, is equal to at least one hundred thirty percent 
(130%) of the maximum amount of principal and interest thereafter 


_Maturing in any operating year on the Outstanding Bonds payable 


from the revenues of the System and on the 1994 Bonds, less the 
annual principal and interest requirements for the 1988 Bonds and 
1991 Bonds to be refunded: (b) the City is not in defauit in making 
its required payments to the Operation and Maintenance Fund, or 
the Redemption Fund established by Ordinance No. 29-A: (c) the 
maximum amount of principal and interest maturing in any 
operating year after giving effect to the refunding is less than the 
maximum amount of principal and interest maturing in any 
operating year prior to the refunding with respect to the 1994 
Bonds. 


Section 3. Necessity of Improvements. It is hereby determined 
to be necessary for the public health and welfare of the City to 
proceed to acquire and construct the Improvements. 


Section 4. Cost Useful Life. The cost of the Improvements is 
estimated to be Sixteen Million Dollars ($16,000,000) including the 
payment of incidental expenses as specified in Section 5 of this 
Ordinance, which estimate of cost is hereby approved and 
confirmed, and the period of usefulness of the Improvements is 
estimated to be not less than forty (40) years. 


Section 5. Payment of Costs of Improvements and Authoriza- 
tion of 1994 Revenue Bonds. It is hereby determined that if the 
Notice of Intent to Issue Bonds required by Section 33 of Act 94 has 
been published and no petition requesting a referendum on the 


~ Question of the issuance of the 1994 Revenue Bonds is filed within 


45 Days in compliance with Section 33 of Act 94, the City shall 
borrow the sum of not to exceed $16,000,000, as finally determined 


“upon the sale thereof, and the 1994 Revenue Bonds shall be 


issued pursuant to the provisions of Act 94 to pay the cost of 
acquiring and constructing the Improvements, including the 
payment of engineering, legal, financial, bond insurance, 
underwriters discount and other expenses incident thereto and 
incident to the issuance and sale of the 1994 Revenue Bonds, said 
1994 Revenue Bonds to have equal standing and priority of lien 
with any of the Outstanding Bonds which are not refunded 
pursuant to this Ordinance. The balance of the cost of the 
Improvements will be paid from other funds of the City legally 
available therefor. 


Section 6. 1994 Revenue Bond Data. The 1994 Revenue Bonds 
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shall be designated the SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE. 


BONDS, 1994 SERIES and shail not be a general obligation of the 
City but shall be payable solely out of the Net Revenues. The 1994 
Revenue Bonds shall be sold at negotiated sale pursuant to a Sale 
Resolution (a “Sale Resolution”) to be adopted by the City Council. 
The 1994 Revenue Bonds shall be issued in fully-registered form in 
the denomination of $5,000 or integral multiples thereof, not 
exceeding the amount of bonds maturing on the same date such 
bond matures, and shall be numbered in consecutive order of 
authentication from upwards. The 1994 Revenue Bonds shail be 
dated as of March 1, 1994 or such other date as may be 
determined in the Sale Resolution for the 1994 Revenue Bonds, 
and shall be payable in principal installments on May 1 of each 
year as may be determined in the Sale Resolution for the 1994 
Revenue Bonds. 


Section 7. Necessity of Refunding 1988 Bonds and 1991 
Bonds. It is hereby determined that the 1994 Revenue Refunding 
Bonds shall only be issued and sold if sale thereof will produce 
Savings sufficient to make such sale worthwhile; it is therefore 
determined to be necessary for the public health and welfare of the 
City to refund a portion of the 1988 Bonds and a portion of the 1991 
Bonds through issuance of the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds in 
compliance with the. Outstanding Bond Ordinances as supple- 
mented by this Ordinance. 


Section 8. Refunding of 1988 Bonds and 1991 Bonds; 1994 
Revenue Refunding Bonds Authorized. To pay part of the cost of 
refunding a portion of the 1988 Bonds and/or 1991 Bonds as 
determined at the time of sale of the 1994 Revenue Refunding 
_ Bonds, including the payment of the costs of legal, financial, bond 
insurance, underwriter’s discount and other expenses incident 
thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds, the City shall borrow the sum not to exceed 
Eleven Million Dollars ($11,000,000) as finally determined upon the 
sale thereof, and issue the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds 
therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 94, said 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds to have equal standing and priority of lien with 
any of the Outstanding Bonds which are not refunded pursuant to 
this Ordinance. 


Section 9. 1994 Revenue Refunding Bond Data. The 1994 
Revenue Refunding Bonds shall be designated SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE REFUNDING BONDS, 1994 
SERIES and shail not be a general obligation of the City but shall be 


payable solely out of the Net Revenues. The 1994 Revenue 


Refunding Bonds shall be sold at negotiated sale pursuant to a 
Sale Resolution (a “Sale Resolution”) to be adopted by the City 
Council. The 1991 Revenue Refunding Bonds shall be issued in 
fully-registered form in the denomination of $5,000 or integral 
multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of bonds maturing on 
the same date such bond matures, and shail be numbered in 
consecutive order of authentication from 1 upwards. The 1994 
Revenue Refunding Bonds shall be dated as of March 1, 1994 or 
such other date as may be determined in the Sale Resolution for 
the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds, and shall mature on May 1st 
inthe years 1994 to 2007, inclusive, or such of those years as shall 
be determined at the time of sale of the 1994 Revenue Refunding 
Bonds. 


Section 10. 1994 Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds 
Authorized. The 1994 Revenue Bonds and 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds may be issued as one series of bonds which shall 
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be designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE AND 
REVENUE REFUNDING BONDS, 1994 SERIES. 


Section 11. 1994 Bond Data. The 1994 Bonds, whether issued in 
one or more series, shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be 
determined in the Sale Resoi..”ion, but in any event not exceeding 
ten percent (10%) per annum payable on May 1, 1994, or such later 
date as approved in the Sale Resolution, and semi-annually 
thereafter on November 1st and May 1st of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the registered owner at 
the registered address, as shown on the registration books of the 
City maintained by the transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to 
the registered owner of record as of the fifteenth day of the month 


prior to the payment date for each interest payment. The date of 


determination of registered owner for purposes of payment of 
interest as provided in this paragraph may be changed by the City 
to conform to market practice in the future. The principal of the 
1994 Bonds shall be payable at a bank or trust company to be 
designated by the Finance Director as a registrar and transfer 
agent for each series of the 1994 Bonds. 


The 1994 Bonds may be subject to redemption prior to maturity 
at the times and prices finally determined in the Sale Resolution for 
the respective series of 1994 Bonds. In the event that any of the 
1994 Bonds shall be issued as Term Bonds, the Mandatory 
Redemption Requirement for such Term Bonds shall be specified 
in the Sale Resolution for such series of the 1994 Bonds. 


The 1994 Bonds shall be signed by the facsimile signature of the 
Mayor and countersigned by the facsimile signature of the City 
Clerk. The 1994 Bonds shall have the facsimile corporate seal of 
the City printed thereon. No 1994 Bond shall be valid until 
authenticated by an authorized officer of the transfer agent. Each 
series of the 1994 Bonds shall be delivered to the transfer agent for 
authentication and be delivered by the transfer agent to the 
purchaser in accordance with instructions from the Finance 
Director upon payment of the purchase price for the respective 
series of 1994 Bonds in accordance with the bid therefor when 
accepted. Executed blank 1994 Bonds for registration and 
issuance to transferees shall simultaneously, and from time to time 
thereafter as necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
Safekeeping. 


Any 1994 Bond may be transferred upon the books of the City 
maintained by the transfer agent by the person in whose name it is 
registered, in person or by his duly authorized attorney, upon 
surrender of the bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of 
a duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form approved 
by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1994 Bond or Bonds shall be 


‘surrendered for transfer, the transfer agent shall authenticate and 


deliver a new 1994 Bond or Bonds of the same series, for like 
aggregate principal amount. The transfer agent shall require the 
payment by the bondhoider requesting the transfer of any tax or 
other governmental charge required to be paid with respect to the 
transfer. The City shall give the transfer agent notice of call for 
redemption at least 20 days prior to the date notice of redemption is 
to be given. 


Section 12. Municipal Bond Insurance. If municipal bond 
insurance is purchased to insure either series of the 1994 Bonds, 
the provisions of Section 5 of Ordinance No. 35-A shall be 
applicable to the insured series of 1994 Bonds except as those 
provisions may be modified in the Sale Resolution for the insured 
series of 1994 Bonds. 
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Section 13. Applicability of the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 
Except to the extent supplemented or otherwise provided in this 
Ordinance, all of the provisions and covenants provided in the 
Outstanding Bond Ordinances shall apply to the 1994 Bonds 
issued pursuant to provisions of this Ordinance, such provisions of 
said Ordinances being made applicable to the 1994 Bonds herein 
authorized, the same as though said 1994 Bonds were originally 
authorized and issued as a part of the Outstanding Bonds issued 
pursuant to the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 


Section 14. 1994 Revenue Bond Proceeds. From the proceeds 
of sale of the 1994 Revenue Bonds there first shall be immediately 
deposited in the Redemption Fund an amount equal to the accrued 
interest and premium, if any, received on delivery of the 1994 
Revenue Bonds, and the City may take credit for the amount so 
deposited against the amount required to be deposited in the 
Redemption Fund for payment of the next maturing interest on the 
1994 Revenue Bonds. 


There shall next be deposited in the Bond Reserve Account an 
‘amount designated in the Sale Resolution for the 1994 Revenue 
Bonds as necessary to meet the requirements of the Outstanding 
Bond Ordinances. 


The remaining proceeds of the 1994 Revenue Bonds shall be 
deposited in the 1994 SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM CONSTRUC- 
TION FUND (the “Construction Fund"), which shall be established 
by the Finance Director in a bank or banks qualified to act as 
depository of the proceeds of sale under the provisions of Section 
15 of Act 94. Monies in the Construction Fund shall be applied 
solely in payment of the cost of the Improvements and any costs of 
engineering, legal, bond insurance premiums and other expenses 
incident thereto and to the issuance of the 1994 Revenue Bonds. 
Payments for construction, either on account or otherwise, shall 
not be made unless the registered engineer in charge of such work 
shail file with the City's Department of Public Service a signed 
Statement to the effect that the work has been completed in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor; that it was 
done pursuant to and in accordance with the contract therefor, that 
such work is satisfactory, and that such work has not previously 
been paid for. 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of sale of the 1994 
Revenue Bonds remaining in the Construction Fund after 
completion of the Improvements may, in the discretion of the City, 
be used for meeting requirements of the Bond Reserve Account, or 
for further improvements, enlargements and extension to the 
System if, at the time of such expenditure, such use is approved by 
the Michigan Department of Treasury if such permission is then 
required by law. Any balance remaining after such expenditure 
shall be paid into the Redemption Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing 1994 Bonds or Outstanding Bonds on the open market 
at not more than the fair market value thereof but not more than the 
price at which the 1994 Bonds may next be called for redemption 
or used for the purpose of calling 1994 Bonds or Outstanding 
Bonds for redemption. 


Section 15. 1994 Revenue Refunding Bond Proceeds. From 
the proceeds of sale of the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds there 
first shall be immediately deposited in the Redemption Fund an 
amount equal to the accrued interest and premium, if any, received 
on delivery of the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds, and the City 
may take credit for the amount so deposited against the amount 


“ain 
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required to be deposited in the Redemption Fund for payment of 
the next maturing interest on the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds. 


There shall next be deposited in the Bond Reserve Account an 
amount designated in the Sale Resolution for the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds as necessary to meet the requirements of the 
Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 


There shall next be deposited in the Escrow Fund cash and 
investments in direct obligations of or obligations the principal of 
and interest on which are unconditionally guaranteed by the United 
States of America, not redeemable at the option of the issuer and 
an amount sufficient to pay principal, interest and redemption 
premiums on the 1988 Bonds and 1991 Bonds being refunded. The 
Escrow Fund shail be held by an escrow agent in trust pursuant to 


-the Escrow Agreement which shall irrevocably direct said escrow 


agent to take all necessary steps to pay the principal of and interest 
onthe 1988 Bonds and 1991 Bonds being refunded when due and 
to call the 1988 Bonds and 1991 Bonds being refunded for 
redemption, as specified in the Escrow Agreement. The cash and 
investments and income received thereon held in the Escrow Fund 
will be sufficient without reinvestment to pay the principal, interest 
and redemption premiums on the 1988 Bonds and 1991 Bonds 
being refunded when due at maturity or call for redemption as 
required by this Section 15. 


The remaining proceeds of the 1994 Revenue Retunding Bonds 
shail be used to pay the costs of issuance attributable to the 1994 
Revenue Refunding Bonds. 


The Finance Director shall designate a bank or trust company to 
serve as escrow agent under the Escrow Agreement. The Finance 
Director is hereby authorized to negotiate, approve and execute 
the Escrow Agreement. 


Section 16. 1994 Bond Form. The 1994 Bonds shall be in 
substantially the following form with such modifications as may be 
approved by the Finance Director in consultation with bond 
counsel:

_ expects them to be much more than that. If they have respect for 
the public, the public will have respect for them. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate complimented the Mayor on 
the amount of work he has gotten done in the last three weeks. He 
thanked him for attending the 34th Annual Old Timers Baseball 
Banquet last week. Fort Wayne recently got a minor league 
baseball stadium after 12 years of negotiations. 


Clyde Smith 2244 Tecumseh River congratulated Jim Smiertka on 
his appointment as City Attorney. He endorsed the idea of having a 
sign language interpreter at City Council meetings to make them 
more accessible to the hearing impaired. 


Tom Shields of 1118 Riley reported seeing the gates at Mt. Hope 
Cemetery being left open at night again lately. The city cemeteries 
are supposed to be locked up at night. Council President Brockwell 
informed Mr. Shields that by this spring the cemetery gates will be 
equipped. with automatic closing and locking devices that will 
activate at sun down. Mr. Shields suggested that the city consider 
hiring temporary help to fill vacant positions. He asked if the city 
accepts bids on houses for demolition and what the cost is per 
house. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked Councilmember Allen to get 
_ her committee to do something about the intersection of Mt. Hope 
and Washington. This should be a three lane intersection; one lane 
for left turns, one lane for right turns, and one that is straight ahead 
only. Handicapped parking places are being left half full of snow. 
This is not fair to the handicapped population. He requested a 
change in the manner in which Channel 28 scrolls through the 
documents it televises. Sometimes these documents go too fast to 
read. 


Councilmember Allen asked Mr. Vaughan to present his request 
for traffic control measures at the corner of Mt. Hope and 
Washington to her in writing.

The 
public has a right to know about the worth of these properties, the 
purchase price, costs of demolition, legal fees paid to attorneys for 
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property owners, etc. He wants to see a line by line statement. 


Councilmember Lilly answered Mr. Leeman’s question about 
payments to George Brookover. Mr. Brookover received an initia! 
payment of $414.00, an additional payment of $260.00, for a total of 
$664.00 paid through the month of December. 


Alma Miateck of 915 Tisdale asked the Mayor and Council to help 
the homeless who are out in this freezing weather. Some of the 
houses that are being scheduled for demolition should be saved to 
shelter these people. Citizens want solutions for the problems 
facing homeless people. 


Council President Brockwell told Mrs. Miateck said that the City is 


. administering Federal grant funds to provide housing for homeless 


people. There are currently many different projects being 
operated. He thanked the volunteer camera man who filmed 
tonight's meeting.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS, to whom was referred 
the Internal Auditor's report on General Fund revenues and 
expenditures for the quarter ending September 30, 1993. 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: General Fund revenues are projected to 
increase from $76,392,826 (actual) in FY 93 to $78,246,806 
(estimated) in FY 94, an increase of 2.43%. Review of 1st quarter 
receipts did not reveal any trends jeopardizing the receipt of 
revenues consistent with estimates. 


In regard to expenditures it is important to note that a $600,000 
“rolling vacancy” factor has been built into the FY 94 budget, 
meaning that $600,000 worth of position vacancies must occur 
throughout the year before funds appropriated for salaries reach a 
break-even position. Consequently, it is imperative that city 
vacancies be closely monitored. 


In addition, no reserves for union settlements have been 
appropriated in the current fiscal year. It is anticipated that 
settlements with 911 and District Court employees (contracts 
expired 7-1-93) and FOP Supervisory and Non-Supervisory and 
Firefighters employees (contracts expired 1-22-94) will utilize ail 
residual funds and may require an additional appropriation from 
Fund Balance above the $1,832,719 initially appropriated in the FY 
94 budget. 


Based on this report the Committee believes that General Fund 
Fund Balance could possibly be reduced by up to $2,000,000 in FY 
94, not including the Parking System shortfall of approximately 
$1,000,000. Consequently, the Committee concurs with the 
Mayor's hiring moratorium, and urges the administration to 


_consider and develop operating efficiencies, reorganizations, and 


other cost containment measures.

1. Diseaster Recovery Plan. The administration concurs with this 
finding and. per the direction of the Mayor, is taking immediate 
action to address this concern. 


2. Physical Inventories of Capital Assets. The current level of 
Staffing did not allow for independent sampling of inventories as 
requested by the external auditor. The Finance Director informed 
the Committee that the materiality of the dollar value of inventories 
did not. on a cost-benefit basis, warrant this additional testing. 


3. Outstanding Checks. Again, staffing levels were insufficient to 
perform this function. It was noted that uncashed checks over one 
year old are escheated to the state, creating no economic benefit 
to the city. As positions are filled this function will again be 
performed on a routine basis. 


4 Restrictive Endorsements on incoming Checks. It is noted that 
restrictive endorsement of checks is, and has been, standing 
policy. This policy was recently distributed to all departments. As a 
practical matter checks made out to “City of Lansing” would be 
very difficult to cash. 


5. Compensated Absence Documentation. Automation of 
personnel systems is a high priority for the current administration. 
Personnel and Finance are currently evaluating this situation with 
specific recommendations anticipated in the near future. 


This report is informational and no further Council action is 
required.

Mayor Hollister pointed out that his Executive Assistant, Dave

She offered her 
condolences to the family of Lee Shunk, Jr. and said that the thing 
she appreciated the most about him was that he offered solutions, 
not just problems, and he was a gentle soul. She has received 
complaints about businesses on the north end not shoveling the 
snow from their sidewalks. She reminded business owners that this 
is their responsibility and failure to comply places them in violation 
of the code of ordinances. This would also make it easier for their 
Customers to get into their businesses. She suggested that those 
who are unable physically to get out and shovel their snow could 
lake advantage of youths in the neighborhood who would welcome 
a chance to make some money. 


Councilmember Allen announced that she will be in attendance at 
the public hearing to be held by the Planning Board in considera- 
tion of the special land use request for Millpond Village Mobile 
Home Park scheduled for February 1, 1993 at 7:30 P.M. in Council 
Chambers. She encouraged interested citizens to attend also. The 
Public Safety meeting has been canceled for this week. 


Councilmember Benavides thanked all who supported the | 


celebration of Cristo Rey’s 25th Anniversary by attending their 
dinner. He had a great time and said “we could not have done it 
without you.” 


Councilmember Novak announced that the Economic Develop- 
ment Committee will meet on January 28, 1994 regarding the 
Seven Block Development Plan. 


Council President Brockwell welcomed City Attorney, Jim 
Smiertka to the dais. He reported attending the 25th anniversary 
dinner for Cristo Rey Community Center. Mayor Hollister gave a 
beautiful speech at this nt. He has learned that Lee Shunk, Jr.a 
regular attender of Cou ci eetings passed away from diabetic 
shock. Lee had been told'some time ago that he did not have long 
to live. Lee had asked totiave students from North School give the 
Invocation and Pledge of Allegiance at a council meeting. In his 
honor two cub scouts and two brownies, from North School, will 
lead the Invocation and Pledge of Allegiance at next week's 
council meeting in Dart Auditorium. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Committee on Physical 
Development will hold their first meeting of the year tomorrow. 
They will have 8 or 9 items up for passage next Monday night. He 
complimented Councilmember Benavides on his wonderful 
leadership at Cristo Rey for the past 25 years. Delma Lopez gave 
an amazing report on the history of their activities. Usually, 
institutes such as this, do not last more than 3-4 years yet Cristo 
Rey is celebrating their 25th year of service. He congratulated 
Councilmember Benavides on the outstanding leadership and 
directorship he has given to this agency. Last week at the 
Committee of the Whole they reached a decision to abolish 
smoking in all areas of the 10th floor. 


Councilmember Jones said that there are so few trolley cars

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. made several remarks of a 
derogatory nature against city councilmembers and city employ- 
ees. He was called to order and cautioned by President Brockwell 
to restrict his remarks to appropriate language. Upon his refusal to 
come to order President Brockwell directed the Sergeant at Arms 
to remove him from Council Chambers. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St. said he has tried to talk to Mr. 
Bernstein about restricting his remarks, but, he did not have much 
influence. He is optimistic about the Transportation Center, Hail of 
Courts, maybe even a baseball stadium, but first Council must get 
some of the little things done like Mr. Anthos' D.0.M.E. project. He 
asked Mayor Hollister to support this effort. 


Al Seger of 6428 Norburn Way protested the lack of trees in the city. 
Trees are necessary, if we are to be known as a world Class city. 
We should utilize the resources at MSU to advise us in this 
endeavor rather than hiring someone from New York City. He 
protested a move by the Board of Water & Light regarding the use 
of colonial looking street light fixtures. Councilmember Lilly 
informed Mr. Seger that last year the Council entered into an 
extensive program for tree preservation. They established a 
committee to this affect and collaborated with professionals from 
MSU, as well as, the Michigan Department of Natural Resources. 
The city is currently moving in the direction he advocates. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt asked for Brian Walsworth of the 
Mayor's staff to be assigned to go into the north end of town to take 
care of the businesses there. They have a lot of crime over there 
and they want Brian personally so they can show him what is 
wrong. 


Frank Curtis 'X' of 4708 Ingham protested the removal of Mr. 
Bernstein from Council Chambers. Their right to freedom of 
speech is protected under the constitution. There is something 
very wrong between white people and black people in this country. 
Government should be giving black people something to do so 
they can get back to work. Honest people should be let out of jail 
and allowed to go back to work, but all they get is chased with 
pistols and dogs. 


Pau! Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that he attended a reception at the 
Library of Michigan last Friday in honor of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
and hopes that this celebration inspires someone to plan a 
program in honor of former Lansing native Malcolm X. He sent his 
condolences to the Shunk family. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that last week's stop sign 
controversy was entertaining to the people in the audience. He 
Stated his interest in the D.O.M.E. project and in the Civic Center 
issue and asked Mayor Hollister to communicate with Andrew 
Anthos and Darryl Burgess regarding these two issues. He 
repeated his request for an accounting of the money spent by the 
Lansing Building Authority on each parcel purchased. There 's 
information coming out regarding the Vaughan lawsuit that is very 
interesting. He reported attending funeral services for Lee Shunk, 
Jr. and read a sampling of typical comments made by Mr. Shunk at 
Council meetings. 


Floyd Burns of 103 E. North said the homeless situation in the city is 
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desperate. He requested a progress report. Council President 
Brockwell said they are approaching this problem from a regional 
basis. They are working to provide shelter and solutions to the 
homeless problem. Councilmember Benavides said they are 
expecting a response on a grant application for the Volunteers of 
America project. This grant is the result of a lot of people working 
together. If they get the grant, it will be extremely helpful in their 
efforts to stem the rising tide of homeless. Mr. Burns said he knows 
someone who is currently in desperate need of help. Council- 
member Benavides urged him to have that person call Cristo Rey, 
the Red Cross. or Volunteers of America. One of these agencies 
should be able to help him find shelter. There is no reason for 
anyone to be in this situation in this community. We have the 
resources to feed and shelter people if they get in touch with us and 
communicate their need.

And Dr. Sykes, | want to thank you for hosting us here at the Dart 
Auditorium in the heart of our city. 


On this stage, in this audience and among our viewers are the 
resources necessary to make Lansing a world class capital city. It 
‘is appropriate that we meet here to reflect on Lansing Community 
College’s motto “where futures begin.” Our future begins tonight! 
Our journey will be successful if we can work together with our 
partners represented here tonight. | want to thank each one of you 
for attending:

For a partnership to be effective, it is imperative that all parties be 
active, willing participants and trust be established and maintained. 


Unfortunately, our city has suffered because it has been seen as 
part of the problem, a roadblock rather than a partner, and citizen 
trust has been broken. 


In order to restore trust and end the controversy that has so 
consumed and damaged our city, | signed an executive order on 
Friday, January 28th, rescinding the early retirement bonus 
granted former Mayor Terry McKane and former City Clerk Jim 
Blair. | took this action after the new City Attorney independently 
concluded that the plan had been adopted inappropriately and was 
consequently null and void. It is my hope, it is my prayer that this 
corrective action ends the controversy and allows us to move into 
the future together. 


Today marks the end of the transition and the official beginning of a 
new administration. Immediately following the election, | charged 
ten transition advisory committees with the task of taking a 
snap-shot of our community; to assess its strengths and 
weaknesses; to identify barriers to progress and to make 
short-term and long-term recommendations on what is needed to 
become a world class capital city. Two hundred and fifty of your 
neighbors volunteered to serve. They began this work in 
mid-November, worked over the holidays and presented their final 
reports, on time, in mid-January. 


| want to thank each and every person who participated in that 
process and ask that they stand and be recognized. 


Participatory democracy is the key to revitalizing Lansing and this 
transition process helped establish a sense of openness, 
collaboration, and consensus. 


The Inaugural was another small step in the healing process. On 
New Year's Day, over 1,000 citizens came together to celebrate 
the restorative and energizing process called democracy. We 
opened City Hall to the people that day. We were able to provide 
food and entertainment because our partners in the business 
community and city employees contributed time, ideas, energy 
and money to make it happen. 


For me, the highlight of the day was having all those assembled join 
in a “covenant of participation,” where each person committed 
themselves to being partners in our new endeavor. 


Within a week of taking office | had assembled a staff and cabinet, 
who are committed to the principles of openness, fairness, and 
frugality. | am proud of the talented, experienced and caring team 
that has joined me. This is a team that can get things done, and itis 
a team that looks like Lansing. | am pleased to report that | and ail of 
the new department heads are being paid less than our 
predecessors, saving the City over $50,000 a year. 


Within a week, we put a stop to inappropriate bonus payments 
granted departing at-will appointees of the previous administration, 
Saving taxpayers over $25,000. 


Within the first 30 days the early retirement bonus payments to 
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elected officials were rescinded, saving $20,000 a year. 


Within the first 30 days a competitive bid process was initiated and 
Bob Johnson, our new business ombudsman, was charged with 
ensuring that all city services and contracts are based on 
competition, merit and cost-effectiveness. 


The Hollister Administration is committed to assuring quality city 
services without raising taxes. To keep this pledge it is important 
that we do things differently at City Hall. Workers must become 
partners in the problem solving process and a sense of openness, 
inclusiveness and collaboration established and maintained. 


My executive assistant, David Wiener, and | have convened a 
series of meetings with city union leaders to usher in a new style of 
management/labor relations. Irv Bluestone, a labor leader, and 
scholar, has agreed to assist us in establishing a process of worker 
empowerment and collective management. 


Weekly cabinet meetings have begun. The cabinet has been 
expanded to include the City Clerk, City Treasurer, City Assessor, 
and Director of the Economic Development Corporation. Total 
Quality Management will be implemented through the cabinet and 
already Joe Pandy, the CEO of the Board of Water and Light, has 
given a presentation on how he implemented T.Q.M. in partnership 
with labor. This process holds great promise for more productivity, 
more efficiency and cost savings. 


Within the first week, | began weekly luncheon meetings with 
Council leadership. 


As pointed out in many of our transition reports, City Hall, has been 
perceived in the past as passive, bureaucratic and insensitive. 
Early leadership was needed to revitalize and energize City Hall 
and to send a message to the community that the dream of a world 
Class Capital city is more than just rhetoric. 


Action has already been taken to: 
* Establish a downtown intermodal transportation center. 


* Implement a Gun Buy Back Program that includes a partner- 
ship with our schools, our community policing and our business 
community. 


* Implement a “Summer of Safety program’ that will employ 30 
Lansing area youth full-time for ten weeks in each of our 
community policing neighborhoods to fight the causes of crime. 


* Implement the consolidation of the Lansing Center and the 
Greater Lansing Convention/Visitors Bureau. | have asked 
Camille Abood, a distinguished attorney and community leader, 
to chair a committee that will develop within 60 days a plan to 
accomplish the merger. 


* Implement the Seven Block Area Plan, be ending years of delay 
and giving a green light to Planning Director Dennis Sykes to 
pursue $4 million in private development. 


* Implement a hiring freeze until a full review of the city budget is 
completed. 


* And finally while riding with Governor Engler on CATA’s new 
downtown trollies, we agreed to re-energize the Capital Park 
Commission. | have asked Parks and Recreation Director Eric 
Reickel to work with the Governor's office to see that this 
happens. 


Indeed it has been an action packed month, but it is only the 
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The transition and the first 30 days have laid an important 
foundation. Itis clear that this administration is committed to 
openness, inclusiveness, collaboration and action. We have heard 
the assessment that in the past city hall lacked leadership, action 
and accountability. 


The transition reports made clear that we had to overcome the 
sense that City Hall was too provincial, too self centered and a 


roadblock to action. The citizen assessments are clear, consistent 


and compelling. Based on these reports and the recommendations 
of our department heads, | now present to you my action plan to 
make our goal of a world class Capital city a reality and the people 
in my administration who will be responsible for making it happen. 


Crime and Neighborhoods 

Lansing has vibrant neighborhoods that need to be crime free. To 
that end, | am outlining the following Action Plan on Crime and 
Neighborhoods. 


| will expand Lansing’s nationally recognized Community Policing 
program into additional neighborhoods and make it a permanent 
part of our police department. Chief Jerry Boles will take the lead in 
this effort. 


lam charging Planning Director Dennis Sykes to spearhead a new 
“Summer of Safety” program, a cooperative effort between 
Michigan State University, community police, Lansing neighbor- 
hood associations and the federal ACTION office. This initiative 
will create 30 VISTA jobs for our youth and put them to work as 
mentors for at-risk children, and expand neighborhood and park 
watches, lot cleanups and other projects. 


Next month, Chief Boles will implement a gun buy back program 
with two major goals: to decrease the number of guns on our 
streets and to teach gun safety in our schools and neighborhoods. 
Free trigger locks will be distributed as part of this unique program. 
To date this partnership with area businesses has raised over 
$10,000. 


| have asked Human Relations and Community Services Director 
Michael Murphy to move forward with a community task force to 
implement a Drug Free Youth Program. This effort incorporates 
components of the UAW/GM employee assistance program and 
will work individually with at-risk youth on drug intervention and 
prevention activities. This will be done as part of the City-School 
Initiative. 


| have asked my business ombudsman, Bob Johnson, to work with 
local financial institutions to expand their community reinvestment 
partnership for housing rehabilitation and development. We will 
work with community-based housing development organizations 
to expand their ability to rehab housing, create more owner- 
occupied housing and strengthen our neighborhoods. 


Another promising example of collaboration between neighbor- 
hoods and the city is the Landlord and Neighborhood Development 
Program or LAND. LAND's goal is to reduce the number of crack 
houses and other problem properties through improved communi- 
Cation between landlords and neighborhoods. | have asked Police 
Chief Boles to seek increased grant support for this promising new 
approach to improved quality of life in our neighborhoods. 


| will assign Fire Chief Sam Hopkins to convene a regional meeting 
with all fire, police and emergency medical services in our region, 
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as well as neighborhood and community people, to disCuss issues 
suchas joint partnerships for services and training, including 
having the Ingham County Sheriff's Mounted Police program on 
the riverwalk and in north Lansing. This is an opportunity for local 
units of government to work smarter with the dollars we Currently 
have. 


Families, Youth and Quality of Life 
While we need to make neighborhoods safe and crime-free, we 
have to improve the quality of life for our families and our children. 
To that end | am outlining the following action plan for families, 
youth, education and quality of life: 


My administration will be youth and family oriented. Every year will 
be “the Year of the Child.” | have asked Linda Sanchez to establish 
an Advisory Committee on youth and families and | have asked my 
spouse, Christine Fedewa, to chair it. This undertaking will be in 
conjunction with the national ABC network Children First Project. 
We will make improving the quality of life for our families and youth 
a major priority. 


| have also asked Linda Sanchez to act as a liaison to the Lansing 
School District. She will work to increase city-school cooperation 
to share facilities for youth and community programs, expand 
school safety programs, and strengthen our school-business 
volunteer efforts. | am deeply committed to making city govern- 
ment a true partner with the Lansing schools. 


| have asked Human Relations and Community Services Director 
Michael Murphy to convene a regional human service summit of 
local, state and federal government human service agencies and 
community and neighborhood organizations. This summit will, in 
collaboration with the Chamber and United Way's Shared Vision 
project, evaluate our current efforts and explore ways to more 
efficiently and effectively deliver human services to our residents 
who are in need. 


| have asked Park and Recreations Director Eric Reickel to work 
with Ingham County and Lansing Schools to evaluate our parks 
and the Rivertrail to make them more user-friendly and to establish 
joint Cooperation on equipment, programs and activities. 


We will celebrate the rich ethnic and cultural diversity of Lansing 
through the expansion of the Martin Luther King Commission into a 
year-round effort, the development of ethnic festivals along the 
rivertront and the City Market area, and explore the establishment 


of a global village in cooperation with the United Nations 


Association. Liza Estlund Olson of my staff will take the lead on this 
"initiative? 

| have asked Human Relations and Community Services Director 
Murphy to work with the federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development to seek and implement the Youthbuild grant which, 
together with our schools, labor organizations and training 
programs, creates a training program and jobs for troubled youth to 
rehab housing for our Lansing Housing Commission and 
neighborhoods. 


Economic Development 
Our anti-crime and quality of life initiatives will lead to increased 
economic development opportunities. Lansing enjoys a mature 
and stable economy. We have the world’s most productive workers 
and investors anxious to invest. Our task is to demonstrate that 
Lansing means business. 


To that end, in partnership with state, county and local government, 
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local colleges and universities, regional organizations. the 
Chamber of Commerce. Capitol Choice, Labor and the Capitol 
Area United Way, | have asked David Wiener, my executive 
assistant, to convene a summit on economic development to 
review Our Common goals and build a strategic plan and process 
for economic development for the future. Some topics for 
discussion include a fiber optics network, a transportation link 
between Lansing and East Lansing and the regional water 
authority being developed by the Board of Water and Light. 


In conjunction with our regional summit, | am asking Planning 
Director Sykes to develop a strategic development plan specifi- 
Cally for Lansing, that will include among other initiatives 
revitalizing Lansing’s historic north-side business district. linking 
downtown with Oldtown through riverfront development and 
Creating new historic districts that will attract federa! funds to 
protect housing and neighborhoods. 


We have convened a meeting of local, regional and business 
leaders that has led to CATA beginning the process of building a $5 
million regional transportation center in downtown Lansing. | have 
asked Economic Development Corporation Director Emerson Ohl 
to head up this effort. 


Throughout my campaign, | urged creation of a Hall of Courts 
downtown. | intend to follow through on this promise and | have 
asked Planning Director Sykes to spearhead this key component 
of downtown revitalization. 


Another way to make our downtown more vibrant is to help 
developers create residential and commercial enterprises in the 
second and third floors of buildings along Washington and 
Michigan Avenues. | am directing my business ombudsman, Bob 
Johnson, to identify creative ideas that will allow the city to become 
an active and helpful partner with such development efforts. 


| have also asked Bob Johnson to establish a business roundtable 
which will regularly bring business leaders together to discuss 
ways to keep business in Lansing, to improve communication with 
City Hall and to strengthen Lansing’s position as a regional 
economic power. He will work closely with Capito! Choice, Lansing 
2000 and other regional business organizations in this effort. 


| am directing Public Service Department Interim Director Bob 
Clegg to develop a financial and management pian to make our 
parking system solvent, improve its service to our customers and 
make it part of our downtown development. 


| have also asked Bob Clegg to establish a Citizen's Advisory 
Committee on Energy and the Environment to develop a 
community and city strategy for energy efficiency and to

_and recycled materials manufacturing. 


As part of our environmental quality of life, we will continue our 
combined sewer overflow project to remove pollution from our 
rivers and streams, to improve our sewer system, to coordinate 
with road and infrastructure improvements for our neighborhoods.

Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine congratulated the new city attorney for the 
stance he has taken. He indicated his interest in serving on the rail 
council. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis noted that his name was not 
mentioned in the State of the City Address this year, and, Mr. Teets 
name was mentioned. He thanked Mayor Hollister for taking the 
action he has taken regarding the early retirement program. Lazar 
and Duarte should have disclosed that they would benefit from the 
plan that they drew up. He reported a large “hump’ in the road at 
the intersection of Hayford and Michigan Ave. caused by the 
- combined sewer overflow construction. He has reported this 
problem to the Public Service Department, but, nothing has been 
done about it. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that in order to be a 
World Class City, we need to understand the mistakes of the past 
So that we can prevent their repetition in the future. The sale of the 
Civic Center was a cultural crime against every resident in the City 
of Lansing.

Mayor Hollister thanked City of Lansing Planner, Donna Wynant for 
her work with the Historic Commission on the plaque to be erected 
in the downtown area.

They have multiple business ventures in the 
works and a lotof healthy competition. Their parking ramps all offer 
varied services such as; gasoline pumps, car wash, etc. They have 
a mini mall in their downtown area that is about the size of our Civic 
Center. Housing is being developed on their river and a 
condominium development on the river is currently under 
discussion. One of their Historic Districts has had 1,300 homes 
renovated. Their Mayor lives in one of the Historic Districts. He 
attributes this successful growth to cooperation, collaboration, 
regionalism and partnership between business and government. 
They have a wonderful new skyline of skyscrapers. Lansing has 
the potential to do similar kinds of things, if, we maintain regional 
collaboration and partnership between government and business.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister complimented Eleanor Love of the City of Lansing 
Planning Department on the Goals and Objectives for the 21st 
Century and commended her for all the hard work she put into it. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal reported that the Public Services Committee 
meeting will be held tomorrow at 3:45 P.M. The battles going on at 
the City Market are not productive, she said. She said she was as 
impressed with the Columbus City Market as Mayor Hollister was. 
The vendors in their market felt very threatened by the Convention 
Center the City built, but, they were able to overcome the threat and 


_ Succeed. By her count, there are 34 more days until spring. 


Councilmember Allen thanked Casey Fleistra, a local business- 
man, who donated and installed the lovely new carpeting in her 
office. She offered kudos to the Lansing Police Department 
volunteers who donated their time for the Police Athletic League. 
She is very impressed with the league. 


Councilmember Novak said that at a recent meeting of the WSNA, 


‘their Police Athletic League Officer reported that kids from the 


league are experiencing difficulty in getting space in the 
community centers because they are booked up by volleyball 
groups, who in some cases, are not city residents. He asked that 
the Centers try to facilitate the kids requests for space. 


Council President Brockwell said that Officer Larry Kiaus is very 
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active in the Police Athletic League. He took kids in his 
neighborhood out shoveling sidewalks. He announced that the 
Bea Christy Dinner is this Friday. He received his homestead 
property tax exemption form in the mail today, everyone should be 
getting theirs soon. He commended Sparrow Hospital for a 
program they run, in which their employees are eligible to take out 
loans for down payments for houses in the eastside neighborhood. 
He thanked Althea LaPointe and Jim MacDonald for the valentine 
hearts they gave him. 


Councilmember Canady announced that the Committee on 
Intergovernmental Affairs will meet February 28, 1994 to deal with 
the annexation of property in Delhi Township, and the issue of a 
regional water and infrastructure system. He would like to involve 
this committee with the Convention/Exhibition Authority to deal 
with issues of regionalism in regards to the Lansing Center. 


Councilmember Lilly announced the meeting of the Physical 
Development Committee tomorrow at 11:30 A.M. This will be a joint 
meeting with the Economic Development Committee on the Seven 
Block Plan. The homestead tax exemption form is extremely user 
friendly, he said, all you have to do is make sure the correct social 
Security number is on it and sign it. He read the information from the 
Transition Team on Total Quality Management and Reinventing 
Government. They used MDOT, where he is employed, as an 
example for this study. MDOT, he said, has been successful with 
total quality management and he commends the Mayor for moving 
in this direction. He congratulated Sexton High Schoo! on their 
successful basketball season this year and wished them good luck 
in the upcoming tournaments. They are currently ranked #2 in the 
State in Class A Basketball. 


Councilmember Jones thanked the City Attorney for working with 
the Lansing Schoo! District, the Parks and Recreation Department 
and City Council on the legal aspects of the purchase of equipment 
for parks and playgrounds. He commended the Public Service 
Department employees who are out working in below zero 
weather, and getting the job done in spite of the elements. 
Councilmember Canady asked that the issue of playground 
equipment be referred to the Committee on Intergovernmental 
Affairs. 


PUBUC COMMENTS 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. stated her opposition to the 
renaming of Grand Avenue, saying, Council should not just go 
ahead and rename city streets. She read an article regarding 
native american indians. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 625 W. Mt. Hope requested enforcement of 
the ordinance restricting bicycle riding in the downtown area. He 
reminded everyone that the Westminster Dog Show is on tonight 
and said he hopes the meeting gets out early. 


Glen Hills of 908 Hampshire Dr., St. Johns, MI a merchant at the 
City Market and member of the Merchants Association said that he 
first wants to clear up a misstatement. The City Market Merchants 
went to Councilmember Beal for help she did not go to them. They 
appreciate the support of Mayor Hollister and the subsidies of the 
City. He is sure the Market Board is a very capable Board, but, the 
merchants never see any of the Board members. The $140,000 
subsidy has been given to the Market without any training on the 
correct way in which it should be utilized. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that just as members of the

public sometimes speak without having the correct information, so 
do Councilmembers act without the correct information, as they 
did in the case of the early retirement resolution. 


Vern Letts of P.O. Box 17053 spoke regarding the second appeal 
his wife has filed on her civil rights complaint against the City. He 
accused Lansing Police Department Officers of being crooked and 
of being involved in the shooting of his son. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Rosevelt registered a complaint about a “very 
unprofessional letter” she received from Landis Lain, Assistant 
City Attorney. She asked to have the City Attorney look into this 
Situation. It is regarding a case she took to him about 12 days ago. 
She would like information about possible charges to be filed. 


John Campanile of 4902 Tressa Dr. protested the price of ‘green 
bags’ for use with the City’s garbage collection and recycling 
system. The price keeps going higher and higher they are now 
$1.50 per bag. He asked for a private meeting with Councilmember 
Benavides. 


Lioyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. noted that the Clyde Smith claim was 
not on tonight's agenda. He commented on the fact that 
Councilmember Canady left early. He is in favor of the payment of 
the Smith claim. 


Terry Ruddick of 726 N. Pine spoke in opposition to the transfer of 
the liquor license for RamStar Group Incorporated. Residents and 
merchants in this area do not want to have this bar located there, 
he said. They are afraid that they will start having trouble with 
shootings, fights, and late night disturbances. This is the record at 


_ the RamStar's present location. They do not need this type of 


further deterioration of the north end. 


Jim Lyons of 411 Bartlett St. spoke in response to the comments 
made by Councilmember Beal last week regarding General Logan. 
The source she used must have been the pre-war biography on 
General Logan. The post-war biography explains the changes the 
General went through in the course of the war. All he wants is for 
people to give the man his due. 


Councilmember Lilly said that as you progress through history 
heroes and role models change. Doctor King is a hero to this 
generation as General Logan was to generations past. Council has 
talked about honoring Malcolm X, and argued about honoring 


“Magic” Johnson. It is important, now, for us to find ways of 


honoring individual heroes from minority groups. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said she has been to Columbus, Ohio 
three times in the past three years and when the sun goes down in 
Columbus, the City comes alive with college students. There has 
been an influx of college kids in this town recently. They have the 
infrastructure to deal with it, Lansing does not, we could not even 
handle the traffic. We will have to put a lot of money into the city 
before we can deal with this type of activity. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that we must get the City 
Market issue behind us. Either authorize the study, or, forget it. He 
inquired as to the status of the Clyde Smith claim and thanked the 
Committee on Ways and Means for sending the Lansing Building 
Authority issue to Greg Koessel. He spoke regarding the Sparrow 
Hospital program, whereby employees may borrow money for 
down payments, and suggested that Channel 28 be utilized as a 
“call in center" for the Mayor's Budget Hearings. 


President Brockwell advised Mr. Leeman that there may be 
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something further on the Clyde Smith claim next week. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee spoke regarding prayer 
luncheons sponsored by the YMCA. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow St. said that it is not right for 
anyone who is.not black to come up to the podium and present a 
history lesson about Colonel Douglas. He spoke in support of the 
gun buy back program and of the transfer of the liquor license for 
RamStar Group, Incorporated. He wished good luck to the Mayor 
and City Council on the big job they have ahead of them. 


Paul Scott of 412 Kilborn offered Mayor Hollister the use of a video 
tape he has that was aired by CNN last year on bringing the public 
and private sectors together. He sent condolences to the 
Trojanowicz family and said he hopes everyone takes his lessons 
about community policing officers to heart. He said that, if the city 
wants to compete and make their neighborhoods desirable, they 
must get the spaghetti out of the air and get electrical wires 
underground like the fancy neighborhoods have. The City Market 
Board has not demonstrated an ability to get their issues moving. It 
would be unfortunate to lose the City Market just as the Lansing 
Center is getting going. He asked if the person responsible for 
suggesting the Sparrow Hospital Program received credit for it.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that the Committee for the Consolidation of the 
Lansing Center and the Convention and Visitors’ Bureau has been 
slowed down somewhat, because of emergency surgery per- 
formed on Camille Abood last week. He expressed his delight at 
Mr. Abood’s recovery and wished him well. 


He announced that he will co-host the City Market Community 
Forum this Saturday with Barbara Taylor-Bradford of the City 
Market Board. The Market is not meeting its’ potential and they are 
looking for constructive programs to focus on as they move into the 
future. There is an extremely large amount of negative energy 
Surrounding the Market right now. He wants to tum this into positive 
energy and hopes to have a recommendation by next Monday 
night as to how to proceed. It has been said that February is a down 
month for the Market, but, this is not what they saw at the 
Columbus, Ohio Market. Their Market, as well as the city itself, was 
thriving in February. 


He announced that the City Assessor's office will be sending out a 
letter this Friday regarding adjustments to State Equalized Value on 
property. Most residents’ SEV’s will not be adjusted, however, 
some people will see an adjustment between 1.5 to 4 percent. 
These adjustments can be appealed to the Board of Review. The 
appeal hearings will begin March 14 and run through March 18. 
Any questions may be addressed to the Assessor's Office. State 
property taxes are dropping as of July 1994, however, this requires 
that you notify the state of your primary place of residence. The 
forms on which you do this are called Homestead Exemption 
forms. The City is conducting forums to assist people in the 
completion of their forms. All you have to do, if you received your 
form from the City of Lansing Assessor's Office, is fill in the correct 
social Security number, sign your name and send the form back in. 
This will assure that you receive a tax cut. Any questions may be 
addressed to the Assessor's Office at 483-4020, or, the 
Treasurer's Office at 483-4121. 


He gave the number of the “Pothole Hot Line” 483-4161. Anyone 
wishing to report a pothole may call this number 24 hours per day. 
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The city is doing the best we can to stay on top of potholes, but, this 
spring will be a tough one for them. 


The final public hearing on the Mayor's Budget Process will be held 
tomorrow night at Dwight Rich Middle School. Everyone is 
welcome. Doug Rubley, the Budget Director, will be on hand to 
answer questions. 


He congratulated the Lansing Neighborhood Council on the 
success of the Bea Christy Dinner and Mr. Kapalla for winning the 
Bea Christy award. Neighborhood Council grants are still available. 


The City, raised $30,000 in money and services for the ‘Gun Buy 
Back Program’. The program kicks off this Thursday and runs 
through Saturday. They plan to come back in a month and run the 
program again. He thanked WJIM Radio Station, the State Journal, 
and local businesses who contributed. This will not make, or break 
gun safety, but if it takes some guns off of the streets, we will all be 
better for it. 


Mayor Hollister asked David Wiener to give a report on the awards 
ceremony he attended today. Mr. Wiener reported that Barnard 
Manufacturing received an award from Caterpillar. Barnard 
produced 10,000 parts for Caterpillar in the last three years without 
one part being rejected. They will now increase their productions 
for Caterpillar which should double the number of employees at 
their plant. He complimented Gary Barnard, Lansing Community 
College and the Employees of Bamard Manufacturing. 


Council President Brockwell asked Council Vice-President Lilly to 
attend the City Market Forum for him this Saturday, as he will be out 
of town, and asked Karen Schmidt to air the ‘Pothole Hot Line 
Number’ over channel 28.

Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. thanked the City Attorney for meeting 
with him today and thanked the Mayor's personal staff for attending 
Council meetings. He attended the Bea Christy Awards Dinner last 
Friday and had a very good time. He stated that he has been 
attending Council meetings for the last five years, not because he 
makes any money doing so, but because he believed we did not 
have good government. He feels that he has effected some 
change in city government. He spoke in support of the payment of 
the claim of Clyde Smith. | 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. said that the City has 
forgotten that there is a world outside the city limits. He supports 
the idea of a Hall of Courts and opposes the idea of a reduction in 
force in Our judicial system. The number of grievances going into 
the judicial system is up 20%. We need to take a close look at the 
use of mediation teams rather than judges to settle some of these 
grievances. 


Timothy Peck of 1323S. Michigan Rd., Eaton Rapids, MI said he hit 
a pot hole on N. Logan St. that was 10 feet long. It totaled his car 
and he has no way to get back and forth to work, or, to the grocery 
store. He has a family to support and cannot afford to replace his 
car. The pothole might have been easier to see, if the street light 
above it had not been burned out. He needs help with this situation. 


Marge Ojibway of 310 Seymour said there will be a meeting 
Wednesday at 5:30 P.M. at the Democratic Hall at the corner of 
Cedar and Jolly roads. It is important, she said, for people to get 
politically involved this year in the races for governor and 
representative. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said he was happy to see the editorial 
on the City Market in the State Journal yesterday. He thanked the 
Mayor for arranging a forum to air these gripes. He does not believe 
Councilmember Beal has been disruptive to the growth of the 
Market. She was one of the first people on Council to bring out what 
was really going on. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine congratulated Councilmember Lilly on his 
marriage. He spoke in support of the addition of a Railroad Dining 
Car onto Clara's Restaurant to increase their seating capacity. He 
said that he heard about Councilmember Canady’s singing debut 
at Sammy's last week and challenges him to a sing-off. He will be 
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auditioning for the Theater Alliance of Michigan this spring at 
auditions held in Lansing. 


Carol Schull of 1108 N. Capitol Ave. said that she would be in 
attendance at the City Market Forum this Saturday She 
commended Mayor Hollister for not making appointments to 
boards that out last his own term as Mayor. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt apologized to the Mayor and to 
Landis Lain from the City Attorney's Office for jumping to the wrong 
conclusion last week.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister announced a one-day seminar on Ethics in City 
Government to be held at the Lansing Community College Gannon 
Room, room number 202, from 9:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. on Saturday, 
March 9, 1994. They have posed a number of ethical questions to 
local businesses that will be addressed at this meeting. 


Last Saturday, he said, he co-hosted the City Market Forum and 
has submitted a five page written report on his findings. He 

_feviewed his report, and said that there is a lot of good will towards 
the Market Board, and also a lot of problems there as well. 


He announced that the Parks and Recreation Department has 
extended the deadline for removing artificial flowers and wreaths 
_ from gravesites in City Cemeteries to April 1, 1994. Any questions 
can be answered by calling 483-4277. 


Round one of the Gun Buy Back program has just been completed, 
he said, and the city took in 171 guns. He got letters of thanks from 
students at Elm Street Elementary School in Cindy McCormick's 
Second Grade Class. These students wrote about how much safer 
they feel now that some of these guns are off the streets and out of 
classrooms. The response towards the Buy Back Program from 
the business community was wonderful. The second round of the 
program will be held March 10th through 12th, and he will be 
meeting with local high school students to find out how to more 
effectively target younger people who have guns. 


He reported conducting a cabinet meeting this morning on the 
94/95 Budget in which they adopted certain principles that form 
the frame work of the budget. Residuals, turnbacks, and 
carrytorwards will not be used. They will create a ‘Rainy Day Fund’ 
at 7% of the General Fund with a goal of building it up to 10% to 
15%. This fund cannot be raided at will, as in the past, but can only

be accessed under certain economic downturns. They have 
targeted 3.4 million for infrastructure uses and are trying, at all 
Costs, to avoid layoffs at City Hall. They will build a 95 budget that is 
balanced. that meets the needs of the city, and provides a rainy day 
fund. They will have to decide, if the hiring freeze that has been in 
effect since January, will be maintained. Never since 1963 has a 
balanced budget been submitted to City Council at the front end of 
the budget process. We must provide quality services as best we 
can without raising taxes. They have two more weeks in which to 
present their budget to Council. They have been studying the 
Situation for 8 weeks. His budget may Create short term pain, but in 
the long run, we will all be better for it. 


He pledged to the hispanic community present tonight. that he 
would work to find an appropriate honorarium for Cesar Chavez. 
He met Cesar Chavez several times when he was in town. Mr. 
Chavez was made an honorary Michiganian on one of his visits. He 
agreed with Mr. Teets assessment that they need a process for 
developing memorials for individuals. The Hispanic community 
has enriched his life, he said, he taught at Cristo Rey Community 
Center and lived and raised his family on the north side. 


Council President Brockwell promised Mayor Hollister his support 
for the changes he has suggested.

Patty Austin of 7301 S. Williams Rd., St. Johns thanked Mayor 
Hollister for the City Market Forum held Saturday. She thanked 
Councilmembers Benavides and Jones for always being so helpful 
to her. She stated her belief that college education is good, 
however, it does not give you license to look down on someone 
who does not have one. The Market, she said, does not need a 
Manager, it needs a Promotor. 


Thelma Osteen of 416 Beaver said that all of the citizens within 300 
feet of the proposed RamStar location are opposed to having this 
establishment in their neighborhood. They are greatly concerned 
about the types of security measures that Mrs. Starr said would be 
installed. The Black & Tan has a record 447 calls to the Police 
Department between 1991 and 1993; they are very upset about 
what this will do to their neighborhood. If this transfer is approved, 
and if the Cabaret License is approved, the City must make sure 


that no on street parking is allowed after 9:00 P.M. on Center St., or 


on Beaver Street. 


_ Robert Bennett of 1601 Robertson thanked Mayor Hollister for the 


City Market Forum on Saturday. It was an excellent opportunity for 
people to speak and put forth their opinion. He apologized to Mr. 
McNamara for statements he made while under the influence of 
mistaken information. He approved of the idea of holding a Council 
meeting in Comstock Park. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt spoke in opposition to the Transfer 
of Class C Liquor License for RamStar Group, Incorporated. She 
disclaimed the accusation that this is a racial issue. Mr. Murphy is 
the one who turned this into a racial issue. She accused him of 
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treating the residents of the North Lansing Community Association 
very badly at the meeting. He was arrogant, rude, and mouthy with 
them, she said. She asked for another meeting to be held in which 
the residents would be treated more fairly and allowed to express 
their concerns. They are consulting an attorney for advice about 
their rights. 


John Hopkins, no address given, said that his son as part of his 
Eagle Scout Project started a program to clean up Fire Stations. He 
was not allowed to continue with the project because it broke City 
of Lansing union agreements. He asked to be allowed to address 
his concerns about this situation with Mayor Hollister at his earliest 
convenience. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said the Mayor should be taking care 
of the un-locking of the front door at City Hall during the Council 
meetings. The doors to city hall should remain open for the duration 
of the meeting. He was unable to attend the City Market Forum last 
Saturday. He expects to see the Clyde Smith Claim back on the 
agenda very soon. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that the meeting at the North 
Lansing Community Center with residents of the north end and 
representatives of the RamStar Group was to have been for the 
purpose of achieving compromise. She fails to see how you can 
compromise this situation. Fully one half of the meeting time was 
given to the RamStar Group and the other half was given up to the 
“padded audience.’ She questioned Mr. Murphy's qualifications to 
run the Human Relations Department when he cannot run a one 
hour meeting without being rude. She repeated Mr. Teets remarks 
about the entrances to the building. They are ail locked, with the 
exception of the front door. 


Kim Smith of 429 Pearl St. spoke in opposition to the Transfer of 
Class C Liquor License for RamStar Group. Her concern is for the 
safety of her family. This establishment will create violent situations 
that the neighborhood will have to live with. They do not need a bar 
in the middle of their neighborhood. If they cannot control the crime 
at their present location, how can they hope to control it when they 
move into this neighborhood? 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that the previous Council already 
approved the Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr./Logan St. name change 
and now this Council had better do something for the Hispanic 
Community. He asked whether, or not, the Mayor would recom- 
mend his application for appointment to the Rail Council. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Mayor Hollister for his 
recommendations on the City Market. The Mayor, he said, has to 
remind his staff about not locking the front door. He warned the 
person that he Saw smoking Crack or marijuana in front of 
Moriarty’s tonight that they were seen and reported to the police. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that Mr. Murphy should have 
extended the North Lansing Community Association Meeting 
about the Transfer of Class C Liquor License for the RamStar 
Group for another half hour or an hour to allow the rest of the 
neighborhood people to comment and ask questions. He could 
have done a better job for the people from the North end. The 
people on the panel monopolized the time and did not allow enough 
time for the speakers. 


Ruth Whiteslaw of 1407 Center spoke in opposition to the Transfer 
of Class C Liquor License for the RamStar Group. They do not want 
the kind of business this establishment will attract. They do not 
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want traffic at 2:00 A.M., this is not a good development for old town

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT'S COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener thanked Council Vice-President Lilly, Chair of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Ethics, for his participation in the Ethics 
Seminar held last Saturday at Lansing Community College in the 
Gannon Room. The purpose of the meeting was to review the 
charter, the code of ordinances and ethics in city government. 
They hope to have a recommendation within the next couple of 
weeks. The seminar ran all day until 4:30 in the afternoon. He 
expressed his thanks to City Attorney, Jim Smiertka too. The Mayor 
feels it is important to review the charter and the code of 
ordinances and develop ethical guidelines for city employees. The 
revised ethics ordinance will prove to be a benefit to elected 
Officials, City Hall employees and the public. Their goal is towards 
excellence in services provided to the customers of City Hall, the 
residents of the City of Lansing. 


Department Heads have submitted to the Mayor's Office drafts of 
their proposals on cabinet assignments, however, they were 
submitted in differing formats. They will be reformatted and 
submitted to the City Council. 


Work on the 1994-95 City Budget is progressing. They have had to 
look at reductions and new methods of maintaining commitment to 
Quality services. He thanked the Department Heads and 
employees of the city for their assistance in reformatting the way 
the city does business, in order to maintain that commitment, and 
still turn in a balanced budget. 


Regarding the recent controversy over benefit payments to Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield; a few employees were unable to fill prescrip- 
tions at local pharmacies. The situation is that in February the city 
had enrollment changes. These changes resulted in the payment 
being delayed for a few days. The city has a grace period on their 
contract, however, BC/BS recently implemented a new system, 
whereby pharmacists can check to see if a company has paid their 
premiums, prior to issuing prescriptions. A few pharmacies, in 
checking the payment status of the City, found a delinquent 
payment notice and refused to issue prescriptions. A further check 
of the system would have disclosed to them the existence of the 
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grace period. He apologized to any employees who were 
inconvenienced by this situation and explained that the Finance 
Department is accepting receipts for medications they paid for. for 
submission to BC/BS for reimbursement.

She 
protested the short amount of time the neighborhood was given to 
develop their defense against this business moving in. 


Thelma Osteen of 416 Beaver St. spoke in opposition to the 
relocation of the RamStar Group, Inc. to Center Street. The 
restaurant that is at that location now, Peking, should not have 
been allowed to remain open with ail of the code violations in their 
building. If this were a residential building, the residents would not 
be allowed to live in it. She suggested that the City relocate the 
RamStar Group into the old Jim's Tiffany Place building. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt spoke in opposition to the transfer 
of the class c liquor license for the RamStar Group. Incorporated. 
The neighborhood group has 200 signatures against this move that 
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they will present to the Liquor Control Commission. She stated her 
pride in the way the residents of the North end have pulled together 
on this issue. 


Marilyn Hencerson of 516 Grand River spoke in opposition to the 
transfer of class c liquor license for the RamStar Group, Inc. to the 
1515 Center St. address. 


Ruth Weitzel of 1407 Center St. critic:zed Council for not giving the 
residents of the North end the complete truth about their options in 
opposing the transfer of class ¢ liquor license for RamStar Group, 
Incorporated. They were told that the City Council was their last 
resort in trying to prevent this transter. They were also led to believe 
that. if the City refused to grant the transfer. the State Liquor Control 
Commission would approve it anyway. Their group bought a set of 
rules from the Liquor Control Commission today that makes it clear 
that this information is false. They will continue to appeal this 
decision to the State. 


Jose Lugo. no address given, said he emigrated from Puerto Rico 
40 years ago. Michigan is anice place to live, he said, but the taxes 
are too high. He cannot afford to pay for his house and pay his 
taxes too. He is not eligible for assistance because his income is 
too high. He is going through a particularly bad time right now 
because his wife is hospitalized and 1s critically ill 


Liz Dotziaf of 1315 Vermont, President of the North Lansing 
Community Association, distributed a letter to councilmembers 
setting forth a request from the Association that City Council 
establish a regulatory function for them to perform in relationship to 
the relocation of the RamStar Group, incorporated into the Center 
Street site. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham St. asked how many white people 
have been shot in the Black and Tan? They are making a mockery 
of these people. Why is this group up here every week with 
complaints. It 1s time for white people to give black people some 
respect. These people speaking out against the Black and Tan are 
racist. They do not spend any money in the Black and Tan. These 
people are trying to put a hit on the Black and Tan. The Grenadier 
and the Red Rail have had all kinds of problems with the Police 
Department too, but they went unreported. 


Jenny Guins of 1407 Center St. spoke in opposition to the transfer 
of class ¢ liquor license for RamStar Group, Incorporated. The 
residents of North Lansing have done many things to protest this 
bar, yet. the City Council still intends to pass the transfer of their 
license. 


Wykeia McElwee of 1417 Center St. spoke in opposition to the 
transfer of class ¢ liquor license for RamStar Group, Inc. into her 
neighborhood and asked that it be put somewhere else. 


Doug Fairbanks, no address given, stated that he has never had 
any problems with the Black and Tan. Parking, he said, is the most 
important problem in this issue. This bar should be located 
somewhere that gives them an entire block just for parking. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope asked how much research the 
Council did on the issue of the RamStar Group liquor license 
transfer. They should be able to keep this group in the downtown 
area. 


Yvonne Hall of 973 Mahlon said that she lives and works in North 
Lansing. She advised the residents of the North end to take their 
efforts to block this transfer to the Liquor Control Commission. 
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Council will not provide them with the correct information. because 
they are deceitful. She was involved with the effort to block the 
transfer of this liquor license to the Hoimes St. location anc ‘eels 
that they did not receive the appropriate level of assistance ‘rom 
the city. 


Councilmember Lilly explained that the previous transfer was not 
allowed because the proposed location was too close to achurch 
Council has to follow the Code of Ordinances on this issue. 


Jack Bowen of 1216 W. Mt. Hope said that there are no less than 5 
bars already in the area that the RamStar Group wishes to transfer 
to. He used to drive a taxi cab, and was called on several occasions 
to pick up the owner of the Black and Tan at that establishment. 
Each time he went there he had to knock on the door to get tne 
owner to come out. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that there used to pe a 
lot of bars in this neighborhood, several of which were closed only 
after murders took place. He spoke in support of the proposal ‘or 
the adoption of a theme song by City Council. The Lansing 
Neighborhood Council. he said, should not have to come here and 
ask to use a room at the Lansing Center. Community groups used 
to be able to meet at the Civic Center. but the Lansing Center was 
built for visitors to the city, not residents of the city.

These 
community designations will hopefully entitle the city to federal 
dollars. This must be a local collaborative planning process. A 
good cross section of the community participated in the meeting 
which lasted several hours and will prove to be a valuable meeting, 
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even if the city does not get an enterprise designation 


Jean McDonald, County Commissioner. .s asking that Council 
designate three of its members to work with the Mayor. Planning 
Director and representatives of the Commission on the collacora- 
tion for the Hall of Courts. He asked that Council Pres.gent 
Brockwell appoint three Councilmembers to the planning group for 
this facility. 


The Employee Recognition Picnic will be reinstated this year to 
celebrate the good work done by City Hall employees against long 
odds, especially in the past two years. He invited the community to 
participate. 


He announced that the Michigan Golfers Magazine has recog- 
nized Groesbeck Golf Course as one of the top municipal golf 
courses in Michigan. Congratulations to the employees of the 
Parks and Recreation Department who mace this possible. 


Next Monday night at the Council Meeting. he will present the FY 
1994-1995 City Budget. He will present a balanced buaget with xey 
components being a rainy day fund and an infrastructure fund.

WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended. 
(“Act 320") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permit issued by the 
State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City intends to authorize the 
issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 320 in an amount not to exceed Eleven 
Million Dollars ($11,000,000) for the purpose of constructing a 
Foster Avenue sanitary sewage interceptor from Harton Street to 
Michigan Avenue, constructing a waste water treatment plant 


aeration basin, separation of combined sewers on Pere Marquette 


Street. and other improvements (the “Improvements ’) included :n 
Phase ||, Segment 1 of the Combined Sewer Overtiow improve- 
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ments Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City’s consulting engineers and approved by 
the ONR: and 


WHEREAS, on Wednesday, December 29, 1993, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City 
published the Official Notice to Electors and Taxpayers of the City 
of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds (the “Notice of Intent’) which 
described the bonds to be issued to finance construction of the 
Improvements in the Lansing State Journal; and 


WHEREAS, at this time the City Council wishes to authorize the 
issuance of the first series of limited tax general obligation bonds 
for the purpose of constructing the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter Ill, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, permits 
@ Municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program approved by DNR in 
accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City shall acquire and 
construct the Improvements. 


2. The estimated period of usefulness of the Improvements is not 
less than forty (40) years. 


3. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in this Resolution shall 
refer to any one of the following City officers: the Director of 
Finance, the Director of Public Service, Mayor, or City Clerk. 


4 A bond of the City designated GENERAL OBLIGATION 
LIMITED TAX BOND, SERIES 1994-1 (the “Bond”) is authorized to 
be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the costs of the 
Improvements, including capitalized interest and costs incidental 
to the issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. 


If a valid petition requesting an election on the question of issuing 
the Bond, signed by not less than ten percent (10%) of the 
registered electors of the City, is filed with the City Clerk before 
completion of the forty-five day referendum period which began 
upon publication of the Notice of Intent, then the Bond shall not be 
issued or delivered unless a majority of the registered electors of 
the City vote in favor of issuing the Bond at a regular or special 
election in the City. 

The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received an order of prior approval to issue the Bond or an order of 
exception from prior approval from the Municipal Finance Division 
of the State of Michigan Department Treasury. 


The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate principal sum of Four 
Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($4,500,000) or such lesser 
amount as shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time 
of sale (the “Principal Amount’) and approved by the ONR and the 
Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the “Authority”). The Bond 
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shall be the first series of the $11,000,000 in bonds issued as 
described in the Notice of Intent; the City intends to issue future 
series of bonds as contemplated by the Notice of Intent for the 
purposes of completing construction of the Improvements. 


The Bond shall be in the form of a single fully-registereg, 
nonconvertible bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, payable in principal 
installments serially on October 1 of each year beginning October 
1, 1996 or on such other dates as may be determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by 
ONR and the Authority. The schedule of principal installments shall 
be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the 
Bond and approved by ONR and the Authority.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal announced the Public Services Committee 
meeting tomorrow at 3:45 P.M. They will take up the issue of the 
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City Market and review the Mayor's recommendations for the 
Market. They will also discuss the downsizing of the Parking 
System. She stated her opposition to the proposed site of the 
Transportation Center. She feels that there are better potential 
sites and she will write to CATA about it. The Public Services 
Committee will not meet next week because she will be on 
vacation. 


Councilmember Allen announced that this Thursday, she, along 
with Councilmember Brockwell and Councilmember Lilly will wait 
tables at the Lansing Country Club for the American Heart 
Association's ‘Celebrity Celebration for Heart’. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Physical Development 
Committee will take up the issue of the Special Land Use for 916 E. 
Mt. Hope tomorrow at 12:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Novak said that the Ad Hoc Committee on sewer 
rates will meet this Thursday at 12:00 P.M. to continue their review 
of the sewer rate issue. He announced that Holy Cross School will 
hoid a fund raiser on Friday, March 25, 1994 for their Alternatives to 
Violence program. 


Councilmember Jones congratulated the 26 students from Moores 
Park School who visited City Hall last Wednesday. Their behavior 
was excellent. He sent his well wishes to Mrs. Hansen, the wife of 
the Community Policing Officer in his area. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Pastor Melvin T. Jones, no address given, spoke regarding the 
renaming of Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Avenue and the 
renaming of Logan St. to Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. He distributed 
letters from himself and from Reverend Graves to Council- 
members. Vice President Lilly REFERRED THESE LETTERS TO 
THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. asked Vice President Lilly to allow 


him 6 minutes to make his comments. Vice-President Lilly 


announced that. without objection by any Councilmember, Mr. Bott 
would be allowed the additional time he requested. Mr. Bolt 
Outlined the difficulty he is having with the Building Department. He 
has conducted a survey of the activities of this division and has 
heard the same remark repeatedly—"This Department is out of 
control.” He distributed pictures of the rental property he owns that 
has been cited for violations. He theorized that the City is addicted 
to the surplus revenue generated by the Code Compliance 
Department and has to have a regular “fix” now. He requested a 


new ordinance that would “grandfather in” houses that were upto — 


code when they were constructed. 


Jack Bowen of 1216 W. Mt. Hope said that he rents the house in 
question from Alex Bolt. He has lived there for five years and has 
never had a better landlord than Alex. He has never had one drop of 
water in his basement. The ordinance should allow home owners 
to make repairs themselves that, if they pass inspection, are legal. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. reiterated one of his horror stories 
‘concerning the Building Department. He claims that City of 
Lansing Code Compliance Officers committed a breaking and 
entering at his property. He stated that, had he been home when 
they broke in, he would have shot them, if he had a gun. 


Lewis Pothoff. homeless, asked when the City would act on his 
request to paint the edges of the steps leading up to City Hall. It 
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would cost less than $100.00 and would protect the visually 
impaired. He complained that the handicapped parking spots in 
front of City Hall are being encroached upon by cars parking in 
back of them making it impossible to utilize the spots designated for 
handicapped parking. He suggested that Council honor a native 
american by naming a street after him. How about Sitting Bull, or 
Cochise? 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that two weeks ago he and 
his wife attended the Moody Blues concert at the Breslin Center. 
This concert would not have been possible without the Lansing 
Symphony Orchestra. He called on the City and its residents to set 
a goal of fiscal responsibility and unity. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that Street Watch Lansing will 
conduct a call in show on North Lansing and Old Town tomorrow 
night. Two weeks ago he made a complaint that the doors to City 
Hall were locked before the Council meeting adjourned. They are 
locked again tonight, and have been locked since the vote on the 
Ramstar issue. This is a violation of the Open Meetings Act and 
Could invalidate all actions taken by City Council from that point on. 
These decisions should all be revisited at another time when the 
building is open and accessible to the public. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mr. Wiener to see that this does not 
happen again. This has been going on for over a year now. The 
doors are not supposed to be locked until the last person from this 
floor leaves the building. Mr. Wiener replied that the Mayor's Office 
has talked to the Building Maintenance Department about the door 
on two other occasions and have been assured that the doors will 
be left open during the meeting. He will take this up with that 
department again. 


Lester Stone, Pastor of the Baptist Friendship Church congratu- 
lated the hispanic community and City Council for the resolution 
honoring Cesar Chavez and changing the name of Grand Ave. to 
Cesar Chavez Avenue. He suggested that the new Mayor and new 
City Council be given a chance to correct the injustices involved 
with the re-naming of Logan St. to Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Boulevard. Council Vice-President Lilly REFERRED THIS ISSUE 
TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Doug Fairbanks, no address given, suggested that Council name a 
building after Councilmember Benavides. Thetrolley, he said, 
should pick up senior citizens and take them over to Cristo Rey 
Community Center for lunches and dinners. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. noted that the Council clock 
is wrong. He thanked the volunteer camera people who film 
Council meetings on Monday nights. He finds it pretty odd that the 
City has to utilize volunteer help when they have a $50,000 per year 
budget for it. If they took advantage of the program at LCC, they 


would not have to bother private citizens. He complained that he 


has asked his Councilmember twice now to have a pothole in his 
neighborhood fixed and it still has not been taken care of. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that he attended a dinner 
event last Wednesday at the University Club in which Lucile Belen 
was honored. He does not feel that the State Journal gave this 
event the proper kind of coverage. 


Councitmember Allen protested Mr. Andrews remarks. saying, she 
has a record of every call she has received since taking office and 
does not have a call from him on the record. Mr. Andrews stated 
that he talked to Councilmember Allen about this problem at the 
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Council Meeting held on January 31, 1994 at Lansing Community 
College. .

MAYOR HOLLISTER PRESENTS 1994/1995 BUDGET MESSAGE 


FIXING THE MESS 

When | assumed the Office of Mayor on January 1, 1994, | made it 
Clear that my major task was to re-establish trust between the 
citizens and the City Government. In no area is that more important 
than in the City Budget Process. Reestablishing trust is a 
complicated and long term process, but | have not enjoyed the 
luxury Of time. As the State Journal stated in a January 18 editorial, | 
inherited a real financial mess. A Blue Ribbon Committee. chaired 
by local bank President Will Coultas, concluded that the city would 
be insolvent by June of 1995 unless drastic action was taken. Let 
me read to you the four major findings in its March 1992 report. 


Financial Forecast Finding 


“The City administration forecasts that expenditures are expected 
to grow at nearly double the rate of revenue growth during the next 
five years. The administration needs to act immediately on two 
concurrent projects. It must continue the process of cost cutting 
and it must implement a top-down planning approach that will 
allocate resources on a systematic and rational basis.” 


This finding became the rationale for the earty retirement plan that 

would downsize city employment. Unfortunately, no strategic 
planning or management accompanied the plan. The workforce 
was downsized by 72, but it only alleviated the fiscal crisis by 2 
years. Key middie management people retired, institutional 
memories were lost, city operations significantly disrupted, all 
because early retirement was presented as an end in itself and not 
part of a long term strategic planning process. Human capital was 
squandered, time lost and more importantly, the public trust, 
broken. 


On infrastructure, the Blue Ribbon Committee found: “Lansing is 
faced with tlemendous demands for capital expenditures to 
maintain and improve the City's infrastructure. Current resources 
are wholly inadequate for a “pay as you go” solution. Resources 
needed to be identified to fund infrastructure improvements.” 
However, no action was taken. 


On Technology, the Blue Ribbon Committee found: “The City of 
Lansing has seriously under invested in technology over the last 
several years (1.€., computing, (1) communications and office 


automation). This has resulted in a dependence on outdated 
technology which is insufficient to support the growing demands of 
the City. It was critical to position the City to take advantage of a 
wide array of evolving technologies to offset the demands for 
increased workloads and the requirement to provide high quality 
service.” 


Again, no action was taken. 


On Human Capital Strategy, the Blue Ribbon Committee found: 
“The City administration needs to develop a comprehensive 
human capital strategy and provide health care programs that will 
reduce or control cost. The City is finding it increasingly difficult to 
afford its current staffing, pay and benefit levels without raising 
taxes, Cutting services, or conserving significant dollars spent 
elsewhere (€.9. on roads and bridges, parks, public services or 
infrastructure maintenance).” 


Yet, no significant action was taken. 


To complicate my task, | came to understand that over the past 
decade, the Budget has been a source of misunderstanding, 
secrecy, and manipulation. Few people participated in the building 
of the budget and fewer still understood how the budget was 


organized or managed. Department Heads would labor to get 


Council support for funding priorities only to see those efforts 
stymied of undermined by arbitrary decision making of unelected 
and unaccountable budget officials. One year, unions were asked 
to make concessions and forego pay increases to help solve 
financial difficulties only to discover later that year that the city 
actually had a surplus. Budget turn-backs, residuals, carry 
forwards and rolling vacancies made it impossible for department 
heads, council people, citizens, or union officials to monitor or 
understand the city’s financial condition. 


It is in this context that | began the budget process. | was 
determined to make this exercise an open. deliberative and 
collaborative effort on my part. Budget projections, recommenda- 
tions and policies were openly developed and shared with the 
Department Heads in open meetings. Council members were 
invited to department presentations and briefed regularly as the 
document took shape. Union officials were invited to participate in 
meetings with budget staff to better understand the formulation and 
principles of the budget. Three public forums were heid throughout 
the city to allow citizens’ participation in the development of this 
important document. 


As the policy choices and fiscal constraints became clear, 
Department heads were asked to reduce their 1995 requests and 


find ways to manage their programs within projected revenues. 


Their recommendations were shared openly in the cabinet and 
also with community and union leadership. Finally | deliberated 
with department heads and staff for several days of meetings to 
formulate my recommendations. 


President Brockwell, council members, citizens, | present to you 
the 1995 Budget. It is a balanced budget. We project to take in 
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$80.9 million in revenues and our expenditures are calculated to be 
$80.9 million. Our property tax rate stays the same —15.04 mills for 
operating and 2.36 mills for debt service. 


| am recommending the establishment of a INFRASTRUCTURE 
FUND and have set aside 4% of the Budget ($3.2 million) for this 
investment in our future. Unfortunately over the years, the city has 
neglected its infrastructure. Any citizen who drives our streets, 
visits our fire stations or interacts with our antiquated computers. 
understands what |'m saying. Indeed in 1985, the City was 
spending 2.5% of its budget on Infrastructure, but last year spent 
less than % of 1%. My recommendations will reverse this trend of 
disinvestment and begin a multi-year strategy of reinvestment and 
growth. Additionally, | am recommending a policy that designates 
one time revenues, like the sale of the Civic Center or City Hall 
Annex, be earmarked for this fund. 


lam also recommending the establishment of a RAINY DAY FUND 
at 7% of general fund expenditures. | recommend the transfer of 
$5.6 million from the fund balance to establish this fund. | will be 
presenting a proposed ordinance to spell out the operation and 
functioning of the fund which is intended to be used only in periods 
of economic decline and falling revenues for the purpose of 
preserving essential services and avoiding employee lay-offs. 
Those of us who are experienced with Michigan's volatile and 
cyclical economy, understand the necessity for frugality now, so 
that we are better positioned to ride out an economic downturn 
later. 


A BALANCED BUDGET, AN INFRASTRUCTURE FUND AND A 
RAINY DAY FUND ARE THE FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 
UNDERLYING THIS BUDGET. With these in place, we can begin to 
address the years of neglect, sloppy management, and changing 
circumstances that have created a Structural deficit that now 
requires immediate and tough action. 


We did not get in the current situation overnight. In 1988, Federal 
Revenue Sharing ended. For Lansing, that meant a loss of $2.8 
million annually, designated for police protection. The City 
responded by raising the property tax rate to assure continued 
quality services. but the end of revenue sharing represented a 
fundamental shift in how we viewed our friends in Washington. 
Since the mid 1960's. the Federal Government had been viewed as 
a partner, a collaborator, an important ally in the struggle to 
preserve our urban areas. Since the mid 1980's, the Federal 
Government has been viewed more as part of the problem, than 
part of the solution, with cut backs in housing assistance, 
employment and training funds, transportation funds and the end of 
revenue sharing. 


The Federal Government has created further challenges because 


of the increased number of unfunded federal mandates. A recent - 


study conducted for the U.S. Conference of Mayors by Price 
Waterhouse estimated that 10 unfunded federal mandates 
consumed an average of 11.7% of local revenues. Examples of 
these programs include the Clean Air Act, the Clean Water Act, and 
the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act. The Combined 
Sewer Overflow project itself will cost Lansing $2.2 millon this year 
alone. The combination of Federal cuts and mandates make it 
increasingly difficult to maintain basic quality services as they put 
more and more pressure on the general fund budget. 


While we have been experiencing fewer federal dollars and more 
federal mandates, our other major revenue source, property tax 
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revenue based on State Equalized Valuation. has not provided the 
growth needed to sustain our current programs. Since 1980, the 
city’s $.E.V. has grown approximately 55% (see chart), while the 
suburban and county S.E.V. grew 96%. In recent years. ithas been 
flat, but hopefully, the many development initiatives begun 
downtown and in the region will break this stagnation and begin a 
new era of growth, but in the short run, we must assume a relatively 
flat S.E.V. revenue source. 


City Income taxes, our other major revenue has had a stable. but 
small growth pattern. Our major employer. General Motors. has not 
realized a North American profit for several years and the State of 
Michigan has been downsizing for years and, consequently, this 
revenue has not grown enough to keep up with our growth in 
expenses. 


To meet citizen expectations for services and to meet the state and 
federal mandates, the city slowly began to borrow more. The 
increased cost of borrowing is now one of the fastest growing parts 
of the budget. 


To limit costs, the city began to keep essential positions vacant, to 
reduce or eliminate services, to reduce benefits and employees. 
These are important reforms, if they are part of a larger strategy, but 
all the citizens of Lansing saw was increased fees and fewer 
services. The City has lacked a long term plan tor long term stability 
and problem solving. While the number of employees has been 
reduced by 13% since 1982, the number of retirees has increased 
by 84%. 


While we have fewer employees, and more retirees, the cost of 
health insurance continues to escalate dramatically. For retirees, 
our cost of paying Medicare reimbursement grew from $50.000 in 
1988 to $360,000 in 1994. Overall, city health care costs have 
exploded from $3 million in 1983 to over $10.5 million in 1994. an 
increase of 350%. One goal over the next several years is to work 
with regional governments to get escalating health care costs 
under control. 


Furthermore, city employee built-in salary adjustments and fringe 
benefits are driving up costs by 4-5% a year. With all of these trends 
combined, one can see that we have a serious financial problem, 
which will only get worse if we don't take action now. 


President Brockwell, council members and citizens, | am 
recommending a dramatic new concept here at City Hail. |'m 
presenting a balanced budget and one that provides for growth and 
investment by the creation of an INFRASTRUCTURE FUND. It also 


provides a RAINY DAY FUND to cushion us from a recession. To 


achieve these goals, | have had to maintain a hiring freeze for 
months. | have closed what was initially forecast as a $4.6 million 
dollar deficit and I'm reluctantly recommending a fee increase to 
pay for ambulance service within the Fire Department. 


As you know, we are one of the few municipalities in the region that 
subsidizes, completely, this important service. We are currently 
expending over $1.6 million for this service and getting no revenue. 
The new fee of $150 for basic ambulance transportation and $325 
for advanced life support will be primarily reimbursed by insurance 
and we will make provisions to assure that people without 
insurance are covered. NO ONE will be without service. If we do 
not to adopt the fee, | recommend an alternative course of action; 
the elimination of the transportation portion of our service. Under 
this option we will continue our emergency medical service, but we 
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will not transport patients to the hospital. We can no longer provide 
this service for free. My preference is to provide a world class 
service which is paid for, but | will reluctantly have to eliminate the 
transport service if we can not implement the fee to pay for it. 


President Brockwell and Council, this is my recommendation for 
the 1995 Budget. It is lean, but essential services are maintained. 
We have had to tighten our belts in order to put policies in place to 
assure a prosperous future. By adopting this balanced budget with 
its INFRASTRUCTURE and RAINY DAY FUNDS, you will have put 
your stamp of approval on an investment budget. 


| believe this budget. with its spending restraints and modest fees, 
goes a long way toward cleaning up the mess we inherited. | and 
my new administration have reduced our personal salaries and 
spending to show commitment to solve these problems. | am 
impressed with the resiliency and creativity of our department 
heads and staff. They have stepped up to the challenge and 
presented realistic solutions which will assure that we maintain 
Quality city services. | have directed every department head to 
review their spending on a monthly basis and manage their 
department within the resources we are given. We will balance and 
manage this budget openly and collaboratively, just as we have 
developed it. |.am confident that when the process is finished in 
June, we will have gone along way toward restoring trust and fiscal 
stability at City Hall. While we are forced with difficult challenges 
and hard choices now, the budget creates a framework for 
"investment and growth in the future. | hope you keep that larger 
goal in mind as you consider individual aspects of the budget. 


| want to thank and praise the dedicated public servants who work 
everyday unrecognized and who are the unsung heroes and 
heroines that protect our health, safety and maintain our quality of 
life. | want to thank the citizens of our great community for their 
positive spirit and the great support they have given our new 
administration. We have developed the momentum to make great 
and significant changes for ourselves, our Community and our 
future. Please work with me to build the sound financial foundation 
that will heip us fulfill our dream of a World Class Capital City. 


Mayor Hollister said that this is the first year that Council has been 
given a detailed, line item budget. There needs to be cooperation 
between his office and City Council as they work through the next 
year because this budget will require transfers. 


Councilmember Allen thanked Mayor Hollister for his hard work 
and for bringing the public and Councilmembers along with the 
budget process as it evolved. 


Councilmember Novak noted that the proposed budget includes a 
fund that would pay for ambulance services for people who are 
without insurance. Past budgets were a frustrating, difficult 
process to understand and citizens just did not comprehend what 
was being passed. He congratulated the Mayor for reversing this 
trend and making this an open, accessible budget process. 


Councilmember Jones announced that Council Budget Hearings 
will begin on Saturday, April 9, 1994 at 9:00 A.M. Their hearings are 
also open to the public, and they are welcome to participate. 


Marilynn Slade, City Clerk congratulated the Mayor on his budget 
process. This is the first time, as a Department Head, that she has 
been allowed to participate in the formation of the budget. Mayor 
Hollister conducted an open and fair process that leads her to 
believe that the Mayor is succeeding in his efforts to restore the 
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trust of the public and the employees of City Hall 


Council President Brockwell announced a recess. He recessed 
the meeting at 7:30 P.M. and reconvened it at 7.40 P.M.

Gretchen Couraud of Washtenaw Ave., Vice President of 
Government Affairs for the Community Development Association, 
said that Council did not follow its own newly adopted process for 
the renaming of this street. Businesses on this street have not had 
a Sufficient amount of time to deal with the reordering of stationary, 
checks, etc. She asked that the date for the implementation of the 
street name change be extended. She suggested that the 
implementation take place on the anniversary date of Dr. Kings “| 
have a dream” speech in August, or, on the anniversary of his 
birthday in January. Council, she said, must allow the input of 
people affected by their decisions, or, they create divisiveness. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 W. Grand River said that he is 
concerned about the budget and the proposed fee for ambulance 
services provided by the Lansing Fire Department. He uses this 
service often, and not for ingrown toenails. He thought that the 
citizens of Lansing voted in a 1 mill increase to pay for ambulance 
services provided by the city. He called the Assessor's Office and 
found out that the City collects $1,302,100.00 per year. One mill of 
that would amount to approximately 1.3 million dollars per year. 
Medicare and supplemental insurance do not cover the cost of the 
minimum ambulance fee. He inquired as to the 20 minute wait he 
had recently when he called an ambulance for his wife. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. suggested that, if the City wants to 
_Save money, they should eliminate the Planning Department 
_completely. She accused this department of being in the business 

of buying property to build parking lots. Community Development 

Block Grant Funds can be used to create jobs to stimulate the 

economy, but the only job the City created with them is that of the 

Planning Director, which did not benefit the community. She stated 

that a neighbor of hers had occasion to need emergency services 

earlier today. They went to a nearby, private ambulance service to 
get help for her, but, when they got there everyone was out to lunch. 


Harold Leeman of 529 S. Francis asked Councilmembers Lilly and 
Novak if their late items were action items, or, if they would be 
referred to committee. Councilmembers Lilly and Novak respond- 
ed that their items were for referral. 


Cindy Winn of 121 S. Foster Ave. protested the plans for the 
removal of 18 trees from the East side of S. Foster. She does not like 
any of the three options proposed by the Public Service 
Department and requested that this neighborhood be given more 
time to determine what should happen in their area. 
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Rachel Heisman of 225 S. Foster said that none of the options 
proposed by the Public Services Department for the CSO Project 
construction are attractive to her, either. 


Council President Brockwell informed the residents of S. Foster 
that a meeting to discuss these options will be held at the Foster 
Community Center on Tuesday, March 29, 1994 at 7:00 P.M. and 
he encourages these residents to attend. 


Gary Linn of 121 S. Foster said that the residents of S. Foster were 
not given enough time to decide which of the options they want. 
They were given three working days to make this decision and 
have their choices turned in at the meeting Tuesday night.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Jones asked Mayor Hollister for an update on the 
status of the Lindell Drop Forge property. Equipment is being 
moved out of this site and he wants to know where it is being moved 
to. What is the extent of the contamination problem at the site? We 
should take steps to acquire the amount of money necessary to 
clean and redevelop this property. 


Councilmember Lilly consoled Councilmember Canady on the 
University of Michigan loss to Arkansas in the NCAA Basketball 
Championships. 


Councilmember Canady announced that the Regional Director of 
the Freddie Mac Program will hold meetings at his office on April 14 
& 15th. This program makes financing realistic for affordable 
housing. Interested parties may call 483-4181 and ask for Tina 
Gallante. 


Councilmember Brockwell announced that his absence last week 
was due to his attendance at the birth of his granddaughter, Clare 
August Tillman. She weighed in at 7 Ibs. 6 0z. and is a beautiful baby 
girl. Councilmembers Lilly and Novak presented him with a 
Michigan State Spartan green & white sleeper set for her. 


Councilmember Novak announced the cancellation of the Public 
Services meeting and the Ad Hoc Sewer Committee meeting 
because of the absence of Councilmember Beai. He reported a 
Call by a constituent, who is handicapped, regarding a pothole at 
the southwest corner of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Bivd. and 
Oakland Street. 


Councilmember Allen announced the birth of her niece on Friday to 
Doctor Dixie Monsanto. She announced the cancellation of the 
Public Safety meeting this week. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Ken Miller of 6894 Londal Circle related a problem he is having 


getting his voter registration record corrected. He called Marilynn 
Slade, the City Clerk to get help with the problem and subsequently 
he got two additional voter identification cards. Ms. Slade assured 
Mr. Miller that she would take care of this situation. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham St. stated his willingness to listen to 
the points of view of others. He said that he is looking forward to 
seeing the Klan speak. He criticized members of tonight's 
audience for showing up at the meetings only when General Logan 
is being discussed. 


Lloyd Teets 116 E. Elm St. said he is glad to see that the Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Bivd./Logan St. issue has been settled. He credited 
the citizens of the city who changed City Government last 
November and warned them not to become complacent, they must 
finish their job. They must encourage someone to run against 
Judge Stell. Good government is dependent on citizen activism. 
_The KKK has as much right to demonstrate as anyone does, but, he 
wonders why the media pays so much attention to them. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that the North Lansing residents 
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had no due process against the transfer of the Class C Liquor 
License for the RamStar Group, Incorporated. She questioned 
Councilmember Canady about his visits to the Black & Tan 
Councilmembers should have been told what some of the over 400 
Calls to police from the Black & Tan were for. North Lansing 
residents were made to look like fools for objecting to this bar 
moving into their neighborhood. 


Councilmember Canady told Ms. Miller that he visited the Black 
and Tan once a week for 4 weeks and each visit was at a different 
time. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that the political 
psychology used last week for the vote on the RamStar issue was 
very interesting. This business qualified for the license and should 
have received it. Residents had valid concerns for the safety of 
their kids. Residents should not have been told to “go on down 
there and get a hamburger’ nor should Council have suggested 
that the neighborhood's objection was racially motivated. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that he attended the Board of 


Water & Light Board meeting on Tuesday. it was like being ata City 


Council meeting in 1993. He spoke in opposition to the elimination 
of the free bulb program that the Board has been operating for 
years. He asked if the public will continue to pay for this program 
even after it has been discontinued? Only 1/3 of the population 
took advantage of this benefit and he believes those people to have 
been the low income and indigent who could not afford to pay for 
bulbs. The residents of North Lansing all but begged Council not to 
pass the transfer of the RamStar license but they passed it anyway. 
Someone else has more importance than the families who live and 
work in this neighborhood. The recommended precautions passed 
by Council in conjunction with this license were mere window 
dressings and will be ignored after the first 6 weeks, he said. 


Tom Toohey of 812 Hamilton commended an article in the State 
Journal today about children and child advocates. He works in the 
public sector with the Children’s NetWork System. He is trying to 
give kids a platform from which to speak. He and Kathy Schmaitz 
have developed a pilot for a television show that they would like to 
have produced. He volunteered his services for a child worthy of 
the spotlight. 


Barbara Bradford of 3125 Cambridge, President of the Lansing City 
Market, Inc., said she should have attended the Public Services 
Committee meeting last week. The Market Board is asking that 
they be allowed to meet with the Committee of the Whole this 
Thursday. They have retained an Attorney to review their 
agreement with the City and to handle landlord/tenant disputes for 
them. It is their hope that their Attorney, in cooperation with the City 
Attorney, can clarify their relationship with the city and allow them 
to move forward to forge a positive relationship in the future. 


Councilmember Lilly objected to the request that this Board be 
allowed to put this issue before the Committee of the Whole. It was 
referred to the Public Services Committee and the Committee on 
Ways and Means. It would be improper to put this before the 
Committee of the Whole until these two committees have done 
their work, or, been discharged. Putting it before the Committee of 


the Whole before the sub-committees have done their work opens 


a@ pandora’s box, wherein anyone with the vote of 5 Council- 
members can place an issue before the Committee of the Whole 
and circumvent the committee process. 


Councilmember Jones Said that he does not want to see this issue 
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become any more confrontational that it is. Residents of the City 
want to see the Market prosper. He does not want to discharge 
these two committees and does not think there is anything wrong 
with them coming before the Committee of the Whole. They can do 
$0 without subjugating the work of the Committees. 


Council President Brockwell expressed his support for Council- 
member Jones. 


Councilmember Canady agreed with Councilmember Lilly that this 
would set a bad precedent for the circumvention of the committee 
process. Council should let the Committees do their work and then 
schedule discussion before the Committee of the Whole. 


Councilmember Jones said that if a motion was required he would 
make it: Motion by Councilmember Jones “that the City Market 
Board Members be invited to the Committee of the Whole.” 


Councilmember Lilly objected to Councilmember Jones’ motion, 
saying that itis not proper. The motion should have been to 
discharge the Committees on Public Services and Ways and 
Means. 


Councilmember Novak said that he wishes the members of the 
City Market Board would have attended the Public Services 
_Committee meetings to talk to them. Committee of the Whole has a 
time for public comments on items not listed on their agenda. He 
does not feel this issue should be on the Committee of the Whole 
Agenda, but, they should be given the same opportunity as 
everyone else to speak during public comment. 


Mayor Hollister invited the City Market Board to meet with him and 
the City Attorney to develop input to be given to the Public Services 
Committee at the meeting on April 6, 1994. This will give everyone 
a chance to talk. 


Councilmember Jones withdrew his motion. 


Jerry Donaldson, City Market Manager, stated that he is here in the 
Spirit of cooperation and collaboration. His goal is to revitalize the 
Market. The Market will continue to deteriorate until such time as 
their differences have been resolved. 


Jack McNamara of 1306 N. Genesee Dr., Member of the City 
Market Board, and Market Vendor, stated that his family has been 
at the Market for 56 years. They have a lack of knowledge of the 
political processes. They did not deliberately try to circumvent the 
Committee process, but they are not politicians. Their goal is to 
better the City Market. 


Reesie Davis of 321 N. Butler owner of Reesie’s Catering said her 
business has been located in the City Market since September of 
last year. She has only positive things to say about the Market. Her 
business has increased 25% since moving there. Now she feels as 
if she has someone telling her how to run her business. She thought 
she was renting space there not taking on a business partner. 


Chuck Luoto of 313 W. Willow a vendor at the City Market and a 
Member of the Market Board said their people just do not 
understand the political process. He thanked Councilmember 
Novak for calling him and listening to his concerns and 
Councilmembers Beal and Allen for trying to help them. His life 
Savings are on the line here. He is trying to run a business. He 
wants to preserve his place at the Market, put aside their 
differences, and move the Market forward. The vendors on the 
West side of the Market are the silent majority and have true ethnic 
diversity.

Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that the citizens should be proud 
of the forum on the future of the Market that the Mayor heid on 
February 26, 1994, and of his strategic plan and the recommenda- 
tions it contains for the Market. 


James T. Lyons of 411 Bartlett St. congratulated Council for 
moving ahead with the Logan St. issue. He has always stated how 
much he admires Dr. King. He is sorry to see us give up a piece of 
our heritage and thanks Pastor Jones for suggesting that a suitable 
memorial be put in place to recognize General Logan. He criticized 
Mr. McLaughlin for not doing his own research and for using 
negative information out of context. 


Grady Porter of 745 W. Lenawee thanked Council for putting the Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd./Logan St. issue behind them. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. is worthy of whatever kind of recognition 
Council can give him. 


Doug Parks of 1404 W. Logan St. asked Council to have the Logan 
St. street signs donated to the Sons of the American Civil War. They 
would be interested in working with the city to name another 
memorial after General Logan.

Suggestions or 
input from Council and the public are welcome. Council President 
Brockwell has suggested that Councilmember Allen be appointed 
as the Council representative. He hopes to have this committee 
meeting within 60 days. 


He announced that he met with Mayor David Brown of Charlotte 
and Religious Leaders from the community today in response to 
the impending rally by the Ku Klux Klan. They are formulating a 
measured and thoughtful response to the rally. The worst thing 
would be to do nothing about it. The Mid Michigan Coalition has 
suggested a regional response. Their goals are to educate 
Mid-Michigan Youth on diversity and tolerance and to make a 
Strong statement against all hate groups. To promote diversity and 
tolerance and discourage attendance at any hate group rally they 
have: Developed a Rainbow Ribbon to be worn as a show of 
support: Encouraged a follow up dialogue on how communities 
can live in diversity; Scheduled a meeting at the Pilgrim 
Congregational Church tomorrow to be led by Michael Murphey; 
_ Scheduled a vigil at the State Capital on Friday to pray for peace on 
the 23rd and to make sure that the right tone is set, that no violence 
takes place, and that the diversity of the community is celebrated; 
Planned a program on violence to be held Saturday the 23rd, which 
ironically enough is Earth Day; Scheduled a celebration of the 
diversity of the Hispanic, Black and Asians in our Community for 
_ Sunday, April 24th. He asks that you not attend the KKK rally, 
rather, that you choose one of these other activities. The KKK rally 
Could turn out to have a very positive impact on our community. 


Wednesday, April 6, 1994, Senator Don Riegie will be in town to take 
a Trolley Car ride through the Enterprise Zones with him. Everyone 
is invited to come and meet the Senator. 


Thursday, April 7, 1994, He and Chief Boles will open 10 
Mini-Stations of the Lansing Police Department throughout the 
City. 


Tuesday, April 5, 1994, Irv Bluestone, labor leader, one of the 
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founders of the UAW, and author of a book entitled “Negotiating the 
Future,” will be in town to meet with city representatives and 
representatives of the unions. Everyone is welcome to join them.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. reported receiving phone calls saying 


_that the Lindell family has an interest - ~anufacturing facilities in 


Lake City. “ichigan andin Marquet = shigan. He urged “some 
Couragec.s lawyer" to step forwars sun against Judge Stell. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. thanke= _ suncilmembers Allen and 
Beal for voting against the transfer for RamStar Group. Inc. She 
asked where Representative Byrum got the money for the Lindell 
Drop Forge environmental cleanup. North Lansing has been trying 
to get money for a cleanup for years. They keep being refused 
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because there is no money. Councilmember Novak explained that 
Act 307, Michigan Environmental Response Act, was established 
to fund cleanups for entities when the parties responsible for the 
contamination could be located and forced to repay the cost of the 
cleanup. Ms. Miller said that the City should be closely monitoring 
these large companies that close down and leave town leaving 
their mess for the City to clean up. She told the Mayor to make sure 
that no more of the City’s toxic waste is dumped in North Lansing 
as it was the last time. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked City Council to work with other 
Governmental agencies to get Martin Luther King’s name put on 
the portions of Logan St. that extend outside of City Limits. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt reported that the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission did not pass the transfer of Class C Liquor 
License for the RamStar Group, Inc orporated. Citing that it 
constitutes a threat to the health and welfare of the community. She 
thanked the people at M.L.C.C., the North Town Association, the 
East Side Neighborhood Organization, the Walnut St. Association, 
Lloyd Teets and Citizens for a Better Lansing, and North Lansing 
_ Community Association members Beverly Miller and Mr. Wexel. 
She chastised Mayor Hollister, saying, that in the past few weeks 
the children of Center St. have appeared before him pleading with 
him not to put their life on the line. Their pleas fell on deaf ears. This 
action put these children in more danger than any abuse she has 
ever witnessed. In the future, the City should listen more carefully 
to the residents from North Lansing. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. suggested an “Adopt a 
Street Out in Front of Your House” program. Lansing residents 
should take some responsibility for their own properties. He always 
assumed that the area from your front yard to middle of the street 
was your responsibility anyway. He suggested that fishermen 
adopt portions of the riverbanks and clean them up. Citizens needa 
number they can call to get permission to go into the parks and help 
repair things that need to be repaired and painted. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that he has been 
Cleaning and caring for his own street and he is getting tired of it. 
There are so many things citizens cannot do. This City, he said, is 
Suffering from the neglect and malaise of the last 10 years. Citizens 
Cannot be expected to clean up sewers. The City employs people 
to perform these functions and they are not doing their jobs. This is 
ripping off the public. 


Council President Brockwell said he has discussed this issue with 
the General Services Committee. Sewers are on a regular 
" schedule for cleaning. 


Councilmember Allen said that she has seed packets for ‘Forget 
Me Not’ that are left over from her campaign. She offered these 
seeds to any neighborhood groups or organizations that would like 
to plant them.

Mayor Hollister thanked Council for inviting him to join them at the 
dais. He reported a meeting between his Cabinet Members, Labor 
Leaders, and Irv Bluestone last Friday. He will issue a report and 
recommendations for the future. He thanked everyone for 
attending the meeting. 


~ He reported a change in venue at the Potter Park Zoo. Today the 


large Rhino was sent to the San Diego Zo0 as part of an exchange 
project. Potter Park will receive two small black Rhinos that are 
genetically compatible, and hopefully, will breed new Rhinos. 


The Street Name Change Committee has been appointed and their 
charge has been developed. He has spent a lot of time visiting the 
schools in the past few months. Last week he attended an 
assembly at Pattengill on violence and how It is affecting kids. He 
commended Dr. Rodriquez for Pattengill's restructured curriculum. 
He spoke with these young people about the KKK rally and asked 
them what their strategy would be in response to a confrontation by 
the Klan. The kids all responded with “kill them’. This is an 
astonishing attitude and it reinforces his belief that we have a lot of 
work to do with our kids. The Rainbow Coalition is meeting again 
tomorrow at the Pilgrim Congregational Church. He urged all 
citizens to stay away from the Klan rally and attend one of the 
alternative activities instead. His office has Rainbow Ribbons 
available and they are available at the back of the room. We must 
put the message out there that we want to celebrate diversity. He 
encouraged everyone to join him, Saturday, April 23rd, ina forum at 
Sexton High School on ‘Alternatives and How to Deal With 
Violence in our Community.” 


He will have his recommendations for the City Market ready next 
week, The City Attorney is meeting with the Market's Attorney on 
Wednesday and following that meeting he will issue his recom- 
mendations on how to proceed. 


Last Friday, they clarified the issue of the Sale of the Civic Center. 
That sale stands and will go through as planned. 


Tomorrow a new program starts on Channel 10. They will begin a 
monthly show entitled “Ask the Mayor.” A program where any 
citizen can make a live telephone call and ask any question of him 
that they choose. This is part of his efforts to be open and 
accessible to the public. 
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He distributed copies of his recommendations for the Sister City 
program to Council. 


He asked that citizens not be so concerned about the lack of 
attendance at meetings of the Economic Development Corpora- 
tion Board by members Pandy and Reid. Their contributions to this 
Board are very valuable and they are very busy people who 
experience scheduling conflicts. Please look more to their 
contributions to the community and do not personalize this issue. 
Having sat on a board for 12 or 14 years does not automatically 
assure you of a seat on that board forever. He wants to be able to 
have input on City Boards and to bring new blood to them. 


He credited the success of the first 100 days of his administration 
to the wonderful. cooperative relationship he has with Council. This 
has convinced people that the City is serious about solving 
problems and moving forward on issues. This is thanks to the 
Council and the members of his Cabinet. There is more to do. The 
Transportation Center and the Hall of Courts are pending. He 
hopes they can be as successful in the next 200 days as they have 
been in the first 100. He has been invigorated by these challenges 
and restored by the process. He thanks Council and the citizens. 


Councilmember Lilly noted a major difference between this year 
and last year, that being a healthy debate between the Mayor and 
Council in situations where there are differing points of view. 
Debate is healthy, although, not always smooth running. That is the 
way of democracy. He congratulated the Mayor for successfully 
opening debate between himself and Council. Council will be 
conducting their budget hearings for the next several Saturdays.

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 608.04 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing be amended to read as follows: 


608.04 RESTRICTIONS ON SALE AND CONSUMPTION ON 
PUBLIC PROPERTY. 
(a) No person shall: 

(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages inthe public streets, public places. parks. alleys. 
sidewalks, City owned parking facilities or the Turner-Doage 
HOUSE, except as provided in this section: or 

(2) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in a private parking lot or facility. including, but not 
limited to, shopping center parking lots or parking areas adjacert to 
commercial establishments which are utilized by patrons of the 
commercial establishment, unless such person has in his or her 
possession, in writing, the express permission or consent of the 


_ Owner or lessee, or the lawful agent of the owner or lessee. of such 


lot or facility. This paragraph shall not apply to any event sponsored 
or authorized in writing by the owner or lessee of such premises. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold AND/OR CONSUMED IN CITY 
PARKS, UPON APPROVAL OF THE MAYOR, if: 


(1) FOR SALES OF BEER AND WINE, a special license for such 
Sale is obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and 
if THE MAYOR approves the license application prior to the 
issuance of the license. Approval by THE MAYOR shall be 
GRANTED only if the license is to be utilized in conjunction with a 
City approved cultural, ethnic or community activity open to the 
public;; OR THE LICENSE IS TO BE UTILIZED IN CONJUNCTION

(2) FOR CONSUMPTION ONLY, WHERE NO SALES OCCUR.

COMMUNITY ACTIVITY OPEN TO THE PUBLIC: OR IN CON- 
JUNCTION WITH A CITY APPROVED TOURIST OR CONVEN- 
TION ACTIVITY; 


PROVIDED, THAT WITH RESPECT TO EITHER THE SALE OF 
BEER AND WINE, OR CONSUMPTION, WHERE NO SALES 
OCCUR, the requirements set forth in SUBPARAGRAPHS (g), (h) 
and (i) hereof are met. PRIOR MAYORAL APPROVAL SHALL NOT 
BE REQUIRED FOR THE SALE AND/OR CONSUMPTION OF 


BEER AND WINE AT THE TURNER-DODGE HOUSE, SCOTT 


HOUSE AND PARK, AND COOLEY GARDENS. 


(c) NOTWITHSTANDING THE LIMITATIONS IN SUBPARA- 
GRAPH (B), beer or wine may be sold for consumption at KIRCHER 
Field or Ranney Field if a special license for such sale is obtained 


_ from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if THE MAYOR 


approves the license application prior to the issuance ofthe 
license. Approval of the MAYOR shall be GRANTED FOR THE 
SALE AND/OR CONSUMPTION OF BEER AND WINE AT 
KIRCHER FIELD OR RANNEY FIELD only in conjunction with City 
approved district, State, regional or national adult athletic 
tournaments and if the requirements set forth in SUBPARA- 
GRAPHS (g), (h), and (i) hereof are met. 


(d) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption. and may be 
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consumed, within the grounds of the Turner-Dodge HOUSE. Scott 
HOUSE AND PARK, AND Cooley Gardens, provided that all 
permits required by the Department of Parks and Recreation have 
been obtained. a special license. if applicable. has been obtained 
from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and the require- 
ments set forth in SUBPARAGRAPHS (9), (h) and (i) hereof are 
_ met. Rental fees for the Turner-Dodge HOUSE or for events at the 
Scott HOUSE AND PARK or Cooley Gardens shall be set by 
resolution of Council. Use of the Turner-Dodge HOUSE, Scott 
HOUSE AND PARK or Cooley Gardens in conjunction with the sale 
of beer or wine for consumption shall not be limited to public 
events. but may also include private events.

Prostitution is still going 
Onin full force on Eighth St. and Prospect St. She is very concerned 
about this and wants a report on the effectiveness of the ordinance. 
As the weather gets warmer this problem will escalate. 


Councilmember Allen congratulated the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission on their recommendation for denial of the transfer of 
Class C Liquor License for RamStar Group. Incorporated. She 
hopes their decision is upheld at the appeal hearing on May 3rd. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Jeffrey Cornman of 1902 Peppertree Lane related a situation at the 
Deja Veau Adult Entertainment Club and accused the Lansing 
Police Department and City Officials of being involved in the 
promotion of pornography in Lansing. 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect said that the Civic Center cannot 
be disposed of without an ordinance. He urged the citizenry to 
make a strong public outcry to stop the bulldozers.

He said he would 
agree to the reduction of this job, if, the Mayor agrees to give up his 
Chief Assistant. He noted that the Mayor has been more visible 
since his election than he was during his campaign. This could not 
have been said about former Mayors McKane. or Crawford. He is 
well on the way to restoring trust in city government.

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl asked how the City hopes to answer 
Calls from her neighborhood about the RamStar Group. Inc., if the 
Police Department is inadequately staffed. She asked where she 
Could locate a copy of the master plan for North Lansing. 
Councilmember Lilly directed her to Eleanor Love of the Planning 
Department. 


Mary Haney of 516 E. Grand River criticized Council and the Mayor 
on their position on the issue of the Transfer of Class C Liquor 
License for the RamStar Group, Inc. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine #1015 spoke in support of the rainbow 
Coalition. He theorized on the impact the KKK rally would have had 
without all of the media attention that has been devoted to it. Why 
are we making Such a big issue Of it? He spoke in support of the 
sentiments expressed in Harold Leeman’s letter about the 
membership of the Economic Development Corporation Board. He 
thanked Councilmember Beal for her request for a report on the 
effectiveness of the prostitution ordinance. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh criticized the Police 
Department, saying, that the rate of auto theft in surrounding 
communities went down last year, while in Lansing, it went up. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis congratulated the new members 
of Council and Mayor Hollister for the success of their first 100 
days in office. He reported a lot of activity on the River Trail last 
Sunday. people biking, skating, walking, jogging. One of whom was 
the former City Clerk, looking like a real athiete in his roller blades. 
The Red Cedar Golf Course was doing a brisk business too. There 
were a lot of golfers on the Course. He does not want to see this 
course replaced by a Minor League Baseball Stadium.

Councilmember Allen thanked Mr. Teets for raising the ratings of 
the City Council broadcast again. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham said the City should be trying to get 
Crack and guns off of the streets. Cigarettes are legal. People have 
aright to smoke as long as it is not against the law and forcing them 
to stand outside is not fair, it is a violation of their civil rights. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis spoke in support of this 
ordinance. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke in support of the 
ordinance, saying, it will help create the right image for the City of 
Lansing and will have an impact on the next generation. It will 
encourage them not to smoke. 


Eric Wilkerson, a Student from E. Lansing, spoke in opposition to 
this ordinance.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. congratulated the Mayor on the 
special ceremony tonight. Every citizen of Lansing was a victim ofa 
crime when the Early Retirement fiasco was passed. He applauded 
the McKane lawsuit. Now that he is suing the City, we are likely to 
find the rest of the skeletons in his closet. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that he hopes that the filling 
of the vacancy on the Ethics Board, left by Jane Rhodes request 
that she not be reappointed, will be handled without the playing of 
political games. He asked Councilmember Benavides for 
discussion on the Committee Report regarding rolling vacancies 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that he hopes that the 
letter from Craig Whitford is given serious consideration. The 
Michigan Aviation Heritage Group was formed in Lansing several 
years ago to try to save this hangar.

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Gary Linn of 121 S. Foster said that the plan for the CSO project on 
S. Foster is being rammed down the throats of the residents in too 
short a time. None of the three options offered to the residents were 
attractive. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham commended the life and accomp- 
lishments of Reverend Joseph Graves. He wondered where the 
rest of the people were that should have been speaking in his 
memory. He read an excerpt from a book on Dr. Martin Luther King. 
Jr. regarding his struggle for racial equality. 


Lisa Madden of 4909 S. Waverly said she has heard that the Mayor 
is Cutting back on the number of Community Policing Officers. and 
she wants to protest. Please do not cut back on this program 
Council President Brockwell responded that we are increasing this 
program, not cutting back on it. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. joined Mayor Hollister in 


his requests that people do not take part in the Klan rally He 


believes that this type of mentality is dying. It is on its’ way out. He 
suggested programs that will treat criminals problems similar to the 
way we treat addictive problems . 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. warned Councilmember Canady 
not to push for higher taxes with which to fund the Police 
Department. High taxes are driving people out of this City. It is a 
short term fix and will not help in the end. The City needs to make a 
shift towards worker empowerment and cut down on supervisory 
payroll. They need to hold taxes down in Lansing. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. advocated the funding of more rooms 
for juveniles in the new County Juvenile Center. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said it was his privilege to know Reverend 
Graves and he is delighted that Council was able to help him 
accomplish one of his dreams before he passed. He noted that the 
CCSL Newsletter reported the fact that certain city retirement 
payments exceeded federal IRS limits before the State Journal did. 


Hulon T. Benson of 1018 W. St. Joe said it is time for us to put some 
of these issues behind us. Some people keep coming down here 
with the same old tired things meeting after meeting. Leave Terry 
McKane alone, forget the past, and let’s get on with our business. 
There are serious issues that need our attention. There are people 
on the streets dying. He attended the funeral of a young man who 
was shot three times in the back. He related a vision he had 
showing him the way to end this violence and drug addiction. We 
must rise as One, go out on the streets of Lansing, and march in 
front of the drug houses and houses of prostitutes. This must be 
done in coordination with the Lansing Police Department. 


Blagoy Pogancheff of 1509 E. Grand River Ave. objected to the 
hiring of out-of-state caterers to cater events at the Lansing 
Center. Council must do something to stop this. The Lansing 
Center belongs to the people of Lansing. The citizens are the ones 
who will pay for it, not these out-of-state caterers. He predicted 
that, if the City passes an Ambulance Fee Ordinance, everyone will 
experience an increase in their insurance rates. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that the Little League 
season is nearly upon us. People who are interested in signing up 
may contact Tony Noyola or Mike Brooks at 483-4281. He urged 
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everyone to stay away from the KKK rally this weekend. One 
possible reason why some of the streets are not getting swept :s 
that cars are being parked along them ail night long The streets 
really are a mess and the city is not getting their money's worth 
from the street sweepers. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. thanked Councilmember 
Allen for coming out to look at the streets in his neighborhood. He 
asked Council to reconsider the referral made on the Whitman 
letter. He would like to see this communication go to the Historic 
District Commission and to the Mayor. Sending it to the Airport 
Authority Board 's like flushing it down the toilet. 


Ammahacd Shekarakk: of 903 W. Willow said that the Street Name 
Change Committee membership is stacked with people who are 
going to vote against street name changes. Dr. King and Mr. 
Chavez were out to help people of all ethnic backgrounds not just 
blacks and hispanics. Who is going to pay for the protection of the 
Digots. 


Mr Wiener, Executive Assistant to the Mayor, explained that there 
are 15 people on the Street Naming Committee. They represent all 
ethnic backgrounds. This is a diverse group. There are no 
preconceptions about what the goal of the Committee is. The 
public 1s welcome to participate in committee deliberations. Both 
City and State Police Departments will provide protection at the 
rally. We have to make sure that the public is protected and that no 
one gets hurt, if the worst happens and the rally gets out of hand.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister introduced Andrew Jackson, Interim Fire Chief, 
and said that Chief Jackson has asked not to be appointed to the 
job on a permanent basis. Mr. Jackson thanked Mayor Hollister 
and indicated his pleasure and excitement over the opportunity 
this represents to him. He said that he knows he can count on the 
cooperation of the hard working Lansing fire fighters. They will see 
that the quality care that the citizens of Lansing have been getting 
continues in the future. 


Mayor Hollister announced that the Eastern High School 
Academic Decathlon took 7th place nationwide in the competition 
in Newark, New Jersey. He hopes to have them at the Council 
meeting next week. 


He said that the Street Naming Committee met last Tuesday and 
began outlining questions for research and consideration. They 
will meet tomorrow at 7:00 P.M. in the Mayor's Conference Room 
and the public is welcome. Their intent is to have recommenda- 
tions back to the Mayor in 60 days. 


He thanked Continental Cablevision of Lansing for providing 
Closed circuit coverage of the funeral of Reverend Joseph Graves 
last week. There was such high attendance at his funeral that they 
could not accommodate everyone. Continental Cable stepped in 
and provided closed circuit cablecasting that allowed people to 
watch the services from Cristo Rey Community Center and from 
the Graves Educational Center. 


He is pleased and proud of the way the citizens of Lansing 
responded to the KKK Rally last weekend. The Police Departments 
from State of Michigan, City of Lansing, City of E. Lansing, Michigan 
State University, Ingham County Sheriff's Office and the Eaton 
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County Sheriff's Otfice all collaborated to provide police protection 
and safety for the residents. There were no serious injuries, 3 minor 
injuries, and no property damage. An unidentified group of people 
went to the State Capital Friday night, after the Peace Vigil, and 
buried large bolts in the mulch surrounding the trees on the capital 
grounds. They showed up Saturday at the rally and unearthed the 
bolts to use as projectiles to throw at the Klan. These people were 
provocateurs whose objective was to start violence. The police 
were able to turn all attempts towards violence away in a very 
organized and impressive manner. Governor Engler called him this 
morning to thank him for the way the City and other Police agencies 
cooperated on this project. For the most pan people complied with 
his requests that they stay away. He was present in the downtown 


~ area that day because of his responsibility as the City's Chief 


Executive Officer. The Peace Vigil the night before the Rally set the 
tone, and they were able to avoid any major confrontations on 
Saturday. Sunday over three hundred people came to the Capito! 


to wash down and cleanse the Capitol steps. Three members of the 


Klan attended this event and tried to interfere, but they were 
ignored and rejected. He is extremely proud of the way this 
community responded. By Wednesday he will have the figure on 
how much this cost the City and he will make every attempt to 
collect reimbursement from the Klan, however, even if the City has 
to assume all of the cost he would rather see us do that than see the 
resultant vandalism that could have occurred downtown. He 
congratulated all of the Police agencies involved and each police 
Officer whose restrained, quick response helped keep this event 
under control. 


He distributed copies of his recommendations on the City Market. 
He will recommend an amended budget to stop the funding of the 
Non-profit Board of the Market. The City Attorney has been 
appointed to draft a notice to the City Market advising them of his 
actions, and a new Policy for the Market. Bob Johnson will be his 
liaison to the City Market. 


He will announce the Neighborhood Grants Wednesday, at 12:00 
P.M., at the Kingsley Community Center. 


Council President Brockwell thanked Mayor Hollister and stated 
his appreciation of the efforts he has made. He congratulated Chief 
Boles and the other Police Departments involved. 


Councilmember Lilly congratulated Mayor Hollister and said this 
has proved that the Mayor will come to the fore to provide police 
protection and public safety. David Brown and the citizens of 
Charlotte deserve our thanks too. He hopes that the next 


_ generation will prove that this battle has not been lost. He reported 


a traffic problem at Michigan Ave. and Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Engineers from MDOT have reported cars running the red light at 
that intersection. The City may want to look at putting in a contro! 
light. 


Councilmember Benavides moved that the reports and items 
distributed by the Mayor be received under suspension of the rules 
and placed on file as part of the permanent record. Motion carried 
unanimously. He said he hopes the Mayor will hold his ground 
about reimbursement of expenses by the Klan and that the other 
governmental agencies involved get reimbursement of their 
expenses also. He asked Mayor Hollister if agencies were billing 
separately or together. 


Mayor Hollister confirmed that each agency will submit their own 
bill for expenses to the Klan. There were approximately 500 
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Policemen and National Guardsmen standing by. After the rally 
was over, he went to the Potter Park Zoo where it was reported to 
him that over 1,300 cars went through the Zoo that day. This is the 
biggest 200 attendance in the history of the City. 


Councilmember Jones congratulated Mayor Hollister on his 
leadership and prudence in dealing with the Klan and the people of 
the City for saying no to racial prejudice and bigotry. He has 
brought the City what it has sorely needed for many years; strong 
effective leadership in the Mayor's Office. 


Councilmember Novak said, that the police were very effective and 
appropriate in their response and he congratulated the Mayor in 
the tremendous logic of his response to the Klan Rally. He banded 
the community organizations together to celebrate the diversity of 
_ Our city and promote all of the things that the Klan actively 
demotes. He hopes that the selection of the Consultant for the City 
Market is done in compliance with the requirements of the 
competitive bidding ordinance. 


Councilmember Allen congratulated the Mayor on his creativity. 
He took a negative and turned it into a positive. It showcased 
Lansing as an example of how to deal with the Klan.

“NPDES Permit’) requiring the City of Lansing (the “City’’) to 
develop a Final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
“CSO Control Program”) to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (“DNR’’) for 
approval: and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, DNR, 
acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality Division, 
has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the City in 
compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance construction of 
improvements required by a permit issued by the State of Michigan 
Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a Resolution adopted by City Council on 
March 21, 1994 (the “Series 1994-1 Resolution’), the City 
delivered its General Obligation Limited Tax Bond, Series 1994-1 
in an amount not to exceed $3,725,000 (the “Series 1994-1 
Bond’), to the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority as the first series 
of bonds for the purpose of constructing a Foster Avenue sanitary 
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sewage interceptor from Harton Street to Michigan Avenue, 
constructing a waste water treatment plant aeration basin, 
separation of combined sewers on Pere Marquette Street, and 
other improvements (the “Improvements”) included in Phase ll, 
Segment 1 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements 
Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, at this time the City Council wishes to authorize the 
issuance of the second series of limited tax general obligation 
bonds for the purpose of constructing the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and approved by 
the ONR: and 


WHEREAS. prior to issuance of each series of bonds the City must 
either receive prior approval of the bonds from the Michigan 
Department of Treasury or be exempt from prior approval as 
provided in the Municipal Finance Act, Act 202, Public Acts of 


Michigan, 1943, as amended (“Act 202") in Chapter Ill, Section 11; 


and 


WHEREAS, Chapter III, Section 12(d) of Act 202 permits a 
municipality to authorize, within limitations which shail be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
Officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT 


1. The estimated period of usefulness of the Improvements is not 
less than forty (40) years. 


2. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in this Resolution shall 
refer to any one of the following City officers: the Director of 
Finance, the Director of Public Service, Mayor, or City Clerk. 


3. Either the Finance Director or the Public Service Director be 
and are hereby authorized to request an exception from prior 
approval to issue bonds from the Michigan Department of Treasury 
and to pay the related fee, or to request the Michigan Department 
of Treasury to issue an order granting prior approval to issue 
bonds, and to request any related waivers. 


4 Abond of the City designated GENERAL OBLIGATION 
LIMITED TAX BOND, SERIES 1994-2 (the “Bond”) is authorized to 
be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the costs of the 
Improvements, including capitalized interest if any, and costs 
incidental to the issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. 


The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received an order of prior approval to issue the Bond or an order of 
exception from prior approval from the Municipal Finance Division 
of the State of Michigan Department Treasury. 


The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate principal sum of Seven 
Million Two Hundred Seventy-Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($7,275,000) or such lesser amount as shall be determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale (the “Principal Amount”) and 
approved by the DNR and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority 
(the “Authority”). The Bond shall be the second series of the 
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$11,000,000 in bonds issued as described in the Official Notice to 
Electors and Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to issue 
Bonds Secured by the Taxing Power of the City and Right of 
Referendum Thereon published in the Lansing State Journal on 
Wednesday, December 29, 1993. If the Principal Amount of the 
Bond issued is less than $7,275,000, then the City may. by future 
resolution of this City Council, issue future series of bonds in 
conformity with the terms of the Notice of Intent for the purpose of 
completing construction of the Improvements. 


The Bond shall be in the form of a single fully-registered, 
nonconvertible bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, payable in principal 
installments serially on October of each year beginning October 1, 
1996 or on such other dates as may be determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by 
DNR and the Authority. The schedule of principal installments shall 
be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the 
Bond and approved by DNR and the Authority. Final determination 
of the Principal Amount and the payment dates and amounts of 
principal installments of the Bond shall be evidenced by execution 
of the Purchase Contract between the City andthe Authority 
providing for sale of the Bond. 


The Bond or principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as may 
be approved by the Authorized Officers at the time of sale of the 
Bond or by the Authority at the time of prepayment. 


Any Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to sell the Bond to the 
Authority at an interest rate of two percent (2%) per annum and at 
the par value thereof as evidenced by execution of a Purchase 
Contract as provided in paragraph 10 below, and to deliver the 
Bond in accordance with the delivery instructions of the Authority. 


The Bond is expected to be delivered to the Authority in 
installments (the delivery installments’) and each delivery 
installment shall be noted on the registration grid set forth on the 
Bond. The delivery installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
the serial principal installments of the Bond in direct chronological 
order of said serial principal installments.

All proceeds from taxes levied for the Debt Retirement 
Fund shall be deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund as 
collected. The Bond shall be payable as a first budget obligation 
from the general funds of the City subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. Commenc- 
ing with the year 1994, there shall be levied upon the tax rolls of the 
City for the purpose of the Debt Retirement Fund each year, in the 
manner required by the provisions of Act 202, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1943, as amended, an amount sufficient such that the 
estimated collection therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, 
when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond becoming due 
prior to the next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be surplus 
moneys on hand in the Debt Retirement Fund for the payment of 
principal of and interest on the Bond, or if there is available other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then the City 
shall take such monies into account in determining such annual 
levy.

Fund"). Said moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for 
which the Bond is issued. Any unexpended balance of the 
proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining after completion of the 
Improvements herein authorized may be used at the discretion of 
the Director of Public Service for further improvements included in 
the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit.

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Councilmember Allen announced that the Public Safety Commit- 
tee would be meeting this week. 


Councilmember Beal said the Public Services Committee will meet 
at 3:45 on Tuesday, April 26th. She corrected statements made by 
Mr. Teets last week regarding cigarettes, alcohol, and obesity. 
Cigarettes account for 400,080 deaths per year or, 25% of all 
deaths, she said. 


Councilmember Brockwell suggested that future demonstrations 
by organizations like the KKK be required to post a bond to cover 
the cost of potential damage. He reported receiving a complaint 
about activity behind a senior citizens apartment complex that is 
located in back of the K-Mart store on S. Cedar Street. Kids hang 
out back there trashing the place and lighting fires. He asks that the 
administration contact the property owner about cleaning the 
place up. Mr. Wiener replied that the Mayor's Office has met with 
representatives of the Cedar Place Residents and this issue has 
been referred to the Planning Department to have this property 
inspected and cleaned up for safety reasons. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that people come to these 
chambers to get justice, but, to no avail. He made statements of a 
personally derogatory nature about city personnel and about 
President Brockwell. President Brockwell cautioned Mr. Bernstein 
tocome to order and refrain from making remarks of this nature, or, 
be removed from Council Chambers. 


Chris Harris of 147 Linden St., E. Lansing, a student at MSU 
Carrying a 3.8 GPA, said he was maced by the Police at the KKK 
rally last Saturday. He was treated like a second class citizen and 
tear gassed while the KKK had their freedom of speech protected 
so that they could preach genocide. The violence on the part of the 
Police Officers was appalling to him. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm St. said that the election tomorrow is to 
replace the seat formerly held by Mayor Hollister in the House of 
Representative 69th District. He urged everyone to get out and 
vote. He attended the Peace Vigil heid on the Capitol steps Friday 
night and the Cleansing of the Capitol Steps held Sunday evening. 
He did not attend the rally on Saturday. They have a right to 
freedom of speech, and if we bill anyone, it should be the media. 
They are the ones that provided ail of the free publicity for the Klan 
rally. He will be on Q106 Radio Station to present Tim Barron with a 
resolution from CCSL honoring him. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham said he attended the Klan rally on 
Saturday. He saw ‘Brothers’ who were not given any respect by the 
Police Department. He, himself, was harassed by a Policeman for 
putting his hand on the fence. Brothers in this country are going to 
fight. There are more students in the jailhouse than in the 
schoolhouse. He believes that this problem was created by the 
Mayor himself. The Klan had the right to protest. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. asked why so many Police Officers 
were hired to protect so few people? What group is responsible for 
burying the bolts on the Capitol Grounds? She does not feel that 
the way the entire affair was handied made the City look good to 
people who were attending. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn commended Council for their actions 
on the City Market. He sympathized with the people who were 
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maced on Saturday, but. he said he wished they would have 
respected the wishes of the City and stayed away. The Police 
Officers involved did what they had to do to control a situation that 
Could have become injurious and out of control. The news of the 
rally and the resultant protest hit the Phoenix, Arizona television 
news stations. 


Tom Shields of 118 Riley said that last week over 30 groups 
volunteered to adopt a portion of the River Trail system. Some 
property owners do not show this kind of regard in maintaining their 
Own property and mowing their lawns and keeping their property 
value high. He asked one of the Councilmembers to explain the 
Tall Grass and Weeds ordinance. Councilmember Benavides 
explained the intent of the Ordinance and announced that anyone 
that would like to report a property that needs to be inspected could 
Cail the Building Safety Department at 483-4385 and ask for Hank 
Hernandez. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that he is thankful that the weekend is 
Over, however, he has heard that the KKK wants to come back in 
May. He urged everyone to let the officials at the Capitol know that 
we do not want this group here again. They have their rights to free 
speech, but, their speech offends so many people that the needs of 
the many out weigh the needs of the few. He thanked the City 
Attorney for sending him the information on the Prostitution 
Ordinance. 


Laurie Green, a resident of E. Lansing, asked if any Council- 
member actually witnessed what went on at the KKK rally on 
Saturday. She stated that she has numerous photos of the Lansing 
Police Department and the State of Michigan Police Department 
violating the civil rights of her friends. She accused the Unity 
Coalition of leaving people out of their group. Gay rights groups 
were not represented, nor were other non-christian based 
organizations. She saw homeless and low income people picking 
up Cans to return so that they could feed themselves. 


Russell Smith of 403 Roosevelt stated his disappointment that the 
City has to search all over the United States to find a successor for 
the Fire Chief. He should have been training one of his underlings 
to do his job. There is no assurance that people from other states 
are more qualified for this job that our own firemen are. 


Alex Bott of 1230 Reo Rd. corrected the Mayor’s statement that the 
object, found buried under the trees on the Capitol lawn, was a bolt. 
It is not a bolt, it is a nut. He is sensitive to the difference between 
these two items. 
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Millie Caesar of 1436 Ada St.. Corresponding Secretary of 
Neighbors United in Action, thanked the Council for dedicating 
their playground and naming it the way the Neighborhood voted to 
have it named. She thanked Council on behalf of the Fabulous 
Acres Neighborhood Organization for the dedication of their park 
These kids deserve a nice place to play. She thanked them for 
helping with the neighborhood clean up that took place last 
Saturday. Without the help of Council, the Mayor and City 
Departments, neighborhoods would not be as far along as they are 
today. 


Bob Teed of 701 Baker, President of Neighbors United in Action 
suggested that other groups get their reservations for the use of the 
Capitol grounds in now, to fill up the appointment book, before the 
KKK calls back to schedule another rally.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh asked why the City wants to 
sell the City Hall Annex building. He suggested that the City build 
an annex in the “hole” next door to City Hall owned by the Michigan 
United Conservation Club. 


Sandra Speck of 617 W. Genesee St., President of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association, said that their association is bounded 
by Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. on the West and the River on the 
North, East and South. They want to go on record as supporting the 
extension of the River Trail in a Westerly direction at the North end 
of their boundary so that the neighbors have access to the River 
Trail area and the River Trail, itself. Councilmember Novak asked 
Ms. Speck if her organization's position was that they approved 
extension on the northern bank, but not on the southern bank? Ms. 
Speck replied that they have no preference as to which bank the 
extension is built on. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm St. said he is opposed to the Board of 
Water & Light acting as an agent for the Regional Water Authority. 
They lost $16 million dollars last year and they issued a report 
saying that it was a planned loss. In 1984 and 1985 they joined the 
Michigan Municipal Power Association and signed an agreement 
to invest in the Belle River Plant. The cost to the City for this 
investment was $495,000,000. The residents of this city did not 
want or need any of the power generated by this plant but, they 
bore the cost of approximately 70% of it. He recently filed a FOIA 
request with the Board of Water & Light which he asks that 
Councilmember Jones help him with. He admits that the quality of 
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water provided to Lansing residents exceeds the quality of water 
provided to residents of other communities in the Mid-Michigan 
area. He does not want to see this issue rubber stamped. It requires 
close review. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. stated a complaint he has about the 
Parking Systems Project. The meters on Washington Ave. have 
seven increments in a half hour time span. Whoever bought and 
installed them should be fired. 


Bill Robinson of 715 Sadie Crt. thanked the Board of Water & Light 
for letting the River Trail run across their property near Potter Park 
and the Mayor for stating his objection to the use of eminent 
domain to obtain easements. He feels that the extension of the 
River Trail should head East towards MSU. 


Bob Linton of 1719 Tecumseh River Rd. said they have been 
dealing with this problem for over a year. He is opposed to the use 
of eminent domain as a means for the government to gain control 
over these properties and to the use of private backyards to build 
the Trail on. There are many other options, including extending the 
Trail West, that would not involve the use of private residential 
property. He theorized that Consumers Power offered the City 
these easements to protect their own river frontage. 


Chery! Smith of 755 Sadie Crt. said that Consumers Power | 


acquired the easements in question through coercive and 
intimidating means. The former administration was a party to this, 
but she hopes this administration will not be. The City would be 
better. off by using the other bank of the river and cleaning up and 
beautifying that area that is depressed. 


Yvonne Caamal Canul of 1731 Tecumseh River Rd. said she is 
opposed to the extension of the River Walk through her back yard. 
She already has enough trattic in her back yard caused by the Park 
next door to her. She believes that the extension of the River Trail 
_ through her property will cause even more invasion of her privacy. 
She does not believe that the City will maintain the River Trail any 
more than they do the Park that is there now. 


Ricardo Briones of 2100 Coolidge St. said he is not opposed to the 
River Trail. He supports the extension of the River Trail and serves 
on several committees for the Trail. He is opposed to having the 
Trail extended through private property, backyards, single family 
dwellings. He opposes these easements, even if the Trail is not 
built. There are several alternate routes through which the River 
Trail can expand. It should be extended on the South side of the 
River which is currently a dumping ground. This would benefit both 
sides of the River. The Trail System does not have a good record of 
maintenance and repair. This issue is one of siding with big 
business, or, protecting the rights of home owners. This 
Administration has done an admirable job of protecting neighbor- 
hoods, restoring trust in government and promoting cooperation 
with businesses. The extension should be given this kind of 
thorough consideration. ; 


Jerry Slear of 2109 Coolidge St. said he is tired of not knowing what 
the decision on the extension of the Trail will be. This has been 
going on for over a year now. The South side of the River is a better 
place for this extension. There is a dumping spot over there that the 
Trail would beautify. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Peari St. asked why the bathrooms along the 
Trail are not open to the Public. She asked if the Regional Water 
Authority would have the effect of lowering water rates in the City, 
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or raising them. Mr. Wiener told Ms. Miller that a position in the 


Parks Department is currently being funded to provide mainte- 


nance so that the bathrooms along the Trail can be opened. 
Councilmember Allen said that benches have been donated to the 
Trail System so that people can sit down and rest along the way. 


Richard Lott of 1107 N. Capitol, President of the Walnut 
Neighborhood Association, said that this project has been on hold 
for years and years and is one of the gems of the Parks System. 
The extension of the Trail System was committed to the North end 
and this money should be spent to provide this asset to them. 
Councilmember Novak should take the lead in this issue. He is the 
fourth ward representative and he should try to get this back on 
track, The Trail System is a perfect example of regionalism through 
recreation. There exists the possibility of Dewitt and Grand Ledge 
joining us in the River Trail extension. 


Michael Cole of 3424 Graper advocated higher parking meter 
rates in front of the Board of Water & Light and the Lansing Schoo! 
District Administration Offices so that employees do not use the 
metered parking spots to park for hours at a time. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Bivd. protested the Transfer of a 
Class C Liquor License for NEO’s Inc. These people said that they 
wanted to operate a teen club and now they want a license to serve 
liquor. There have been too many Police Reports from this address. 
Maybe City Council does not have enough power to do anything 
about this situation, but, the Liquor Control Commission does and 
he advised Council to act on behalf of the Citizens and oppose this 
request at that level. Kids need outlets for their creativity other than 
just ball games.

Mr. Wiener announced opening day of the 1994 Lansing Parks and 
Recreation Softball Season. President Brockwell threw out the first 
pitch. There are no fee increases for participation. This is a 
wondertul activity that the City can provide for the people of the 
entire region. 


The Image Summit held the first of several meetings last weekend: 
thirty-five people participated in discussions about what it means 
to say we are a World Class Capitol City, how to put our best foot 
forward and do we need a new image? Mr. Wiener thanked 
everyone who participated. They have a 60 day time line in which 
to report back to Council. 


This week is Water Quality Awareness Week and he thanked Mr. 
Teets for his comments regarding the superiority of water quality in 
Lansing. Mayor Hollister and Governor Engler will both sign 
proclamations declaring the week of May 7, 1994 to be Water 
Awareness Week and expressing our appreciation to the Board of 
Water & Light and its’ employees for providing us with such high 
Quality water. 


Item X E-11 under letters from the Mayor Hollister briefs Council 
about a collaborative effort with Ingham County for a Green 
Manufacturing Initiative. This is a coming market with a lot of 
potential for us. It is part of the Mayor’s Report Card for Economic 
Development. He hopes the public will support the concept of 
bringing more money into the City through manufacturing of 
recycled products. 


The Transportation grant application has been completed and, 
hopefully will be approved. 


He thanked the 20 Neighborhood Organizations that submitted 
requests for neighborhood grants. This program was begun by the 
former Administration and former Council. 


The Street Naming Committee is continuing their deliberation. 
They are developing a policy for re-naming of all public areas and 
will meet in the Mayor's Conference Room every Tuesday until the 
process is complete. 


City Parks and Park Pavilions are open, he thanked the Parks 
Employees who have painted the pavilions and benches and 
gotten the Parks ready for public use. 


He urged all citizens to watch for street repairs being made, drive 
safely to protect our workers, and thanked CATA for opening their 
Downtown Summer Loop. The fare is 25 cents. He announced the 
Michigan Parades into the 21st Century Parade is Saturday, May 
21, 1994. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mr. Wiener about the status of the 
recommendations coming from the Mayor's Ethics Committee. 
They had a 60 day deadline. Their recommendations will require a 
Charter Amendment and there are deadlines that ail parties 
involved will have to meet.

WHEREAS, on November 16, 1989, the City published a Notice of 
Intention of Entering into Tax-Supported Contract of Lease and of

Councilmember Allen said that the Public Safety Committee has 
several items on the agenda for their meeting this Wednesday. the 
Seymour St. issue is one of them. 


Councilmember Brockwell said he threw out the first pitch on 
Diamond Three at Gier Park, then he threw out the first pitch on 
Diamond Two. He said goodbye to Amy Jordan, from WITL Radio 
Station. This is her last night at a Lansing Council meeting, she is 
getting married and moving South. 


Councilmember Lilly reported that all of the dual street name 
designations for Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd./Logan St. have been 
removed now and the street sign simply reads Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Blvd. It looks much better this way. He only regrets that 
Reverend Graves was not able to see the signs come down. 


Councilmember Jones thanked Liza Estiund Olson of the Mayor's 
Office for organizing the kick-off for the Playground Equipment 
Fund Raising Drive. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that the Building 
Department has been sabotaging his building since 1984. He 
made personally slanderous statements about President 
Brockwell and was cautioned by him (Brockwell) to refrain from 
making personal attacks against City Officers or employees, or. be 
removed from Council Chambers. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St. said that Mr. Bernstein comes to 
Council Meetings and complains because of the way he was 
treated by the Building Department. Now some Councilmembers 
endorse hiring more Code Enforcement Officers. The Building 
Department hauled him into Court 11 times. It is the philosophy of 
these people to drive landlords out of town. They are doing a good 
job of it. 


Steve Harry of 3125 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke in opposition to the 
Mayor's plan to bill the Klan for the cost of Police Protection at their 
rally last weekend. This protection was required by the protestors, 
not the Kian. Councilmember Lilly's logic of hiring more Code 
Compliance Officers to crack down on drug dealers does not make 
any sense. This function should be fulfilled by Police Officers. not 
Code Compliance Officers. The Code Enforcement Program is 
driving people out of town. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. read a theorization on the danger of 
addiction to power. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that the RamStar Group, Inc. has 
withdrawn their appeal of the denial of their request for Transfer of 
Class C Liquor License to the 215 Center St. address. She thanked 
Councilmembers Allen and Beal for their votes on this issue. In the 
future when Council gets a request for a transfer like this, they 
should listen to the residents who come to speak before them, they 
are coming to Council for a reason. 


Richard Lott of 1107 N. Capitol spoke regarding the Traffic Control 
Order for alternating stop signs on Seymour Street. They have 
gone back and forth on this issue for a couple of years. He thought 
they were going to use alternating traffic signals. The stop signs 
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they now propose to use will cause the City to lose Major Street 
Funding which could cost the City $15,000 per year in lost 
revenues. The Traffic Engineer wants to push the traffic from 
Seymour St. onto Capitol Ave., he should have done the 
investigation of the loss of this funding, but he did not think that 
MDOT would really take these funds away. The citizens got a 
unanimous decision to install traffic signals, what has happened to 
that? Councilmember Lilly said that the City is going to lose a lot of 
money through the practice of installing stop signs to control traffic 
patterns. Many streets are having stop signs installed and they will 
lose their Major Street Funding because of it. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow noted that the world has 
just witnessed an historic event in South Africa. For the first time 
some South Africans had the chance to cast their vote, and it looks 
like Mr. Mandela will be President of South Africa. The Kian should 
be accountable for the cost of their own protection, he said. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh spoke regarding the late 
items at tonight's meeting. He asked for the reinstatement of the 
Citizens Soap Box Show on Channel 28. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell expressed his concerns about 
wrecker services not cleaning up intersections after they have 
been called to the scene of an accident. By ordinance they are 
required to sweep up the glass and debris that is left in the roadway, 
and.they are not doing so. Councilmember Benavides said this 
would be checked out and the requirements of the ordinance 
would be enforced. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that under the 
administration of former Mayor Graves the City had a substantial 
Rainy Day Fund. There was always $600,0C2 in it for emergency 
needs usage. He thanked Councilmember Allen for looking into the 
water problem on his street. Spending more money on voice mail is 
an indication that people are not doing their job.

Jack Gunther of 211 Black Court, representing the Lansing Area 
Council of Veterans, asked that the City provide Veterans with a 
facility with room for their activities. Prior to the construction of the 
Civic Center they used the Masonic Temple. Later, when the 
Veterans Memorial Building was built and named the Lansing Civic 
Center their headquarters moved there, in fact, the Auditorium in 
the Civic Center is still named the Veterans Memorial Auditorium 


John Baker of 2520 Kuerbitz, representing American Legion Post 
#460, said that they are concerned that the money derived from the 
sale of the Civic Center will be not be used to provide the Veterans 
Facility as promised. 


_ Mack M. Bates of Haslett stated his concern over where the 
Veterans Facilities will be moved to, and that they will not be given 
as much space as they need to accommodate their activities and 
Storage of their materials that are currently stored in the basement 


of the Civic Center. 


Janet Clark, of 5846 Curtice in Mason. Director of the Retired and 
Senior Volunteer Program for the Tri-County Area. urged Council 
to build a South Lansing Senior Center. South Lansing has the 
largest number of seniors in the Tri-County area. They need a 
place for these seniors to hold their activities They are requesting 
the construction of a place where youth, veterans and seniors can 
interact. 


Alaine Stouffer of 2300 W. Miller Rd. said that present facilities in 
South Lansing are inadequate for the use of seniors. The rooms 
they are able to reserve are over crowded and are not wheel chair 
accessible. They are requesting the construction of a Senior 
Center in the South Lansing area. 


Dorothy Carr of 1701 Linval St. spoke in support of the construction 
of a Senior Center in the South Lansing area. The seniors in South 
Lansing are being forgotten. There is only one center in South 
Lansing. It is on Miller road and is in bad need of repair. 


Yolanda Bellinger of 405 €. Holmes asked that a Senior Citizens 
and Veterans Center be built in the South Lansing area and that the 
funding be listed as line item on the Capital improvements Budget 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham St. supports the request for a Senior 
Citizens/Veterans Center in the South Lansing area, however, he 
feels it may have to be an off budget item. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in opposition to the 
proposed 1% collection fee on property taxes. He commended 
Councilmember Jones for speaking against this tax. There are 
other ways to generate revenue, such as an increase in 
non-resident income tax rates. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St.. said that he believes the Heart of the 
City will default on its’ agreement with the City to build an office 
building on the Civic Center site. He is opposed to the proposed 1% 
property tax collection fee. If the City needs more money, they 
should ask the voters for additional millage. Why are City residents 
still paying % of a mill on the Capitol City Airport? Do we have to pay 
this mill forever? This City should not be passing a millage that 
residents will have to pay ad-infinitum. 


Hulon T. Benson of 1018 W. St. Joseph said that the Veterans and 
Senior Citizens should have a nice place that is large enough for 
their needs. He is opposed to the proposed 1% property tax 
collection fee. The city has been spending too much time and 
money groping for an answer to the drug problem. The only way to 
solve this problem is to put God back in the picture. They are going 
to dry up dope in the City of Lansing. There will be no more need for 
additional Policemen to handle this problem This is a mandate to 
him from God. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. spoke in opposition to the proposed 
1% property tax collection fee. She asked about the CDBG money 
the City is getting to rehabilitate the historical building they bought 
from Frank Basel. Emil Winnicker, from the Development Division 
of the Planning Department said that this is not COBG money. it 's 
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Home Program Money. They will be working with non-profit 
investors and the Old Town Association to restore this building. 


Blagoy Pogonchett of 1509 E. Grand River spoke in opposition to 
the ambulance fee and to the 1% property tax collection fee. 


Harold Leeman, Jr. of 529 N. Francis questioned whether the City is 
getting its money worth from the cost recovery of the Code 
Enforcement Division. The largest share of CDBG funds for the 
renovation or demolition of properties is spent in the first and 
second wards of the City. This money should be more evenly split 
between all four wards. 


Nancy Sanders of 3227 Glasgow said that it 's facilities such as the 
Hill Toppers. located in the Hill Vocational Center, that has kept her 
mother out of nursing homes. As far as she knows, Hill Toppers 
Day Care Center is the only senior citizen day care center in the 
City of Lansing that takes care of adults, who are incapable of 
taking care of themselves, on a day care basis. Something else 
needs to be done for these people. She supports the construction 
of a South Lansing Senior Citizens Center. 


Rolland Gerard of 123 Garden St. said he has been working for the 
Civic Center as a gardner and usher at events for the last 35 years. 
Every year they make enough money from their ushering activities 
to send money to all seven veterans hospitals in the State of 
Michigan for Christmas programs. With the closing of the Civic 
Center, they will have no place to go. They used to work 102 
scheduled shows in 52 weeks at the Civic Center. 


Gloria Thomas. a member of the Board of Trustees of the Hill 
Toppers Senior Citizens Center said they desperately need more 
space. They serve a great number of minorities and low income 
families and could serve a lot more if they had the space. 


Douglas Fairbanks, no address given, said that the seniors and 
veterans need a nice new facility. They should be given a 
multi-million dollar complex. You will always have taxes to pay. The 
proposed 1% property tax collection fee is nothing. It is not too 
much for people to take out of their wallets and will not hurt anyone 
to pay it. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell said that it was his understanding 
that the 1% collection fee would only be assessed against the 
County and other units of government, not City of Lansing 
Residents. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that, if Council makes the 
differential mentioned by Mr. Smith in the collection fee he will 
support it, otherwise he will not. This amounts to a tax on taxation. 


Councilmember Allen read the following letter into the record of 
this public hearing: 

May 4, 1994 

Dear Mayor Hollister and City Council: 

RE: 1% Tax for payment of Cost for Collection of Taxes 


We are adamantly opposed to this or any other new tax and any 
increase in taxes. 


Our tax obligation to all entities has already increased for 1994 via 
an increase in our property assessment. While you may not 
consider this an increase in our tax burden, we can assure you that 
itis, in fact, an increase in the amount of taxes you will require of us 
this year. 


Furthermore, a 1% tax in the guise of a necessity in order to pay for 
the cost of collection of taxes should not be used for any other 
purposes than that for which it is collected. namely. for the purpose 
of the cost of collection of taxes. Any other use of such a tax. no 
matter how you engineer the wording or manipulate the facts. is a 
fraud against the citizens from whom you extract it. 


If, as is being considered, a tax is necessary to hire new police and 
maintain our present police services, let the tax be named as such. 
Do not be devious! 


A tax, collected for the purpose outlined by a body of government 
should, in all cases, be used for that designated purpose and no 
other. Using monies otherwise is illegal, unethical and contrary to 
the wishes of the people. A lie of this magnitude is an insult to ail 
taxpayers everywhere. 


Councilperson Rick Lilly stated he would vote against such a tax if 
there was a public outcry. As part of “That Public’, we cry foul to 
such a tax, as it is deemed not necessary for the purpose stated 
and the people of Lansing do not need to witness another “Shell 
Game” so soon into this new Administration.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister thanked everyone who stood in for him last week 
when he was out with a flu bug. He was late for tonight's meeting 
because of his attendance at important community functions. One 
at Eastern High School honoring Hispanic Students who have 
excelled in the Lansing School District. Another on the steps of the 
Capitol honoring Police Officers who have passed away in the last 
year in the line of duty. He introduced Joe Sipsy. a third grade 
student from Maplewood Elementary School, chosen to be Mayor 
for the day. Joe has been with him all day; they visited the jail and 
the 911 Emergency Services System. He answered the phone. 
opened the mail and made himself useful in a number of different 
ways. Mayor Hollister thanked Mrs. Cain from Maplewood School 
who arranged this activity. 


He reported that a local Radio Station, Q106, WJXQ located at 
2495 N. Cedar St. played a series of promotional spots that were 
terribly offensive to the Hispanics of our community. Immediately, 
upon hearing about the situation, he called the management of the 
Station to voice his objection and to make it clear that he found 
these spots to be highly offensive. 


He stated his pride in a joint project between the Lansing School 
District and the Lansing Parks & Recreation Department to raise 1 
million dollars for playground equipment. 


He thanked Dennis Sykes, the Director of the Planning Depart- 
ment, for successfully bringing a housing rehabilitation program to 
the City of Lansing, and City Council for their conscientious work 
on the Budget in the face of contentious issues. The budget 
process seems to be on schedule and he wishes them good luck 
on Saturday with their Budget wrap-up. 


He announced the signing of the Neighborhood Grant contracts on 
May 12th. The Equal Rights Task Force is sponsoring a community 
forum for key individuals at the Cristo Rey Community Center. 


Councilmember Benavides announced that Community Leaders 
met today and addressed the issue of the promotional spots played 
by Q106 Radio Station. They will meet again on Thursday. He 
thanked Mayor Hollister for the quick decisive action he took in this 
matter. 


Councilmember Novak said that at Saturday's budget hearings 
they discussed different services provided to the City by area 
banks. One issue was; are the banks the City is doing business with 
performing satisfactorily in the area of providing mortgages and 
investments in the city. Are we contracting with banks that are 
putting money back into the community? He is awaiting a report 
from Interim Director of Finance Doug Rubley.

He wants 
the City to advise the developer that the terms of the contract will 
be strictly enforced and that those terms will not be modified. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Council for the open 
deliberative budget process they followed this year. He thanked 
Councilmember Benavides for providing the hospitality of Cristo 
Rey Community Center and sent his condolences on the death of 
his mother.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister sent his condolences to Councilmember 
Benavides and commended him on his dedication to the citizens of 
the City of Lansing. The Saturday Wrap up Budget session was 
conducted with his presence even though he was experiencing a 
day of the deepest possible sorrow following the death of his 
mother. 


He presented Council with a copy of the “Michigan State Journal,” 
predecessor of today's State Journal, published on December 27, 


1860. It was found in a building owned by John Dudley. It will be 


displayed in the Clerk's Office for awhile, and then it will go to the 
City Room of the Lansing Public Library. 


The Budget process was an extraordinarily open, participatory and 
collaborative process. They came up with a document that 
everyone Can feel good with. They met the major requirements of 
establishing a rainy day fund, set 4% aside for infrastructure repairs 
and passed an ambulance fee. They are going into the year with a 
very tight budget. Department managers will be getting monthly 
read outs of the budget and they will follow it. There will have to be 
flexibility with regard to transfer of funds because the budget is so 
tight. For example, last year’s snow plowing needs caused several 
last minute transfers for the Public Services Department. He 
thanked Doug Rubiey, Interim Director of the Finance Department 
and his staff for their commitment to seeing this budget worked Out.

This will take a great deal of cooperation. Last year's budget called 
for a computer study. Today he is presenting the study they called 
for. He will conduct three forums or work shops to identify the 
needs of the city for computerization. 


He reported receiving a letter from the KKK in response to the bill 
the City sent them for Police Protection at their recent rally. They 
are retaliating for that bill by threatening to come back to the City of 
_ Lansing for another demonstration. If they come back to the City to 
demonstrate, they will be asked for a performance bond before 
they are allowed the use of facilities or police protection. The City 
Cannot continue to have $47,000 bilis come in every time someone 
wants to use the Capitol Building. He is very proud of the way the 
citizens of the City of Lansing responded to the Klan, however, he is 
not so proud of the way the community has responded to the Q106 
Promotional which attacked Mexicans and Hispanics in a mock 
Cinco De Mayo advertisement. Dennis Mochler, Station Manager, 
was very apologetic and sincere in his meetings between Mayor 
Hollister, Councilmember Benavides and the Human Relations 
Board. After the apology was aired, this issue should have been 
pretty much over. However, he had to call Q106 and ask them to 
withdraw from the Parade last Saturday, because of threats against 
them. He appealed to the people who are still angry to accept the 
apology and forgive the Radio Station for the mistake they made, 
and help us all to move forward towards better understanding 
between us. 


Thursday is Mayor's exchange day, he said, and Mayor Charlie 
Harrison of Pontiac will be Mayor of Lansing that day, while he 
(Hollister) will be Mayor of Pontiac. They will have a reception in the 
Mayor's Conference room on Thursday, and everyone is invited. 


David & Carol Swint, protegees of Demming’s Total Quality 
Management program, will be here on Thursday at 1:00 P.M. to give 
us ideas on Total Quality Management. 


He reported attending a meeting for the dissolution of the 
Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad Board of Governors. The Board 
is the only thing that has been dissolved, every one of the units 
continues to operate. 


Dennis Sykes, Director of the Planning Department, has 
announced that on Thursday, May 26, 1994 the Code Compliance 
and Building Safety Department will be featured on a call in 
question and answer television program. 


The Mayor reported attending the Ribbon Cutting Ceremony for a 
wonderful new Coffee House, the Dancing Goat. 


In June he will announce over 40 appointments to Boards and 
Commissions. Anyone who wants to be considered should contact 
his office this week. 


Councilmember Beal suggested that the Mayor attempt to get a 
local farmer to host the KKK rally. They would have a ready supply 
of manure handy. 


Councilmember Novak thanked Mayor Hollister for providing the 
amount of detail they needed to get through their budget 
negotiations. He gave them more specificity than they have bee 
given in the past.

All proceeds of the Insurance Reimbursement (Ambulance) Fee 
are to be utilized for ambulance service related costs. 


- F. Infrastructure. $18,788 is added to Fire Ambulance. 
Infrastructure to reflect the dedication of Insurance Reimburse- 
ment (Ambulance) fee proceeds to ambulance services. The 
Administration will make recommendations as to which project 
funding item is to be reduced to accommodate this change prior to 
budget implementation.

IV. NON-GENERAL FUND EXPENDITURES. 

A. Community Development Block Grant. Increase FY 95 
Citywide Acquisition Relocation & Clearance $100,000. Increase 
Seven Block Project funding $161,650. Final Seven Block 
Acquisition Relocation and Clearance Allocation equals $400,000. 
Final Seven Block Rehabilitation allocation equals $261,650. The 
Community Development Block Grant “Final Statement of 
Objectives”, and 20th Year COBG Budget for the 20th Year is 
amended to provide that $67,000 is transferred from 20th Year 
Public Improvements to 20th year Citywide Acquisition, Relocation

D. Fire Department. (pg. II!-56) Amend language as shown; ‘The 
Mayor, Fire Chief, and Local 421 of the International Association of 
Firefighters are recommending a charge for ambulance services 
as an alternative to elimination of the transportation portion of this 
operation. Actual cost per run in 1993 is estimated at an average of 
$335/call, or $457 per transporting run, with an estimated 6,500 
transport runs per year. The recommended fee of $400 per 
transporting run is based on the fact that the City of Lansing Fire 
Department maintains equipment and licensed personnel to 
provide Advanced Life Support service from all Ambulance units. It 
is estimated that anywhere from 50-80% of these runs will be fully 
covered by patients insurance. The City will establish a fund within 
Human Services and City Supported Activities ($84 550) to assist 
in the cost of services for persons without insurance. Criteria for 
reimbursement from such funds will be developed in conjunction 
with the Department of Human Relations and Community 
Services.” 


E. Communications Specialist. The use of residual funds, and 
such other funds as may be identified within FY 95 Budget is 
approved in concept. The Administration is to identify funds and 
make recommendations to the Ways and Means Committee prior 
to implementation of a Citywide contract for such services. 


F. Washington 0.C. Lobbyist. The use of residual funds is 
approved in concept. The Administration is to identify funds and 
make recommendations to the Ways and Means Committee prior 
to implementation. 


1994-95 BUDGET POLICIES AND PRIORITIES 


VI. Substitute Budget Policies. The following budget policies are 
Substituted for those policies on pages Iil-2 to 111-6 of the Mayor's 
recommended budget, and shail supersede reference to ail other 
budget policies contained within the budget document; 


The following budget policies shall be instituted with passage of the 
FY 1994-95 budget and shall remain in effect until rescinded or 
modified by subsequent City Council action. All previously 
approved budget policies not consistent with these policies are 
hereby rescinded unless reapproved by the City Council. All 
continuing budget policies shall be compiled by the Internal 
Auditor and published annually with the budget. The Internal 
Auditor shall evaluate the budget policies adopted by the City 
Council and report to the City Council on the status of actions taken 
during the Fiscal Year, by the Administration, relative to those 
policies. 

The Lansing City Council hereby establishes the following budget 
policies and priorities for the Fiscal 1994-95 Budget: 


1) BALANCED BUDGET: The City is required by law to have a 
balanced budget. For purposes of the adoption of the Fiscal 
1994-95 Budget this shall be defined as estimated revenues 
equaling proposed expenditures as provided for in the Uniform 
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Budgeting and Accounting Act. The policy of the City of Lansing 
when establishing its Fiscal Year 94-95 Budget shall be to match 
estimated revenues with proposed expenditures without using 
tund balance revenues. 


2) BUDGET STABILIZATION: The City shall create by ordinance 
a Budget Stabilization Fund in conformance with the provisions of 
MCL 141.445 through 141.445 and shall appropriate an amount 
equal to 7% of its FY 1994-95 estimated general fund appropria- 
tions. Itis the goal of the City to set aside an amount equal to 10% of 
its annual operating costs. 


3) ENCUMBRANCES/UNENCUMBRANCES: Funds encum- 
bered at the end of the Fiscal Year due to outstanding purchase 
orders or contracts and funding for which project activity has not 
yet been completed shall be carried over into the next Fiscal Year. 
The City shall reserve against its general fund-fund balance, an 
appropriate amount to cover such encumbrances. A list of such 
encumbrances shall be forwarded to the City Council for its review, 
upon completion of the annual audit. This policy shall also apply to 
enterprise, special revenue, and internal service funds. The 
appropriation of money for any purpose does not constitute a 
mandate to spend the money. Each remaining unencumbered 
appropriation balance at the end of this Fiscal Year shall revert to 
the General Fund. 


4) TRANSFERS: The Fiscal 1994 95 Budget is adopted on a line 
item basis. For control purposes, administrative accounts are 
created to monitor expenditures and provide for reporting 
requirements according to generally accepted accounting 
principles, and the State Uniform Chart of Accounts. Transfers 
between line-items are permitted through the use of Memo 
Transfers or Administrative transfers. No transfer of more than 
$5,000 or 15% of the originally approved amount within a particular 
line item, as adopted by the City Council, shall be permitted by the 
use of Memo Transfers or Administrative Transfers, unless prior 
authorization is received by the City Council. 


Administrative and Memo Transfers shall be governed by the 
following principles: 


A. Administrative and Memo Transfers shall not reduce the 
scope of previously authorized operations, unless approved by the 
City Council. 


B. Administrative and Memo transfers shall not be used tofunda 
previously unfunded function, unless approved by the City Council. 


C. Administrative and Memo transfers shall not be used to 
establish or increase the line items for personnel or equipment, 
uniess approved by the City Council. 


D. No additional position may be created by utilizing Administra- 
tive or Memo transfer, nor may an authorized but unfunded 
position, be funded by Administration or Memo transfer, unless 
approved by the City Council. 


E. Administrative or Memo transfers shall not require subse- 
Quent transfers to reinstate amounts transferred from an account. 


F. Administrative or Memo transfers shall not conflict with any 
legal, regulatory or contractual requirements. 


G. Administrative and Memo transfers for any department shall 
be consistent with overall guidelines being applied to all other 
departments. 
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H. Whenever an agency of the City reports to the Finance 
Director that the funds appropriated for a particular purpose will be 
exhausted before the close of the Fiscal Year. and the agency has 
an unencumbered appropriation balance, the Mayor may 
authorize additional spending for that purpose within the total! 
appropriation for the agency. Administrative or Memo transfers 
Shall be forwarded by the requesting department to the Budget 
Office for review. Upon finding by the City Controller that sufficient 
funds are available and that the request is Consistent with these 
principles the request shall be forwarded to the Mayor's Office for 
authorization. 


|. The Finance Director shall report such transfers to the City 
Clerk for transmission to the City Council at the next regular 
meeting of the City Council. 


5) BUDGET MONITORING: No department or City officer shall 
incur new programming or base programming costs or increase 
the scope of existing services which will require multiple year 
funding or carry forward of existing year appropriations without 
approval of the Mayor and the City Council prior to implementation. 
This shall include authorization of new positions. 


During the months of October, January, and April of each Fiscal 
Year, the Finance Director shall submit to the Mayor and the City 
Council data showing the relationship between the estimated and 
actual revenues and expenditures to date. If it shall appear that the 
revenues are less than anticipated, the City Council may by 


— resolution, reduce appropriations, except amounts required for 


debts and interest charges, to such a degree as may be necessary 
to keep expenditures within the revenues. 


No money shall be drawn from the Treasury of the City except in 
accordance with an appropriation approved by City Council for 
that purpose or except as provided by these policies and the City 
Charter. 


The Internal Auditor shall be responsible for monitoring com- 
pliance with these budget policies and shall assist the City Council 
in evaluating the planning and budgeting affairs for the City in order 
to develop and maintain unified City policies and to ensure that 
such affairs are in compliance with the City Charter. 


In order to carry out these responsibilities, the Internal Auditor shail 
make audits of financial transactions of all City agencies at least 
once every year or as otherwise directed by the City Council. The 
Internal Auditor shall have access to the financial and other 
records of all City agencies at any time. 


The Internal Auditor shall review the Administration and 
performance of any City agency and report findings and 
recommendations to the City Council and file a copy with the 
Mayor and the Clerk. Whenever appropriate the Internal Auditor 
shall promptly report to the City Council on City agencies or any 
irregularities for practice and erroneous accounting methods with 
recommendations for improving the accounting procedures and 
systems of the agency. A copy of each report on irregularities and 
erroneous accounting methods shail be referred to the Mayor. 


The Mayor shall respond to any Internal Auditor report on 
irregularities or erroneous accounting methods. Such response 
shall be made in writing to the City Council within thirty (30) days of 
receipt and shall contain the Mayor's recommendations for the 
elimination or correction of the indicated irregularities or errors. 


No department or City Officer shall incur new programming or base 
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programming costs or increase the scope of existing services 
which will require multiple year funding or carry forward of existing 
year appropriations without approval of the Mayor and, where 
applicable by law or policy. the City Council prior to implementa- 
tion. This shall include the authorization of new positions. Positions 
which are vacant and unfunded on a Department's Table of 
Organization may be filled upon authorization of the Mayor, when it 
is demonstrated that sufficient residuals or internal savings have 
occurred within Department appropriations to permit such filling 
without the need for supplemental appropriations. 


The Mayor may authorize expenditures from residual funds 
generated from internal savings, when itis determined that this will 
result in future year savings, fund unmet needs within existing City 
Department Work Programs, or meet contractual commitments to 
City employees. Authorization of such expenditures shall be 
reported to City Council concurrently with such authorizations, 
together with explanation as to such expenditures. In no instance 
will such authorizations result in a year end expenditure deficit. 


6) SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS: The City shall reserve against its 
general fund-fund balance a reserve for special assessments 
which are being paid on an installment basis. 


7) ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS: Any grant funds shall be 
subject to the same budgetary policies required of other City 
expenditures as required in Sections 7-107 through 7-110 of the 
City Charter. Applications for grants requiring the addition of City 
staff or a City match of $10,000 or more shall require a financial 
impact analysis and approval of the City Council. Any grant-funded 
position shail terminate upon the expiration or elimination of the 
grant funding. No grant, which is subject to these provisions, shall 
be accepted without the approval of the City Council. 


8) FINANCIAL IMPACT STATEMENTS: All ordinance changes 
which directly affect operations of City government, labor 
contracts, development plans, tax abatement requests, grants 
requiring City Council approval, and any significant policy or 
operational changes as determined by the Ways and Means 
. Committee, shall be reviewed for potential financial impact prior to 
approval by the City Council. All such statements shall be prepared 
by the appropriate department and reviewed by the Internal Auditor 
for compliance with Budget and City Council policies. 


9) INDEMNIFICATION: The City shail, defend, hold harmless 
and indemnity officers and employees from all claims of liability 
whatsoever arising out of acts or omissions in the course of their 
employment and within the scope of their duties with the City of 
Lansing or out of their service as a City official of the City of 
Lansing. Such indemnification and defense shall include, but not 

_be limited to, property damages, liability pursuant to 42 USC 1983, 
liability for attorneys fees, both statutory and actual, liability for 
contractual damages and for all other liabilities permitted by law 
provided, however, thatthe City shall not hold harmless or 
indemnify any such officer or employee for liability for criminal acts, 
for intentionally wrongful acts, or grossly negligent acts, for breach 
of fiduciary duties, for misfeasance or malfeasance in office, nor for 
civil. infractions, and further provided that the City’s duty to 
indemnify, hold harmless, and defend any officer or employee shall 
be expressly contingent upon the full cooperation of such officer or 
employee in providing for such defense and upon such officer or 
employee's immediately notitying the City whenever said officer or 
employee knows or reasonably should know that any claim for 
damages or other liability is being made or is likely to be made 
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against him or her. The City Attorney may. upon receict of 
pleadings naming an officer and employee as a defendant. erter 
an appearance, or arrange for the entry an appearance, on behalf 
of the named official or employee, and undertake the defense of 
Said official or employee prior to a determination whether or not the 
indemnification and hold harmless provisions are applicable to 
said officer or employee and with a reservation of the rights in the 
City to deny indemnification and hold harmless coverage. 
provided: 


A) The City Attorney determines, based upon a review of the 
pleadings, that it is likely the official was acting in the course of 
employment and within the scope of his/her authority, 


B) The City Attorney initiates procedures to seek a City Council 
review Of a proposed defense by the City of the affected official or 
employee it comes to his attention during the course of litigation or 
after judgment that the above indemnification and hold harmless 
provision may be inapplicable to the named official or employee: 
and/or 


C) The alleged acts are not criminal in nature, nor do they 
constitute civil infractions. 


10) CITY EMPLOYMENT: It is the policy of the City to continue 
its efforts to manage costs through negotiations with its various 
unions so that service levels and jobs be preserved, as much as is 
feasible, in light of economic conditions and revenues. The 
Administration is hereby requested to develop a Series of 
incentives to encourage City employees to live in the City of 
Lansing. 


11) LABOR AWARDS/SETTLEMENTS & RECLASSIFI- 
CATIONS: Prior to approval by the City Council of any labor 
agreements and/or arbitration awards with the City's bargaining 
units, the Administration shall recommend to the City Council 
those accounts from which the funds are to be taken. The 
Administration is requested to indicate to the City Council, how the 
agreement or award will affect existing programs or service levels. 
Upon approval by the City Council of the labor agreement and/or 
award, the Administration shall be authorized to make the 
appropriate transfers. The Administration shall also be authorized 
to make appropriate transfers reflecting reclassification of existing 
positions, upon determination that the duties of those positions 
merit such changes according to the City's classification system. 


12) WORKERS COMPENSATION: The City shall reserve 
against its general fund-fund balance a reserve for Workers 
Compensation liability in the amounts in accordance with 
standards of the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. 


13) HUMAN SERVICES: The City shall designate 1% plus 
$75,000 of estimated general fund revenues, (exclusive of one 
time or intermittent revenues) for contractual human service 
activities. These funds shall be administered by the Human 
Relations and Community Services Department consistent with 
these policies. Should actual revenues in any fiscal year be less 
than originally estimated, an amount equal to 1% of the amount of 
the shortfall shall be subtracted from the reserve against fund 
balance upon approval of a 2/3 vote of the City Council for human 
service funding in times of severe economic hardship or 
community distress. In any year when actual General Fund 
revenues exceed estimates, upon approval of a 2/3 vote of the City 
Council, an amount equal to 1% of the excess revenues shall be 
added to the account established for human service needs. At no 
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time, unless approved by the City Council, shall this fund exceed 
one fourth of one percent of annual general fund revenues 
(exclusive of one-time and intermittent revenues). 


14) RESERVE AGAINST FUND BALANCE FOR HUMAN 
SERVICES DURING TIMES OF SEVERE ECONOMIC HARDSHIP 
OR COMMUNITY DISTRESS: The City shall designate against its 
general fund-fund balance an amount not to exceed $50,000 per 
year. The total amount of reserve. at any given time, is not to 
exceed one-fourth of one percent of general fund revenues 
(exclusive of one-time and intermittent revenues). These funds 
shall be reserved for additional human service needs during times 
of severe economic or community distress. Funds may only be 
appropriated for expenditure upon finding of the Mayor and 
concurrence by a 2/3 vote of the City Council that an extraordinary 
need for human services exists. In any year in which an 
appropriation is made from this reserve, the City shall not be 
Obligated to restore the amount appropriated or to designate the 
annual $50,000 contribution to the reserve. If adjustments are 
made to this reserve based upon lower than estimated revenues, 
the City shall not be obligated to restore such adjustment in the 
same fiscal year. 


15) INFRASTRUCTURE: The City shall designate 4% of 
estimated general fund revenue to an account for the sole 
purposes of infrastructure maintenance and improvements. Such 
infrastructure may include transportation, stormwater manage- 
ment, automation, computerization, records maintenance, 
communications, major fleet purchases, building and grounds 
maintenance repair and improvements, as well as developmental 
physical improvements and appropriate feasibility studies and 
design costs. All one time or intermittent revenues shall be 
deposited into this fund and used to fund infrastructure projects, 
unless otherwise determined by a 2/3 vote of the City Council. It is 
the intent of the Mayor and the City Council that one-time and 
intermittent revenues be utilized for infrastructure repair, 
maintenance or improvements. Within 60 days of the adoption of 
this Budget, the Administration is requested to develop guidelines 
on the use of such funds and submit them to the City Council for 
approval. Expenditures from this fund must be made in compliance 
with the principles contained in this policy document. 


16) PROCEEDS FROM THE SALE OF/OR LEASE OF PARK 
LAND: Proceeds from sales of designated park land, or leasehold 
rights to designated park land, in excess of City cost associated 
with such Sale or lease, shall be appropriated exclusively for 
acquisition, maintenance, and improvement of park facilities. 
Expenditures shall be recommended by the Parks Board to the 
Mayor. Ifthe Mayor concurs, proposed expenditures shall be 
forwarded to the City Council for consideration and approval. All 
such revenues received by the City shail be transferred to a capital 
projects fund. Nothing in this policy statement shall prohibit the City 
Council from exercising its legislative responsibilities in designat- 
ing the use of such funds as the City Council may determine is 
appropriate. No appropriations exceeding $5,000 shall be 
permitted from this fund without prior approval of the City Council. 


17) SOFTBALL SURCHARGE PROCEEDS: Proceeds from the 
surcharge placed on softball and registration shall be used 
exclusively for City ball field improvements and maintenance. 
Expenditures of such proceeds shall be recommended to the 
Mayor by the Parks Board. If the Mayor concurs, the proposed 
expenditure shall be forwarded to the City Council for considera- 
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tion and approval. A list of facilities to be improved during the 1995 
season shall be forwarded to the City Council prior to April 1, 1995, 
and during the Parks and Recreation budget review for each 
succeeding fiscal year. 


18) POTTER PARK PARKING: Revenues received from the 
parking fee to Potter Park, less direct costs related to collection of 
the fee, shall be maintained in the Zoo Fund for the sole use of z00 
improvements. Expenditures of such funds shall be recommended 
by the Parks Board, and if concurred with by the Mayor. referred to 
the City Council for appropriation. No expenditure of funds 
exceeding $5,000, which has not been previously approved, shall 
be permitted without prior approval of the City Council. 


19) CABLE T.V. REVENUES: Funds received from the Cable TV 
franchise fee (3% of gross), shall be distributed according to the 
following formula: 22% to Human Services; 14.15% to operation of 
Cable Channel 28; 11.65% for local programming grants; 47% for 
administration of the local cultural activities within the Human 
Relations and Community Services Department; and 5.2% to the 
general fund. The General Services Committee is hereby directed 
to review the current distribution formula and to make any 
recommended changes to the City Council within 60 days of the 
passage of this budget. 


20) SOUTHSIDE COMMUNITY CENTER: The City Council 
requested of the Administration in the FY 1993-94 Budget to 
identity One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) from the Parks 
Millage for the needs assessment, site identification and 
preliminary design for a Southside Community Center. The City 
Council hereby reauthorizes these funds and requests that the 
Administration report back to the Ways and Means Committee 


within 30 days of the adoption of this budget, that such an account 
has been established and the funds transferred from the Parks 


Millage into the account. The $500,000 received from the Heart of 
the City and currently being held in escrow, is hereby designated 
for the Southside Community Center and upon final disposition of 
the contract with Heart of the City, the Mayor is authorized to 
transfer the $500,000 into the account established for the 
Southside Community Center. In addition, the City Council 
authorizes 50% of the proceeds from the sale of the Civic Arena 
shall be deposited into this account. 


21) EXPENDITURE OF PARKS MILLAGE FUNDS: The Lansing 
City Council hereby reestablishes the following policy forthe 
expenditure of funds received from the voter approved Parks 
Millage: 


A. That no funds shall be expended on any park improvement or 
development project not specifically delineated in the Parks and 
Recreation 5 Year plan without prior authorization trom the City 
Council; and 


B. That ail projects scheduled for implementation in any given 
Fiscal Year shall be presented to, and approved by, the City 
Council during the annua! budget review process; and 


C. That a separate series of budgetary accounts shall be 
established for the purpose of administering these funds; and 


D. That all interest accruing to any unexpended funds shall be 
designated and appropriated to a control account established for 
the purpose of accounting for all general fund parks millage 
revenues received but not allocated to a specific project by the City 
Council; and 
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E. With the singular and sole exception of City Council. 
authorized design and construction management fees directly 
related to the implementation of previously referenced park 
development and improvement projects, these funds shail not be 
utilized for any type or kind of indirect Cost, administrative charge. 
direct or indirect personnel, operating, or equipment costs; and 


F. That the Internal Auditor is directed to audit this resolution 
yearly. and to report back to the City Council during the budget 
review process. 


22) CHALLENGE TO STATE AND FEDERAL MANDATES: It is 
the policy of the City to notify its State and Federal Representatives 
in each instance where a requirement of State or Federal jaw, 
regulation, or administrative rule adds to the costs of City 
operations. Each City department will notify the Mayor's Office and 


the City Council of instances where such costs must be incurred. It . 


is the policy of the City to challenge such costs when the City 
Attorney determines that such Costs should be reimbursable under 
existing legal provisions.

NARCOTIC SQUAD 


Section |. The Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad is hereby 
established for the purpose of providing cooperation and 
assistance of police services in the area of drug law enforcement 
to the counties, cities, villages and townships who have signed this 
Agreement and which are located in Clinton, Eaton and Ingham 
Counties. This agreement is being entered into pursuant to MCLA 
764 2a. 


Section li. Each entity providing police officers and/or equipment 
to the Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad shall be solely responsible 
for all costs relating to its personnel or property, including salaries, 
wages, benefits, and the like. Each entity shall be solely liable for 
the acts of its own employees and/or agents. The signing and/or 
joining into this agreement by any governmental body and/or 
agency shall not be interpreted or construed to be a transfer of a 
power or responsibility of that entity to the Tri-County Metro 
Narcotic Squad except as specifically stated hereunder. 


Section Ill. Any and all property of any kind or nature seized 
pursuant to state law by any police officer assigned to the 
Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad shall promptly be transferred by 
said otficer(s) to the custody of the City of Lansing pursuant to an 
AGREEMENT TO ESTABUSH PROCEDURES FOR DISPOSI- 
TION OF PROPERTY SEIZED BY THE TRI-COUNTY METRO 
NARCOTIC SQUAD entered into by the Parties. 


Section IV. The operation and control of these police activities 
while acting as the Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad, as set forth 
above, shall be under the direction and control of the police agency 
heads and sheriffs. 


Section V. This agreement shall become effective for each entity 
upon execution of this agreement by that entity.

AGREEMENT TO ESTABLISH PROCEDURES FOR DISPOSITION 
OF PROPERTY SEIZED BY THE TRI-COUNTY METRO NAR- 
COTIC SQUAD 


ARTICLE | 
PURPOSE, PROCEDURES AND BUDGET 


Section 1. The purpose of this Agreement is to determine how 
property which is seized and forfeited under MCL 333.7524 from 
the action of the Tri-County Metro Narcotics Squad shall be utilized 
and/or allocated. The City of Lansing shall be deemed to be the 
“entity having budgetary control over the seizing agency’ for the 
purposes stated under MCL 333.7524 for all seizures resulting 
from the Tri-County Metro Narcotics Squad. The operation and 
control of police activities shall remain with each participating 
entity. 


Section 2. The duties and functions of the City of Lansing are: 


A. To perform those functions and exercise those powers and 
responsibilities set forth at MCL 333.7524 and to receive funds 
obtained pursuant to MCL 333.7524 but only for the purposes 
specified under this Agreement. 

B. Notwithstanding any contrary provision, to adopt a budget 
which provides for the payment of the following expenses from the 
drug forfeiture property received pursuant to MCL 333.7524 prior 
to the expenditure of monies for any other purpose. The City of 
Lansing shall be the custodian of the property and/or funds shall 
make payments after receipt of appropriate documentation 
verifying the expenditures. 

If there are insufficient funds to pay for one hundred (100%) 
percent of all the expense categories listed below, then an equal 
percentage of payment shall be made. That equal percentage shall 
then be applied to all the categories of expenses noted below and 
payment shall be made based upon that percentage. Any balance 
owed on the expenses noted below shall be carried over and shall 
then be paid as provided above. Any balance owed shail be carried 
over until payment in full is made. 

(1) Payment of expenses for the sale of property seized. 

(2) Payment of expenses for storage of seized property and its 
maintenance. 

(3) Court costs and fees related to the forfeiture proceedings. 

(4) One (1) Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney and Secre- 
tary's salary and fringe benefit cost for the time spent for handling 
the drug forfeiture legal proceedings. 

(5) Annual audit and costs for the reports required under Section 
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3. Delow. 

(6) One (1) clerical employee s salary and fringe benefit cost for 
time spent performing administrative duties for the custodian of the 
forfeiture funds and/or drug forfeiture activities. 

(7) Buy money” :n an amount determined by the City of Lansing 
In its budget. 

(8) Match money for the two (2) additional investigators 
assigned to the City of Lansing to provide full time drug forfeiture 
functions as required by State Grant with the City of Lansing and 
match money under that Grant for one (1) Prosecutor's services 
from Ingham County as stated under number (4) above. If that 
Grant terminates, payment shall be made from drug forfeiture 
funds for the costs stated under #4 and #8. 

(9) Rent and utilities for a facility to house the Tri-County Metro 
Narcotic Squad and office supplies and office equipment for that 
Squad's operations. 


C. Any funds remaining after payment of all the expenses noted 
in subsection “B", above, received from drug forfeitures or any 
other source shall be used to enhance drug related law 
enforcement efforts as indicated in MCL 333.7502 et seq., 
Michigan Public Health Code, Part 75 (drug enforcement). The 
participating entities to this Agreement shall jointly determine how 
such remaining monies shall be spent or allocated. Ifno agreement 
is reached between the participating entities as to how such 
remaining monies shall be spent or allocated, the funds shail be 
distributed to each entity for enhancing drug related law 
enforcement efforts as indicated in MCL 333.7502 et seq. 


Section 3. The City of Lansing shall submit a quarterly report of 
the budget and expenditures regarding the requirements under 
this Agreement to the participating entities. Any participating entity 
may require additional reports upon written request. That 
information shall be provided within fifteen (15) calendar days after 
receipt of the request. 


ARTICLE It 
ELIGIBILITY 


All participating entities shall maintain at least one (1) full time 
police officer assigned to exclusively work in drug law enforcement 
with the Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad. Failure to maintain at 
least one (1) full time police officer assigned exclusively to the 
Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad, except as provided below, shall 
eliminate the right of such entity to receive funds and other benefits 
as a participating entity. 


A participating entity's right to receive funds shall not be affected 
due to a reduction of a full time police officer(s) assigned 
exclusively to work in drug law enforcement if that police officer(s) 
IS: 


(1) Off work because of accident or sickness for sixty (60) days 
or less during a tweive (1 2) month period, or 

(2) On Workers Compensation for sixty (60) days or less duringa 
twelve (12) month period, or 

(3) Reassigned due to an emergency for not more than sixty (60) 
days during a twelve (12) month period. 
ARTICLE II! 
PERSONNEL 


Each police officer, deputy sheriff, investigator, secretary, attorney 
Or any other person involved in drug law enforcement shall be an 
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employee of and under the direction and control of the entity 
employing such person. Those persons shail at all times be Subject 
to the control and direction of the employing entity Each 
participating entity shall be responsible for the payment of wages. 
taxes, liability insurance, legal defense. fringe benefits and 
worker's Compensation insurance for employees employed by 
them. Each participating entity under this Agreement shall be 
responsibie to obtain and maintain its own liability insurance 
coverage. 


ARTICLE IV 
BUDGET AND PROPERTY CUSTODY 


Section 1. The City of Lansing shail be the custodian of the 
property and/or funds and shail prepare and submit toeach 
participating entity under this Agreement in January each year a 
proposed line item budget. The proposed budget shall include a 
proposed allocation in response to requests for drug law 
enforcement support from each participating unit. 


section 2. The City of Lansing shall adopt a budget no later than 
February each year and submit the same to the participating 
governmental units for informational purposes. 


Section 3. All existing funds and/or property in the possession of 
the "Tri-County Metro Narcotic Squad” and/or the Governmental 
Board created under MCL 124.531 et seq. or MCL 124.501 et seq. 
shall be transferred and utilized pursuant to and in accordance with 
the terms of this Agreement. The City of Lansing currently has 
possession of same. Ifa Court Order is required to accomplish the 
above, the Lansing City Attorney or the Prosecutor of Ingham 
County shail undertake an action to obtain such an Order. 

Section 4. The City of Lansing shail be the custodian of the 
property and/or funds received. The City of Lansing shall include 
such property and/or funds in the scope of its annual audit. The 
audit findings shall be submitted to each of the participating 
entities. 


ARTICLE V . 
AMENDMENTS; TERMINATION 


Section 1. Any participating entity may withdraw from this 
Agreement by providing not less than thirty (30) days prior written 
notice to each of the participating entities. The Agreement may be 
terminated by joint action of all the participating entities at any time. 


Section 2. In the event that any participating entity withdraws 
from this Agreement, any assets which have been retained by the 
City of Lansing shall remain in the custody of the City and shall be 
disposed of as provided hereunder. In the event of a complete 
termination of this Agreement, any remaining assets shall be 
distributed to each of the participating units. That distribution shall 
be proportionate to the number of law enforcement positions 
allocated, excluding grant funded positions, plus the proportionate 
amount of funds provided, if any, to the cooperative drug law 
enforcement effort in the preceding twenty-four (24) months by 
participating entities.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. Toconsider adding a new chapter, Chapter 616, for the purpose 
of Prohibiting the Operation of a Motor Vehicle, While Under the 
Influence of Liquor or a Controlled Substance 


Richard Douglas of 4904 W. Holt Rd., Director of the Ingham 
County Library in Mason, spoke in opposition to the reduction in 
revenues this Ordinance would represent to the County Library. It 
would also adversely affect funding of the Lansing Public Library 
and the East Lansing Public Library. Hours of operation and book 
budgets are the only areas in which they can reduce expenditures. 


Joanne Harvey 2420 Newport Dr., Secretary of the Advisory Board 
for the Lansing Public Library, said that they recently conducted a 
survey that found a 93% satisfaction rate among library users. The 
only negative they found is that people want more books and 
space. These items are provided out of their disposable budget. 
The reduction in revenues this ordinance represents amounts to 
1/3 of the funds available for the purchase of new books and 
reference materials, etc. 


Melissa Barnard of 312 W. Rockford Rd. an employee of the 
Lansing Public Library, said that she works at three different 


branches of the Library. They cannot afford the loss of $33,000 in 


tunding this Ordinance would represent. She asked that Council 
find a way to continue their funding. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of City prosecution of 
drunk drivers because it would simplify court matters for drivers 
involved. In most cases when someone has been ticketed for 
drunk driving, there are other charges against them. This would 
make it more convenient for the drivers to pay tickets and make 
Court appearances. 


Douglas Fairbanks, no address given, said that if someone is 
Caught drunk driving, their license should be ripped up and they 
should go to jail. 


_ Winnifred Motherwell, a member of the Ingham County Library 


Board, said they have been robbing Peter to pay Paul for the last 
eight years. Penal fines have been meant for funding for libraries, 
and if the City is going to take this source of funding away from 
them, they should consider replacing it with something else. 


City Attorney Jim Smiertka said that the Penal fines that go to the 
libraries come from violations of all different criminal statutes, not 
just from O.U.I.L. fines. This ordinance was not proposed as a 
revenue generator for the City, it was proposed as a more efficient 
tool to stop drunk driving in the City of Lansing. The way in which 
these cases are prosecuted causes a lot of different problems. 
Such as in the prosecution of attending suits. There will be a lot 
more drunk driving arrests as a result of adoption of this ordinance. 
It will get Police Officers back onto the streets much more quickly 
following drunk driving arrests. Other criminal prosecutions will 
continue to be prosecuted by the County Prosecutor. Taking the 
drunk driving prosecution load from them will free them up to 
concentrate on felony charges in their courts. Another benefit of 
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this ordinance is that crime victims rights legislation will be easier 
to implement.

Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for an explanation of intent 
of this ordinance.

John Jarvis, Candidate for the State House of Representatives in 
the 68th District, said that he is a former small business owner and 
fees of this type should be reviewed on a more regular basis. Fees 
that have been at the same rate for fifteen years make it very 
difficult for small businesses to survive.

James Shonkwiler, Executive Director of the Michigan Prosecuting 
Attorney's Association, said that his organization has purchased 
the Samuel D. Ingham building. He is here tonight in support of 
TCO-94-023, this will create a loading zone, or no parking zone, in 
front of their building to allow them to accept deliveries. They 
require only one parking space to be designated for the purpose of 
use as a loading and unloading zone. They provide assistance to 
all of the Prosecuting Attorneys’ Offices in the State of Michigan. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. noted the absence of President 
Brockwell and informed the public that he is absent because he 
has taken Mayor Hollister's place on a tour of Russia. Building 
Inspectors cannot get rid of drug dealers, he said.

That Sections 872.10, 872.11, 872.17, 872.20, and 
872.22 of Chapter 872 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read as follows: 

872.10 WRECKERS: LICENSE REQUIRED; CONDITIONS: 
FEES. 

No person shall operate or cause to be operated a wrecker upon 
the streets of the City without first obtaining either a Class A license 
or a Class B license to do so from the City. 

(a) In order to obtain or operate under a Class A license, a person 
shall: 

(1) Agree to service non-preference police calls twenty-four 
hours a day, seven days a week, including holidays; 

(2) Employ a twenty-four hour dispatch operator on the business 
premises for purposes of operating a communications hookup 
twenty-four hours a day; 

(3) Maintain a minimum of five wreckers available for use, one of 


. which shall be a heavy duty wrecker capable of flipping and towing 


inoperable or wrecked semitrailer trucks. Such heavy duty wrecker 
shall have the capacity to handle at least a 60,000 pound tow. 

(4) Maintain a dispatching office and an enclosed storage yard 
within the City; 

(5) MAINTAIN AT A MINIMUM STORAGE LOT BUSINESS 
HOURS FOR THE PUBLIC TO OBTAIN RETURN OF POSSES- 
SION OF STORED VEHICLES FROM 6:00 A.M. TO 10:00 P.M. 
WEEKDAYS AND SATURDAYS, AND FROM 10:00 A.M. TO 4:00 
P.M. SUNDAYS AND HOLIDAYS. 

(6) Employ an adequate staff of trained and City licensed 
wrecker operators; 
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(7) Comply with all police operational procedures: and 

(8) Respond to requests by private property owners or persons 
lawfully in possession or control of property to remove vehicles 
cited by the Police Department for a violation of Section 8.07 of the 
Uniform Traffic Code. as enacted in Section 420.03 of the Traffic 
Code. 

(b) In order to obtain or operate under a Class B license, aperson 
shall have a minimum of one wrecker available for service calls at 
all times and shall employ an adequate staff of trained and 
City-licensed wrecker operators. 

(c) Upon approval of Council, the City Clerk is hereby authorized 
to grant such Class A and Class B licenses. Such licenses shall 
expire on April 30 of each year, unless revoked earlier as provided 
in Section 872.13. Non-refundable fees to be paid fora Class Aora 
Class B license and for each wrecker kept and used under each 
such license shall be determined by resolution of Council. The 
Clerk shail issue a City identification emblem for each licensed 
wrecker, indicating that such vehicle is licensed. Each embiem 
shall be affixed to the inner side of the lower right-hand corner of 
the front windshield. Wrecker licenses are not transferable from 
one person to another, but a license may be transferred from one 
wrecker to another wrecker upon application to the Clerk and upon 
payment of a non-refundable transfer fee determined by resolution 
of Council. 

872.11 LICENSE APPLICATION. 

An application for a wrecker license required under Section 
872.10 shall be made by the owner, lessee or bailee thereof on 
forms to be furnished by the City Clerk. Such application shall 
include the full names and addresses of the owner, lessee or bailee 
and the applicant; the location of the business AND DISPATCH 
OFFICE; the location of all vehicle storage lots; the year, make, 
license number and vehicle number of the vehicle for which the 
license is desired; and any other information the City Clerk deems 
necessary and proper. The application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to before a notary public and filed with the City Clerk. 

872.17 TOWING AND STORAGE RATES. 

(a) Any holder of a wrecker license under this chapter who has 
responded to a request from the Police Department to provide 
towing service for noncommercially licensed vehicles or who is 
involved in a nonconsent tow shall charge a towing FEE WHICH 
SHALL NOT EXCEED A MAXIMUM RATE established by Council 
BY RESOLUTION. 

(b) Any holder of a wrecker license under this chapter WHICH 
STORES noncommercially licensed vehicles towed at the request 
of the Police Department or vehicles involved in nonconsent tows, 
SHALL CHARGE A PER DIEM STORAGE FEE WHICH SHALL 
NOT EXCEED A MAXIMUM RATE ESTABLISHED BY Council BY 
RESOLUTION. 

(c) Each holder of a wrecker license under this chapter shall 
display in his or her office, in a prominent location, the schedule of 
current rates for wrecker service and storage of vehicles as set 
forth in subsection (a) hereof. 

(D) NO DRIVER, OWNER OR LICENSEE OF A WRECKER 
SHALL SOLICIT, DEMAND, CHARGE OR RECEIVE FROM ANY 
PERSON ANY PAYMENT OR COMPENSATION, EXCEPT FOR 
TOW AND STORAGE, FOR ANY SERVICE INITIATED UNDER 
THIS SECTION, AND SUCH OTHER CHARGES AND FEES ARE 
STRICTLY PROHIBITED. 

(E) THE MAXIMUM RATES ESTABLISHED UNDER THIS 
SECTION BY RESOLUTION SHALL BE REVIEWED BY COUNCIL 
IN EVEN NUMBERED YEARS, WITH THE REVIEW INITIATED BY 
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A RECOMMENDATION FROM THE MAYOR ON OR BEFORE 
APRIL t IN SUCH EVEN NUMBERED YEAR 

872.20 CONDUCT OF WRECKER OWNERS AND DRIVERS 
GENERALLY. 

(a) No driver of a wrecker shall seek employment at the scene of 
an accident or at the area of a disabled vehicle without having been 
summoned to such scene or area by the owner of such disabled 
vehicle, its driver or agent or the Police Department. 

(B) Every driver of a wrecker shall clear the area of debris before 
leaving the scene of a collision where such driver has been called 
to tow away a disabled vehicle. 

(C)-Every licensee shall be responsible for the safekeeping of 
vehicles and the contents thereof while stored on the licensee's 
premises. 

(D) No person licensed under this chapter as the owner or 
operator of a wrecker shall permit the use of such wrecker on the 


‘Streets of the City by anyone other than a City-licensed driver 


employed by such operator or owner. 

872.22 NOTIFYING POLICE DEPARTMENT OF STORED 
MOTOR VEHICLES. 

Each holder of a wrecker license under this chapter shall 
forward to the Police Department, on Monday of each week, ona 
form provided by the Department, a listing of all unclaimed motor 
vehicles held in storage that were towed by order of the 
Department and all motor vehicles held in storage without the 
knowledge of the vehicle's driver, owner or agent. This provision 
does not include motor vehicles that are authorized to be towed 
under the Abandoned Vehicle Act, as amended, by the Depart- 
ment. 

Failure by the licensee to comply with this section shall result in 
the revocation of his or her license, including the Class A 
licensee's privilege to receive further requests from the Depart- 
ment for wrecker services. FOR ANY VEHICLE FOR WHICH 
NOTICE IS REQUIRED TO BE MADE UNDER THIS SECTION, NO 
STORAGE FEE SHALL BE CHARGED OR ACCRUE UNTIL THE 
REQUIRED NOTICE IS PROPERLY GIVEN BY THE LICENSEE. 
Furthermore, failure to comply with this section by any licensee 
shall obligate such licensee to indemnity the City for any and all 
costs and/or damages Caused by the licensee's failure to comply 
with this section.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That a new Chapter 209 be added to the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, and shall read as 
follows: 

209.01 DEFINITIONS. 

AS USED IN THIS ORDINANCE: 

(A) “FUND” MEANS THE BUDGET STABLIZATION FUND 
CREATED UNDER THIS ORDINANCE. 

(B) “BUDGETED EXPENDITURES” MEANS MONEY PRE- 
VIOUSLY APPROPRIATED BY ACTION OR UNDER AUTHORITY 
OF CITY COUNCIL AND SHALL NOT INCLUDE UNAPPROP- 
RIATED COST INCREASES WHICH MAY ARISE OR RESULT

BINDING MEDIATION. 

(C) “FISCAL YEAR” MEANS THE CITY'S FISCAL YEAR, 
BEGINNING JULY 1 AND ENDING JUNE 30. 

(D) “ESTIMATED EXPENSES” IN REGARD TO PREPARING A 
BUDGET FOR AN ENSUING FISCAL YEAR SHALL NOT IN- 
CLUDE EXPENSE INCREASES ARISING FROM LABOR NEGO- 
TIATION, ORDER OF ARBITRATION, OR BINDING MEDIATION. 

209.02 CREATION 

THERE IS CREATED A BUDGET STABILIZATION FUND. THE 
FUND SHALL BE SEPARATE AND DISTINCT FROM THE CITY'S 
GENERAL FUND. APPROPRIATIONS TO THE FUND AND 
EXPENDITURES FROM THE FUND SHALL BE MADE AS 
PROVIDED IN THIS CHAPTER AND SHALL COMPLY WITH THE 
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REQUIREMENTS OF MICHIGAN 1978 PUBLIC ACT 30. AS

209.03 APPROPRIATIONS TO THE FUND 

(A) COMMENCING WITH THE CITY'S FISCAL YEAR 1994- 
1995 AND CONTINUING IN EACH FISCAL YEAR THEREAFTER, 
THE CITY COUNCIL BY 2/3 VOTE MAY APPROPRIATE, BY 
RESOLUTION OR ORDINANCE, TO THE FUND FROM ANY 
SURPLUS IN THE GENERAL FUND RESULTING FROM AN 
EXCESS OF REVENUE IN COMPARISON TO EXPENSES. FOR 
FISCAL YEAR 1994-1995, APPROPRIATION IS MADE INTO THE 
FUND OF A SUM EQUAL TO 7% OF THE ORIGINAL FISCAL 
YEAR 1994-1995 GENERAL FUND APPROPRIATIONS. THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS APPROPRIATION SHALL BE JULY 1. 
1994 OR THE EARLIEST DATE THEREAFTER AS |S PERMITTED 
BY LAW. 

(B) FOR ANY YEAR IN WHICH ACTUAL GENERAL FUND 
REVENUES EXCEED ACTUAL GENERAL FUND EXPENDITURES 
(INCLUDING ENCUMBRANCES AND REAPPROPRATION INTO 
THE SUCCEEDING FISCAL YEAR) ACCORDING TO THE 
ANNUAL CITY AUDIT AND REAPPROPRIATIONS BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL, THE COUNCIL SHALL APPROPRIATE AT LEAST 25% 
OF SUCH EXCESS OF REVENUES OVER EXPENDITURES TO 
THE FUND UNTIL THE FUND BALANCE REACHES A SUM 
EQUAL TO 10% OF THE NET CURRENT FISCAL YEAR GENERAL 
FUND APPROPRIATIONS. THE COUNCIL. UPON RECOMMEN- 
DATION OF THE MAYOR, MAY MAKE ADDITIONAL APPROPRI- 
ATIONS TO THE FUND FROM ONE TIME OR INTERMITTENT 
REVENUE SOURCES OR AS PROVIDED BY POLICY, EXCEPT 
THAT SUCH APPROPRIATIONS SHALL NOT CAUSE THE FUND 
BALANCE IN THE FUND TO EXCEED A SUMEQUAL TO 10% OF 
NET CURRENT FISCAL YEAR GENERAL FUND APPROPRIA- 
TIONS. APPROPRIATIONS TO THE FUND SHALL REQUIRE 
APPROVAL BY VOTE OF 2/3 OF THE MEMBERS ELECTED AND 
SERVING THE CITY COUNCIL. 

(C) EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN THIS SECTION, 
SURPLUS IN THE GENERAL FUND SHALL BE DETERMINED 
WHEN THE FISCAL YEAR AUDIT, CONDUCTED IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH CITY CHARTER, IS COMPLETE. 

(D) THE CITY SHALL NOT IMPOSE ADDITIONAL TAXES 
PRODUCING REVENUE IN EXCESS OF THAT NEEDED FORITS 
ESTIMATED BUDGET IN ORDER TO PROVIDE FOR MONEY TO 
RE APPROPRIATED TO THE FUND. 

(E) EARNINGS OF MONEYS IN THE FUND SHALL BE 
RETURNED TO THE CITY'S GENERAL FUND. 

(F) SHOULD MONEY WITHIN THE FUND EXCEED THE 
MAXIMUM AMOUNT PERMITTED UNDER SUBSECTION B OF 
THIS SECTION 209.03 OR SECTION 209.04, THE EXCESS 
MONEY SHALL BE APPROPRIATED INTO THE NEXT SUCCEED- 
ING YEAR'S GENERAL FUND BUDGET FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
INFRASTRUCTURE MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR. 

209.04 LIMITATIONS ON FUNDS 

NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF THIS 
CHAPTER, THE AMOUNT OF MONEY IN THE FUND SHALL NOT 
EXCEED EITHER 15% OF THE CITY'S MOST RECENT GENERAL 
FUND BUDGET, AS ORIGINALLY ADOPTED, OR 15% OF THE 
AVERAGE OF THE CITY'S FIVE MOST RECENT GENERAL FUND 
BUDGETS, AS AMENDED, WHICHEVER IS LESS. 

209.05 APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE FUND 

(A) MONEY IN THE FUND MAY BE APPROPRIATED BY AN 
ORDINANCE OR RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY A 2/3 VOTE OF 
THE MEMBERS ELECTED AND SERVING ON THE CITY 
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COUNCIL FOR THE FOLLOWING PURPOSES: 

(1) TO COVER A GENERAL FUND DEFICIT, SHOULD THE 
CITY'S ANNUAL AUDIT REVEAL SUCH A DEFICIT 

(2) TO PREVENT A REDUCTION IN THE LEVEL OF PUBLIC 
SERVICES OR IN THE NUMBER OF EMPLOYEES AT ANY TIME 
IN THE FISCAL YEAR WHEN THE CITY'S BUDGETED REVENUE 
IS NOT BEING COLLECTED IN AN AMOUNT SUFFICIENT TO

(3) TO PREVENT A REDUCTION IN THE LEVEL OF PUBLIC 
SERVICES OR IN THE NUMBER OF EMPLOYEES WHEN IN 
PREPARING THE BUDGET FOR THE NEXT FISCAL YEAR THE 
CITY'S ESTIMATED REVENUE DOES NOT APPEAR SUFFICIENT 
TO COVER ESTIMATED EXPENSES. 

(4) TO COVER EXPENSES ARISING BECAUSE OF ANATURAL 
DISASTER, INCLUDING FLOOD, FIRE OR TORNADO. WITH THE 
PROVISO THAT IF FEDERAL OR STATE FUNDS ARE RECEIVED 
TO OFFSET THE APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE FUND, THAT 
MONEY SHALL BE RETURNED TO THE FUND. 

(B) IN DETERMINING WHETHER THE CITY'S REVENUE |S 
NOT SUFFICIENT TO COVER ITS EXPENSES, A REDUCTION IN 
THE AMOUNT OF MONEY RECEIVED FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 
FROM ANY SOURCE IN COMPARISON TO THE AMOUNT OF 
MONEY RECEIVED FOR THE PREVIOUS FISCAL YEAR. INCLUD- 
ING A REDUCTION IN THE ALLOCATION OF STATE TAX 
MONEY, SHALL BE CONSIDERED. 

(C) AS USED IN THIS SECTION, “PUBLIC SERVICES” 
INCLUDES BUT !S NOT LIMITED TO THE PROVIDING OF 
COUNTERCYCLICAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES OR 
OTHER COUNTERCYCLICAL ECONOMIC OR BASIC NEEDS 
ASSISTANCE WITHIN. THE COMMUNITY DURING PERIODS OF 
HIGH UNEMPLOYMENT. SUCH APPROPRIATIONS SHALL 
ONLY BE MADE WHEN THE CITY'S ESTIMATED UNEMPLOY- 
MENT SHALL EXCEED 8% FOR TWO SUCCEEDING FISCAL 
QUARTERS, AS REPORTED BY THE MICHIGAN EMPLOYMENT 
SECURITY COMMISSION. SUCH APPROPRIATIONS MAY ONLY 
BE MADE FOR EXPENDITURES DESIGNATED FOR THE 
SUCCEEDING QUARTER OF THE THEN CURRENT FISCAL 
YEAR, AND SHALL NOT EXCEED 10% OF THE AVAILABLE

209.06 PROHIBITION ON USE OF FUND MONEY 

THE MONEY IN THE FUND SHALL NOT BE APPROPRIATED

OF A FACILITY AS PART OF A GENERAL CAPITAL IMPROVE- 
MENTS PROGRAN.

Councilmember Beal reported receiving a phone call from Nancy 
Parsons, President of the Eastside Neighborhood Organization, 
regarding a meeting that Parents of Eastern High School Students 
will conduct to interview candidates for the replacement of their 
Principal.

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl asked why the Lansing Neighborhood 
Council's request for abatement of fees for the use-of a meeting 
room in the Lansing Center for the Bea Christy Dinner was denied. 
They cannot afford to pay the rates charged by the Lansing Center 
‘and they should have access to meeting space there. Council

These chambers are for the people, of the people, and by the 
people. He made several remarks of a personally derogatory 
nature against Council President Brockwell and was cautioned by 
Presiding Chair, Vice-President Lilly, to come to order, or be 
removed from.Chambers. Upon Mr. Bernstein's refusal to be 
brought to order Vice-President Lilly requested that the Sergeant at 
arms escort him from Chambers. 


Lioyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. apologized to Mr. Joseph Pandy, 
Director of the Board of Water & Light, for remarks he made at the 
joint meeting of the Board and Council. He was mistaken and his 
remarks were wrong. He criticized a televised call in show that was 
held by the Building Safety Division recently in which Henry 
Hernandez was asked “have Code Compliance Officers ever 
broken into someone's house.’ Mr. Hernandez lied and said that 
they had not. In fact, they broke into his (Teets) house on June 24th. 
Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing are currently doing a study on 
the Building Department and the problems people have with them. 


Karen Gierman of 607 Clifford related a problem she and her 
husband are having with their next door neighbors. She and her 
husband have lived in their home for 28 years. The neighbor has 
cut their cable wires and illegally hooked up to their cable service; 
had a shoot out on New Year's Eve; gotten into a fracas with 
several motorcycle gang members involving the use of two by 
four’s and large rocks. She and her husband are frightened. Her 
husband is terminally ill and this is a very difficult period for them. It 
is the little things like, tall weeds and grass over three feet tall, a 
mysterious substance stored in trash bags in their garage, and 


_ front yard parking that will drive her out. She asks that Council not 


pass ordinances that they cannot enforce. Council Vice-President 
Lilly asked Mrs. Gierman to get in touch with the City Attorney 
following tonight’s meeting. Councilmember Canady said that it is 
for situations like this that he proposed the 1% tax collection fee. 
We must do something about this immediately. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Or. said that in order to stop 
gang related crimes we must get rid of their power base and the 
use of the word gang. It is a popular misconception in the United 
States that we do not suffer from terrorism. That is exactly what the 
previous speaker has described. There are people out there who 
want to use violence to gain supremacy by terrorizing people so 
that they will be afraid to act against them. We must wake up and 
realize that these people are terrorists. A good shepherd does not 
let the wolves run wild among his sheep. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said he has known Mrs. Gierman for 
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several years. She has been a Bea Christy award nominee. She is 
always there to help when she is needed. It is not just drug dealers 
who do things like this. It is people who have no sense of place or 
Ownership. or. caring. This is a hard problem to solve, but we 
cannot afford to lose any more peopie like Karen Gierman. 


Douglas Fairbanks, no address given, said that the Green Bags 
sold by the City for trash collection should be made bigger so that 
they hold a lot more stuff. He supports Councilmember Canady s 
proposal for a 1% tax collection fee. This is not too much to pay to 
provide more Police Protection. He suggested that the City hold an 
annual clean-up in the downtown area.

He reported asking for this ceremony to 
express his sincere appreciation to the men who participated in the 
0-Day invasion of Normandy by Allied Troops in WWII 50 years 
ago, and to allow other Councilmembers to express their 
appreciation, as well.

Councilmember Brockwell thanked Councilmember Lilly for 
presiding over the Council Meetings in his absence. He thanked 
Liza Eastiund-Olson for expediting his visa and passport 
requirements, and Mayor Hollister for giving him this opportunity. 
His hosts were very gracious and took good care of him. The best 
part of the experience, for him, was meeting the people and he 
found that people are essentially the same all over the world.

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. was cautioned by President 
Brockwell, prior to beginning his comments, that he would be 
escorted from Chambers, if he violated Council Rule #19. Mr. 
Bernstein thanked Dave Wiener and Ron Onufer for intervening on 
his behalf last week when he was nearly arrested by the 
Sergeant-at-arms. Mr. Wiener told Mr. Bernstein that the Mayor's 
Office is willing to continue to work with him to address his 
concerns. They have been working with him for the last few 
months. His grievance goes back many years and he has used all 
of the resources of the City to address the problem, and yet nothing 
can be done. They are willing to continue to talk to him and try to 
find a way to address his problem with the Building Department. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh complimented the School 
Association and Ingham County for pulling off the completion of the 
new Soccer Complex, siated to open this fall, without a lot of fanfare 
and publicity. This project is something that belongs in a World 
Class Capitol City and is one more indication that the City of 
Lansing is moving in the right direction. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that Police Officers should be 
exempt from residency requirements, because if the drug dealers 
knew where they lived, they would go after them. He thinks the 
County made a mistake when they sold Ingham County Hospital. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he attended all of the 
meetings of the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates. Everyone who 
has an interest in these rates had better be down here next Monday 
night, because they are going to get the shaft if the Council follows 
_the recommendations of the committee. There was no financial 
impact statement done on this project, so he did one. He distributed 
copies to Councilmembers. The bottom line, according to his 


financial impact statement, is that the little guy gets the shaft. . 


These charges should be handled on a commodities basis. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked Councilmember Alten for an: 


update on his request for traffic control at the intersection of Mt. 


Hope and Washington. He reported similar problems at the © 


intersections of Mt. Hope and Aurelius and Jolly and Aurelius anda 
small sink hole at the intersection of Baker and Washington. The 
replacement work on streets that have been torn up for 
construction is of very poor quality. He supports the concept of a 
residency requirement. This Council is a legislative body and they 
Can do anything they choose to do without fear of repercussions. If 
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they want a residency requirement, they will put it through. 
Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine spoke in support of the residency 


‘ requirement. They need to turn this City around Why should they 


hire people who do not care about the City and only want a job? 
The issue here is commitment, commitment to making Lansing a 
better place to live and work. How committed are non-residents to 
seeing Lansing thrive? 


Tom Shields of 1118 Riley has been asking the City to cut the tall 
grass at the intersection of |-496 and Pennsylvania for years now. 
The Michigan Department of Transportation will not do anything 
about it. Youhave to make a report to the Michigan State Police and 
ask them to order MDOT to cut the grass on the grounds that it 
poses a traffic hazard. It is a traffic hazard and a dangerous one. 
Why can't the citizens of the City have the residency requirement 
put on the ballot? City Attorney, Jim Smiertka, answered: that the 
issue of residency requirements is a mandatory subject of 
collective bargaining according to State Law. 


Councilmember Jones said he would like to report another traffic 
hazard at the REO Industrial Park. 


Dick Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. thanked Councilmember 
Canady for his stand on residency. At least he had the nerve to 
stand up with his opinion. He thinks other Councilmembers have 
given people the impression that they do not feel Lansing is quite 
good enough for its’ employees to live in. 


Gary Mantai, no address given, said Lansing is becoming like 
Detroit. Everyone wants to get out at 5:00. It is irritating to see 
people take their checks and then drive out to Dewitt. You used to 
be able to walk the Streets and care about this City. People do not 
care about the City any more. He has a Pit-Bull factory next door to 
him at 909 Oakland and another problem with tenants at the South 
West corner of Oakland St. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 €. Mt. Hope welcomed Council President 
Brockwell back from Russia. There is plenty to do in this City, he 
said. There's bowling and movies, and once we get Council- 
member Lilly's Baseball Stadium things will be even better. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Or. complimented Council 
for not watering down the no smoking ordinance. Sometimes you 
have to make a Courageous stand and tonight they did just that. He 
hopes Councilmember Lilly is able to get his Baseball stadium. It 
would be a very good thing for the City. He has mixed feelings 
about the residency requirement. The most you can ask from 
employees is that they come to work and do their job the best that 
they can. People still have the right to decide where they want to 
work and where they want to live. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked that the problem on 
Clifford St., reported by Karen Gierman last week, be followed up by 
the Committee on Physical Development. The Attorney met with 
her following the Council Meeting. Was anything resolved at that 
time? City Attorney Smiertka said that his office is working with her.

WHEREAS, by Ordinance No. 873 adopted on January 18, 1994 
(“Ordinance No. 873”), the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham 
and Eaton, Michigan (the “City”) authorized issuance of its Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue Bonds, Series 1994 (the “1994 
Revenue Bonds”), in a sum to be finally determined upon the sale 
of the 1994 Revenue Bonds, for the purpose of paying the cost of 
acquiring and constructing the following improvements to the 
Sewage Disposal System of the City: acquisition and installation of 
a west side interceptor, an alternative disinfection system, a 
Northwest street sewer lining, a N. Branch-Hilliard Holmes 
_ Sanitary Sewer Interceptor, improvements to the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant final tank, belt filter press, sludge storage tanks 
and a lime stabilization system (the “Improvements”’); and 


WHEREAS, by Ordinance No. 873, the City authorized issuance of 
its Sewage Disposal System Revenue Refunding Bonds, Series 
1994 (the “1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds”), ina sum to be finally 
determined upon the sale of the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds, 
for the purpose of paying the cost of refunding a portion of the City's 
outstanding Sewage Disposal System Revenue Refunding Bonds, 
1988 Series (the “1988 Bonds’), if sale of the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds will produce savings sufficient to make such sale 


worthwhile: and 


WHEREAS, by Ordinance No. 873, the City authorized issuance of 
the 1994 Revenue Bonds and the 1994 Revenue Refunding Bonds 
as one series of bonds (the “1994 Bonds”): and 


WHEREAS, the City has received an offer to purchase the 1994 
Bonds from Kemper Securities, Inc., A.G. Edwards & Sons, Inc. 
First of Michigan Corporation, and Pryor, McClendon, Counts & 
Co., Inc. (collectively, the “Underwriters”. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, THAT: 


1. All terms defined in Ordinance No. 873, used herein, have the 
same meaning as defined in Ordinance No. 873, unless the context 
requires otherwise. 


2. The City hereby determines that the 1994 Revenue Bonds shall 
be issued in the amount of $16,000,000 for the purpose of paying 
the cost of acquiring and constructing the Improvements. The City 
hereby determines that sale of the 1994 Revenue Refunding 
Bonds and the use of the proceeds to refund the City's 1988 Bonds 
will produce savings sufficient to make sale of the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds worthwhile, and that the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds shall be issued in the amount of $4,845,000 for 
the purpose of refunding that portion of the outstanding 1988 
Bonds which is designated on Exhibit A attached hereto and made 
part hereof. The 1994 Revenue Bonds and the 1994 Revenue 
Refunding Bonds shall be issued as one series of bonds in the total 
aggregate amount of $20,845,000 to be designated “Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1994 
Series.” The Bonds may be issued in book-entry-only form through 
The Depository Trust Company in New York, New York. 


3. The City hereby accepts the offer by the Underwriters to 
purchase the 1994 Bonds as set forth in the proposed Bond 
Purchase Agreement (the “Bond Purchase Agreement’) present- 
ed to this City Council by the Underwriters at the purchase price 
and interest rates set forth on Exhibit A attached hereto. The 
Interim Director of Finance of the City is hereby directed to execute 
the Bond Purchase Agreement on behalf of the City and deliver the 
Bond Purchase Agreement to the Underwriters. 


4. The 1994 Bonds shall be issued as serial bonds and term bonds 
maturing as shown on Exhibit A. The term bonds shall be subject to 
mandatory redemption prior to maturity as set forth on Exhibit A. 
The 1994 Bonds shall be dated as of the date of delivery thereof. 
Interest on the 1994 Bonds shall be payable on November 1, 1994, 
and semi-annually thereafter on May 1st and November 1st of 
each year. The 1994 Bonds shall be subject to optional redemption 
prior to maturity as set forth on Exhibit A. 


5. Upon the recommendation of the Underwriters, the City 
determines that bond insurance offered by Financial Guaranty 
Insurance Company would permit a net reduction in the interest 
cost of the 1994 Bonds, and the Interim Director of Finance is 
authorized to enter into an agreement for such bond insurance on 
behalf of the City and to pay the premium therefor from the 
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proceeds of the 1994 Bonds. 


6. Pursuant to Section 14 of Ordinance No. 873, there shall be 
deposited in the Bond Reserve Account the amount of $1,240,000, 
which is hereby deemed to be necessary to meet the requirements 
of the Ordinances authorizing all outstanding Bonds secured by 
the net revenues of the City's Sewage Disposal System. 


7. The Preliminary Official Statement relating to the 1994 Bonds 
dated June 3, 1994, and its use by the Underwriters, are hereby 
authorized, approved and confirmed.

Resolution and to pay costs of issuance including bond counsel

SCHEDULED PUBUC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of Proposed Revisions to Current Sewer Rates 
and Establishment of the Rates by Resolution Pursuant to an 
Ordinance Amending Chapter 1042 of the Code of Ordinances 


Robert Clegg, Interim Director of the Public Service Department, 


explained the issues involved and the intent of the three 
Wastewater Treatment issues scheduled for public hearings 
tonight. At the request of Councilmember Novak he explained what 
Infiltration and Inflow (1 & |) is and described costs of the 
Wastewater Treatment System that are not related to! &! and how 
they will change under the terms of the new ordinance. 
Councilmember Novak asked Mr. Clegg to state the cost increases 
for the three different user classifications. Mr. Clegg stated that 
residential customers would see an increase of $2.19 per month 
based on an average usage of 7CCF. Commercial users with an 
average use of 50CCF will experience an increase of $15.54. 
Industrial usage is hard to identify, but, an industrial user who uses 


-2,000CCF would see an increase of $620.04 per month. 


Councilmember Novak stated that average industrial use is 
1,115CCF. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said that storm water 
should not be included in the | & |, because, it does not come from 


residents. It comes trom City streets. He does not agree with the 


Structure of the user classes, either. 


Rick Kibbe, a member of the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates 
and Chairman of the Board of Public Service, said that the 
Committee did reach a compromise on this issue, however, they 
compromised in the middie which will leave people on both ends 
unhappy. These costs cannot be clearly measured. The City needs 
to develop a clear definition of what the customer classes are and 
adopt a special methodology for user rates so that they do not have 
to go through this every year. He thanked Therese Horn of Council 
Staff, Bob Clegg, and Jimmy Spangler for their assistance to the 
Committee. 


Councilmember Beal, as Chair of the Public Services Committee, 
thanked Mr. Kibbe for his work both on the Ad Hoc Committee for 
Sewer Rates and on the Public Service Board. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that her sewer rate is twice what 
her water rate is and she does not have a lot of property. She feels 
that factories, who have a lot more property and probably some 
toxic material that needs special treatment before entering the 
sewer system, should pay a larger cost of this service. 


Gretchen Couraud, Vice President of Consumer Affairs and 


Community Development of the Lansing Regional Chamber of 
Commerce commended the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates 
for their work on this issue. However, she disagrees with their 
findings. Infiltration and Inflow has no connection to the amount of 
water used and should not be charged on that basis. This system 
would penalize high volume users. The fees should be charged 
based on a fixed service, rather than on a commodity charge. The 
60-40% split endorsed by the Committee is not accurate. She 
asked that Council take their time in considering this issue, it is a 
highly technical issue and needs more study in order to be 
completely understood. 


Jim Ecklund of 920 Townsend, representing the Lansing Industrial 
Council, and the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates, said that the 
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Committee came up with a number of good recommendations. He 
does not agree with the 60-40% split for | & | and has issued a 
dissenting opinion, which is included in the Committee's Report. 
He feels that more focus was put on completing the report by the 
deadline than on. arriving at a proper conclusion. They based the 
distribution of /&I costs on land area data they collected. They did 
not take into consideration the amount of rain water that will soak 
into. or, run off of land. This is pervious and impervious land, how 
much water will run off and not soak into the land. He feels that 
residential users should pay 68% of the cost of | & |, because, it is 
more impervious. The Committee ignored storm water run off 
potential. The | & | cost should be based on the correct land area. 
Next year Council will face similar issues with Storm Water, then 
they will use pervious and impervious figures. 


Dale Martin of 315 Seymour, speaking on behalf of the Motor 
Wheel Corporation and as the Chair of the Industrial Council, said 
he was a member of the original Waste Water Committee that 
investigated the efficiency of the Lansing Wastewater System. He 
has read the study by Black and Veatch. This is nota political issue, 
itis a business issue. Industry is the only new source of revenue for 
the City of Lansing and utilities are a large part of the cost of 
industry. The City needs industry and needs it to remain viable. 
Industry needs fair rates to be able to remain viable. Industry has 
been promised that the City would work to achieve parity. One of 
the largest causes of | & | is breaks and cracks in the drains and 
tiles in residential areas. If Council believes that the Black and 
Veatch Study is incorrect, they should invite them in for an 
interview. They are the only viable body that can be relied upon to 
make a recommendation. 


William Crabtree of 4925 W. Williamston Rd., Williamston, Michigan 
said he is the Vice-President of Finance at the Olofson Corpora- 
tion. They are members of the Lansing Regional Chamber of 
Commerce's Industrial Council. They do not use that much water 
inthe course of their business. They are a very quiet company that 
tries to be part of the neighborhood and a good neighbor. They do 
not ask for, or expect, special treatment. All they are asking for is 
equitable treatment. Council appears to be experiencing a reversal 


in terms of what they feel is equitable treatment for industry. This _ 


could engender a break down of trust in City Government. 


Tryge Vigmostai of the Chamber of Commerce said he is involved 
with the Capitol Choice Program. They are attempting to bring a 
new economic base into the City. Right now, they get a good 
electrical rate, but, the water and sewage rates are a problem. It is 
cheaper for businesses to exist in the City of Detroit than in Lansing 
with regard to sewer rates. The Council must be fair and equitable 
to businesses in the area. 


Joe Maguire, of the Chamber of Commerce Division ot Govern- 
mental Affairs said that tonight's action represents a reversal in 
parity for the industrial user that was established with the fixed rate 
methodology adopted by the Council in 1991 and 1992. The plan 
proposed by the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates would 
represent a dis-initiative to new business to move to Lansing. In 
order to bring new business into the city, it is necessary for 
business and government to become partners. He invited business 
Owners in attendance tonight to stand. Approximately 17 people 
stood at his request. 


George Warren, a member of AFSCME Local 3069, speaking on 
behalf of Walter Jones, said this rate is not fair to individual home 
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owners in the City. Under this plan apartment dwellers would pay 
much less than home owners. The imposition of ! & lrates amounts 
to a rain tax. All costs of this service should be placed on a 
commodity basis. This is the only way to be fair to single family 
home owners, apartment dwellers, General Motors, and the State 
of Michigan. They advocate the elimination of the special meter 
that is available for sprinkler systems. No other city in the State has 
an | &| that is separately stated and billed. They disagree with the 
rate Classifications and methodology. And with separating out ! & | 
charges and the use of special meters. As an incentive, the City 
should offer a discount for customers who use three or less units of 
water. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. said that the correct average for CCF 
for Industrial Users is 1,181.45 per month. This means that their 
increase wouid be slightly over $300.00 per month, not the $620.00 
per month stated by Bob Clegg. Ona fixed | &! charge the average 
residential customer will pay 459 times more than industria! 
customers. The first vote taken by the Committee was for a 100% 
commodity charge. It was voted down 4/3. The second vote taken 
was for a 50-50% commodity charge. It was voted down 4/3. The 
third vote taken was for a 60-40% commodity charge. It was 
passed 4/3. The only way to be equitable and achieve parity is to 
do what the Westside Water District does and charge the same 
amount to all classes of customers. Everyone should pay the same 
rate. He opposes the ordinance for the user classifications 
because the single family home owner will pay 8 times what other 


users will pay. He objects to City Council holding all three of these 
hearings on the same night. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that people should pay for 
what they use. Industrial customers can always cut down on their 
use. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that this situation should not 
be so complicated. Just tally up the gallons being treated, and split 
up the cost evenly. 


Councilmember Novak said that the intent of the Committee was to 
remove a great deal of the controversy over how sewer rates are 
assessed in the City of Lansing. They recommended that | &| costs 
be split by taking the land area that residential customers have in 
the city, land area that commercial customers have in the city and 
land area that industrial customers have to see what kind of 
percentages they generate. Residential areas comprise 60% of the 
total land area in the City, so they developed a rate structure that 
indicates that 60% of | & | costs should be paid by residential 
Customers. Thus, residential customers will pay more on the CCF 
basis than commercial or industrial customers will. Residential 
Customers will pay 2.89 per 100 CF in sewer charges, commercial 
Customers will pay 2.32 per 100 CF and industrial customers will 


_ pay 2.13 per 100 CF. The Committee believes these differentials to 


be appropriate because the commodity cost would have nothing to 
do with how much water was going to be used. A commodity basis 
would impose unfair charges on industrial customers in certain 
Situations and the fixed rate charge would be unfair to residential 


Customers in certain situations. Therefor, they struck middle 


ground by basing the charges on a 60-40% spilt.

Christine Ryal of 116 BonAir said that she has founded two 
non-profit organizations in the Lansing area. The average number 
of employees in small businesses is 16, in manufacturing it is 61, in 
retail it is 12. More than 50% of all businesses have less than 5 
employees. She supports the formation of a Micro-enterprise loan 
fund. They have tentatively named the fund the Lansing Enterprise 
Assistance Fund, or, LEAF. A coalition is forming to help meet the 
needs of women in the Enterprise Community. Within the next few 
days the Mayor and Planning Department will meet with leaders of 
the women’s mentoring component of the program. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he supports this plan 100%. 


Beverty Miller of 413 Pearl St. asked to be given the boundary of the 
Enterprise Community. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that businesses in the City do 
Not pay people enough to support their needs. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked when they will find out if the 
City will receive the designation. Ms. Love answered that we will 
know by September of this year.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister reported on the success of the Urban Mayor's 
Conference that he hosted last Wednesday. Eight Mayors 
attended and discussed such issues as; recycling, a cooperative 
program with the Department of Natural Resources to clean up 
abandoned industrial sites, the possibility of sharing the expense of 
a lobbyist to lobby the Legislature not to cut revenue sharing, TIFA 
refinancing legislation, and the formation of a cooperative 
consumer organization for the purchase of materials at a bulk rate. 


Lomas Brown, tackle for the Detroit Lions, has established a 
foundation to hold a computer training camp for young people ages 
7-12. The Drug Free Youth Task Force will hold an intensive 
computer training camp for 24 youths to receive training and for 12 
youths to serve as tutors. All of the kids will receive payment for the 
training. Mr. Brown made a very impressive statement thanking all 
of the local organizations that have participated with him in this 
program. 


Mayor Hollister announced that the City Attorney, in cooperation 
with City Council, developed a memo of understanding that gives 
neighborhood complaints a high priority. Reports of gang activity, 
violations of the Noise Ordinance, junk cars, tall grass and weeds 
and other complaints of this nature will be given top priority and City 
Attorney Smiertka will handle a measure of these cases personally 
to keep on top of what is being reported. The Police Department 
has established the Lansing Police Community Information 
Hotline. This is a 24 hour hotline to access the Police Department 
by ward. You can get information about activities and criminal 
activities in your neighborhood by calling 483-4055. One of the 
Summer of Safety students helped to put this program together. It is 
the brain child of Lansing Police Officer Patty Luciano. 


This Friday is the kick-off of “Grand Weekend” a celebration of the 
Grand River. Festivities will begin on Friday with the dedication of 
the Lucile Belen Ballroom in the Lansing Center. Saturday morning 
the City will hold the annual Michigan Run, also available, are 
guided tours of the Lansing Center between 10:00 A.M. and 4:00 
P.M. This will be a weekend of events along the Riverfront. The 
Oldtown neighborhood is having their North Side Festival featuring 
a parade and the dedication of their Mini-park. 
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Cumberland School has organized a recycling group to adopt a 
section of the River to cleanup. 


This year we will celebrate the 20th anniversary of the creation of 
the Community Development Block Grant program. The City will 
receive $2,333,000 in CDBG funds, the highest amount we have 
have ever received. 


The Mayor announced that the Magic Johnson Golf Tournament 
started today, and he thanked Kris Nicholoff, founder of the 
Lansing Youth and Recreation Fund, for initiating the program that 
drew Magic's interest. 


The City of Lansing’s Fourth of July Fireworks Display is being 
sponsored by WVIC Radio Station and T-shirts are on sale in the 
City Clerk's Office, the Mayor's Office and the Treasurer's Office. 
All proceeds go to defray the costs of the fireworks display. 


The City’s swimming pools are open and there is no charge to city 
residents.

Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope spoke in opposition to the 
proposed Cat Ordinance. He related an incident in which he sawa 
large rat in an alley and stated that cats will help keep the rat 
population under control. 


George Warren of 831 Crown Bivd., E. Lansing spoke in opposition 
to the proposed changes in the Wastewater Treatment Rate 
Ordinance. The City Charter states that the Council may set just 
and reasonable utility rates. The rate structure under consideration 
tonight does not comply with the requirements of the Charter. They 
advocate the placement of all costs on a Commodity based 
charge. Under the pian in front of them tonight, single family home 
owners pay rates that are 350% higher than residents in multiple 
family dwellings, commercial users, and industrial users. This 
ordinance discriminates against the poor, senior citizens and those 
who live on fixed incomes. 


Jim Ecklund of 920 Townsend, speaking on behalf of General 
Motors Corporation and the Lansing Industrial Council, said he 
was a member of the Ad Hoc Committee on Sewer Rates and, if the 
rates are going to be based on land area data, the split should be 
55/45 fixed/commodity. 


Gretchen Couraud, Vice President of Consumer Affairs and 
Community Development of the Lansing Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, said that businesses cannot absorb costs. The issue 
here is high volume users versus low volume users. The City has 
many institutions, other than industrial businesses, that are high 
volume users such as City offices, hospitals, and institutions like 
the State of Michigan and Lansing Community College. 


Beverty Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that Council should try to make it 
Clear what they are talking about. She thought these rates only 
applied to rain water sewage. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferroll St spoke in support of the Public 
Improvement on Washington Ave. and of the installation of a traffic 
light at Sheridan Rd. and US 27. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. thanked the industrial sector for not 
bringing the issue of equity and parity into their discussions here 
tonight. He believes that they really have no interest in what is 
equitable and fair. He stated his objections to all of the user 
Classes. 


Dale Martin, Vice President of the Motor Wheel Corporation, said 
he is speaking on behalf of the Industrial Council as well as on 
behalf of Motor Wheel. He stated that the attitude of some 
Councilmembers regarding the Black and Veatch Study offends 
him.

DUE TO THE CONSUMPTION OF AN INTOXICATING LIQUOR, A 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE, OR A COMBINATION OF AN

(1) EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION 
616.01(0)(2), THE PERSON IS GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR, 
AND MAY BE PUNISHED BY ONE (1) OR MORE OF THE 
FOLLOWING: 
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(a) SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY FOR A PERIOD OF NOT 
MORE THAN FORTY-FIVE (45) DAYS. 

(b) IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT MORE THAN NINETY (90) DAYS. 

(c) A FINE OF NOT LESS THAN TWO HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($200) OR MORE THAN FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($500). 

(2) IF THE VIOLATION OCCURS WITHIN SEVEN (7) YEARS OF 
A PRIOR CONVICTION, THE PERSON SHALL BE SENTENCED 
TO BOTH A FINE OF NOT LESS THAN FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS ($500) OR GREATER THAN ANY AMOUNT PRO- 
VIDED BY LAW, AND EITHER OF THE FOLLOWING:

THE COURT. THE PROSECUTION SHALL FURNISH THE 
RESULTS AT LEAST TWO (2) DAYS BEFORE THE DAY OF THE

(12) “Operation and maintenance” means all work, materials, 
equipment, utilities and other effort required to operate and 
maintain waste water transportation and treatment systems 
Consistent with ensuring adequate treatment of wastewater to 
produce an effluent in compliance with the NPDES permit and 
other applicable State and Fedleral regulations, and includles the 
cost of replacement. 

(13) "pH" means the logarithm of the reciprocal of the weight of 
hydrogen ions in grams per liter of solution. 

(14) “Plumbing Board” means the appointed Board of Plumbing of 
the City. 

(15) “Precipitable solids” means those solids precipitated out of 
solution when the pH of industrial waste or sewage is adjusted to 
seven at a temperature of twenty degrees Centigrade. 

(16) “Private sewage disposal system’ means any septic tank, 
cesspool or other facility intended or used for the disposal of 
Sanitary sewage. 

(17) “Properly shredded garbage” means garbage that has been 
Cut or shredded to such a degree that all particles will be carried 
freely under flow conditions normally prevailing in public sewers, 
with no particle greater than one-half inch in any dimension. 

(18) “Public sewer” means a sewer in which all owners of abutting 
property have equal rights and which is controlled by public 
authority.

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(21) “Sanitary sewer” means a sewer which carries sanitary 
sewage and industrial waste. or either one of them, and to which 
storm water is Not intentionally admitted. 

(22) “Sewage means any combination of sanitary sewage. storm 
water, :ndustrial wastes or uncontaminated industrial wastes. or 
ary one of such substances. 

(23) Sewage treatment plant’ means any arrangement of 
devices and structures used ‘or treating sewage. 

(24) ‘Sewer means any pipe. tiie, tube or conduit for carrying 
Sewage. 

(25) ‘Sewer service charge means the total charge for sanitary 
sewer service, including charges for operation, maintenance and 
replacement and capital cost retirement, and the cost of billing. 

(26) “Sewerage works means all facilities for collecting, 
pumping, treating and disposing of sewage. 

(27) “Storm sewer” or storm drain” means a sewer which Carries 
storm water and/or uncontaminated industrial wastes. 

(28) “Stormwater” means that part of the rainfall or melted snow 
which reaches sewers as run-off from natural land surface, 
building roofs or pavements or as ground water in Infiltration or 
uncontaminated industrial wastes. 

(29) “Suspended solids” means the solids that either float on the 
surface of. or are Suspended in, water, sewage or other liquids, 
which solids are removable by laboratory filtering. 

(30) “SWRC” means the State Water Resources Commission. 

(31) “Uncontaminated industrial wastes means wastewater 
which has not come into contact with any substance used in, or 
incidental to, industrial processing operations. 

(32) “User charge” means a charge levied on users of a treatment 
works for the cost of operation and maintenance of such works 
pursuant to Section 204b of U.S. PL 92-500, as amended, and 
includes the cost of replacement. 

(33) “User class” means the kind of user connected to sanitary 
sewers, including, Dut not limited to, residential, industrial and 
commercial. Specifically: 

(a) “Residential users” means all users that are domiciled in 
single-family or multifamily dwellings or in dwelling units, whose 
discharge is primarily of normal domestic strength or a BOD less 
than 300 mg/1 and suspended solids less than 350 mg/1, but 
which do not exceed more than four (4) dwelling units served by a 
single water meter. 

(b) “Industrial user” means a user who manufactures, assembles, 
of produces an end product, or discharges “industrial wastes” as 
defined in 1046.02 of the city code of ordinances. 

(c) “Commercial user” means all users who are not residential 
users or industrial users and include multiple diwellings containing 
five (5) or more units metered by a single meter, “institutional” 
facilities, and “governmental” facilities. 

(34) “Watercourse” means an open channel, either natural or 
artificial, in which a flow of water occurs, either continuously or 
intermittently.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 1042, SECTION 1042.04, 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAINTAINING CERTAIN RATES AND 
CHARGES FOR SERVICES FURNISHED BY THE CITY SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM AS ADOPTED BY CITY COUNCIL ON JUNE 
27, 1994. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 


1042.04 USER CHARGE SYSTEM: 


(a) Method of Charging. The rates and charges for services 
furnished by the city sewage disposal system shall be levied upon 
each lot or parcel of land, building or premises having any sewer 
connection with the system. The rates and charges shall be based 
on the quantity of water used therein, as the same is measured by 
meters therein used; quality or strength of water discharged: fixed 
and/orestablished variable charges per customer; or inthe 
absence thereof by such equitable method as shall be determined 
by the Director of Public Service with the approval of Council: or 
any combination thereof. 
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(b) Method of Charging. The City Council, after holding a public 
hearing, by resolution shall set rates and charges pursuant to the 
following method and categories of charges. 

(1) Commodity Charge: A pro rata 100 cc! charge as established 
by meter measurements, for the City to recover the cost of 
transporting and treating sewage. replacing of equipment, making 
Capital improvements. and servicing debt of the system. The unit 
charge shail be the same to all customers. 

(2) Infiltration/Inflow Commodity Charge: A pro rata 100 ccf 
charge as established by meter measurement, for the City to 
recover 50% of the total cost for operation, maintenance. 
replacement, capitol improvement, and debt service associated 
with transporting flow volumes generated by infiltration/ inflow 
sources. The unit charge shall be the same to all customers. 

(3) Infiltration /Inflow Fixed Charge: A charge per customer per 
month for the City to recover 50% of the total cost for operation, 
maintenance, replacement. capital improvement, and debt service 
associated with transporting flow volumes generated by infiltration/ 
inflow sources. 

(4) Billing & Collection Charge: A charge per customer per month 
to recover the cost associated with meter reading and billing 
expenses shall be charged. A charge per customer per month or 
per quarter to recover the cost associated with meter reading and 
billing expenses, shall be charged by West Side Water for 
Customers it serves. 

(5) Delayed Payment Charge: A delayed payment charge equal 
to a percentage of the unpaid balance of any bill not paid on or 
before the due date shown thereon, but excluding any other 
delayed payment charges. 

(6) Extra-strength Waste Surcharge for BOD: A charge per 
pound on all contributed volume in excess of 1.0 Million gallons per 
day and a concentration in excess of 300 mg/1, or a contributed 
loading in excess of 2,500 pounds per day with a discharge volume 
less than 1.0 Million gallons per day for City expenses associated 
with treatment of the extra strength waste. 

(7) Extra-strength Waste Surcharge for Suspended Solids: A 
charge per pound on all contributed volume in excess of 1.0 Million 
gallons per day and a concentration in excess of 350 mg/1, or a 
contributed loading in excess of 2,900 pounds per day with a 
discharge volume less than 1.0 Million gallons per day for City 
expenses associated with treatment of the extra-strength waste. 

(8) Industrial Pretreatment Service Charge: A charge per 
commercial and industrial classified users per month to recover 
the remaining allocated customer cost associated with the City's 
Industrial Pretreatment Program (IPP) not recovered by the 
monitoring charges. 

(9) Industrial and Commercial Monitoring Charges: 

A. Composite sample: a charge to recover the City expenses 
associated with collection of samples over an extended time 
period by proportion to time or flow rate. 

B. Grab sample: a charge to recover the City expenses 
associated with collection of a one time grab sample. 

C. Laboratory analysis: a charge per analysis to recover the city 
expenses associated with the conducting the analysis inthe 
laboratory. 


Such charges shall be collected at the same time and in the same 
manner as provided for the payment of charges for water used, 
except in cases where the character of the sewage from a 
commercial, manufacturing or industrial plant, building or premises 
is such that unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the 
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system greater than that imposed by the average sewage 
delivered to the system plant. In such case. the additional cost of 
treatment created thereby shall be an additional charge over tre 
regular rates set forth in subsection (b) hereof. or the City may. ft 
deems it advisable, compel such commercial, manufacturing or 
industrial plant, building or premises to treat such sewage .n such 
manner as specified by the City before discharging such sewage 
into the sewage disposal system. 


Rates for all users obtaining all or part of their water supply from 
sources other than the city's water system may be determined by 
gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used, in a manner acceptable to Council. The 
commodity charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of 700 cubic feet per month per customer, where gauging or 
metering is not practical. 


Council may classify the users of the system according to the 
quantity, AND USE OF THE WATER USED and quaitty of the 
discharge and charge such rates to users in each Class as it may 
deem reasonable. 


(C) EFFECTIVE DATE. The rates set forth in this section shall be 
effective on July 1, 1994, except as otherwise provided. A billing 
covering use of the system before and after the effective date of a 
rate change shall be prorated. based upon the average use per day 
and the number of days within such billing period, at the rate then in 
effect. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that the 4th of July Celebration was very 
successful. The concert in the park performed by The Lansing 
Concert Band in cooperation with WVIC Radio Station, drew over 
20,000 people. The fact that no one was arrested during the event 
is very encouraging and belies the perception of Lansing as a hot 
spot for crime. He commended the Lansing Police Department, 
saying, the new exit process they used allowed people to get out of 
the downtown area quickly. There will be four more Concerts in the 
Park this summer. The next one is scheduled for July 13th at 7:00 
P.M. in Frances Park. 


He announced that on Saturday, Juty 9, 1994 the City of Lansing 
Recycling Department in cooperation with Better Paper Source 
Co. will have a telephone directory drop off station at the Lansing 
City Market between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 2:00 P.M. This 
company recycles the phone books for use as mulch, insulation, 
and animal bedding. They are recommended by the Green 
Manufacturing Committee. 


The Enterprise Community project was a comprehensive one, and 
Culminated in the successful completion of the grant application. 
We should know in October if we are selected as an Enterprise 
Community. The process for the grant application is a good one 
and will benefit the City, whether we win a grant, or not, he said. 


The Mayor announced that last Friday the Department of Natural 
Resources approved our application for renovation of the Grand 
River Boat Launch. This week he begins a series of weekly reports 
to Council on the Summer of Safety Program. He introduced 
Jennifer Babcock and Todd Summerhays, two Summer of 
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Satety—Vista interns, and pointed out their green uniform shirts 
which are the national symbol of the program. Ms. Babcock said 
that she is working mostly in the Neighborhood Watch Program 
with LPD Officer Patty Luciano and has also helped with the 
National Night Out Kick-off. Mr. Summerhays said that he, too, has 
worked in the Neighborhood Watch Program and with the Lansing 
School District. Their activities consist of a lot of outreach projects 
which involve going door-to-door. In the course of their work, he 
said, they have heard a lot of positive comments about Lansing. 


Mayor Hollister asked Judith Kehler, City Treasurer and Marion 
Hahn, City Assessor to explain the City Property Tax bills that were 
mailed out last week. There is a good deal of confusion 
surrounding the tax bills because of the homestead property tax 
credit and the change in billing for the Lansing Schoo! District. 


Mr. Hahn and Ms. Kehler explained that the change in property tax 
bills was brought about by the passage of Proposal A. The benefit 
from this proposal will come later in the year. The Lansing Schoo! 
District chose to levy their full 18 mills on the July tax bill rather than 
in December as they usually do. On average a qualified homestead 
affidavit filer with a SEV of $35,000.00 and a Fair Market Value of 
$70,000.00 will realize a savings of $700.35 this year over last year. 
A non-homestead filer with the same SEV and Fair Market 
valuation will see a reduction of $592.90. 


Councilmember Jones noted that the Lansing School District 
decided to ask for their full levy in July because their State money 
would not come in until late in the year and they would have to 
borrow money to operate on during the school year, thereby 
increasing the cost of operating the schools. He announced a 
Moores Park Pool Party this Friday from 6:00-8:00 P.M, there will 
be a contest for the kids with the prize being a 3 hour chauffeured 
tour ina limousine. He asked that the Zoning Department check on 
the rezoning and special land use for South Baptist Church that 
was approved last year. Conditionalty, they were to have erected a 
barrier fence to replace an existing wire fence and have not done 
$0. 


Councilmember Allen thanked Mr. Hahn and Ms. Kehler for their 
clear, concise explanation and said that it should clear up a lot of 
confusion over this issue. 
Councilmember Lilly said that Jim Ruff from the Zoning Depart- 
ment was assigned to work with the neighborhood on the 
screening and buffering required for South Baptist Church and will 
be asked to follow up on this matter. He reported a constituent call 
from a man who lives on Curtice Ave. near Miller Road. This man 
requires nursing care by visiting nurses who are not able to get to 
his home because the street is all torn up.

ORDINANCE NO. 887 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 1046 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN BY AMENDING CHAPTER 
1046, SECTIONS 1046.02, 1046.04, 1046.06, 1046.08, 1046.12 
AND 1046.13 FOR THE PURPOSE OF IMPLEMENTING REGU- 
LATORY CHANGES AND MANDATES FOR THE INDUSTRIAL 
WASTE AND PRETREATMENT PROGRAM AS ADOPTED BY 
CITY COUNCIL. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapters 1046.02, 1046.04, 1046.06, 1046.08, 
1046.12 and 1046.13 be amended to read as follows: 

1046.02 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter, unless the context specifically indicates 
otherwise: 

(1) “The Act” means the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, also 
known as the Clean Water Act, as amended, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq. 
~ (2) “Alternative discharge limit” means a limit set by the City in lieu 
of the promulgated national categorical pretreatment standards for 
integrated facilities in accordance with the combined waste 
stream formula, as set by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 
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(3) “Approval authority” means the administrator of the EPA until 
such time as the State pretreatment program is approved and then 
the Director of the State Department of Natural Resources. 

(4) “Authorized representative of industrial user’ means: A. A 
principal executive officer of at least the level of vice president, if 
the industrial user is a Corporation: 

B. A general partner or proprietor, if the individual user is a 
partnership or proprietorship, respectively; or 

C. A duly authorized representative of an individual designated in 
paragraphs (4)A and B. hereof, if such representative is 
responsible for the overall operation of the facilities from which the 
indirect discharge originates. 

(5) “Biochemical oxygen demand” or “BOD” means the quantity 
of oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter 
under standard laboratory procedure in five days at twenty 
degrees Centigrade expressed in terms of weights and concentra- 
tion (milligrams per liter). 

(6) “Building sewer” means a sewer Conveying wastewater from 
the premises of a user to the POTW. 

(7) “Categorical standards” means national categorical 
pretreatment standards. 

(8) “Chemical oxygen demand” or “COD” means a measure of 
the oxygen-consuming capacity of inorganic and organic matter 
present in water or wastewater. It is expressed as the amount of 
oxygen consumed from a chemical oxidant in a specific test. It 
does not differentiate between stable and unstable organic matter 
and thus does not necessarily correlate with biochemical oxygen 
demand. “Chemical oxygen demand” is also known as OC and 
DOC, oxygen consumed and dichromate oxygen consumed, 
respectively. 

(9) “Combined waste stream" means the waste stream at 
industrial facilities where regulated process effluent is mixed with 
other wastewater, either regulated or unregulated, prior to or at the 
point of treatment. 

(10) “Compatible pollutant” means a substance amenable to 
treatment in the wastewater treatment plant, such as biochemical 
oxygen demand, suspended solids, pH and fecal coliform bacteria, 
plus additional pollutants identified in the NPDES permit if the 
publicly owned pretreatment works was designed to treat such 
pollutants and in fact does remove such pollutants to a substantial 
degree. 

(11) “Composite sample" means a series of samples taken over a 
specific time period whose volume is proportional to the flow or 
time in the waste stream, which samples are combined into one 
sample. 

(12) “Cooling water” means the water discharged from any use 


Such as air conditioning, cooling or refrigeration, to which the only 


pollutant added is heat. 

(13) “Direct discharge” means the discharge of treated or 
untreated wastewater directly to the waters of the State. 

(14) “Director” means the Director of Public Service. 

(15) “Environmental Protection Agency” means the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, its administrator or another duly 
authorized official thereof. 

(16) “Grab sample” means a sample which is taken from a waste 
stream on a one-time basis with no regard to the flow in the waste 
stream and without consideration of time. 

(17) “Holding tank waste” means any waste from holding tanks 
such as vessels, chemical toilets, campers, trailers, septic tanks 
and vacuum-pump trucks. 

(18) “Incompatible pollutant” means any pollutant which is not a 
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compatible pollutant. 

(19) “Indirect discharge” means the discharge or the introduction 
of nondomestic pollutants into the POTW, including holding tank 
waste discharged into the system. 

(20) ‘Industrial user means any user which discharges industrial 
waste. 

(21) “Industrial waste” means the wastewater discharge from 
industrial, manufacturing, trade or business processes, or 
wastewater discharge from any structure with such characteris- 
tics, as distinct from an employee's domestic waste or waste from 
sanitary conveniences. 

(22) ‘Integrated facilities "means industrial facilities witha 
combined waste stream. 

(23) ‘Interference’ means the inhibition or disruption of the 
POTW treatment processes or operations which contributes to a 
violation of any requirement of the City’s NPDES permit or reduces 
the efficiency of the POTW. “Interference” includes the prevention 
of sewage sludge use or disposal by the POTW. 

(24) “Laboratory determination” means the measurements, tests 
and analyses of the characteristics of water and waste in 
accordance with the methods contained in the latest edition (at the 
time) of any such measurements, tests or analyses of the 
Characteristics of waters and wastes in accordance with the 
methods contained in 40 C.F.R. 136, as amended, or in accor- 
dance with any other method prescribed by the rules and 
regulations promulgated pursuant to this chapter. 

(25) “National Categorical Pretreatment Standard” means any 
Federal regulation containing pollution discharge limits promul- 
gated by the EPA, which regulation applies to a specific category of 
industrial users. 

(26) “National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit” or 
“NPDES permit” means a permit issued pursuant to Section 402 of 
the Act (33 U.S.C. 1342), as amended. 

(27) “National prohibitive discharge standard” or “prohibitive 
discharge standard” means any regulation developed under the 
authority of Section 307(b) of the Act and 40 C.F.R. 403.5, as 
amended. 

(28) “New source” means any source, the construction of which 
is commenced after the publication of proposed pretreatment 
Standards which will be applicable to such source, provided that: 

A. Construction is at a site where no other point source is located; 


B. Process or production equipment causing discharge is totally: 


replaced due to construction; or 

C.Production or wastewater generating processes of the facility 
are substantially independent of an existing source at the same 
site. Construction is considered to have commenced when 
installation or assembly of facilities/equipment has begun, 
significant site preparation has begun for installation or assembly, 
or the owner/operator has entered into a binding contractual 
Obligation. 

(29) “pH” means the logarithm base 10 of the reciprocal of the 
concentration of hydrogen ions, expressed in grams per liter of 
solution. 

(30) “Pollutant” means any various chemicals, substances or 
refuse materials, such as solid waste, sewage, garbage, sewage 
sludge, chemical wastes, biological materials, radioactive 
materials, heat and industrial, municipal and agricultural wastes, 
which impair the purity of water and soil. 

(31) “Pollution” means the man-made or man-induced alteration 
of the chemical, physical, biological and radiological integrity of 
water.

(32) “Pretreatment” or “treatment” means the reduction of the 
amount of pollutants, the elimination of pollutants, the alteration of 
the nature of pollutants or the alteration of the nature of pollutant 
properties in wastewater to a less harmful state prior to or in lieu of 
discharging or otherwise introducing such pollutants into a POTW. 
The reduction or alteration can be obtained by physical, chemical 
or biological processes. process changes or other means, except 
as prohibited by 40 C.F.R. 403.6(d), as amended. 

(33) Pretreatment requirement’ means any substantive or 
procedural requirement for treating a waste prior to inclusion in the 
POTW. 

(34) “Pretreatment standards’ means national categorical 
pretreatment standards or alternative discharge limits, whichever 
is applicable. 

(35) “POTW treatment plant” means that portion of the publicly 
owned treatment works designed to provide treatment to 
wastewater. 

(36) “Publicly owned treatment works’ or ‘POTW" meansa 
treatment works as defined by Section 212 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 
1292), which is owned by the City. “Publicly owned treatment 
works’ includes any sewer that conveys wastewater to the POTW 
treatment plant and any sewer that conveys wastewater to the 
POTW from persons outside the City who are, by contract or 
agreement with the City, users of the City's POTW. 

(37) “Significant industrial user” means any industrial user of the 
City's wastewater disposal system who: 

A. Has a discharge flow of 25,000 gallons or more per average 
work day; 

B.Has a flow greater than five percent of the flow in the City's 
wastewater treatment system; 

C.Has in his or her waste toxic pollutants as defined pursuant to 
Section 307 of the Act, as amended, or State statutes and rules; or 

D.Is found by the City, the State Department of Natural Resources 
or the EPA to have significant impact, either singly or in 
combination with other contributing industries, on the wastewater 
treatment system, the quality of sludge, the system's effluent 
quality or air emissions generated by the system. 

E.is subject to federal categorical pretreatment standards. 

(38) “Significant violation” means one or more of the following: 

a. Chronic violation of wastewater discharge limit, defined here as 
when sixty-six (66) percent or more of all the measurements for a 
pollutant parameter taken during a six-month period exceed by 
any magnitude the corresponding daily maximum limit or the 
corresponding average limit; 

b. Technical review criteria violation of wastewater discharge 
limit, defined here as when thirty-three (33) percent or more of all 
the measurements for a pollutant parameter taken during a 
six-month period equal or exceed the product of the corresponding 
daily maximum limit multiplied by the applicable TRC factor, or the 
product of the corresponding average limit multiplied by the 
applicable trc factor. (TRC factor+1.4 for BOD, TSS, fats, oil & 
grease, and 1.2 for all other pollutants except pH); 

c. Any other violation of a daily maximum limit or an average limit 
that the director determines has alone or in combination with other 
discharges caused interference or pass through, including 
endangering the health of POTW personnel or the general public; 

d. Any discharge of a pollutant that has caused imminent 
endangerment to human health, public welfare, or the environ- 
ment, or has resulted inthe POTW exercising its emergency 
authority to halt or prevent such a discharge; 

e. Failure to meet, within 90 days after the schedule date, a 
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compliance schedule milestone contained in a city-issued 
discharge permit or enforcement order for starting Construction, 
completing construction, or attaining final compliance: 

f Failure to provide, within 30 days after the due date, required 
reports such as baseline monitoring reports, 90 day compliance 
reports, and/or reports on compliance with compliance sched- 
ules: 

g. Failure to accurately report noncompliance; and 

h. Any other violation. or group of violation, which the director 
determines as adversely affecting operating or implementation of 
the city’s pretreatment program. 

39. “Slug load” means any substance released in a discharge at a 
ratio and/or concentration which causes interference to a POTW. 

40. “Standard industrial classification” means a classification 
pursuant to the Standard industrial Classification Manual issued 
by the Executive Office of the President, Office of Management 
and Budget. 1972. 

41. “Storm water” means any flow occurring during or following 
any form of natural precipitation and resulting therefrom. 

42. “Superintendent” means the person designated by the City to 
supervise the operation of the publicly owned treatment works, 
who is charged with certain duties and responsibilities by this 
chapter. or his or her duly authorized representative. 

43. “Surcharge” means that part of the service charge that any 
Customer discharging wastewater having strength in excess of 
limits set forth by the City may be required to pay as an additional 
charge to cover the cost of treatment of such excess strength 
wastewater. 

44. “Suspended solids” means the total suspended matter that 
floats on the surface of, or is suspended in, water, wastewater or 
other liquids, which matter is removable by laboratory filtering. 

45. “Toxic pollutant’ means any pollutant or combination of 
pollutants which is or can potentially be harmful to the public health 
or the environment, including those pollutants listed as toxic in 
regulations promulgated by the Administrator of the EPA under the 
provisions of CWA 307(a), as amended, or other acts. 

46. “User” means any person who contributes, or causes or 
permits the contribution of, wastewater into the POTW. 

47. “Wastewater” means liquid and water-carried industrial or 
domestic wastes from dwellings, commercial buildings, industrial 
facilities and institutions, together with any groundwater, surface 
water and storm water that may be present, whether treated or 
untreated, which is contributed into or permitted to enter the 
POTW. 

48. ‘Waters of the State” means all streams, lakes, ponds, 
marshes, watercourses, waterways, wells, springs, reservoirs, 
aquifers, irrigation systems, drainage systems and all other bodies 
or accumulations of water, surface or underground, natural or 
artificial, public or private, which are contained within, flow through 
or border upon the State or any portion thereof. 

49. “Bypass” means the intentional diversion of waste streams 
from any portion of a user's treatment facility. 

50. “Severe property damage’ means substantial physical 
damage to property, damage to the treatment facilities which 
Causes them to become inoperable, or substantial and permanent 
loss of natural resources which can reasonably be expected to 
occur in the absence of a bypass. Severe property damage does 
not mean economic loss caused by delays in production. 

1046.04 GENERAL DISCHARGE PROHIBITIONS. 

(a) No user shall contribute or cause to be contributed, directly or 
indirectly, any pollutant or wastewater which will interfere with the 
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operation or the performance of the POTW, including the following 
substances: 

(1) Any liquid, solid or gas which by reason of its nature or quantity 
iS Or May be sufficient, either alone or by interaction with other 
substances, to cause fire or explosion or be injurious in any other 
way to the POTW or to the operation of the POTW, including but not 
limited to wastestreams with a closed cup flashpoint of less than 
1 40°F: 

(2) Any solid or viscous substance which may cause obstruction 
to the flow in a sewer or other interference with the operation of the 
wastewater treatment facilities; 

(3) Any wastewater having a pH less than 5.5 or greater than 10.5, 
or wastewater having any other corrosive property capable of 
Causing damage or hazard to structures, equipment or personnel 
of the POTW: 

(4) Any wastewater containing toxic pollutants in sufficient 
quantity, either singly or by interaction with other pollutants, to 
injure or interfere with any wastewater treatment process, 
constitute a hazard to humans or animals, create a toxic effect in 
the receiving waters of the POTW or exceed the limitation set forth 
in a Categorical pretreatment standard; 

(5) Any noxious or malodorous liquid, gas or solid which, either 
singly or by interaction with other wastes, is sufficient to create a 
public nuisance or hazard to life or to prevent entry into the sewers 


_ for maintenance and repair, or which results in the presence of 


toxic gases, vapors, or fumes within the POTW in a quantity that 
may Cause aCute worker health and safety problems; 

(6) Any substance which may cause the POTW effluent or any 
other product of the POTW (such as residues, sludges or scums) to 
be unsuitable for reclamation and re-use or to interfere with the 
reclamation process; 

(7) Any substance which will cause the POTW to violate its 
NPDES permit or the receiving water quality standards; 

(8) Any wastewater with objectionable color not removed in the 
treatment process, such as, but not limited to, dye wastes and 


vegetable tanning solutions; 


(9) Any wastewater having a temperature which will inhibit 
biological activity in the POTW resulting in interference, but in no 
Case wastewater with a temperature at the introduction into the 
POTW which exceeds forty.three degrees Centigrade or 110 
degrees Fahrenheit: 

(10) Any pollutants, including oxygen-demanding pollutants 
released at a flow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will 
Cause interference to the POTW; 

(11) Any wastewater containing any radioactive waste or isotope 
of such halt life or concentration as may exceed limits established 
by the Director of Public Service in compliance with applicable 
State or Federal regulations; 

(12) Any wastewater which causes a hazard to human life or 
Creates a public nuisance; 

(13) Any wastewater or substance containing polychlorinated 
biphenyl (PCB); and 

(14) Any wastewater or substance containing mercury. 

(15) Any trucked or hauled wastewater, except at designated 
points as specifically permitted by the City. 

(b) Subsection (a) hereof applies to all users of the POTW, 
whether or not the user is subject to the national categorical 
pretreatment standards or any other national, State or loca! 
pretreatment standards or requirements. 

1046.06 SPECIFIC POLLUTANT LIMITATIONS. 

(a) No person shall discharge, on a twenty-four hour composite 
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basis (except cyanides, oil & grease. and phenols who will be grab) 
containing in excess of: 

(a) 0.5 mg/1 arsenic 

(b) 10.mg/1 cadmium 

(c) 3.9 mg/1 total chromium 

(d) 0.4 mg/1 hexavalent chromium 

(e) 1.6 mg/1 copper 

(f) 1.5 mg/1 cyanide 

(9) 3.6 mg/1 lead 

(h) 2.8 mg/1 nickel 

(i) 0.6 mg/1 selenium 

(j) 1.0 mg/1 silver 

(k) 2.9 mg/1 zinc 

(I) 4.1 mg/1 total phenols 

(m) 100 mg/1 oil & grease 

(b) No person shall discharge on a twenty-four hour composite 
basis, wastewater Containing in excess of 50 ug/1 combined total 
of benzene, ethylbenzene, toluene, and xylene (btex) froma 
petroleum fuel groundwater cleanup site. 

1046.08 ACCIDENTAL DISCHARGES; BYPASS PROVISIONS. 

(a) Where required, a user shall provide protection from 
accidental discharge of prohibited materials or other substances 
regulated by this chapter. Facilities to prevent accidental 
discharge or prohibited materials shall be provided and maintained 
at the owner's or user's cost and expense. At the request of the 
City, detailed plans showing facilities and operating procedures to 
provide such protection shall be submitted to the City for review. All 
required users shall complete such a plan within ninety days after 
Notification by the City. If required by the City, a user who 
commences contribution to the POTW after the effective date of 
this chapter (Ordinance 698, passed April 8, 1985), shall not be 
permitted to introduce pollutants into the system until accidental 
discharge procedures have been approved by the City. Review 
and approval of such plans and operating procedures shall not 
relieve the user from the responsibility to modify the user's facility 
as necessary to meet the requirements of this chapter. The City will 
evaluate, at least once every two years, whether an industrial user 
without such protection will be subjected to these requirements. In 
the case of an accidental discharge, the user shall immediately 
telephone and notify the POTW of the incident. The notification 
shall include location of discharge, type of waste, concentration 
and volume and correction actions. 

___ (b) Within five days following such accidental discharge, the user 

shall submit to the Director of Public Service a detailed written 
report describing the cause of the discharge and the measures to 
be taken by the user to prevent similar future occurrences. Such 
notification shall not relieve the user of any expense, loss, damage 
or other liability which may be incurred as a result of damage to the 
POTW, fish kills or any other damage to person or property. Such 
Notification shall not relieve the user of any fine, civil penalty or 
other liability which may be imposed by this chapter or other 
applicable laws. 

(c) A notice shall be permanently posted on the user's bulletin 
board or other prominent place advising employees of the user 
who to call in the event of a dangerous discharge. Employers shall 
ensure that all employees who may cause or suffer such a 
dangerous discharge to occur are advised of the emergency 
notification procedure. 

(d) A bypass violating applicable pretreatment standards and 
requirements is prohibited, and the City may take enforcement 
action against a user for such bypass, unless: the bypass was 
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unavoidable to prevent loss of life. personal injury, or severe 
property damage; there were no feasible alternatives to the 
bypass, suchas the use of auxiliary treatment facilities, retention of 
untreated wastes, or maintenance during normal periods of 
equipment downtime (except where adequate backup equipment 


~ should have been installed in the exercise of reasonable 


engineering judgment to operate during normal periods of 
equipment downtime or preventive maintenance): and the user 
submitted required notices. For accidental bypass, notice 
requirements are specified in paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) hereof. If 
the user knows in advance of the need for bypass, a prior notice 
shall be submitted to the City at least ten days before the date of the 
bypass. The City may approve or disapprove this anticipated 
bypass, after considering its adverse effects. 

1046.12 AUTHORITY OF CITY RE DISCHARGES. 

Wastewater discharges shall be expressly subject to all provisions 
of this chapter and all other applicable regulations, user charges 
and fees established by the City. The City may: 

(a) Set unit charges or a schedule of user charges and fees for the 
wastewater to be discharged to the POTW: 

(b) Limit average and maximum wastewater constituents and 
characteristics; 

(c) Limit the average and maximum rate and time of discharge or 
make requirements for flow regulations and equalization; 

(d) Require the installation and maintenance of inspection and 
Sampling facilities; 

(e) Establish specifications for monitoring programs which may 
include sampling locations; frequency of sampling; number, types 
and standards for tests; and reporting schedules; 

(f) Establish compliance schedules; 

(g) Require submission of technical reports or discharge reports; 

(h) Require the maintaining, retaining and furnishing of plant 
records relating to wastewater discharge as specified by the City. 
The City may also require access to, and the right to copy, such 
records. 

(i) Require notification of the City for any new introduction of 
wastewater constituents or any substantial change in the volume 
or character of wastewater constituents being introduced into the 
wastewater treatment system; 

(j) Require notification of slug discharges; 

(k) Require other conditions as deemed appropriate by the City to 
ensure compliance with this chapter, 

(I) Control through permit, order, or similar means, the contribution 
to the POTW by each user to ensure compliance with applicable 
Categorical standards or pollutant.specitic limitations developed 
by the City or State. This control mechanism may limit duration toa 
maximum of five years, require non.transferability without proper 
prior notification, establish specific effluents limits, require 
self-monitoring, and/or set compliance schedules, as applicable. 

(m) Adjust categorical pretreatment standards to reflect the 
presence of pollutants in the user’s intake water in accordance 
with 40 CFR 103.15. 

1046.13 COMPLIANCE REPORTS. 

(a) Within ninety days following the date for final compliance with 
applicable pretreatment standards or, in the case of anew source, 
following commencement of the introduction of wastewater into 
the POTW, any user subject to pretreatment standards and 
requirements shall submit to the Director of Public Service a report 
indicating the nature and concentration of all pollutants in the 
discharge from the regulated process which are limited by 
pretreatment standards and requirements and the average and

maximum daily flow for such process units in the user facility which 
are limited by such standards or requirements. The report shall 
state whether the applicable pretreatment standards or require- 
ments are being met On a consistent basis and, 'f not, what 
additional O & M and/or pretreatment is necessary to bring the 
user into compliance with such standards or requirements. The 
Statement shall be signed by an authorized representative of the 
user and certified to by a qualified representative. 

(b) Any user or new source discharging into the POTW shall 
submit to the Director during the months of June and December, 
unless required more frequently in pretreatment standards or by 
the Director, a report indicating the nature and concentration of 
pollutants in the effluent which are limited by such pretreatment 
Standards or this chapter. In addition, such report shail include a 
record of all daily flows which, during the reporting period, 
exceeded the average daily flow reported under Section 
1046.12(c). At the discretion of the Director and in consideration of 
such factors as local high or low flow rates, holidays, budget 
cycles, etc. the Director may agree to require different months 
during which such reports are to be submitted. 

The Director may also impose mass limitations on users who are 
using dilution to meet applicable pretreatment standards or 
requirements or in other cases in which the imposition of mass 
limitations is appropriate. In such cases, the report required by this 
Subsection shail also indicate the mass of pollutants regulated by 
pretreatment standards in the effluent of the user. 

(c) Existing sources subject to new categorical standards shall 
achieve compliance within three years of the date the standard is 
promulgated, unless a shorter compliance schedule is specified in 
the standard. New sources subject to categorical standards shall 
install, have in operating condition, and have started up all 
pretreatment equipment required to achieve compliance before 
beginning to discharge, and shall meet all applicable pretreatment 
Standards within the shortest feasible time, but not to exceed ninety 
days. 

(d) Ifa user Subject to these reporting requirements monitors any 
pollutant more frequently than required by the City, using approved 
procedures, the results of this additional monitoring shall also be 
included in the reports. 

(e) If sampling performed by a user indicates a violation, the user 
shall notify the City within twenty-four hours of becoming aware of 
the violation. The user shall also repeat the sampling and submit 
the results of re-analysis to the City within thirty days after 
becoming aware of the violation, except when the City will be 
performing scheduled surveillance sampling/analysis within this 
thirty-day period. 

(f) All users shall also notify the POTW, the EPQ, and the State 
Hazardous Waste Authority in writing of any discharge into the 
POTW of a substance which would be a hazardous waste under 40 
CFR 261 if disposed via other means. Notification details, as well as 
allowable exemptions, shall be in accordance with 40 CFR 
403.12(P). In the case of any new regulations under section 3001 
of RCRA identifying additional characteristics of hazardous waste 
or listing any additional substance as a hazardous waste, the user 
must provide notification of the effective date of such regulations. 
In the case of any notification of hazardous waste discharges, the 
user shall further certify that it has a program in place to reduce the 
volume and toxicity of hazardous wastes generated to the degree it 
has determined to be economically practical. 

(g) The reports required by this section shall be signed by an 
authorized representative of the industrial user and shall include

| certify under penalty of law that this document and all

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 6, SECTION 6.17b, OF THE LANSING CODE

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. Chapter 6, Section 6.17b(4) and (5) are added to the 
Lansing Code of Ordinances to read as follows: 

Section 6.17b. Disposition of impounded bicycles; notification; 
release; unclaimed bicycles. 

(1) When a bicycle is impounded, the police department shall, 
within 10 days, give notice by first-class mail to the owner if such 
Can be ascertained, of the fact of impoundment, reasons therefore 
and procedures to be followed for release of the bicycle. 

(2) A bicycle shall not be released prior to the receipt of any 
impounding fees and/or charges. 

(3) Unclaimed bicycles and parts of such bicycles shall, 30 days 
following notification of impoundment, become the property of the 
city and may be sold at public sale in substantially the same 
manner as provided for motor vehicles in Sec. 257.252 of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws. 

(4) BICYCLES HAVING A VALUE OF ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS 
OR LESS WHICH ARE NO LONGER NEEDED AS EVIDENCE AND

DOLLARS WHICH ARE NO LONGER NEEDED AS EVIDENCE 
AND HAVE NOT BEEN CLAIMED AFTER SIX MONTHS FROM 
THE DATE OF NOTICE MAY BE DISPOSED OF BY DONATING

CHAPTER 5. BOARD OF ETHICS 


5-501 Standards of conduct. 

.1 The people of this City recognize that the continuation of the 
proper operation of the City requires that public officers and 
employees be independent, impartial and responsible to the 
people: that decisions and policy be made in the proper channels 
of governmental structure; that members of the public have access 
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to information upon which decisions affecting their City are made: 
that public office and employment not be used for personal gain, 
that the integrity and operation of City government to be subject to 
scrutiny of the public; and that acts or actions not compatible with 
the best interests of the City be defined and prohibited. 


2 In order to provide an orderly procedure for consideration and 
review of the issues which may arise concerning questions of 
standards of conduct for public officers and employees. a Board of 
Ethics is created. 


5-502 Membership. 

.1 THE BOARD OF ETHICS SHALL BE A REVIEW BOARD AND 
SHALL CONSIST OF EIGHT MEMBERS, FOUR MEMBERS SHALL 
BE APPOINTED BY THE CITY COUNCIL, ONE FROM EACH CITY 
WARD, AND FOUR SHALL BE APPOINTED BY THE MAYOR THE 
CITY ATTORNEY SHALL ASSIST AND ADVISE THE BOARD AND

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5-503 Duties. 

1. AT THE REQUEST OF A PERSON, THE BOARD OF ETHICS 
MAY RENDER AN INFORMAL OPINION WITH RESPECT TO THE 
PROSPECTIVE CONDUCT OF SUCH PERSON. AN INFORMAL 
OPINION NEED NOT BE WRITTEN AND MAY BE PROVIDED 
DIRECTLY TO THE REQUESTOR OF SUCH OPINION. ALL 
WRITTEN OPINIONS OF THE BOARD OF ETHICS SHALL BE 
FILED WITH THE CITY CLERK AND ARE OPEN TO PUBLIC 
INSPECTION. WRITTEN INFORMAL OPINIONS SHALL BE 
DRAFTED IN SUCH A WAY AS NOT TO REVEAL INFORMATION 
EXEMPT FROM PUBLIC DISCLOSURE UNDER THE APPLIC- 
ABLE STATE LAW. 

2 THE BOARD OF ETHICS ON ITS OWN INITIATIVE OR UPON 
REQUEST MAY RENDER AND PUBLISH A FORMAL OPINION 
ON ANY MATTER WITHIN THE SCOPE OF THE BOARD'S 
AUTHORITY WHICH IT MAY DEEM APPROPRIATE. 

3 THE BOARD OF ETHICS DOES NOT HAVE THE AUTHORITY 
TO REVERSE OR MODIFY A PRIOR ACTION OF THE MAYOR, 
CITY COUNCIL, OR AN OFFICER OR EMPLOYEE OF THE CITY. 
IF THE BOARD FINDS A PRIOR ACTION OF THE MAYOR, 
COUNCIL. OFFICER, OR EMPLOYEE TO HAVE BEEN ETHICAL- 
LY IMPROPER. THE BOARD MAY ADVISE THE APPROPRIATE 
PARTY OR PARTIES THAT THE ACTION SHOULD BE RECON- 
SIDERED. UPON SUCH ADVICE BY THE BOARD, THE ACTION 
SHALL BE RECONSIDERED BY THE APPROPRIATE PERSON

COMPELLING THE PRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTS AND 
WITNESSES TO ASSIST THE BOARD IN THE CONDUCT OF ANY 
INVESTIGATION. 

7 WITHIN ONE YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS 
SECTION THE CITY SHALL PROVIDE AN EHTICS MANUAL FOR 
THE USE OF ALL CITY OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES. SUCH 
MANUAL SHALL FIRST BE APPROVED BY THE BOARD OF

2 The City shall ADOPT, by ordinance, no later than one year 
after the effective date of this SECTION, restriction similar to those 
enacted by the State of Michigan by statute, prescribing standards 
of conduct for CITY OFFICERS AND employees.

(E) ANY CITY ACTION BY WHICH THE CITY OFFICER OR 
EMPLOYEE MAY DERIVE ANY INCOME OR BENEFIT. DIRECTLY 
OR INDIRECTLY.

Achurchis permitted as a Special Land Use inthe “C” Residential 
District if it fronts on an arterial or collector street and is located on 
a parcel not less than two acres in size. Because this church was 
legally established prior to the two-acre requirement, it is presently 
Classified by the Zoning Code as a Group 3 Non-conforming Land 
Use because it can't conform to the lot size dimensional 
requirements of the “C” Residential District. Also, the Zoning Code 
requires churches to provide 1 on site parking space for each 6 
lineal feet of pew space, or 100 spaces for this church. The 
additional parking lot will increase the on-site parking space count 
from 72 to 103. 


The addition of this lot will help bring the church closer to being in 
conformance with the present zoning regulations by increasing the 
parcel size from 1.3 acres to 1.6 acres and by bringing the Church 
into compliance with the on-site parking requirements of the 
Zoning Code.

Payment for authorized bonding debt service or 
legally obligated lease purchase or installment purchasing 
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contracts and debts. 


3) “Equipment”. Inclusive of free standing, independently operable 
items with an initial cost of more than $500, inclusive of all delivery 
and set-up charges, and with an expected useful life of more than 1 
year. 


4) “Operating transfers”. Interfund transfers, such as those 
required to subsidize other funds, or those to be transferred to State 
and Federal Programs Funds under grant agreement. 


5) “Capital Projects’. Inclusive of infrastructure items as defined in 
policy #15. 

6) “Contingencies /Human Service Discretionary”. 

7) “Other”. Inclusive of all other operating costs, including, but not 
limited to supplies, fuel, postage, utilities, contractual services, and 


building, land, and equipment repair, maintenance, or improve- 
ment. 


The Administration may establish memo accounts to administer 


funds within each of the above control accounts, and may transfer 
by administrative action between such memo accounts. Such 
transfers shall not materially change the scope of services for 
which funding has been appropriated. 


All such transfers shall be transmitted to the Internal Auditor on, at 
least, a weekly basis, and the Internal Auditor shall report to the 
Ways and Means Committee on any such transfers of significant 
policy interest or deviation. 


No transfers exceeding the lesser of 15% of the control account 
total to which funds are being transferred or $5,000 shall be made 
between control accounts without transfer action by the City 
Council. 


Funds shall not be transferred for purchase of equipment 
exceeding the above 15% or $5,000 limitation, which was not 
included in the originally authorized budget, unless a change of 
intent is approved by City Council. Residual funds within 
equipment accounts, exceeding the 15% of $5,000 limitation, shall 
not be utilized to purchase items not included in the originally 
authorized budget, without approval of a change of intent by City 
Council. 


Residual funds within salary control accounts may not be utilized to 
fill an unfunded position, or a position in excess of the number 
included in the budget, without approval of a change of intent by 
City Council. This provision shall not be interpreted to prohibit use 
of rotating vacancies to accomplish service delivery, so long as net 
total occupied positions do not exceed authorized and funded 
levels. Within the Police Department, pending anticipated 
retirements and refilling of positions, it is recognized that position 
levels may temporarily exceed the total authorized. The adminis- 
tration shall monitor costs and savings from position turnover, and 
shall report the status of police salary accounts to the Ways and 
Means Committee on a monthly basis. 


Use of residual funds exceeding the 15%/ $5,000 limitation, within 
Capital improvement accounts, shall not be permitted without 
approval of a change of intent by City Council. 


The FY 95 Budgets for Enterprise, Special Revenue and Internal 
Service Funds shall be considered to be adopted as a single line 
item control account for each organizational Division, and 
administrative and memo transfers shall be authorized between 
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memo accounts with the following exceptions; 


Residual funds within Salary accounts shall not be utilized to fund

_ budget. This provision shall not be interpreted to prohibit use of 


rotating vacancies to accomplish service delivery, so long as the 
net total occupied positions do not exceed authorized and funded 
levels. 


Residual Equipment funding, or administrative or memo transfers 
totaling more the lesser of 15% or $5,000 in an account to which 
funds are transferred to, shall not be used to purchase equipment 
which was not included in the originally approved budget without 
approval of a change of intent by City Council. 


All budgets for Capital projects, inclusive of those within Capital 
Project Funds shall be approved by City Council.

Robert Aldridge from the Lansing Board of Education said that at 
the last meeting of the Board of Education they directed their 
President to write a letter to the City Council stating their concerns 
over this zoning matter. The issue here is child safety: they are 
concerned because the driveway to this proposed parking lot 
would be in the direct path that the children use to reach the 
Skywalk to cross Cedar St. and get to school at Maplewood 
Elementary. The Principals and Teachers at Maplewood have all 
gone on the record as opposing this rezoning. 


Emly Horn of 110 W. Hodge spoke in opposition to this rezoning 
petition, saying that her primary concem is for the safety of the 
children, also, that parents may begin using this lot to pick up their 
kids and turn their car around in afterwards. Her other concern is 


for the neighbors next door to the proposed parking lot and 


encroachment into the neighborhood. 


Ronald Allen of 2311 S. Cedar, petitioner in this rezoning case, 
Stated that he has a parking problem. There is a considerable 
amount of material in the Planning Department explaining his plans 
and demonstrating his need for additional parking. They are talking 
about parking for 6 cars for employees that arrive at work before 
school kids are out.en route to school. If his request is not 
approved, there will be increased traffic through the neighborhood 
during the day, thereby creating potential danger for the children. 


_ What he has proposed to do will benefit the neighborhood. The 


question is, what is safer for the neighborhood, extra cars parking 
on neighborhood streets, or this parking lot? 


Michael Peasley of 517 Edison spoke in support of this request for 
special land use. Street parking by the overflow from Dr. Allen's 
Office presents more of a danger to the kids than the parking lot. 


Dawn Kutney of 531 Riley spoke in opposition to this request for 
special land use. Cedar St., she said, is one of the busiest streets in 
this city. This is a dangerous area and contains a busy and active 
school that is in use in both winter and summer. The parents, staff 
and principals of Maplewood School all oppose this request. 


Fred Doherty of 531 Edison spoke in opposition to this request. The 
Planning and Zoning Board did not make a recommendation for 
passage of this request. Every kid on the east side of Cedar St. has 
to walk directly across the path of this parking lot. The lot will only 
benefit the Doctor by providing 6 parking places and he does not 


believe it is needed. He lives less than a biock from the lot and does 


not see the overflow parking that Doctor Allen is talking about. 
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Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the speakers at this hearing 
have contused him. He knows of no businessman who would 
spend this amount of money to build a parking lot that he does not 
need and does not see how a parking lot can be a threat to kids. He 
suggested that each Councilmember go out to view this lot. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that this matter will be taken up by 
the Physical Development Committee at their meeting on Tuesday, 
August 2, 1994 at 11:30 A.M. This lot consists of a piece of narrow, 
excess land that was left over after MDOT widened Cedar Street. 


Councilmember Allen thanked Doctor Allen for moving the 
handicapped parking spaces in his existing lot.

He has always objected to this 
method of dealing with houses because the burden of proof is 
placed on the home owner, whereas, in most hearings you are 
considered innocent until proved guilty. He feels he is expert in 
these cases, because, he has been a victim of this process. 
Housing is the most expensive element of most people's lives and 
a five minute hearing in front of a body that rubber stamps 
recommendations from the Building Department is not sufficient. 


Councilmember Jones informed Mr. Teets that he did go and look 
at these properties and the one on N. Cedar St. is a very dangerous 
and unsafe building.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that he wished to take this opportunity to 
acknowledge three young heroes from the North Side of Lansing 
who witnessed an accident and acted quickly to apply a tourniquet 
to the leg of a young boy who was injured. These three young 
heroes then escorted the boy to the hospital and walked away 
without praise. They saved this boy’s life and, hopefully, his foot. He 
praised their parents as well as the young people who acted so 
Quickly and effectively to aid the injured boy. He will try to get them 
here for next Monday's meeting to receive commendations. 


He announced that along with Councilmember Benavides and 
Linda Sanchez, he visited Saltillo, Mexico last week to join the 
celebration of their 417th birthday, and to sign a letter of intent to 
~ enter into a Sister City agreement with them. There are many 
similarities between Lansing and Saltillo. They are the auto 
industry headquarters of Mexico, they have an agricultural 
university and are roughly the same size in terms of population as 
the City of Lansing. He presented Council with a copy of the Letter 
of Intent. They were very well received, in fact, the local 
newspapers carried photos of them on the front page for three days 
in arow. He thanked Council President Brockwell for attending the 
International Sister City's Conference for him in his absence. 


Since he last addressed Council, several things have happened on 
the economic development front; the CATA Board voted to be 
more Collaborative on the issue of the Transportation Center. He 
expects this project to be approved this year and to have ground 
breaking sometime in October; last week Tom Brennen from 
Cooley Law Schoo! announced the College's decision to remain 
located in the City of Lansing. They will spend $10,000,000 in 
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renovation of their building. Their growth is at such a pace that they 
will soon be larger than Harvard Law University; the Board of 
Directors of Michigan United Conservation Clubs announced their 
intention to go forward with their plans to build an 8-12 story 
Structure on their vacant land next door to City Hall. They will begin 
ground breaking in August for a building to house a new restaurant 
and lounge and to be equipped with public address system that will 
broadcast the Senate and House meetings from the Capital, to 
keep their patrons informed of the state of progress of the 
proceedings: the Hall of Courts Committee has voted to proceed 
collaboratively with the City of Lansing to develop a Consolidated 
Courts Facility in Downtown Lansing to house Ingham County 
Circuit Court, Lansing District Court, and a lockup facility. He 
presented a letter from the Ingham County Board of Commission- 
ers regarding their vote on this issue and making recommenda- 
tions for proceeding with design specifications. He expects more 
development on this project in the near future. 


He announced that the City will soon add a new feature to the 


Information Desk in the City Hall Lobby, a suggestion box will be 


placed on the counter to allow citizens to give their input into the 
processes of City government. 


The Mayor reminded everyone that tomorrow night is National Nite 
Out Against Crime, and distributed a four page itinerary of events 
sponsored by various neighborhood watch associations. 


He introduced three Summer of Safety/Vista Participants Troy 
Springer, Tozi Ndibongo and Kelly Larsen; who gave Council an 
overview of their activities in the Vista Program. 


Mayor Hollister reported receiving news that the Court of Appeals 
has overthrown Judge Glazier's opinion on the denial of the 
request from the KKK to rally on the Capitol Steps. They will not 
know until they get the written opinion, whether or not they will file 
an appeal with the Supreme Court, however, the City will abide by 
the decision of the Court. 


He attended a Press Conference today at the Lansing Mall for the 
Summer of Play project. Mall merchants and vendors are 
displaying Summer of Play T shirts for sale. The letter he placed on 
the agenda regarding the Clean Michigan Community Grant is for 
the purpose of designating Lenora Jadun, the new Public Service 
Director, as the designee for the City of Lansing with the State of 
Michigan for CMC grant purposes, he explained. 


Councilmember Jones said that Moores Park is near Moores Park 
School along the Grand River. It is not Moores River Park, the 
correct name of the park is Moores Park. 


Councilmember Lilly asked that Dennis Sykes make a presenta- 
tion to the Committee of the Whole regarding the situation on 
Holmes Road and how it will affect the Everett High School football 
practices and games. | 


Councilmember Beal expressed her approval of Councilmember 
Lilly's request for a presentation by Mr. Sikes and her surprise over 
reading in the State Journal that the City of Lansing would rent 
space from the MUCC group in their new building next door to City 
Hall. She would prefer to have gotten this information from the 
Administration, not the newspaper. 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked Troy and Tozi for their efforts in 
his neighborhood. He presented Mayor Hollister with an Interna- 
tional Sister City pin that he received at the conference.

WHEREAS Rev. David Foreman of Reachout Christian Center, 635 
Armstrong Road, has requested a special land use permit to allow 
the property at the northern end of Radford Road and west of Wise 
Road to be developed as a church with related facilities, and 


WHEREAS the property is zoned “A” and “C" Residential Districts, 


which allow churches if specific conditions are met and if a special 


land use permit is approved, and 
WHEREAS the property contains approximately 16 acres and is 


_part of approximately 64 contiguous acres presently under the 


applicant's ownership, and 


WHEREAS at the Planning Board's public hearing, held June 7, 
1994, the petitioner spoke for the request, and no one spoke 
against the request, and 


WHEREAS the Board reviewed the request in conformance with 
Chapter 1282 of the Zoning Code and found, based on testimony 
and evidence, that the property meets the location and size 
conditions of the zoning district conditions for development and 
use of church facilities in a residential zoning district, and 


WHEREAS the Lansing Planning Board at their meeting on June 
21, 1994 unanimously (6-0) recommended approval of the Special 
Land Use request with conditions, and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of Council has 
reviewed the report of the Planning Board and concurs therewith, 


NOW THEREFORE BEIT RESOLVED that the City Council hereby 
approves special land use permit for the construction of the church 
and related facilities as proposed by Rev. David Foreman of 
Reachout Christian Center, 635 Armstrong Road, for the property 
at the northern end of Radford Road and west of Wise Road subject 
to the following conditions: 
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1. The setback of parking areas, buildings, and other facilities on 
the site should be determined to give the development a character 
similar to that which would result if the site were developed with 
single family homes. 


2. Detailed landscaping, screening, and buffering should be 
provided adjacent to the east property line near the residential lots 
fronting on Wise Road. 


3. The location and design of access should be approved by the _ 


City Transportation Engineer, and provision for future development 
of a public right-of-way should be considered. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED THAT in approving this special land 
use permit, the Lansing City Council considered the following: 


1. Compatibility with Use on Adjacent Properties 

The adjacent properties are essentially residential, or vacant 
residentially zoned property: the proposed church will not be 
inherently incompatible with these adjacent land uses. There are, 
however, potential side effects visually, and from traffic and noise, 
that should be addressed in the design of the church development 
in order to minimize their impacts. 


2. Change in the Essential Character of the Area 

The present character is of a developing residential area that 
includes some large institutional land uses (water plant, Hill 
vocational center). The present condition of the proposed church 
Site is overgrown with brush, trees, and weeds. The proposed 
church has the potential to effect the character of the area. 


3. Interference with General Enjoyment of Adjacent Properties 
The design of the church facilities through provision of adequate 
landscaping, buffering, setbacks, and traffic circulation design, 
Can prevent any unreasonable impact on adjacent properties. 
Plans submitted by the applicant indicate a 50 foot wide setback of 
the proposed parking area from the ease property line adjacent to 
the homes facing on Wise Road. This setback area could be used 
for landscaping and screening in order to soften the impact of the 
church facilities on the adjacent homes. At the very least, the 
Board should consider requiring the church facilities to have 
setback and landscaping similar to what would be in place if the 
church site were developed as single family homes. 


4. Improvement to Property and Surrounding Area 

The site of the proposed church was at one time proposed for 
development as part of the Coachlight Estates subdivision. Only a 
portion of the subdivision was developed, and the remaining 
property (approximately 60 acres) has stayed vacant. In addition to 
the 16 acre parcel under review, the Church has acquired the 
remaining adjacent undeveloped property, which could be utilized 
for other purposes in the future. 


5./6. Environmental impacts /Impact on Public Services 

The most serious potential impacts of this proposal on public 
services are traffic safety and storm water runoff. The storm water 
runoff will be addressed, if the SLU permit is granted, by the City's 
Engineer during site plan review. 


The City's transportation engineer has raised the concern about 
the location of the entrance onto Wise Road. This entrance could 
possibly serve a larger development than just Phases | and II which 
are presently under review. This makes the alignment of the 
driveway a Critical issue in the safe design of this site. 


Because alignment of the church entrance with the existing 
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entrance to Harry Hill Vocational Center would require removal on 
an existing house, some alternative access CONNe€ction to Wise 
Road needs to be considered (and approved by the City's 
Transportation Engineer). There are several vacant lots remaining 
between the church site and Wise Road that may suffice for this 
access connection. In addition, the Board should consider that the 
driveway connection to Wise Road have sufficient room to be 
developed into a public street at some time in the future. 


7. Impact on Utilities 

Water, sanitary sewer, and storm sewer facilities all exist close to 
the subject site: the appropriate utilities have all commented (see 
above). 


8. Compliance with the Master Plan 
The Master Plan designates this area for residential uses. The 
proposed church is consistent with this designation. 


9. Compliance with Zoning District Regulations 

The Zoning Code requires churches in residential zones have 
access directly to an arterial or collector street, and not a local, or 
residential street. Churches must also provide one on-site parking 
space for each three seats or six lineal feet of pew space. 
Approximately 100 parking spaces will be required for Phase | of 
this church.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Benavides said that he was extremely proud of 
Mayor Hollister and the way he handled himself on the trip to 
Saltillo, Mexico. Mrs. Sanchez and Mayor Hollister did a tremend- 
Ous job of representing the Citizens of the City. The University and 
the People of Saltillo were very hospitable to them. He reported 
_ feceiving several calls regarding the construction on Washington 
Ave.. residents are very concerned about how traffic is being 
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re-routed around Attwood School and who is getting tickets, or. not 
getting tickets. He asked that this area be looked at when they are 
looking at Holmes Rd. 


Councilmember Beal announced that the Public Services Com- 
mittee will meet tomorrow at 3:45 to discuss the regional water 
authority concept. She said that she met with the Neighborhood 
Watch in the area of the 1000, 1100 and 1200 Blocks of Hickory 
Street. They are dealing with problem rental properties and she 
directed them to contact the City Attorney with regard to their 
complaints. She has already contacted the Building Safety De- 
partment to check into the code violations involved. They have 
come up with the novel idea of picketing the Bed and Breaktast 
establishment that the absent landiord owns in Williamston until he 
pays attention to the drug dealer who has been renting from him for 
a long time. They will require a lot of assistance from the City. 


Council President Brockwell told people who may have seen him 
on the Channel 6 News last Saturday that he was painting his 
house, and was dressed, however, he was not wearing a shirt. The 
camera shows him from the chest up and it was not apparent that 
he was wearing Clothes. He was being interviewed about the arrest 
of a burglary suspect on Butler Street. He commended the Lansing 
Police Department for the excellent maneuver they performed in 
the arrest of this suspect. The suspect blockaded himself in his 
apartment and the Police had to use smoke bombs to get him out. 
The entire affair was conducted in an extremely professional 
manner and he commended Lieutenant Campbell and Officer 
King for their successful arrest of the suspect. He announced that 
the kids in his neighborhood are playing in a doubleheader base- 
ball game tomorrow and on their way home they are going to stop 
and see a Whitecaps game. He thanked the City for giving them 
this opportunity. He asked City Clerk, Marilynn Slade, to report on 
events surrounding tomorrow's Primary Election. 


City Clerk Slade said that tomorrowis the General Primary Election 
and urged everyone to vote. The polls will be open from 7:00 A.M. 
to 8:00 P.M. She added that tomorrow's election is a Party Primary 
Election and voters may not split their ticket. You may vote only for 
one party in the partisan races, either the republican slate, or the 
democratic slate. There is a non-partisan slate also, but you must 
Stay within your ticket for the partisan races. There will be some 
problems, she said, with people voting at Attwood School and the 
re-routing of traffic to the school. The school is accessible from the 
North, South and West, but, not from Washington Ave. Election 
returns will be broadcast on Cable Channel 28 beginning at 9:00 
P.M. 


Councilmember Jones announced that the General Services 
Committee will discuss procedures for the distribution of bicycies 
that are stored in the City Hall basement. They will be distributed to 
community based, non-profit organizations for placement with 
individuals. 


Councilmember Lilly reported to the Mayor that there is a situation 
with property in his neighborhood that needs to be taken care of. 
The property at 4900 Woodlyn has 4 cars that are parked in the 
Parkway in violation of the City Code of Ordinances. He an- 
nounced the decision by the Committee of the Whole that the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Ethics would conduct an investigation into the 
early retirement plan. He asked that all Councilmembers consider 
any questions they want to have addressed and have them ready 
to present to the Committee on August 10th at their meeting. 
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Councilmember Allen announced that the Ad Hoc Committee on 
the South Side Community Center will meet this Thursday at 7:30 
PM. in the 10th Floor Conference Room.

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded that something be 
done to compensate him for the crimes committed against him by 
the Building Department and Law Department of the City of 
Lansing. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh noted that the KKK has 
won their appeal of Judge Glazier's ruling regarding their request 
to rally on the steps of the State Capital. He suggested that the next 
time the City bills for this kind of protection, they bill both sides of 
this issue, not just the Klan. Or, alternatively, the Police Chief 
should ask the Klan to provide their own security. He tried again 
today to contact the City Engineer regarding the traffic problem on 
Holmes Rd. and was unable to reach him. This situation needs to 
be resolved. He asked if the Committee of the Whole will take up 
the matter of the revision of Council Rule #19 this week. Council 
President Brockwell said that while he was in Louisville for the 
Sister City Convention, he checked into their council rules. They 
do not allow public speaking unless speakers have been pre- 
viously sponsored by a Councilmember, however, once you have 
received a Councilmember’s sponsorship you have unlimited 
speaking time. 


~ Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. criticized President Brockwell's 
observations. saying, the City Charter of the City of Lansing allows 
him the power to speak in front of this Council. He does not know 
what Louisville's Charter says, and he does not care. He may not 
agree with everything in our Charter, but, what he does not like he 
will work to change. He stated his endorsement of Paul Scott for 
County Commissioner in the 2nd District. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. complimented the City 
tor the work done on Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. between Grand 
River and Willow Street. He urged everyone to get out and meet 
their neighbors tomorrow night for National Nite Out Against 
Crime. It is the best deterrent to crime and will make their neigh- 
_ borhoods safer. The KKK, he said, has the right to meet on the 
Capitol steps. This freedom is for everyone. He complimented 
Mayor Hollister's administration for the advancements they have 
made in helping people. 


Ed Zimmer of 2609 Gier St. urged the public to spend the day with 
their kids on the day that the Klan comes back to town. He sug- 
gested trips to the Potter Park Zoo, trips to Municipal Pools or 
nearby lakes, movies, parks, anything other than attending the 
KKK rally. 


Fred Stackable of 300 Grand Ave. said that his petition drive to 
retain the street name of Grand Ave. is under way and going well. 
They donot have enough signatures yet, but they still have time to 
collect the requisite amount of signatures to get this issue on the 
November General Election ballot. Anyone interested in signing 
the petition may call 487-9473. He calculates the cost of changing 
the name of this street to be around $64,000 according to informa- 
tion that he has gotten from the City of Lansing and the State of 
Michigan. David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister, 
Said that the $43,000 figure that was quoted by the Finance 
Department included $11,000 to change street signs and the rest 
was to be spent to change the street names on City of Lansing 
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Stationery and other printed stock. Since that time. it has been 
decided not to order new stock until present inventories have been 
used up, thereby reducing the cost down to $11,000. the amount 
necessary to change the street signs. Councilmember Benavides 
confirmed Mr. Wiener’s statement and stated that the street name 
Change would not be reflected on City of Lansing documents until 
such time as current stock is expired. 


Millie Caesar of 1436 Ada St. thanked Council for voting affirma- 
tively on the lease for Capito! Area Community Services to allow 
them to build a community center at Caesar/Donora Park. She 
thanked Councilmember Lilly, the Parks and Recreation Depan- 
ment, Mayor Hollister, the City Attorney and Councilmember Beal. 
Their neighborhood, she said, has worked very hard to keep up 
their commitment to maintain this park. 


Dick Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. criticized Mayor Hollister and 
Councilmember Benavides for saying how much they enjoyed 


_ their time in Saltillo visiting the GM and Chrysler plants. It should 


have been the saddest day in their lives. because, for every man 
and woman they saw working in these plants in Saltillo, there is a 
man and woman in the United States that does not have a job. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine commended the young men who assisted 
the boy whose foot was cut off by the train. He is a proponent of 
trains, however, he was very saddened to see this accident 
happen. He is currently appearing in the “Man of LaMancha™ now 
playing at the Riverwalk Theatre. For information on shows or 
tickets call 483-1683. 


Michael Ivey, no address given, thanked Council for the affirmative 
vote on the Special Land Use Petition for Qutreach Christian 
Center. He has never before had an opportunity to come down and 
address his government. He commended Councilmembers for the 
way that they stand up under the pressure of the citizens who are 
angry, or unhappy. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferrol St. said that she does not under- 
Stand the issue of changing street names for Grand Ave.

Mrs. Estlund Olson announced that this Thursday, August 11, 1994 
the Potter Park Zoo will initiate a contest for the naming of the new 
female rhino. Ballots for voting on the name for the new rhino are 
available at all Community First Banks, Channel 6 and the Parks & 
Recreation Department. The contest winner will be announced ata 
drawing on September 8, 1994. The male rhino is named Jimma. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal thanked her colleagues for filling in for her at 
the Public Services Committee meeting last week. She was called 
away to deal with a personal issue. Public Services will meet at 3:45 
this Tuesday to, once again, take up the issue of the Mid-Michigan 
Regional Water Authority. She introduced her sister, here visiting 
from Oklahoma, and asked that she be excused. President 
Brockwell excused Councilmember Beal from the meeting at 8:35 


Councilmember Allen stated her surprise that the Beechfield Dr. 
residents have not contacted her regarding their problems. She is 
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available, and would be happy to meet with this group. All they need 
do is contact her. By motion of Councilmember Lilly and affirmative 
roll of Council this issue was REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE 
ON PUBLIC SAFETY. 


Councilmember Lilly said that the investigation by the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Ethics, because it was requested by Ingham County 
Prosecutor Donald Martin, and would be conducted by Council 
sitting as the Committee of the Whole, would have a stronger 
impact than the Ethics Board investigation. The Ethics Board did 
not have the authority to subpoena witnesses. They were limited in 
scope to interviewing people who voluntarily agreed to appear 
before them. Similarly, they did not have the power to administer 
oaths to people who were giving testimony. Council, on the other 
hand, has the authority to use both of these tools and will do so. 
They will require that material and information, privy to employees, 
be made available to them. The power to do these types of things 
will allow them to dig much deeper into what went on within the 
administration than the Ethics Board was able to go. They will call 
in witnesses that were working in City Hall at the time, who can tell 
them about what was going on. There are large gaps in existing 
information that they expect to be able to fill. The Committee on 
Physical Development will meet at 11:30 on Tuesday and will take 
up the matter of the rezoning for Dr. Allen on Cedar Street, the issue 
of vacations on Depot St., and easements requested by the City of 
E. Lansing. 


Councilmember Jones urged everyone to attend the 4:30 P.M. 
meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee on Ethics on Wednesday, 
August 10, 1994 when they take up the issue of a new early 
retirement investigation. Democracy, he said, is a public trustand a 
very serious issue, one that should not be tampered with lightty. In 
Lansing that has happened, just as it did with Watergate in the 
Reagan Administration. He will work to prevent something like this 
from ever happening again. He announced that the Committee on 
General Services will meet at 4:00 P.M. on Wednesday prior to the 
meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee on Ethics. 


Councilmember Novak congratulated City Clerk Slade on her 
stunning electoral victory at last Tuesday's primary election. 


Councilmember Allen assured City Clerk Slade that she would 
have won the election, with, or without an opponent. 


PUBUC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded reparation from the 
Administration for what he described as crimes against him, 
committed by the Law Department and the Building Department. 


Fred Stackable of 300 N. Grand Ave. said his petition drive to 
rename Cesar Chavez Ave. to Grand Ave. is still under way. 
Anyone who has outstanding petitions is requested to return them 
to him. Anyone who wishes to sign the petitions, or assist in 
Circulating them, may call 487-1776. He said that he gets a lot of 
response to his appearances at City Council meetings. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he is sorry that Council- 
member Beal has already left the meeting. He wanted to educate 
her onthe three branches of government; the administrative 
branch, the municipal branch, and the judicial branch. If someone 
disrupted his peace, he would call the Police Department and that 
person would be taken to court. That is where these DMS cases 
belong, in court, not in front of this Council. This should be a 
function of the courts. Drug dealers do not come before Council to 
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have judgements passed on them and neither should these 
property owners. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that he saw a public 
address today by one of our judges regarding drug traffic and 
House Bill 5643, which concerns carrying concealed weapons. 
Anyone wishing further information about this proposed bill can 
call 626-6044. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn agreed with Councilmember Beal's 
assessment of the City Market Report. It is a very thoughtful report 
which presents a place from which to go forward. He thanked 
everyone who supported his campaign and everyone who voted 
for him in his bid for the County Commission seat in the Second 
District. He objected to the use of the word ‘re-elect’ inthe 
Campaign literature circulated by his opponent. The use of that 
word is Outrageous, given the fact that the person holding the seat 
had never been elected, but, was appointed to it. 


Hulon T. Benson of 1811 W. St. Joe said that he has an important 
announcement; the Pastor's Conference will conduct a Strategy 
Meeting on August 20, 1994 at 8:00 A.M. in the Lansing Center 
Ballroom. “God is tired of dope in the City of Lansing and He has 
something coming that s going to knock their shoes off”, he said, 
and he invited everyone to attend this meeting which is being 
called by God. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked if this Council has the 


_ Criteria that an indigent person needs to meet to help make their 


home safe before the gestapo comes in with the bulldozers to 
demolish it? 


Councilmember Novak said that the Community Development 
Block Grant Program has information about federal funds available 
for these purposes and how to qualify for them. People interested in 
this information may call Emil Winnecker from the City of Lansing 
Planning and Municipal Development Department. Mr. Vaughan 
asked if Council plans to subpoena all of the participants in the 
Early Retirement plan and if so, do they have a list of people they 
are going to call? Councilmember Lilly said that they do not have a 


~ list developed at this time. They must be very careful not to 


prejudice the law suits that are now in court and not to harm any of 
the investigations that the City Attorney is moving forward on. They 
will look to the City Attorney for advice as to who they should 
subpoena. Mr, Vaughan asked if any of the people who have 
violated the charter in this matter would be charged with those 
violations? What is the process for this? How do violations of the 
Charter get acknowledged and how do they get prosecuted? 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that we have wasted enough time and 
money on the Klan. How much more will it cost this City to go back 
and forth in court on this matter. if we ignore them, maybe they will 
gO away. 


Constance Flanegin of 6251 Beechfield asked for the City's help 
with problems involving neighborhood disputes with the Terraces 
Complex on Beechfield. 


Vivian Clymo Densmore of 6141 Beechtield asked that Community 
Policing Officer, Tracy Ruiz, be continued in the assignment on 
Beechfield. She has been very supportive of their attempts to 
resolve their problems. She has helped them form aNeighborhood 
Watch and has attended all of the Watch meetings. 


Council President Brockwell explained that assignment tothe 
Community Policing Program is a matter of contract negotiations 
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and Council does not have the power to intervene in the 
assignments. 


Councilmember Allen informed Beechfield Residents that she has 
spoken with the Code Compliance Division and they are going to 
inspect these apartments tomorrow and determine if there are any 
violations She noted that the City Attorney has been working on 
this issue and asked that he report on his findings. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that his office is monitoring this 
situation. There has been no successful culmination at this time. 
They are giving the owners time to formulate a plan to address the 
concerns of the residents. The owner has agreed to replace the 
management at the Terraces as of tomorrow, and submitted a pian 
toresolve the differences, as well as a time table for completing the 
exterior work. The owner says that the new manager is willing to 
work with the Police and Council to deal with drug problems over 
there. A full scale inspection of the premises has been ordered for 
_ tomorrow. The new manager, Gordon Middleton, is supposed to be 
in attendance tonight and he would like him to address the 
audience regarding this issue if he is present. 


lt was announced that Mr. Middleton had already left the meeting 
and was not available for comment. 


Thomas Mattern of 716 Edgemont Bivd., attorney on behalf of the 
owners of Willowbrook Apartments, said that he is here to see that 
_ the City has ail of the facts. The current owner of Willowbrook 
purchased the property in 1988 for $950,000. The complex 
currently has a value of $730,000 despite the fact that the owner 
has put alot of money into it. The value of the property just keeps 
going down and the cause of that is the major blight in this 
~ Neighborhood. He asks that Council do whatever is possible to turn 
this blight around. The existing problems of drug traffic and blight 
have reduced property value in the whole neighborhood. This 
should be taken into consideration when they vote on what to do 
= about the problems on Beechfield. 


“Councilmember Allen asked Mr. Mattern to leave his name and 


phone number. The Committee on Public Safety will be happy to 
get ahold of him. This area, she said, is not particularly plagued, 
except for this apartment complex.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Debbie DeLeon of 1414 Taft, Co-Chair of the Circle of Indigenous 
Races for Community Leadership and Empowerment, said that 
she first brought the resolution asking for the promotion of diversity 
in the Lansing Community to City Council. She asked Council to 
help her promote the diversity of the Lansing area, not destroy it. 


Ted DeLeon of 1414 Taft spoke in support of the Resolution 
requesting a conciliatory effort from Q106 Radio station towards 
the Mexican/Hispanic community. This should have been a 
foregone conclusion, he said. The challenge to this community is 
to accept, as healthy, its’ diversity in people of color. The Rainbow 
Coalition must continue its’ efforts to gain acceptance of that 
diversity. He praised Council for the special ceremony honoring 
Lou Mata, saying, this kind of heroism is the product of family love, 
trust and respect. 


Diane Brewer Capital City Riverfest Manager, spoke in support of 
the Festival's request for special event parking rates. This year 
they are proposing that the rates be imposed on Saturday, and 
Sunday, but that Monday's parking be offered free of charge. The 


Festival has expanded their musical venue and will offer free jazz, 


rock and roll and blues concerts. There will be a kids area again 
this year with live shows and activities for children. The Water area 
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activities will be the focus of the festival, focusing on the events 
surrounding the Grand River. The Gus Macker tournament has 
1,200 teams signed up this year. Last year's Macker drew 1,700 
teams. The security issue that was presented to City Council 
differs greatly from what they had knowledge of. She urged 
everyone to take part and attend this year's Riverfest celebration. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope asked when the Board of Water & 
Light bought the property that they are asking permission to sell. He 
spoke in support of the resolution for conciliatory actions by Q106 
Radio Station. He thanked Mayor Hollister for keeping the Early 
Retirement issue going. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre spoke in support of the placement of a 
Historical Marker honoring the Reo Motor Car Company. This 
should have been done years ago, she said. However, she believes 
the marker should honor the employees as well as the company 
and the former employees should be allowed to have input on the 
placement of the marker. On August 9, 1994 former Diamond Reo 
employees held their 10th Annual Diamond Reo Luncheon. Their 
union, Local 650, is still holding monthly meetings. They have not 
forgotten their past. Please invite them to be present at the 
placement of the historical marker. 


Council President Brockwell asked Mrs. Kost to leave information 
with Ron Onufer about how this group can be contacted. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke in support of the 
resolution for conciliatory actions by Q106 Radio Station. Their 
actions were an affront to all of us, not just hispanics. This radio 
station attacks all different segments of our society. Shock therapy 
and shock radio are on their way out. Why, he asked, doesn't this 
radio station ever get tired of spreading hate and beating up on 
everyone? 


Paulo Gordillo of 3118 Scarborough invited Councilmembers to a 
March in honor of the street name change to Cesar Chavez 
Avenue. The resolution recommending conciliatory actions by 
Q106 Radio station is important to the hispanic community, he 
said. 


Paul Scott of 412 Kilborn spoke in support of an Early Retirement 
Investigation being conducted by the Ad Hoc Committee on Ethics, 
even if the Grand Jury convenes a hearing. He supports the 
amendment to the charter language that came from the Attorney 
General's Office as well as the placement of an historical marker 
on the Diamond Reo property and the resolution recommending 
conciliatory actions by Q106 Radio station. 


_ Connie Jones of 3031 S. Washington said that the skit that Q106 
Radio station ran, that has caused so much controversy in Lansing, 
was run on hundreds of radio stations nationwide. Only the Lansing 
area had this problem. On May 12, 1994, Q106 Radio station 
issued a formal apology which was publicly accepted by Mayor 
Hollister and Councilmember Benavides. The type of action this 
Council is asking Q106 to take is a violation of FCC rules and they 
should not be putting themselves in this position. Radio stations are 
regulated by the FCC not by City Council.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Mayor Hollister announced that Focus Groups have been 
Studying ways to develop a new image for the City of Lansing. Their 
efforis have culminated in the development of a new city logo, 
theme song, slogan, and television and radio commercials. He 
played a video taped commercial featuring the new city theme 
song and siogan. 


The Focus Groups identified three areas for improvement and 
designed a multi-faceted image campaign. They have solicited 
$500,000 in free advertising from television and radio stations to 
~ handle the promotion. Oldsmobile has contributed $1,000 and the 
Greater Lansing Chamber of Commerce has donated $5,000. 
There will be no tax dollars spent on the image campaign. It will pay 
for itself. Although the campaign has only run for one day, they 
have had tremendous response. His office has been receiving 
phone calls all day in support of the media campaign. Q106 Radio 
Station donated 1,000 tee-shirts with the new city logo on them and 
raised over $100,000 in donated air time from other local radio 
Stations. 


In conjunction with the kick off of the media campaign, an 
Employee Recognition Picnic will be held August 24, 1994, at 
which time City employees will vote on the name of the new 


employee newsletter. 


He said that he will submit a resolution to City Council asking them 
to formally adopt the new logo as the official City Seal. This 
Campaign is good business sense for the community, he said. 


He thanked the Greater Lansing Chamber of Commerce for 
allowing us to use film clips of local activities filmed by their Red 
Team. The idea central to this campaign is to promote a spirit of 
cooperation and a community that is working together. The 
commercial is a prime example of that. It can be modified

Outdoor Advertising has developed three billboard signs, depicting 
the new logo and slogan, that will be rotated on billboards around 
the city.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that every Monday since January, he has been 
conducting a weekly meeting between the leadership on Council 
and the Administration. Today, their meeting involved a discussion 
on how to improve communications between the administration 
and.City Council. This has become a bone of contention in the last 
few weeks. Last week the Committee of the Whole agreed to do 


three things to improve communications; notes will be prepared for 


distribution to all Councilmembers; the City Clerk will make sure 
that copies of all Board Minutes are routed to Council Offices when 
they come in for filing; Council will, in committee of the Whole 
meetings, reserve a time on the agenda for reports from Ad Hoc 


_ Committees so they can keep abreast of Committee activities 


through the Committee of the Whole process. He thanked Council 
President Brockwell and Councilmembers Lilly and Novak for 
attending today's luncheon meeting and helping to develop these 
ideas. 


Last Wednesday night, over 850 City Employees and their families, 
attended the First Annual Employees Recognition Picnic. He 
thanked all of the sponsors, corporate and volunteers, who made 
the picnic possible. They are exploring the idea of holding an 
employee get-together on a regular basis. 


The Car Capitol Celebration sponsored by General Motors was 
held in the downtown area last weekend and he thanked Dave 
Hayhow and his crew and everyone else who made this event 
possible. 


Next weekend, he announced. is Riverfest and Marketfest 
weekend in the City. He urged everyone to come downtown. There 
are many and varied activities ranging from Gus Macker's to 
composting demonstrations and firework activities on the river. 


He reported receiving notice that Lansing has been selected to 
receive the Environmental Protection Agency's Second Place 
Award for our Combined Sewer Overflow Program. The award will 
be presented in Chicago on October 17th. He congratulated 
Jimmy Spangler and thanked him for the good work. The City will 
also receive an award from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development to administer mortgage assistance to people with 
AIDS. We are one of the few communities in the State that has been 
chosen to be a recipient of this award. 


Mayor Hollister summarized a meeting with the Michigan Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects last Friday, in which they 
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explored ways of making the north side of Lansing more 
marketable, as part of the economic development strategy. 


He reported a donation of $1,005.00 from Continental Cablevision 
to the image Campaign. He thanked Council for their consideration 
of the new city logo. He hopes to be able to move forward on the 
official adoption of the logo as the new city seal. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that all of the press announce- 
ments regarding the Image Campaign will be broadcast on 
Channel 28 and Channel 28 staff will be attending and filming the 
events first hand. 

Mayor Hollister announced the beginning of smoking cessation 
classes for employees who wish to quit smoking and are having a 
hard time of it. Classes will be held on Tuesdays beginning 
September 20, 1994 and running through November 8, 1994 from 
5:30 P.M. to 6:30 P.M. in the Foster Community Center. 


Councilmember Novak said that the Northwest Neighborhood 
Alliance has formed a Traffic Committee to deal with the 
placement of stop signs they feel are necessary for protection of 
their community.

Councilmember Bea! announced that the Public Services 
Committee will take up the report on the Downtown Parking 
System's Project tomorrow at 3:45 P.M., at which Lenora Jadun, 
Public Services Director, will make a 15 minute presentation. They 
want quick action on this matter, and she invites all interested 
Councilmembers to attend the Public Services Committee 
meeting. 


Councilmember Benavides announced a change in the meeting 
time of the General Services Committee for this week. They will 
meet at 1:30 P.M. on Wednesday instead of at 4:00 P.M He 
announced that the Ways and Means Committee will meet at 10:00 
A.M. on Wednesday, as it is the fourth Wednesday of the month. 


Councilmember Novak said that he prefers to see the City's 
Current stock of stationary and paper supplies to be used up prior to 
ordering new supplies depicting the new City Seal. 


Councilmember Lilly said that the Ad Hoc Committee on Ethics is 
awaiting a response from the Prosecutor's Office prior to taking up 
the request from the Ethics Board. However. they expect to be able 
to act on this request within two weeks. He explained that he was 
unable to attend the last Committee of the Whole meeting, but. 
Planning Director Dennis Sykes and the Michigan United 
Conservation Club will make a presentation to the Physical 
Development Committee tomorrow at their regularly scheduled 
meeting. All interested parties are welcome to attend. Also 
presented at that meeting will be the next stage of development of 
the Sparrow Hospital Project. 

Council President Brockwell commended Mayor Hollister and his 
administration forthe success ofthe City Employees Picnic. 
Everyone he has talked to has remarked that it was great fun and 
seemed to pull the City Hall Employees together. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded reparation for what 
he described as, barbaric crimes committed against him by the 
City of Lansing. 


Tony Loveless of 800 W. Lenawee, President of Capitol Area 
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Rainbow Alert, (CARA), said that he is here because of sex crimes, 
violent crimes, and the sex industry that is being operated in an 
area five blocks from the Capital. A shooting has taken place, and 
still, their organization sees very few Police Officers in this area. 
The people taking part in these activities have been seen to 
operate out of the Days Inn Hotel, which contains apartments that 
have no electricity and no running water. They desperately need 
more Police Officers on duty in this area. At 525 S. Pine they hada 


shooting, at 532 Townsend they have a terrible problem with sex 


workers Sex industry workers have been seen entering the Days 
Inn Hotel building with a key. His organization is tired of trying to 
patrol the area without the help of the Police. Reutter Park is 
overrun with sex industry workers, they even approach kids. He 
thanked Councilmember Novak for his assistance and asked that 
Council taxe a closer look at this area. Savoy Court has people 
living in apartments that don’t even have front doors. 


Dave Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister said that he 
spoke with Code Compliance Officers from the Building Safety 
Division last Friday to request an inspection of these buildings. He 
said that he will follow up with on the other issues Mr. Loveless has 
raised. 


Councilmember Novak said that he has written to the Prosecuting 
Attorney's Office relative to having bond provisions set with 


- respect to people who are picked up in that area for criminal 


behavior. These provisions would preciude them from activity in 
that specific area as a condition of their release on bond. He has 


‘asked that these provisions be set as a condition of bond through 


the prosecution process. 


Willie Dawson of 1304 Theodore said that in the last three months 
her neighborhood has experienced increased fighting, violent 
crime against kids. shooting deaths of kids and accidents involving 
kids. They are asking for increased Police Protection and the 
installation of four 2-Way stop signs at Maple and Westmoreland, 
Green and Linwood and Theodore and Linwood. 


Councilmember Novak asked that the placement of these signs be 
expedited. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he supports pushing for the 
placement of these signs as soon as possible. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he attended the Car Capitol 
Festival Celebration last weekend and was gratified to see so many 
people in the downtown area, however, he would have liked to see 
more businesses open to deal with the crowd. He encouraged 
everyone to come downtown for the Riverfest this weekend. 
Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing will have a booth again and 
welcomes all visitors. He does not believe in the justice that is 
promised in the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that the problems with violent crimes 
and sex crimes that have existed for years in his neighborhood 
need to be taken care of. He supports the statements made by the 
CARA President. He has seen this man out patrolling the streets 
and facing these criminals on a daily basis. Gun shots can be 
heard all night long in this neighborhood and need to be dealt with 
immediately. 


Janet Sutton of 505 Townsend, a member of CARA, invited City 
Council and Mayor Hollister to go out on patrol with their group. 
This is a very bad problem in their neighborhood. Their children are 
being forced into a position of observing the sex industry workers 
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plying their trade. 


Darry! Burgess, no address given, spoke in opposition to the sale of 
the Civic Center and inquired into the distribution of funds from the 
proceeds of the sale. 


Pam Ward of 2317 E. Jolly Rd. asked that she be allowed to express 
her gratitude to the Medical Service Technicians and Doctors who 
saved the life of her unborn child through in-utero Surgery. Her 
child now has the prognosis of being completely normal by age 
seven thanks entirely to their expert care. She asked to go on 
record as stating what a great benefit the residents of the City of 
Lansing receive from the Doctors and Medical/ Technical Service 
workers who live in its’ suburbs. She commended Council- 
members for the excellent work that they do and said that they do 
not receive enough pay for what they do. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell criticized the Mexican/Hispanic 
community for taking such a strong stand against Q106 Radio 
Station. They have apologized publicly for the promotional spot that 
SO angered this segment of our community. The City should move 
forward and accept the help of Q106 to make this a better place to 
live. The Mexican/Hispanic community now has an opportunity to 
help this radio station by letting them know what should and should 
not be said. 


William Davis of 505 Townsend, a member of CARA. said that he is 
a resident of Porter Apartments. He invited the Mayor and the 
Council to come out and work with them. It is not safe for the 
residents in this neighborhood to go out to spend time in Reutter 
Park. He has been challenged in this park, himself. Having more 
Police Officers visible in the neighborhood and more Police 
protection available to them would be of immeasuraole help 


Everett Zimmer of 2609 Gier said that there will be a voter 
registration booth. set up at the corner of Grand and Shiawassee. 
for people to sign up to vote at the Rivertest celebration this 
weekend. 


Bob Johnson, Special Assistant to Mayor Hollister mace an 
announcement that the Lansing City Market will conduct a 
“Marketfest” this weekend, in tandem with Riverfest. Marketfest 
will run from Saturday through Monday at the City Market at the 
corner of Shiawassee and Cedar streets. They will have an antique 
car show, musical performances, a Potter Park Petting Zoo. Slam 
Dunk Contest and a Composting Exhibition. He invited everyone to 
Stop down and visit “Marketfest.”

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Ingham County Drain Commissioner, Patrick Lindemann gave a 
~ presentation explaining the causes and results of non-point source 
pollution of rivers and lakes. Each of us, he said, has a role in 
prohibiting the pollution of our lakes and rivers. Every person's front 
yard has ground water that drains into a catch basin and every 
Catch basin drains into a river or a stream, finally, every river and 
stream feeds into our lakes. The motor oil that is spilled in your yard 
today will eventually end up in the Grand River or Red Cedar River 
and from there it will travel to the Great Lakes. 


Non-point source pollution is the largest cause of toxic materials in 
our lakes and streams today. Their group, Mid-Michigan 
Environmental Action Council (Mid-MEAC), wants people to be. 
aware that when they put too much fertilizer or weed killer on their 
grass, or rake their leaves into the gutter, these materials are going 
_ to wind up in our Great Lakes. This is what the Mid-MEAC Catch 
Basin Stenciling Program is all about. The idea is to stencil 
messages onto streets and signs in catch basin areas in an effort to 
educate people to the effects of these kinds of actions and to bring 
about a higher awareness of the non-point source pollution that Is a 
result of lifestyle choices. 


Drain Commissioner Lindemann asked for volunteers from — 


Council and from the audience to join the Mid-MEAC Teams to 
stencil catch basins on September 17, 1994 from 9:00 A.M. to 
Noon. Interested persons may call 333-3859 and ask for Marge 
Forslin. 


B. Mayor Hollister presented a Proclamation declaring September 
5th through September 10, 1994 as Union Label Week to Gary 
Watson. Mr. Watson thanked Mayor Hollister and City Council for 
this recognition. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of a Special Assessment, Roll #326, Public 
Improvement; Curb, Gutter & Sanitary Sewer Projects for 
properties fronting on Alfred Ave., Richard Rd., Christansen Rd., 
Renee St. and the east side of Martin Luther King, Jr. Bivd. 


Carol and Bill Mikulick of 3220 Alfred Ave. spoke in opposition to 
this public improvement. They feel it is improper to have such a 
small section of this street done. If they are going to install these 
public improvements on this block they should be installed on the 
whole street. 


Janet Baker of 3225 Alfred said that she does not have the money 
to be able to afford this public improvement. Her back yard floods 
every year, not her front yard. She is opposed to this project. 


Debbie and Eric Iverson of 3231 Alfred said that they have lived in 
their house for eight years now. They have the same water problem 


- that their next door neighbor has. They distributed pictures of their 


backyard under water last spring. They had 1% feet of standing 
water in their backyard. The plans that the city has for this 
project will not address this problem. They do not have standing 
water in their front yard, they have it in their back yard and this 
project will do nothing to correct that. They cannot afford to pay for 
this special assessment and feel that it is not fair. 


Ruth Goddard of 3301 Alfred Ave. said she is opposed to the public 
improvement because it only puts in curbs and gutters in the first 
block south of Grand River. It will decrease the size of their front 
yards, and It does not address the eleven houses that have over a 
foot of water standing in their back yards every spring. 


Denise Bordui of 3238 Alfred said she has lived in this neighbor- 
hood for six years on the east side of Alfred Street. She feels this will 
Create a hardship for the kids in the neighborhoods because it will 
Cut down on the amount of space they have to play in by reducing 
the size of their yards. She also objects to the large payments she 
would have to make for this public improvement. It amounts to as 
much as a car payment for her family. 


Nancy Tananeca of 5817 Pickardy in Lansing said she is 


appearing here tonight on behalf of her mother, Clare Tananeca of 
3234 Alfred, who is opposed to this public improvement. Curb and 
gutter construction will not solve the problem they are having in this 
neighborhood. They need a storm drain. 


Gary Miller of 3307 Alfred said that he feels he is the cause of this 
public ~orovement project. There is a damaged storm drain under 
his hause that floods his basement every time it rains. This is the 
praplem the city is trying to fix. He is the only person that will benefit 
from this type of public improvement. The damaged storm drain 
could be repaired, or, rerouted as an alternative way to deal with 
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the problem, the curb and gutter construction is not necessary. 


Hal Kierney of 3235 Alfred said he is opposed to this public 
improvement because it will not solve the problem. 


Mini Dahlgren of 3217 Alfred Ave., parcel number, 3301 -06-130- 
131-4, submitted a written statement of opposition to the public 
improvement in front of her property, which, was delivered by her 
neighbor. 


Council President Brockwell said that the Physical Development 
Committee will take up the issue of this public improvement this 
Tuesday at 11:30 A.M. 


Councilmember Novak said that this particular street was selected 
because of a problem with standing water in the back yards in this 
neighborhood. He asked that questions about alternative 
measures to abate the backyard water problem and payment 
_arrangements for people on fixed incomes be taken up in the 
Committee process. Everyone is invited to attend the Committee 
meeting to address these issues. 


Councilmember Benavides said that there seems to be something 
missing from the equation here. Did the neighbors take up a 
petition to initiate this public improvement, he asked, or was this 
initiated by the health department or the public service department. 


Councilmember Lilly said that this public improvement was 
initiated by the Public Service Department to correct a drainage 
problem that exists in the area on Alfred Street.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Margaret Herp of 906 Stanley spoke in support of pre-funding of 
post retirement health care. They started this ordinance 
amendment in 1991 and it still has not be passed. 


Councilmember Benavides said that this issue is still in the Finance 
Department waiting for the actuarial report and financial impact 
statement. 


Councilmember Beal said that pre-funding is being delayed 
_ because they wanted to know what impact the 1992 Early Retirees 
would have on the Employees Retirement System. 


Lloyd Teets spoke in opposition to the Ordinance for Introduction 
On tonight's agenda which would retroactively approve the Early 
Retirement Plan. This is an attempt to have two wrongs make a 
right. The people of this city elected new representatives in order to 
Clean up this mess. The meeting in which the public hearing will be 
held is scheduled to take place in the Lucile Belen Ballroom at the 
Lansing Center. He urged everyone to attend that meeting to 
Oppose the ordinance. He objects to the way transfer of funds 


resolutions are placed on the agenda. They do not give enough 


information and he had to consult the black book to find out that 
one of the transfers would fund the controversial Early Retirees IRS 
415 payments. He is opposed to the payment of these benefits. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that the tax payers of the City are 
considering filing lawsuits against certain Councilmembers in 
Circuit Court. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that Council staff has made 20 
additional copies of the early retirement ordinance for circulation. 


Ed Zimmer of 2609 Gier asked Council to drop the early retirement 
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ordinance now. They need to get the County Prosecutor to look into 


- this issue. This ordinance amendment should be buried right now. 


Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim said that her insurance policy does 
not cover ambulance service fees. Blue Cross/Blue Shield does 
not have ambulance coverage. Medi-care carries it. She is curious 
to know how many other companies do not cover ambulance fees. 
She is also concerned about those people who do not have any 
insurance at all. She suggested that everyone contact their 
insurance agents to see what kind of coverage their policies 
provide for them in relation to ambulance service fees. The citizens 
of the city pay for many recreational activities that they can choose 
not to use if they do not wish to use them, or cannot afford to use 
them, but, you cannot choose not to use ambulance services. Tax 
dollars have paid for the training of emergency services workers 
and for the equipment they use. This is another unfair burden on 
the tax payers of the city. 


William Hubbell of 3001 W. Holmes Rd. said that it is about time that 
commercial establishments joined the residential community in 
recycling. He asked what kinds of recyclable materials commer- 
cial companies will be able to recycle. Councilmember Beal said 


__ that the Committee on Public Services will define the language on 


what materials will and will not be recycled. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the first thing Council has 
to do is to establish whether retirees are entitled to what they are 
going to be given. This issue should be investigated by an authority 
that can determine whether there was a Conspiracy. He opposes 
any move towards legalization of the plan until this has happened. 


Charles Leland of 114 Berry said that the Employees Retirement 
System Board of Trustees has twice approved pre-funding of post 
retirement health care. He feels that the older retirees should be 


_ taken care of first. Some of these people are only drawing $1,500 


per year in pensions. The new retirees do not need the medical 
benefits as much as some of the older retirees do. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope said that he makes less than 
$10,000 per year and gets food stamps to supplement his income. 
If he is off, by even a couple of dollars, on what he reports as 
income to the Department of Social Services, he can be arrested. 
This reminds him of a communist state, where good innocent 
people go to jail, not bad ones. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that Mayor Hollister took good 
positive steps when he repealed the bonus payments to former 


_ Mayor McKane and City Clerk Blair. Now City Council must act on 


the recommendations of the Ethics Board. That Board needs to 
complete their investigation prior to this ordinance being enacted. 


Kathy Langschwager of 1328 Prospect asked for a list of District 
Court employees who retired under the early retirement plan and 
information regarding retirement benefits paid to them. President 
Brockwell asked that she put her request in writing and submit it to 
the City Attorney's Office.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


_ Mayor Hollister reported that the Building Safety Division has 
conducted an inspection of the Days Inn. The locks on the doors 
have been changed and the building has been secured. He 
thanked the community group and Mr. Loveless for bringing this 
matter to his attention. 


He reported taking a tour of the State Historical Center. This is a 
world Class facility that is not being utilized up to its’ potential. It is 
available for use by local residents at no charge. There are tours 
and research facilities available to anyone who asks. He 
encouraged everyone, individuals and community groups alike, to 
utilize this facility. 


He announced that the Director of the Public Service Department, 
Lenora Jadun, has been invited to be one of the major speakers at 
acourse Called “Sustainable Community Development” whichis a 
problem solving approach to recycling on a regional basis. 


He said that he has successfully recruited two graduate students 
to do research work in his office and that today, along with Chief of 
Police Boles, he attended the opening of a new Police Substation at 
821 Holmes Rd. near the intersection of Washington Ave. This 
substation will be staffed 7 days per week from 7:00 A.M. to 10:00 
P.M. it will be user friendly and accessible to the community. 


He thanked Liza Estlund Olson from his office and Dianne Brewer, 
* Capital City Riverfest Manager, and the 1,199 volunteers who 
worked Riverfest for the successful celebration of Capital City 
Riverfest last weekend. They reported that over 300,000 people 
were in attendance at this year s celebration. 


Tomorrow he, along with the City Attorney, will attend a joint 
meeting with officials of CATA to put together the final pieces of the 
Transportation Center. 


He asked that Item X D-6 be pulled from the agenda. The City, he 
said, has already acknowledged that the Early Retirement Program 
was done improperly by resolution and should have been done by 
ordinance. The Ordinance that is on tonight's agenda correctly

excludes payments to elected officials and to those persons in 
excess of IRS 415 limits. The only way to correct the early 
retirement problem is to pass an ordinance to legitimize it. This is 
the best recommendation on how to correct the mistake and keep 
the wrong doers from collecting increased benefits. We have 
asked the Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney to investigate the 
matter, and he has said that he will not do so. It is left to us to correct 
the parts of the retirement program that we can. The lawsuits will go 
forward and the 415 limitations issue is being debated here in 
Council. The real question is about the other 14 people who retired 
and may not have known about the technical issues of the 415 law. 

They are trying to correct the record and fix the improprieties of the 
past.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 1063 OF THE CODE OF 

THE CITY OF LANSING BY AMENDING SECTIONS 1063.03 AND 

1063.04 TO PROVIDE FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE IMPLE- 

MENTATION DATE OF THIS ORDINANCE TO JANUARY 15, 

1995 FOR ON-SITE COLLECTION OF RECYCLABLE MATE- 

RIALS BY OWNERS OF CERTAIN NONRESIDENTIAL SITES OF 
. GENERATION. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Section 1063.03 and 1063.04 of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read 
as follows: 

— 1063.03 MANDATORY RECYCLING; ANTI SCAVENGING: 
SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE 
FROM SOLID WASTE. 
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(a) Commencing November 15, 1991, all persons who are 
Owners, lessees or occupants of a residential site of generation 
shall separate recyclable materials and yard waste from solid 
waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard waste for 
recycling. 

(b) Commencing November 15, 1992, all owners, lessees or 
occupants of multifamily dwellings containing five units or more 
shall separate recyclable materials and yard waste from solid 
waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard waste for 
recycling. Owners of multifamily dwellings containing five units or 
more shall provide the residents at each such property with 
convenient, on-site collection of recyclable materials on or before 
June 1, 1993. Such collection shall be as convenient to tenants or 
residents as are existing solid waste collection services and shall 
consist of at least one of the following: 

(1) Multifamily dwelling owners, or their agents, shall collect 
recyclable materials in containers as convenient as those used for 
the existing solid waste collection system and transport them to a 
facility that accepts materials for the purpose of recycling. Owners 
providing this service for residents of their multifamily dwellings 
must document that they are doing so on a registration form 
developed by the Public Service Department. 

(2) Owners of multifamily dwellings shall contract with a licensed 
waste hauler to provide on-site recycling collection services. 


These services shall consist of recycling collection containers that — 


are as convenient as those used for the existing solid waste 
collection system. The recycling containers shall be available to 
residents at all times except for periods when containers are 
removed for collection. Recycling containers shall be clearly 
labeled and separated in a manner appropriate for delivery to a 
recycling facility. The containers shall be marked “recyclable 
materials onty.” 

(3) Owners of multifamily dwellings shall provide in-house 
storage containers for each residential unit and arrange for a 
weekly curbside recycling collection service provided by a 
licensed waste hauler. However, if the existing solid waste 
collection system provided to the multifamily dwelling is offered on 
a bi-weekly basis, then the curbside recycling service may also be 
provided on a bi-weekly basis. 

Owners shall submit annual documentation of the current 
collection system for each multifamily-dwelling property they own 
ona registration form developed by the Public Service Department. 
The recycling collection system developed by owners to meet the 
requirements of this section shall be approved by the Public 
Service Department based on the receipt and review of the 
required registration form. The Public Service Department may 
promulgate more specific criteria to meet the requirements of this 
section. Such criteria shall be subject to the approval of Council 
prior to implementation. 

It shall be the responsibility of owners of multifamily dwellings to 
adequately inform tenants or residents of the recycling program. 
The required education program, at a minimum, shall include 
written instructions to all parties identifying the materials to be 
recycled, how the materials are to be prepared, how to use the 
on-site collection system, the location of collection containers and 
updates detailing any changes in the program. 

Said owners, or their agents, of multifamily dwellings of five or 
more units who comply with the requirements of this section shall 
not be liable for the noncompliance of occupants of their buildings. 

(c) EXCEPT FOR MULTIFAMILY DWELLINGS CONTAINING 
FIVE OR MORE UNITS WITH RECYCLING COMMENCEMENT 
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DATES ESTABLISHED IN SUBSECTION (B) OF THIS SECTION, it 
shall be the responsibility of the nonresidential sites of generation 
to work in cooperation with waste hauling companies to develop 
methods to recycle corrugated cardboard, yard waste and 
recyclable materials, as defined in Section 1063.02, by or before 
JANUARY 15, 19985. 

(d) The City, at its own expense, shall distribute to each unit of 
residential site of generation, a City approved recycling container. 
The container shall remain the property of the City and shall be 
visibly designated as such. Any replacement or additional 
City-approved recycling container may be purchased at a fee 
determined by Council resolution. 

(e) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any person, other than a 
Public Service Department employee, to collect or pick-up or 
cause to be collected or picked-up from residential sites of 
generation any of the recyclable materials and/or yard wastes 
which have been placed in the right of way. 

(f) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prevent an 
individual from disposing of yard waste on his or her own 
premises as long as the disposal does not create a nuisance or 
hazard to health, and does not emit offensive odors beyond the 
property lines of the site in which the yard waste is located. 

(g) The burning of yard waste on any premises in the City is 
prohibited. 

(h) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to 


. dispose in a landfill any yard waste collected in the City. It shall bea 


.. Vidlation of this chapter for any waste hauler to dispose in a lancfill 


any recyclable materials collected in or from a container 


~ designated for the purpose of recycling. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The following regulations were promulgated by 
the Public Service Department pursuant to Section 1063.03(b) and 
were approved by Council by Resolution 474, passed August 9, 
1993. 

1. Tenant or Resident Payments for Recycling Collection 
Service. 

(a) Any recycling program that causes the tenant or resident to 
pay ona volume basis for recycling collection service is not 


acceptable under the City ordinance. 


Requiring residents to pay a volume-based fee in order to 
participate in a recycling program is not as convenient as 
non-volume based refuse collection service (where the cost is 
included in the monthly rent). 

(b) Bag-based recycling collection service is an acceptable 
system for on-site recycling, provided that tenants or residents are 
not required to purchase bags in order to participate in the 
recyCling program. 

(c) As with other solid waste services, tenants or residents shall 
not be limited to the volume of materials they can recycle at a given 


_ Cost per the requirements set forth in subsection (d) below. 


(d) Owners may not cover the cost of a recycling collection 
program at a multi-family dwelling property, except by one of the 
following: 

(i) Include the cost of the recycling collection service in the rent as 
with landfill-bound solid waste collection and other apartment. 
services; 

(i!) Inform the tenant of the charge for the recycling service at a 
multifamily dwelling property together with the tenant's (per 
household) cost for landfill-bound solid waste collection and 
disposal. 

2. Curbside Recycling Service. 
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(a) Curbside recycling is commonly referred to in the recycling 
industry and in government policies as a service where recycling 
collection is provided to households by using collection bins that 
are placed by the resident along the curb or street directly in front of 
their house or multifamily dwelling unit. 

(b) For the purposes of meeting the requirements of the recycling 
ordinance, a multifamily dwelling recycling system may be 


_ considered as curbside recycling’ ifthe collection point for 


household recycling containers for any multifamily dwelling unit is 
located no further than the curb or parking area in front of the 
building where a given multifamily dwelling unit is located. 


1063.04 SEPARATION AT SOURCE PRIOR TO COLLECTION. 

(a) No owner, occupant or lessee of a residential site of 
generation shall permit the accumulation of solid waste upon the 
premises in a manner which creates a public nuisance. 

(b) Commencing on November 15, 1991, and at all times 
thereafter, no person shail place any solid waste from a residential 
site of generation on any property or in the right of way for 
collection by the Public Service Department unless recyclable 
materials and yard waste have been separated from the solid 
waste prior to collection. 

(c) Commencing on November 15, 1992, and at all times 
thereafter, no owner, lessee or occupant of a multifamily dwelling 
containing five units or more shall place any solid waste on any 
property or in the right of way for collection by a waste hauler 
unless recyclable materials and yard waste have been separated 
from the solid waste prior to collection. 

(d) EXCEPT FOREARLIER RECYCLING COMMENCEMENT 
DATES ESTABLISHED IN SUBSECTION (B) OF SECTION 
1063.03, commencing JANUARY 15, 1995, and at all times 
thereafter, no person shall place any solid waste from a 
nonresidential site of generation on any property or in the right of 
way for collection by.a waste hauler unless recyclable materials, 
yard waste and corrugated cardboard have been separated from 
the solid waste prior to collection. 

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shail not affect the validity of the 
Ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister reported on the condition of two fire fighters who 
were injured last week in a fire at 3214 Jewel Ave. The two suffered 
second degree burns to the head, neck and portions of the face. 
Both are safe and recuperating at home with their families. These 
men put their lives on the line in response to our emergencies, 
illustrating the fact that even the most finely trained individuals can 
be involved in accidents. 


The Mayor introduced Bob Swanson, newly appointed head of the 
Finance Department. Mr. Swanson is the former head of the House 
Taxation Committee and prior to that was Budget Director for the 
Department of Social Services. He will not begin his new post until 
after the first of January 1995, because, his services are required at 
the House Session until then. Mayor Hollister thanked Doug Rubiey 
for the exemplary role he has played in helping him (Hollister) take 
on the formidable job of managing the City's finances. 


Mr. Swanson thanked Mayor Hollister for appointing him to this 
position and said he is delighted to be coming on board with the 
City. City government, he said, is where the excitement is at these 
days. He has lived in and around the City of Lansing for the last 
thirty years and looks forward to working with City Council. 


Mayor Hollister reported attending the ribbon cutting ceremonies 
today for the newest location of the Lansing City Employees Credit 
Union on Lake Lansing Road. He is happy to see this fine 
organization growing. 


He urged the community to participate in the celebration of the 
street name change from Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Ave. this 
Friday, which will include a parade from the Cherry Hill area to the 
Radisson Hotel. 


He announced that the City has received a recreational bond grant 
of over $230,000 from the State Department of Natural Resources 
for the North Point project. Also, the Michigan Recreational and 
Parks Association has selected Lansing to be the location for their 
Conventions in the year 1997, and in the year 2000. We are very 
fortunate to have been selected as the site of these two 
conventions. 


The City of Lansing, he said, has begun enforcement of our new 
drunk driving ordinance. Sunday was the first day of our new 
O.U.I.L. system. 


The Mayor said that tomorrow he will take part in a fund raiser fora 
local charity named “Eat Your Heart Out”. 


The Potter Park Zoo has concluded their contest for the naming of 
the new rhino, he announced the winning name; Rifiki, which is a 
Swahili name, meaning “friend.” 


Councilmember Novak reported that the “Eat Your Heart Out” fund 
raiser will be held at DeLuca’s restaurant on Willow St., at the 
Harrison Road House, and at the Signature Bar and Grill. He hopes 
that the excitement level in the finances of City Government is not 
maintained at the high rate it has been for the last couple of years. 
He reported receiving calls about the Chamber of Commerce 
being moved from the Civic Center into the Scott House, and asked 
that Mayor Hollister address this issue, and that the Administration 
try to minimize the amount of groups that have to make multiple 
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moves. He feels that the least amount of people displaced, the 
better it will be for everyone. 


Mayor Hollister said that the Chamber of Commerce has asked to 
have their relocation from the Civic Center expedited because they 
have not had hot water for the last couple of months, and lately, 
they have been plagued by the additional problem of an infestation 
of rats and mice. Originally they had planned to move only once; 
from the Civic Center to their new permanent headquarters, 
however, because of the lack of maintenance and the degenera- 
tion of the Civic Center building, they now have to discuss a short 
term alternative facility. The Scott House was mentioned as a 
possibility, but it turns out that the Scott House does not have 
adequate square footage for their needs. The quote that appeared 
in the newspaper was incorrect and made by someone who was 
not in attendance at their last meeting. 


Councilmember Benavides said that the groups that are at the 
Scott House right now do not want to move. Someone went over to 
the Scott House and told all of these groups that they were going to 
have to move. These groups are very upset about this, and Mayor 
Hollister can expect another outcry regarding this situation. 


Councilmember Allen suggested that some of the places the South 
Side Community Center Committee looked at might be ideal for the 
Chamber of Commerce relocation. 


Council President Brockwell agreed that this is a good idea. The 
Chamber needs 5,000 to 7,000 square feet for their facility. He 
reported taking his daughter and granddaughter to see Rifiki. 

Councilmember Jones said that the issue of the relocation of the 


Chamber of Commerce has to come back to City Council before a 
final decision is made on it.

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded that he be given a 
five minute speaking time to address his other demands for justice 
for what he describes as the barbaric, inhuman, cold blooded 
crimes committed against him at the Mayor's instructions. Dave 
Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister, said that his office 
has spent many hours with Mr. Bernstein reviewing the issues that 
he has brought with the City through the last several administra- 
tions. Mr. Bernstein, he said, has exhausted every possible 
resource the City has available to resolve his complaints. 


James L. Knot of 1008 R. G. Curtiss Ln. said he is here to alert 
Council to the danger the children who attend Attwood School are 
in. The construction on Washington Ave. has re-routed traffic into 
the residential and school area. Last Friday, a child was hit by a car 
that was trying to avoid the construction on Washington. He 
suggested that some of the Stop signs on Northrup be placed on 
Washington Avenue. The construction has caused a lot of 
problems for this neighborhood. He is handicapped and cannot get 
taxi-cabs to his house which is near Attwood School. What would 
happen if there were an emergency and emergency vehicles could 
not get through? Traffic in this area needs to be slowed down. 


William Hubbell, living on W. Holmes Rd., said that he hopes the 
traffic study of the situation at the Kroger Store on Holmes at the 
end of Washington Ave. is completed soon so that they can get 
traffic devices installed. The City, he said, should stand by their 
decision to re-name Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Ave. 


Darryi Burgess of 1407 Prospect said that Mr. Panetta filed a 
lawsuit on Tuesday, September 6, 1995 regarding the sale of the 
Civic Center. He requested that the Mayor publicly comment on his 
earlier statement that the sale of the Civic Center was legally 
executed. He wants the City Council to give them back their Civic 
Center. - 


Councilmember Allen told Mr. Burgess that the City Attorney 
issued a formal opinion on this matter. She then asked him to 
address the issue again. She has, today, received a letter from the 
City Attorney reaffirming his original opinion that the sale of the 
Civic Arena was legal. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the public has waited, and 
waited and waited for a report from Ingham County Prosecutor 
_ Donald Martin regarding his refusal to convene the Grand Jury for 
the purpose of investigating the controversial City of Lansing Early 
Retirement Program. Mr. Martinissued a report today that says that 
he finds the way the City of Lansing conducts their business to be 
incomprehensible. Some of the citizens of the City already knew 
this. They voted for change last November, and they got it. 
However, there are still problems with the way this Council does 
business. Next week Council will conduct a Public Hearing on an 
Ordinance legitimizing the early retirement scandal. He sees that 
the votes are there to pass this ordinance, and feels that it will give 
the public the perception that the whole mess has been fixed. 


Council President Brockwell objected to Mr. Teets interpretation of 
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Don Martin's report. Mr. Martin, he said, referred to the Administra- 
tion doing business improperly, not the City Council. 


Councilmember Novak announced that copies of Mr. Martin's 
report are available for those that want to read it. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. stated his disappointment over the 
actions of the Ingham County Prosecutor. He does not know what it 
takes to convince some people that the City has been hoodwinked 
and out and out stolen from. This issue will not go away until it has 
been totally investigated, he warned, he will not allow it to go away, 
nor will CCSL allow it to. 


Charles Greenburg of 601 N. Cedar said that many of the senior 
citizens who live in his apartment complex watch the City Council 


_ broadcast. Mr. Teets, he said, is the star of the show. He does not 
like what is going on in this city, and the way some members of the 


public talk about elected officials who are chosen by a majority of 
the electorate. He would like to belong to CBL, but, there are three 
individuals in that group that prevent him from joining. The elected 
Officials of this city deserve the respect of the citizens they were 
elected by. He objects to the language used by Mr. Bernstein when 
he accuses City Officials of being “jew haters.” He, himself, is 
jewish and is insulted by Mr. Bernstein's actions. 


Elizabeth Boyd of 3035 Westchester Rd., on behalf of the Lansing 
Convention/Exhibition Authority, invited everyone to the Grand 
Opening of the newly renovated Lansing Center next Monday and 
Tuesday. Monday they will host the Lansing City Council meeting 
and Tuesday at 12:00 Noon they will hold the ribbon cutting. She 
issued an open invitation to everyone to come down and 
participate. There will be refreshments and tours available. 
Additionally, the Grand Opening is being held in conjunction with 
the Chamber of Commerce Trade Fair and there will be a variety of 
Lansing area businesses and services displayed inside the Center, 
as well as a reception in the Belen Ballroom, which will include 
dancing. Everyone is invited to come down and join them. 


Councilmember Beal thanked Ms. Boyd forthe festivities the 
Authority has planned, but, she said, she will not be able to attend 
the reception planned for Tuesday. She assumes that there are a 
lot of citizens who, like her, have a busy social schedule who 
Cannot free the time up to attend a celebration on Tuesday during 
the day. She asked when the party will be held for those people who 
have responsibilities and obligations that preclude their attend- 
ance at Tuesday's festivities. When, she said, is the real party going 
to be. 


Ms. Boyd said that there is never a perfect time for a celebration. 
Any time that they chose would have conflicted with the schedules 
of a number of peopie. 


Councilmember Beal responded that there a lot of people in 
Lansing that do not have busy social agendas and would be happy 
to be invited to a party at the Lansing Center. She would appreciate 
it if the Convention/Exhibition Authority would look at their 
calendar to find a date when the citizens of the City of Lansing, who 
paid for the building of this facility, can come and enjoy it. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that the issues surrounding the Early 
Retirement investigation are so large and so mind boggling that it 
Should not have taken so long to get to this juncture. 


Lenora Jadun, Director of the Public Service Department 
addressed the issue of the traffic problem around Attwood School. 
Atraffic study is under way in that area. Stop signs, she said, are not 
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always the answer to a problem. They can create more problems 
than they solve. The answer to this problem could be speed limit 
changes. 


Councilmember Novak said that the signage at the intersection of 
N. Seymour and Grand River is very confusing and he would like 
information about when the fourth stop sign will be installed.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked for the aggregate amount of the 
Service Charge in Lieu of Taxes and tax abatements the City has 
approved to date. He wants to know how much these cost the City. 
The public, he said, has the right to know how much money is being 
discussed here. This idea might look fine on a case by case basis, 
but, it is time for us to find out what the financial impact to the City is 
of the combined costof all tax abatements and service charges in 
lieu of taxes.

She stated her 
Opposition to this amendment. 


Kathy Langschwager of 1328 Prospect read an article from the 
State Journal regarding the Earty Retirement Plan and stated her 
Opposition to this amendment. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. read from a speech he made at a 
previous City Council meeting. He stated his opposition to this 
amendment. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate called the Early Retirement 
Program ‘disgusting’ and urged Council not to adopt this 
ordinance until after a full investigation has been conducted by the 
Board of Ethics with the use of subpoena power. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. stated her opposition to this 
amendment. She read from an article that appeared in the State 
Journa! regarding the earty retirement situation. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. compared the passage of the early 
retirement ordinance to a “shotgun wedding”, and described it as a 


_ Marriage between the prince of darkness and the princess of 


enlightenment. He is opposed to the passage-ef this amendment. 


Mary Prince of 2116 Ferroll noted that retirement benefits have 
been paid out on this plan for 1% years. Where, she asked, are 
these monies being paid from and how long will the fund that pays 
them last. Vice President Lilly said that these monies are paid out of 
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the General Employees Retirement System fund. Ms. Prince asked 
if the passage of this ordinance can be delayed. City Attorney 
Smiertka said that without passage of the ordinance ratifying the 
early retirement plan, the Retirement Board Trustees are at risk. 
They are paying benefits without authorization by ordinance. This 
Board is made up of volunteer citizen members acting on behalt of 
the City. Teamster agreements supersede ordinances and 
charters and the potential for successful litigation by the City is 
Slim. itis, in his best judgement, important that this amendment be 
passed. 


Paul Scott of 412 Kilborn, speaking on behalf of CBL, read a letter 
from them on tonight's agenda in opposition to the passage of this 
amendment. They urge Councilto ratify the memorandum of 
understanding for Teamster Local 580 members, but, leave 
everyone else out of it. There should be more emphasis placed on 
legitimizing the previous administration's reorganization plan 
which was done by resolution and should have been done by 
ordinance. This Council has the opportunity and duty to codify that 
ordinance more quickly than they do the codification and 
legitimization of the early retirement plan. 


Rita Pontz of 3007 Westwood, Chairperson of the General 
Employees Retirement System Board, said that the Board supports 
this amendment and requested Council's affirmative vote on its’ 


passage. 


Russell Terry of 121 €. Mt. Hope said that the ratification of the | 


memorandum of understanding with Teamster Local 580 through 
the use of Resolution #20! tells him that they have management in 
City Hall that gets together with union representation to negotiate 
contracts with the union without talking to the people of the city who 
will be paying the bill. His education could be utilized in situations 
_ like this. He feels this contract was illegally negotiated and should 
be done away with. 


Michael J. Panetta of 719 N. Magnolia, a lifelong resident of this 
community, said that he is here to urge Councilmembers to vote 
this down. Passage of this ordinance would not justify the wrongful 
payments being paid to retirees for the past two years, which is a 
direct violation of the Charter. Contrary to statements made here 
tonight, collective bargaining agreements do not take precedence 
over state, federal, and local laws. The residents of the City will not 
stand by and watch their mandates be violated. It is not proper, he 
said, for Councilmember Benavides to vote on, or, sponsor this 
ordinance, because he stands to realize a direct benefit from it. The 
same is true of Councilmembers Brockwell, Beal, and Canady. All 
of these Councilmembers have an interest in seeing this ordinance 
passed, because, it would be construed as legitimizing their 
involvement in the passage of the early retirement rosolution. 


John Mertz, 330 N. Clemens, Chairman of the Board of Ethics, 
quoted the City Charter, Section 5-505.3, which says that no 
elected officer, appointed official, or employee of the city, can vote 
on a matter when a conflict of interest exists. He believes that the 
entire cabinet of the previous administration is suspect under this 
provision. Ethics Board Opinion #20 indicates that the Board feels 
that there were employees who knew the scope of this plan. The 
fact that so many high level employees did take the buy out, 
including the City Clerk, should tell them that this plan was so rich 
that they could not resist it. This was the richest early retirement 
plan in the State, and possibly, the most expensive plan in the State. 
The Ethics Board has asked for the appointment of a Lansing 
Police Officer to complete this investigation. 
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Councilmember Beal said that she does not feel there is any 
benefit in postponing the passage of this amendment. The 
Outcome is going to be the same eventually, however, she does not 
have any problem with holding off until the investigation has been 
completed, either. 


Dick Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. asked how the city's ability to 
prosecute potential / probable violations of the Code of Ordinances 
and the Charter would be affected, if this ordinance is passed prior 
to the completion of the investigation. City Attorney Smiertka said 
that, if the subject were criminal violations, they would stand on 
their own footing and be effective. If you adopt an ordinance for the 
plan, and then find out that someone was unjustly rich because ofa 
breach of fiduciary duty, the City would still have sound footing for 


their prosecution. Mr. Collins asked City Attorney Smiertka if there 


is any reason that the ordinance has to be passed now. City 
Attorney Smiertka said that Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney 
Donald Martin told Council last week that the Board of Trustees of 
the General Employees Retirement System do not have the 
authority to pay out the funds of the Retirement System without an 
ordinance and that it would be within this Board's rights to refuse to 
do so. Mr. Collins repeated his question, is there any reason that it 
cannot be put off until the investigation is completed? City Attorney 
Smiertka said that that decision must be made by Council. 


Billy Mendenhall, Secretary-Treasurer of Teamster Local 580, said 
that he negotiated this contract with the City for Teamster 
members. He realizes that there was a tie-bar with some exempt 
employees. He stated in that meeting that he did not want anything 
passed that gave more benefits to anyone than the benefits that 
would be paid to his teamster employees. When they negotiated 
this he made it clear that the limits of IRS 415 must be adhered to. 
He is the one that had the five year incentive added to entice 
people to retire. He has negotiated exactly this kind of contract all 
over the State and all over the country. They are all done by 
resolution because they are not permanent and for all employees. 
This was a collectively bargained agreement and cannot be taken 


away from teamster employees. He has heard the statements to 
the effect that Labor Director Richard Putney was opposed to this 


plan. That is not the case. The only thing that Mr. Putney ever 
objected to was that Jan Lazar and her cohorts would be eligible to 
take the early retirement. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine read a resolution adopted by CCSL. He is 
opposed to the passage of this amendment, because, if the plan is 
eventually found to be illegal, the City will have to go out and get all 
this money back. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis displayed a stack of material he 
has collected since the inception of the earty retirement issue. The 
early retirement scandal, he said, would not have come about if 
Lou Adado had been alive. He called on Council to ask the two law 
firms involved in defending the City against the lawsuit brought by 
CSL to refund the money paid to them. He called for a written 
apology to the people who spoke against the early retirement 
resolution on April 13, 1992, and to; Councilmember Beal, the 
Ethics Board, Marilynn Slade, himself-Harold Leeman, Lloyd 
Teets, Camille Abood and to Heather Mertz. 


Charles Greenburg of 601 N. Cedar asked why, if this is such an 
important issue, are these 68 people the only ones here? Where 
are the rest of the people who are so opposed to the early 
retirement. 
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Councilmember Novak said there are two different groups to be 
considered here. The Retirement Board, who is authorizing 
payments to be made this month and every month, that are illegal 
and in violation of the City Charter. Everyone here tonight is urging 
them to allow this situation to continue just a little bit longer. If they 
do that, they will be allowing and encouraging the individuals who 
sit on the General Employees Retirement System Board to 
continue to break the law for the next several months by making 
these payments. If they do not wait, and pass the ordinance 
~ legalizing the payment of the benefits and the investigation gives 
them a basis for the prosecution of individuals, will the passage of 
the amendment prevent them from going after those individuals, at 
a future point in time, who might have had involvement of a criminal 
nature in this situation. 


-City Attorney Smiertka said that contract law, with regard to 
pensions, is difficult. Constitutional law on pensions does not allow 
for 100% guarantee, because, pensions are constitutionally 
protected. 


Councilmember Allen said she will not vote for this ordinance until 
after a full investigation has been completed. 


Vice President Lilly said that passage of this ordinance will be 
debated at the Committee of the Whole level this Thursday. He 
recessed this session of City Council at 8:50 P.M. and reconvened 
the meeting at 9:00 P.M.

% cannot save the money that the Early Retirement Program was 
written to save, if we keep adding positions. He supports the 
recommendations of the Mayor's Advisory Committee on Naming 
Public Areas and the creation of a Memorial Review Board. This 
will stop divisiveness in the community and give people a process 
to be followed. 


Gladys Beckwith of 425 S. Jenison, Chair of the Mayor's Advisory 
Committee on Naming Public Areas, thanked Mr. Teets for his 
favorable remarks. She expressed her appreciation to the 
committee members, who did a lot of hard work on this issue. She 
Outlined the recommendations of the Committee and the request 
for creation of the Memorial Advisory Board. 


Councilmember Allen thanked Mrs. Beckwith for the skill she used 
in guiding this Committee through to its’ conclusion. 


William Hubbell of 1827% W. Holmes Rd., a member of the Mayor’s 
Advisory Committee on Naming Public Areas, said there are many 
things that can be utilized when commemorating someone.

Mayor Hollister said that at an important meeting of the Economic 
Development Corporation Board of Trustees they took several 
actions that are important to the City. They identified three 
investment areas; Oid Town in North Lansing, Washington Mall, 
and the Michigan Ave. strip. As part of that, they authorized up to 
$300,000 in loans to Elbinger Photo Studio in E. Lansing, who will 
be leasing/ with option the old Five and Dime on N. Grand River. 
They created a new business financing assistance program for 
small business for loans of up to $300,000 for businesses in 
targeted areas. They will bring their program to the Committee of 
the Whole this Thursday. Sparrow Hospital will also be attending to 
update Council on their development program. Lansing Commun- 
ity College will have representatives on hand. 


The Mayor announced that he, along with Planning Director 
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Dennis Sykes, will make a presentation to Committee of the Whole 
regarding the MUCC project so that they can see the entire plan 
and how it all fits together. 


He reported receiving notice last Friday that the City’s original 
Community Policing Officer, Don Christy, has received a $50,000 
planning grant to write proposals for comprehensive medical 
programs. 


He accompanied the Historical Association on their tour of 
Downtown Churches yesterday. It was a wonderful tour. The Ku 
Klux Klan has announced their intention of returning to the City on 
October 22, 1994. He has notified the Human Relations Department 
so that they can form a response. 


Mayor Hollister congratulated the Lansing Area United Way on the 
kick-off of their campaign. 


He thanked the Lansing Center and Fine Host Corporation for 
hosting tonight's meeting and for providing a prelude to the Grand 
Re-opening of the newly renovated Lansing Center tomorrow. This 
building is now a showcase for the City of Lansing. Outside the 
doors of the Lucile Belen Ballroom, the Center has allowed him to 
place another showcase, a showcase of gifts he has received from 
our Sister Cities. 


He thanked the people on the street naming committee. An 
enormous amount of work went into their recommendations. 
Memorials do not have to be streets, they can be gardens, or, 
statues. Any number of other things can be used to memorialize an 
individual. 


Councilmember Novak commended Mayor Hollister’s Administra- 
tion for the change of size and scope in the projects the Economic 
Development Corporation works with. They are beginning to work 
with small business loans. He asked Mayor Hollister when the 
remaining stop signs would be installed on Grand River and 
Seymour. He asked the Administration to check into a traffic 
problem on N. Martin Luther King Blvd. and Oakland. The average 
speed of cars is too high there, particularty, during rush hours.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
hereby approves the processes, procedures, guidelines and 
principles (attached) recommended by The Mayor's Committee on 
Naming Public Areas; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Mayor and City Attorney are 
hereby requested to draft an ordinance for Council consideration 
that would create a new citizen board called the Memorial Review 
Board, and to give the board its charge.

Process for Naming Public Areas 


1. To initiate a memorial by naming a public area, making a 
_ dedication or changing a name, request guidelines and application 
from the city clerk. Guidelines shall include a broad range of types 
of memorials or dedications such as suggested in the attached 
guidelines. 


2. Make an application for a name or name change. The 
application shall seek information on: 

a) what name is proposed, 

b) why the name is proposed (what is the rationale for the 
memorial), 

C) what site is proposed for this naming, 

d) does the site currently have a name, 

e) does the city have jurisdiction over the street or site, 

f) approximately how many residences and businesses are 
affected by the name change, 

Q) what support is there in the community for this memorialization, 

h) do you have any ideas on what this project will cost and how it 
will be funded? 


If you can’t answer these questions, please seek staff assistance. 
3. Present the application to the city clerk. 


4. The clerk will refer the application to a review board -called the 
Memorial Review Board-which will be a citizen board appointed by 
the mayor pursuant to the procedures for appointing citizen 
committees. 


5. The citizen board will discuss the appropriate procedures with 
the individual or group which has made the application and make a 
recommendation on how to proceed. 


6. The applicant will follow the appropriate procedures. 


7. For changing major street names, a petition will be required, 
approved by the city clerk and signed by 3% of the city's registered 
voters. For changing residential street names, a petition will be

required by the city clerk and signed by 1% of the city's registered 
voters. 


Also the applicant is required to notify residents and businesses 
onthe affected street of the application and the process for naming 
changing. (See attached explanation of the procedures for 
notifying residents and businesses. ) 


8. Once the petition has been approved by the city clerk, the 
proposal shall be referred to the Memorial Review Board. 


9. The Memorial Review Board will review all proposals, including 
completing an economic impact statement on a name change 
proposal. The economic impact statement shall include an 
analysis of the probable economic impact of the name change, 
including the probable cost of changing street signs and various 
expenses to businesses at the site. 


The Board will make a recommendation and pass its recommen- 
dation onto the City Council within 90 days of receiving the 
application. 


The Memorial Review Board will take into consideration input 
from the public and the principles for name changing resolved by 
the City Council. The Review Board may utilize city staff as a 
resource in determining the economic impact of the proposal and 
providing information on other issues. 


10. The Memorial Review Board shall refer the application to 
Council who shall refer it to the appropriate committee. 


11. The Council will hold a public hearing on the proposal. All 
affected parties will be notified by the Department of Planning and 
Development of the proposed hearing within 30 working days prior 
to the hearing. 


12. After referral by the standing committee, the Committee of the 
Whole will make a recommendation in the form of a resolution or 
ordinance which shall be referred to Council. In those cases in 
which aname has been established by ordinance, the name 
change shall be changed by ordinance. In other cases, the change 
shall be made by resolution. 


13. Council shall hold a vote on the resolution or ordinance. It is 
recommended that the Council complete its action on the proposal 
within 90 days of the Board's recommendation to the Council. If the 
Council takes no action on the proposal within 90 days, it is 
assumed that the proposal as it has come from the Memorial 
Review Board will be adopted. 


14. Once the name change is approved, the actual change on the 
street signs and other public signs shall be made 90 days after the 
change has been passed by Council. 


Procedures for Notifying Resident and Businesses of 
a Proposed Name Change 
In order to provide current and accurate information to residents 


and businesses on a street whose name might be changed and to 
enable them to participate fully in the process, the applicant is 


— responsible for notifying residents and businesses on that street 


that an application has been submitted to make the street name 
change. As part of the notification process, the applicant shall 
make every effort to present to the residents and businesses a 
flier—prepared by the Clerk's office—which explains the City's 
process for changing street names. 


In addition, the applicant must have the occupant of a residence 
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or business sign a statement—which will also be prepared by the 
City Clerk's office—that indicates that they have received the flier. 
If the occupant is not available or chooses not to sign the 
Statement, the applicant should list the address on the statement 
and indicate that the occupant was not available or chose not to 
sign the statement. 


A resident or business may, aS an alternative to signing the 
Notification sheet, sign the petition which the applicant must also 
submit. Obviously, if residents and businesses on a street whose 
name may be changed sign the petition and support the name 
change, support from the City Council for the name change will be 
that much easier to achieve. 


Guidelines for Memorial Review Board on Name Changes 
_ 1. In its deliberations, the Memorial Review Board shall 


a. help the applicant complete the application; 

b. consider ail view points in the proposal before it; 

Cc. notify affected persons of the process; 

d. respect history while encouraging openness in meeting new 
needs and expectations in the community; 

e. provide a balanced report to the Council, including the pros and 
cons of the proposal. 


2. The Memoria! Review Board should answer the following 
questions in its review: 


a. what is the justification for paying tribute to the person or 
organization that the applicant wants to memorialize, 

b. what should be named as a fitting tribute—if the Board's 
recommendation is different from the applicant's request, the 
applicant's proposal should still be referenced in the Board's report 
to Council, 

c. whom does the change affect—what is the economic impact 
and what is the social and personal impact on the affected parties? 


One of the principles which the Board should observe is to 
respect people's sense of place, history and identity while 
balancing the desire of persons and groups in the community who 
may not have recognition for their community, leaders and history. 


_ The sense of the Mayor's Committee on Naming Public Places 
(the committee making these recommendations) is to acknow- 
ledge that traditional sense of place, history and identity has not 
included the diversity that contributed significantly to building 
Lansing. The inclusion of these groups may result in uncomfort- 
able change. But this uncomfortable change should not impact on 
our desire to achieve diversity in the community. 


3. The Memorial Review Board does not have to approve or reject 
an application. It is a facilitating Board; it assists the applicant in 
finding a means of honoring or memorializing the person or group 
the applicant brings to the Board. 


4. The Memorial Review Board can, to achieve its role as 
facilitator and to encourage dialogue on the proposal, hold public 
hearings, conduct focus groups, discussions, surveys or pursue 
other means of identifying needs and concerns, of gathering 
information and of building consensus. 


5. The Board can make referrals to other boards or committees as 
appropriate and when those boards or committees have previously 
established criteria and processes for making name changes or 
establishing names. (One such example is the Park Board which 
has a process for naming city parks.) 
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_ Principles for Naming Public Areas 
1. A name is for identification, to avoid confusion. 
2. The city may name things under its authority. 


3. Naming processes should be consistent for naming streets, 
parks, bridges, etc. 


4. The diversity of the community should be reflected without loss 
of pride and place. 


5. Naming is easier than renaming. 


6. Part of the review process for a name change will include an 
economic impact statement. 


7. The naming and re-naming process for places and things 
should be inclusive. It should encourage community (citizen 
and business) participation.

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded that he be given a 
five minute speaking period. He made demands for reparation for 
the crimes committed against him because he is a jew. He 
accused Mayor Hollister of obstructing justice. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that it is amazing what 
$33,000,000 will do for a $17,000,000 facility. He hopes the 
Lansing Center is successful. If it is not, he has heard that Heart of 
the City is interested in it. 


Tony Loveless, President of the Capital Area Rainbow Alert, 
reminded Council of his appearance before them three weeks ago 
when he brought before them issues of concern about the Capital 
Park Hotel, Reutter Park, and the Kalamazoo/Pine St. area. One 
hour after leaving the Council meeting he was threatened by 
someone Carrying a gun. Last night he was threatened again. He 
called the Police and filed a complaint, but, he later found out that 
the Officer had never filed his report. At his first appearance he 
invited Councilmembers to go on patrol with his group. He has not 
gotten any response on his calls to invite them to join his group. He 
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reissued his invitation for Councilmembers to join his group on 
patrol to see what is happening in the city within 5 blocks of the 
Capitol. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said he thought there was a 
Charter provision that protects City Employees while they are 
engaged in the lawtul performance of their duties. He announced 
that he will run for Councilmember Canady’'s seat next year. Alex 
Bolt, he said, is no longer a representative of CCSL, his 
membership has been suspended. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow said that his neighborhood 
has a new neighborhood watch program. The Northwest 
Neighborhood Alliance. They are concentrating on crime in their 
neighborhood and on traffic problems. They are currently involved 
in trying to get a Community Policing Officer. They are also inneed 
of playground equipment and will sponsor a potluck dinner soon to 
raise funds. They are asking that stop signs be installed at the 
intersections of Linwood and Theodore and Linwood and Green. 


Ed Zimmer of 2609 Gier said that now that the Lansing Center 
renovation has been completed, the Commencement Exercises of 
Lansing Public Schools should be brought back into the Lansing 
Center instead of being held at the Breslin Center in E. Lansing. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that everyone knows that 
Mayor McKane and others were not members of the Teamsters. 
He thinks someone was being paid to give them extra money to get 
them out. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborr: said that there will be a meeting of the 
North Lansing Community Safety Coalition tomorrow at the Cristo 
Rey Community Center. On Saturday there will be a meeting of the 
North Lansing Family Forum. He asked that the Administration take 
some action against the Greater Lansing Convention/ Exhibition 
Authority to fine them for the condition of the tall grass and weeds 
surrounding the Civic Center. This is still a City owned facility and 
needs to be maintained as such. He said that he witnessed the theft 
of a car in the Logan Center today. He wants the thief to be aware 
that he gave a description of him, and his girlfriend, and the street 
they turned onto to the Police Department.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of an Ordinance to Add a New Chapter, Chapter 
207, Sections 207.01 through 207.10, Cost Recovery Service Fees 
for Ambulance Services in Connection with the Operation and 
Maintenance of an Emergency Medical Services System 


Assistant Fire Chief Jackson, together with Abdul Hameed, Ken 
Sailor and Connie Moran of the Lansing Fire Department 
presented the Lansing EMS Program. This is a membership 
program available only to Lansing residents at a charge of $35.00 
per household annually. Members of the program are eligible to 
receive emergency medical services without paying the fee for 
them. Eighteen percent of Lansing’s population is uninsured and 
this will allow them to access emergency medical services without 


being responsible for the $400.00 fee. Emergency services will not 
be denied to anyone, however, this is a way for people who are 
uninsured, or whose insurance policies do not cover this expense, 
or further for those people whose insurance policies cover only a 
portion of the expense, to become eligible to receive services 
without accruing the debt of the service fee. The rising cost of 
equipment, training, and fiscal reductions have forced the City to 
implement an ambulance service fee. They have developed this 
program in order to maintain the level of emergency medical 
services provided to the residents. Open enroliment into the 
program will be held from October 15, 1994 until January 15, 1995. 
Another enrollment program will begin on June 1, 1995 and run 
until July 1, 1995. 


Councilmember Allen asked if members of the program would be 
notified of the re-enrollment period. Mr. Hameed responded 
affirmatively. 


_ Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim said that she was here two weeks 


ago speaking in opposition to the creation of an ambulance service 
fee. Since that time, she has read this plan, and it sounds like a 
good one. She is still opposed, however, to city residents who have 
lost so many of their programs being forced to pay even a small 
yearly fee that they cannot afford. There are many people who will 
run up bills for ambulance services that they do not have any 
intention of paying. And still others, who will not call ambulances 
because they know they do not have the money to pay. The 
ambulance service fees and membership rate will continue to rise, 
she predicted, and at the same time insurance premiums will go up. 
She does not want to see a situation where income from these fees 
becomes a motivation for cutting the fire department budget and 
she asked for assurances that this will not happen. She also 
requested assurances that the $35.00 membership fee will cover 
all the costs of ambulance services, even if you do not have 
insurance. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that this city has suffered an 
erosion of services, and yet, taxes have not gone down. The only 
thing that has gone down is the service level. Lansing is trying to 
turn around the population loss it has suffered over the course of 
the last two censuses, but, they are going about it the wrong way. 
People choose where they live based on a number of different 
criteria and one of them is available services. When this fee was 
initially proposed several years ago, it was proposed as a charge 
only to those people who have insurance coverage. All others who 
did not have insurance and could not afford to pay would be 
provided coverage for free. Under the new pian, the resident will be 
responsible for the fee whether they can afford to pay, or not. This 
City should be able to provide basic services to the residents. The 
next thing you know, the City will propose a fee for street plowing. 
He blamed the need for increases in fees on the earty retirement 
plan and suggested that the City reduce its’ subsidies to facilities 
like the Lansing Center in order to balance the budget. He said he 
would have supported an ordinance that was written the way that it 
was Originally proposed. The City should be cutting fat from its’ 
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budget and cutting some of the grandiose plans of the previous 
Council, rather than implementing programs to charge poor people 
fees that they cannot afford to pay. 


Russell Terry of 121 €. Mt. Hope said that most people who are 
uninsured are uninsured because they do not make enough 
money. This fee, he predicted, will go up year after year. It could 
even exceed the ambulance service fee itself. One way for the City 
to increase their revenues is to collect delinquent traffic and 
parking tickets. 


Bill Longbeck of 225 E. Jolly Rd. asked that the term ‘household’ be 
defined. Chief Jackson defined a resident of the ‘household’ as any 
person who lives at your address and is registered on your 
application. 


Mr. Wiener said that the purpose of a public hearing is to accept 
public comments on proposed actions. They have been discuss- 
ing this particular ordinance since last March. The primary goal of 
the EMS Program is to provide access to emergency medical 
services. Most people who are covered by insurance policies are 
covered for ambulance services. The reason for the membership 
program is to protect those people who do not have insurance. 
During the budget process, they set aside money to provide 
ambulance services for indigent people. Those funds are still 
available through the Human Relations and Community Services 
Department. He reminded everyone that the reason for the Lansing 
Fire and EMS Program is to make sure that the City's ambulance 
service is continued and to make sure that no one is denied 
services. Costs of providing services keep going up and taxes do 
not go up proportionately. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect noted that tonight is the last 
Council meeting prior to the sale of the Civic Center. He read the 
letter, appearing under Communications and Petitions as item VIII 
F., questioning the legality of the sale of the Civic Center. He 
demanded to know where the Veterans Council will end up, and 
asked “where are the Councilmembers that we thought were going 
to help us?” 


Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, Co-Chair of the Lansing Equal 
Rights Task Force, said that they have been meeting with the City’s 
administration through the course of the last three Mayors to 
develop an ordinance that prohibits discrimination on any basis. 
Discrimination is wrong and it deteriorates the quality of life in our 
society. The proposed ordinance will prohibit such discrimination. 
He thanked Councilmembers Novak, Brockwell, and Allen for their 
collaboration on this ordinance, which will give protection to those 
whose civil rights have been ignored. 
Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre said that City Council held a Public 
Hearing on February 18, 1991 on the sale of the Civic Center. On 
March 18, 1991 the Mayor recommended the sale of the Civic 
Arena to the Heart of the City, Incorporated. All of the discussions 
~ and sale contracts were done using the name of the Civic Arena. 
There is no such building. The only legal name of the facility is the 
Civic Center and the agreement for the sale of the Civic Arena 
does not apply to the Civic Center. Council, she said, agreed to the 
- Sale of a non-existent building. 


David LeMable of 223 S. Clemens said that he wants Council to 
prove to him that the public will be protected under the terms of the 
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Civil Rights Ordinance. 


Alex Bolt of 2330 Reo Rd. spoke in opposition to anything that 
Offers special treatment to any one class of citizens. He believes in 
equal treatment for all citizens. He demanded that the sale of the 
Civic Arena be done correctly. His group is not affected by the 
City's threats to counter-sue them. Today he and Mike Panetta 
launched a suit in Circuit Court, he said. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. stated his opposition to the agreement 
for the sale of the Civic Center and his support for the resolution 
approving the continuation of the Ethics Board investigation into 
the Early Retirement Program. This is the least costly way of getting 
to the bottom of it. The citizens in the City of Lansing have full faith 
and trust in the Board. Further, the City has already asked the State 
Attorney General, the State Police and the County Prosecutor to 
investigate the plan and they have all refused. 


A.L. Monk of 915 N. Capitol, a member of the V.F.W., said that he 
served in the U.S. Navy in the war with China. He read from the 
contract with William K. Prudden for the Civic Center land. There is 
a provision in that contract that has not been met. It calls for any 
potential sale to be put to a vote of the people of Lansing. He does 
not believe that this issue was ever placed on a ballot. If this 
Council, wants to rebuild the trust and confidence of the people of 
the City, he said, they should start here tonight. 


George Warren of 333 S. Washington spoke in support of the 
Human Rights Ordinance that is on tonight's agenda for 
introduction. They are asking for basic human rights protection. 
They are an important segment of this community. They are not 
asking for special protection, they are asking for basic protection of 
their rights, the same protection that is afforded to the people of 
color in this community. 


Susan Trail of 1811 Bailey spoke in support of the Civil Rights 
Ordinance. They are not asking for special protection, they are 
asking for equal rights. She stated that she is a lesbian and that she 
has been evicted from her home because of it. She does not want 
to face a constant threat to her employment because of her sexual 
preference, she said. 


Andrew Farmer of 610 Todd Ave. said that he is the President of 
Quaker. They support the equal rights ordinance. Their organiza- 
tion denounces discrimination against gay men and lesbians in the 
areas of housing and employment and urge Council to pass this 
ordinance to provide protection against these forms of discrimina- 
tion in the Lansing area. 


Harold Leeman of §29 N. Francis noted the time, and said that the 
Ethics Board investigation must be expedited, or, the statue of 
limitations on prosecution will expire. Regarding the Civic Center 
issue; Eyde and Ferguson will get the property this Saturday and 
they want a $148,000 reduction in the price because of the lack of 
maintenance of the building over the last three years. Watching the 
debate on this issue at Committee of the Whole prior to the Council 
meeting tonight was like watching sausage being made. He wants 
this item pulled from tonight's agenda. 


Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim told Councilmember Allen that the 
installation of a traffic light at the intersection of Aurelius Rd. and 
Miller Rd. was approved by City Council last year. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke in support of the 
continuation of the investigation by the Ethics Board of the Early 
Retirement program. The people of the City of Lansing deserve to 
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be given a vote on whether or not the Civic Center should be sold. 


Cheryl VanDekerkhoue of 303 S. Holmes said she has worked with 

the Civil Rights Task Force. She was surprised when she learned 
that the City of Lansing did not have a comprehensive civil rights 
ordinance. She credited the Unity Coalition, that was formed as a 
result of the KKK rally, for a lot of good changes in the City.

Board of Ethics be provided with the necessary appropriation and 
authority to continue and complete its investigation; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BEIT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council hereby requests the Board of Ethics to continue its 
investigation into possible improprieties associated with the 1992 
Early Retirement Plan; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City Council hereby 
authorizes the following actions in connection with the Board of 
Ethics Investigation: 


1. The Board of Ethics may employ, or engage the services of, law 
enforcement investigators to assist the Board with its investigation. 


2. The Internal Auditor is authorized and dlirected to hire an 
additional internal audit staff person who shall devote 50% of 
his/her scheduled work time to assist the Ethics Board with its 
investigation. 


3. The Mayor is hereby requested to assist the Board of Ethics by 
providing the Board with suflicient and secure office space for the 
files and records of the investigation which shall be accessible only 
to the Board of Ethics and its appointed investigators and 
employed attorney. 


4. The Board of Ethics, under the Authority of the City Council, 
shall have the authority to make inquiries of City officers and 
employees, including City Council staff, in connection with the 
Early Retirement Investigation and receive specific information in 
response; the Board shall have access to records and files of all 
City Departments, including City Council, as required by the 
investigation. 


5. The Board of Ethics is authorized to access information and 
documents from law firms hired by the City in defense of law suits 


~ filed by Plaintiffs in connection with the Early Retirement Plan. 


6. The sum of $50,000.00 shall be appropriated for the Board of 
Ethics’ purposes in conducting its 1992 Early Retirement 
Investigation which shall include all necessary administrative 
expenses of the investigation. By way of example only, and not for 
purposes of exclusion, such administrative expenses may consist 
of court stenographic services; investigator expenses, City Clerk's 
office staff overtime, supplies and attorney fees. All applicable City 
purchasing and budget monitoring policies shail be followed. 


7. The Board is authorized to retain the services of an attorney to 
assist it in its investigation efforts. The attorney retained shall be

COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mr. Wiener to check into the situation 
with the Tentative Preliminary Plat Approval for Lancen Village that 
was referred to the Physical Development Committee under 
Letters from the Mayor. His information shows that this referral was 
made back in July and that Council approved the Tentative 
Preliminary Plat Approval in August. He inquired into the operation 
of the Stepping Stones Alternative Housing Project. They have 
issued invitations to Councilmembers to their grand opening, 
however, their Special Land Use Permit allowing them to operate 
the Day Care Facility has never been issued. He is concerned that 
they not begin this operation without the proper permits. 


Councilmember Jones confirmed this weeks meeting of the 
General Services Committee meeting on Wednesday at 4:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Beal confirmed this week's meeting of the Public 
Services Committee on Tuesday at 4:15 P.M. They will be 
reviewing their budget policies for next year. 


Councilmember Allen confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Public Safety Committee this week. They meet at 1:30 P.M. 
on Wednesday. She also confirmed this weeks meeting of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on the South Side Community Center. 


Councilmember Benavides asked for an update regarding a 
request he made about speeding cars and potholes on Heathgate. 


Councilmember Novak confirmed this week's meeting of the 
Economic Development Committee this Wednesday at 8:00 A.M. 


_ They will take up budget policies and bond issuance for the MUCC 


building. This is the third week in a row that he has raised the issue 
of the installation of stop signs on the corner of Seymour and Grand 


River Avenue. He would like the status of the installation of the last 


two traffic signs. 
PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein demanded that he be given a five minute 
speaking period. He will, he said, get justice from the City of 
Lansing, one way or another, for the crimes committed against him 


-at the instruction of the Mayor. 


Fred Stackable of 300 N. Cesar Chavez Ave. said he is still 
collecting signatures on his petition drive to rename Cesar Chavez 
Ave. to Grand Avenue. He will raise enough petition signatures to 
put this issue back on the ballot at the next regular city election. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E..Elm St. spoke of the “shotgun wedding” he 
predicted last week. He said he hopes that the Council does not 
tamper with the Early Retirement Ordinance before the Ethics 
Board completes their investigation. The Ethics Board will be able 
to get to the bottom of this issue, because, they know where to look. 
He thanked the members of CCSL and CBL for staying on top of 
this issue and everyone in the community who has supported 
these two groups. He encouraged everyone in the audience to 
urge their friends to vote for the Charter Amendment to strengthen 
the Ethics Board that will appear on the November Ballot. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine apologized for his unruliness during 
debate on action items. He does not believe that Opinion #20 says 
that the Ethics Board Investigation is complete as Councilmember 
Canady suggests. What the opinion says, he said, is that the Board 
needs the help of Council to complete the investigation. He 
objected to the amount of time taken up in the Committee of the 
Whole meeting last Thursday for a presentation by the Economic 
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Development Corporation. They took up 1% hours of the 
committee's time, necessitating the meeting prior to the Council 
meeting tonight, which caused the lateness of this meeting. 


A.L. Monk of 313 N. Capitol thanked Councilmember Beal for her 
comments. He realizes that the new members of Council inherited 
this problem, which, he said, is a catch 22 situation. Many city 
Council's, he said, have a rule that limit the number of times that a 
person can speak on any one issue. This is a basic protection of 
rights. The situation at these meetings is ridiculous. When any one 
individual can get up in front of this body and harangue them over 
and over again it is time to correct the rules. 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked Mr. Monk and Said that no one 
enjoys the situation he described.

The City Council of the City of Lansing met in special session and 
was Called to order at 3:10 P.M. by President Brockwell 


PRESENT: Councilmembers Allen, Beal, Benavides, Brockwell,

ABSENT: Councilmember Canady 
PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. called this the same sham and scam 
that was pulled on early retirement. This was not a sale four years 
ago, it was an option to purchase. The citizens who sued over this 
had every right to do so, furthermore, it was not done prematurely. If 
they had filed earlier, they would have had no standing in court. The 
citizens who oppose this sale will band together to fight the City. 
The City will not be able to get anything out of them because they 
do not have anything to be gotten. This sale should have been done 
_ by ordinance. Whatever happened to Mayor Hollister’s promise to 
restore trust in city government? The citizens will clean up city 
government in the next election. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that as a veteran, he has 
been opposed to the sale of this building from the outset. This 
building was sold to the lowest bidder, and if this is a done deal, 
then they should stick with the original deal. He agreed with Mr. 
Teets analysis that this is the same sham and scam as early 
retirement. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that he has been involved with this 
issue in depth. He knows what the contract for the sale states. If the 
Heart of the City is concerned about heating and air conditioning 
systems at the Civic Center, that suggests that they are not going to 
raze it as indicated in the sale agreement. They are going to sell itto 
someone else and make a large profit as the middle man. This is 
the same as handing a couple of million dollars of the tax payers 
money tothe Heart of the City. This building should have been sold 
to the State of Michigan for their $13,300,000 bid. He urged City 
Council not to give Heart of the City any money. 


Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim said that she believes this sale will 
go through no matter what the citizens of the city think. The City 

- was negligent in their maintenance of the building, but, what is 
there to prevent Heart of the City from letting this building sit in its’ 
Current condition and continue to deteriorate for twelve more 
months. What about the tenants? The second resolution does not 
make any provisions for relocation of them as the first resolution, 
the one that was defeated Monday night, did. 


Harold Leeman of §29 N. Francis asked why the meeting was not 
being televised on Channel 28. The special meeting called on June 
9, 1994 to pass the bond resolution was televised, yet this meeting 
on the sale of the Civic Center building is not being televised. He 
said the public will not know what is going on in this meeting unless 
they get i through the media. He said that former Finance Director, 


Steven Duarte, was involved in both the early retirement issue and 
the Civic Center issue. He accused Councilmembers of allowing 
lobbyists to influence their votes on this issue. The citizens of the 
city voted for change last November, not the status quo, yet 
everything appears to be staying the same. The Council should 
deduct this money from the Lansing Center subsidy. Heart of the 
City should have been more closely monitoring the upkeep of the 


-Multi-million dollar building they had agreed to buy. He expressed 


his desire that the items from the corner stone and some of the 
items from the display cases be preserved for the citizens of the 
city like Betty Kost and Darryl Burgess who have been fighting this 
sale for the last three years. 


Dick Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. said his concern on this issue 
is the issuance of a “slap suit" against residents to try to control 
them. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked why the time of posting was not 
printed on the agenda for today's meeting. 


Mike Panetta, no address given, said he does not understand the 


Heart of the City's concern over the heating and air conditioning 


systems ina building that they intend to demolish. To proceed with 
the sale of this building would be to fly in the face of the City 
Charter. if this Council does that, they should certainly not change 
the conditions and terms of the sale by agreeing to this resolution. 
He told Council that he believes that this limited partnership 
ceased to exist sometime in August. If these people are not 


partners the conditions and terms agreed to in the original contract 


have changed. This, he said, is a “pirate sale" and the terms of the 
City Charter should be abided by. 


Pat Reid of 200 N. Washington, legal representative for Heart of the 
City, said that the closing on the sale of this building is scheduled 


for September 30, 1994. His client is ready to close, but, the tenants 


of the building have not vacated and have no place to go. His 
clients have worked with the administration to facilitate their needs 
in this matter. They are ready to close the deal tomorrow. They will 
make $4,000,000 dollars available to the City tomorrow and will 
allow the City to continue to retain possession of the property, even 
while they have full access to the funds. 


MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that at last week's Committee of the Whole he 
presented to Council a comprehensive, collaborative, inter-related 
economic development strategy. The sale of this building was 
central to that plan. Computerization in City Hall is based on this 
sale. Infrastcucture funding is dependent on this sale. This is the 
single most important action taken by this Council since he has 
been Mayor. Two weeks ago he asked for a vote of confidence on 
the Transportation Center issue. He was given their vote of 


confidence and he went to Chicago and got the deal. This sale is 


even more importamt. Voting no on this issue sends the wrong 
message regarding the vision they have developed for the City. He 
did not develop this sale agreement, nor did he make the 
arrangements with the agency who maintains the building. He is 
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doing the best he can do with the hand he was dealt. The City 
cannot afford to manage this building if it comes back to us 
because the sale has fallen through. We have $58,000,000 
invested in the Lansing Center, the future depends on this vote of 
Council. The larquage before them reflects changes because of 
their concern over tne ‘ast resolution they considered. The new 
resolution says that, if the building is demolished, the money 
comes back to the City. If they keep the building and develop it, we 
will honor the commitment that the building should have been 
maintained at ieast at a minimal level and do our fair share, whichis 
at least the $148,000. He cannot stress enough how important this 
vote is. Voting against this is voting against the development and 
growth strategy he has proposed for the city. 


COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Lilly confirmed that he was lobbied to change his 
vote; by the Mayor and by Department Heads who reminded him 
that their budgets were formed based on the sale of this building. 
The Administration lobbied him, in order to show him how critical 
the sale of this building is to the city. Mayor Hollister did not agree to 
the sale of this building in the first place, but, he was presented with 
an accomplishment and had to deal with the realities of the 
situation. He was presented with a list of infrastructure needs that 
include, not just City streets, but, maintenance and repair of the 
City Hall building. They set aside $3,300.000 for infrastructure 
needs in the budget process. Next week they will add another 
$4,000,000 to that which puts this city very far out in the lead when 
it comes to bonding situations. We have horrendous infrastructure 
needs, such as, the need for repair at the Fire Stations and 
Community Centers. City Council has been very negligent in 
providing for infrastructure needs in the past and now we have to 
make improvements. The Greater Lansing Convention/ Exhibition 
Authority knows that, if the City has to pay this money, it will come 
out of their budget. It is time to put this issue behind us and get on 
with it. There is No doubt in his mind that this building is going to 
come down. It would be far cheaper to build a new building than to 
make repairs to this one. 


Councilmember Allen said that she called earlier today to make 
" sure that today's meeting would be televised and she was assured 
that it would. She wants the public to see how Councilmembers 
vote, including herself. It would be a luxury for her to say that she 
did not vote for the sale of this building and therefore, she will not 
now vote for the resolution awarding $148,000 in damages to the 
purchaser. However, the building was sold and the sale of it is legal. 


Everyone here is anxious to see Heart of the City as the bad guy.. 


But, the City is the one that asked for the extension of this sale, 
because they did not do their homework. The building was sold 
three years ago in “as is” condition and then was allowed to 
deteriorate. The City needs the $4,500,000 proceeds from this 
sale. Heart of the City is required to pay taxes on this site for twenty 
years. The City does not have the money to do anything with this 
building but let it sit there and crumble. She will be heartbroken 
tomorrow when the sale is closed. She attended the dedication of 
the Civic Center Building and bought a new cocktail dress for the 
-OCCasion, however, itis time for the debate to come to an end. This 
issue has gone through three administrations. 


Councilmember Novak said that the City should treat citizen 
lawsuits differently than other lawsuits that are Drought against it. In 
the case of citizen suits there should be some determination that 
they are bringing action because they think it is in the public's 
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interest to do so. We should have a policy that says that the City's 
decision to make counter claims requires City Council approval 
This should be addressed in the Committee of the Whole process. 
We have a responsibility to treat citizen suits differently than we 
treat litigation in general. Regarding the deterioration of the Civic 
Center that has occurred over the last three years; the possibility 
exists that Heart of the City may not have been able to come up 
with the money to conclude the transaction that is scheduled for 
tomorrow. In that scenario, the City would have been left with a 
facility that was in an extremely deteriorated condition. That needs 
to be addressed. He asked City Attorney Smiertka if this resolution 
constitutes an appropriation of funds? City Attorney Smiertka said 
that the resolution for the sale of the building would have required 6 
votes. The Charter says that an appropriation is a transfer of funds. 
This is an issue that could have prevented the sale. The City hada 
responsibility not to waste the sale of that building. What is being 
passed today is more like a Claim that is being approved not an 
appropriation. Councilmember Novak asked City Attorney 
Smiertka about the provision, contained in the original resolution, 
giving the tenants of the Civic Center a 6 month period of 
occupancy. City Attorney Smiertka responded that he simply 
overlooked that provision and that it could be added through the 
use of an amendment. The purchasers have no plans to force the 
tenants out. Councilmember Novak noted that basically the 
$148,000 claim is being advanced to make up for the City’s lack of 
maintenance. Mr. Reid said that his clients are working on the 
utilization of the whole property. If they are able to develop the 
property within the next year then they will raze the property. They 
were very close to putting a State Office building on the property, 
but it did not work out. Councilmember Novak reiterated: the 
question of the $148,000 is the settlement of a claim related to the 
deterioration of the building. If the building is demolished within a 
12 month period they would not assume any loss because of the 
deterioration. Would Heart of the City be amenable to putting this 
money into an escrow account So that it could only be used for the 


epair of the building, he asked. Mr. Reid responded that he felt that 


his clients would agree to that. Councilmember Novak suggested a 
recess to allow Mr. Reid to consult with his clients regarding the 
proposal stated above. 


Councilmember Beal asked if there has been $148,000 worth of 


damages to the building since the extension of the sale agreement 
was approved. Mr. Reid said that their reports indicate that there 
has been in excess of $500,000 in damage, however, they cannot 
say that it occurred since the extension was approved. They know 
approximately what the value and condition of the property was 
when the contract was approved, however, they do not know 
exactly when each system's deterioration took place. Council- 
member Beal said that it was her understanding that the building 
was to be razed and that developers were to build on the parking 


— lot. Under that circumstance there should be no reason for the 


building to be maintained, because, it was to be razed. Mr. Reid said 
that they looked at development options over a period of time to 
determine if it should be razed and replaced, or if it should be 
renovated and added to. Councilmember Beal asked Mr. Reid why 
this was brought to their attention this week. Mr. Reid said that they 
were dealing with the Administration regarding the upcoming 
problems of the closing of the sale of the building, a process that 
Started a few weeks ago. Councilmember Beal said the City gets 
the money and will still have the building to maintain and still have 
to pay some of the maintenance costs. Mr. Reid concurred that the 
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City would be responsible for whatever was necessary for the 
tenants to continue to occupy the building. Heart of the City is 
willing to take possession today, however, there is no place for the 
Current residents to go yet. Councilmember Beal indicated that her 
sympathy for the tenants was limited. They have had four years to 
address the issue of relocation. She inquired why this issue of 
deterioration was not addressed last year when the extension was 
granted. Mr. Reid said that they did not inspect the building last 
_ year. Councilmember Beal asked if their lack of attention to the 
condition of the building was because they intended to raze it. Mr. 
Reid said that they did not believe that the City would allow the 
building to deteriorate. They feel that the City would have shut the 
building down, if it was privately owned. They did not know that the 
tenants had lost heat and that the HVAC system had broken down. 
Councilmember Beal asked if they would be willing to stipulate that 
the building not be razed for five years. Mr. Reid answered 
negatively, saying, it is not economically possible for them to do so. 
Councilmember Beal asked Mr. Reid if his clients would back out of 
the deal if Council did not agree to the $148,000 claim. Mr. Reid 
Said he would have to allow his clients to make that decision. They 
have been dealing with problems created by City Administration; 
the extension of the sale date, lack of maintenance, damage to the 
building. They have only tried to deal with the problems that crop up 
and work with the administration. All commercial transactions are 
like this. This is not a unique situation, it is the usual one. 


Council President Brockwell announced that, due to the lateness 
of the hour, the portion of the Committee of the Whole meeting 
- regarding IRS 415 limitations would be canceled. 


Council President Brockwell recessed the special meeting of the 
City Council at 4:20 P.M. and reconvened it at 4:35 P.M. 


Councilmember Jones said that much has been made about the 
cost of renovation of the Civic Center, but, he is not aware that an 
_ Engineering Firm has gone into the Civic Center building to do an 
estimate. The question is; do we allow a business like the Heart of 
the City to hold us all hostage for more and more money. if they 
want to let this deal go down the drain, we can take the $4,000,000 
and renovate our building for our own use. Then we can have our 
school graduations and wedding receptions and anniversary 
parties there. This City needs a multi-faceted center for recreation 
and art, and for the youth of the city. This building can be put back 
into shape for a lot less money than is being quoted here today. it 
would make an excellent Youth Center/Senior Center. His vote will 
be a no vote. No to being held hostage for another $150,000 for 
Heart of the City, he will not sweeten this deal by one more-dime. 


Councilmember Benavides asked about the letter referred to inthe 
fourth whereas claus of the resolution. The letter, written by Cora 
Huguely, pertains to the condition of the building. He has not seen 
“the letter. Mayor Hollister responded that this letter was shared with 
them back onthe 19th along with other issues they had to deal with 
in order to clear the date. There was a claim that the Prudden 
Family had on the building and the moving of the tenants as well. 
We represent only 1/3 of the vote on the Board of the Tri-County 
Office on Aging, who are the tenants that have not relocated. We 
Can only continue to urge them to move and dialogue with them. 
The lawsuit against the sale was dismissed yesterday. The 
Building Safety Division has been over the building and inspected 
it. Mr. Reid is right, if this were private property, the City would have 
closed it down by now. Apparently, two years ago, a decision was 
made by the management of the Lansing Center to scale down the 
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maintenance of the building and focus all of their energy on the 
Lansing Center. They notified the tenants that they were going to 
lock the doors on the Washtenaw side of the building At that time 
they told everyone that they had only part time maintenance. They 
have acknowledgements from ail tenants and the developers that 
they were aware that the maintenance was decreased. The 
Subject of deducting this money from the Lansing Center subsidy 
has been raised. He will not propose such an arrangement, but if 
the Council proposes it, he will not knock it down. Councilmember 
Benavides asked Mayor Hollister where the $148,000 would come 
from. Mayor Hollister said that it would be deducted from the 
payment of the contract. Councilmember Benavides asked who 
would be responsible for liability to the seniors who will be left in the 
building. Mayor Hollister responded that the City would be 
responsible. The arrangement would continue as it exists today. 
We will be taking the $4,220,000 immediately and depositing it in 
Our infrastructure account, giving the City a $7,700,000 intrastruc- 
ture fund. He would move the Tri-County Office on Aging out 


.tomorrow, if he could, and will move as expeditiously as he can, but 


inthe meantime, it is our responsibility to maintain the safety of the 
clients that are there. Councilmember Benavides cautioned Mayor 
Hollister that he does not want these tenants left in the building if 
they are in unsafe conditions. It will be his recommendation that the 


_~ Tri-County Office on Aging be moved from there as quickly as 


possible. We may have to be very insistent about this. 


Councilmember Beal said that this does not make sense toher. We 
need to make sure that we are monitoring these “so called 
improvements.’ One hundred forty-eight thousand dollars is 
nothing and we are talking about a lot of improvements being 
made. Why should this deal live or die because of $148,000? Why 


wasn't Heart of the City monitoring this building? When you have 


an option to buy a multi-million dollar building, you monitor it. 
Everyone was operating under the assumption that the building 


_ would be razed. This deal does not feel right to her. What can they 


do for $148,000 to fix this building and make it liveable? It is not 
enough money to make a big difference in their infrastructure 


needs. She feels that we should hang tough and require the asking 


price that was agreed to for this building. This can be put on the 
ballot. We can ask the citizens if they want to raise taxes to pay an 


additional mill to renovate the Civic Center building and do 


infrastructure things. Or, we can put the building on mothbalis and 
look for another buyer. The ideal development on this site would be 
a residential center such as the one Planning recommended. with 
commercial development onthe ground floor. We should not 
maintain this building even one day past the sale date. The 
Convention/Exhibition Authority has to be accountable for this 
Situation. She does not want to take the money from their subsidy 


for this. We are already talking about taking money from their 


Subsidy for the Ethics Board investigation and for other things. We 
need some accountability, particularly, from the Director.

petitions to him so that he can turn them in to the City Clerk's Office 
this Friday. Anyone who has petitions and are not able to return 
them to him can call 487-1776 and he will arrange to pick them up. 
He reported an incident last Saturday, in which, an out-of-town 
couple stopped him on Cesar Chavez Ave. and told him they were 
Supposed to meet their daughter, a Lansing Community College 
Student, on Grand Ave., but, they could not find Grand Avenue. 
They were sure they had taken the right exit off the expressway, but 
the street was no where to be found. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre said that she still believes the sale of 
the Civic Center was illegal. Otherwise, why did the City threaten to 
counter sue? She feels violated by this world class city, she said. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. objected to the raising of the 
United Nations Flag in the City of Lansing. There is a group that 
objects to this usurpation of the national symbol’s supremacy. He 
protested the fact that last Thursday's special Council meeting 
was not televised on Channel 28. He claimed that the sale of the 
Civic Center was illegal because the Charter requires a 2/3 vote of 
Councilmembers serving, not 2/3 of Councilmembers present. 
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Under this provision an affirmative vote consists of 6 members not 
five, rendering this an illegal act. 


Darryl Burgess, no address given, said that the citizens group 
backed off of their lawsuit over the sale of the Civic Center because 
they could not afford the counter suit that the City filed against 
them. The citizens of this City have lost an irreplaceable landmark. 
He accused the City of flying someone to California last week to get 
a sign off by one of the Prudden heirs. 


Russell Terry of 121 £. Mt. Hope thanked the UAW for showing the 
people that General Motors is not doing all that they could to bring 
back the economy. He protested the use of temporary help. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. read section 8-403-3 of the City 
Charter regarding the disposal of City property. He accused 
Council of failing to comply with these provisions and criticized 
Mayor Hollister for not doing a lot to solve the messes he inherited. 
This will not soon be forgotten, he promised. This building was 
dedicated to fallen veterans. They are not here to speak for 
themselves, because they lost their lives in service to this country. 


City Attorney Smiertka refuted Mr. Teets statement that the City 
flew someone to California to obtain a sign off on the Prudden 
estate. The City did receive a release, through Federal Express, 
from the Prudden heirs regarding the placement of the picture of 
a Mr. Prudden that hangs in the Civic Center. No one flew to 
3 California to get it. The vote that took place on Thursday did not 
approve the sale of the Civic Center. That was approved in 1991. 


~ Steven Clark of 414. Alger said he is an ex-employee of the Youth 
Development Corp. which was founded by the City. He accused 
~ the new manager, John Tucker. and new staff members of 
mishandling the placement of ten young people who are now going 
" to lose their jobs. These youths were placed at Cristo Rey, Black 
Child and Family Institute, the Department of Social Services and 
the Board of Water & Light and were to have had contracts that 
would provide them with permanent employment, but because of 
John Tucker, they have lost their employment. 


Bernie Meissner of 635 LaSalle Bivd. said that on October 24, 1994 
this City Council will hold a Public Hearing on a proposed 
ordinance to give homosexuals special rights. This will force the 
people of Lansing to hire homosexuals in their Churches, Schools 
and Day Care Centers. It will also give domestic partners the same 
rights as immediate family members which gives them the right to 
benefits. He is opposed to this ordinance. The Bible and the 
Constitution of the State of Michigan declare sodomy to be an 
_ illegal act. He is opposed to this kind of deviant criminal activity, but 
the Human Relations Department of the City of Lansing is going to 
make it against the law to be opposed to illegal acts. He urged 
everyone to write City Council, phone City Council and attend City 
Council meetings to tell them how they feel about this ordinance. it 
has been a long time since the rights of the majority of the citizens 
of the City of Lansing have been protected. 


Councilmember Novak said that he does not think that the 
ordinance that was introduced offers domestic partner benefits, 
however, if clearer language is necessary to indicate that the 
Ordinance does not include domestic partner benefits, it will be 
added. 


William Hubbell of W. Holmes Rd. said that the veterans of this 
Country deserve better than an old dilapidated structure. The Civic 
Center building is no longer fitting to serve as a memorial to the 
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memory of our veterans. The homosexual issue. he said. is the 
case of the squeaky wheel getting the grease. 


Charles Greenburg of 601 N. Cedar St. chastised Council for 
listening to the remarks made by Mr. Bernstein. He is abusing his 
right to freedom of speech. He said that he, along with Paul Davis, 
wrote fifteen letters opposing the sale of the Civic Center. Where 
were all of these people who are objecting now when they were 
trying to block the sale of this building? Why, he asked, do we need 
an ambulance service fee. Taxes are paid to provide services. 


Mr. Wiener assured Mr. Greenburg that the City placed a fund in the 
budget to pay for ambulance service fees to anyone that could not 
afford to pay for them because of indigency. 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township said that Grand Rapids 
has the same type of ambulance service program that Lansing is 
proposing. The streets in this city, he said, are in too bad of shape 
for it to be considered a world class city. He advocated a $5 per day 
parking fee and a change in the meeting time of City Council to 5.00 
P.M. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. said that she supports everything 
that Mr. Meissner said. If they pass this ordinance. when will they 
include rapists, murderers and child abusers under their 
protection. This is immorai and illegal, and if it is passed. this 
Council has done wrong by the citizens of this City. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. said that he hopes this 
city wakes up in October when the Klan comes back. Do not 
attend. You cannot have a war if one side does not show up. 
Council could make that day a “love your neighbor day " Let these 
people come and stand on the Capitol steps alone. 


Robert Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, on behalf of the Lansing Area 
Aids Network, thanked Council for approving their grant accep- 
tance tonight. He invited everyone who is interested in discussing 
the Equal Rights Task Force Ordinance to meet with them to talk 
about the ordinance.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Dr. Thomas Muth of Michigan State University reported on the 
findings of the Telecommunications Committee regarding the 
potential for regional telecommunications in the City of Lansing. 
This study represents an unusual partnership between the City of 
Lansing and Michigan State University. They are working to 
develop a regional telecommunications network. We can achieve 
world Class status through the use of information and information 
network systems in the City. He introduced graduate students from 
Michigan State University who collaborated on the development of 
this report. They will continue their study on this issue throughout 
this year and most of next year, he said. 


Council President Brockwell thanked Dr. Muth, members of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Telecommunications and the graduate 
Students from Michigan State University and asked that they all 
stand to be recognized. 


B. Doris Witherspoon, Senior Planner with the City of Lansing 
Department of Planning and Neighborhood Development, 
introduced Howard Deardortt of Deardortf Design Resources, Inc., 
who outlined the E. Michigan Ave. Revitalization Project which will 
extend from Clara’s Restaurant on Michigan Ave. to Holmes St. on 
the east and west and from Jerome St. to Eureka St. on the North 
and South. This plan will increase availability of parking for 
businesses along Michigan Avenue. They have proposed new 


sites for businesses that can create up to 200 new jobs in the 
downtown area. This is outside of jobs that are expected to be 
created at Sparrow Hospital. This plan will create an entrance, or. 
gateway to the Capitol. Funding will be achieved through the use of 
ISTEA funds, awarded by the Michigan Department of Transporta- 
tion. Grant funds for this project will be available as soon as 1996. 
He thanked the Eastside Neighborhood Organization and Mary 
Margaret Murphy-Woll for their assistance with this project. 


C. Mayor Hollister along with Mary Margaret Murphy Woll and 
Murdock Jemerson, Manager of Leisure Services with the 
Department of Parks and Recreation presented awards to 
participants of the Punt, Pass & Kick competition held on 
September 17, 1994. 


D. The presentation of the Proclamation from Mayor Hollister 
proclaiming the week of October 9-15, 1994 as National 
Osteopathic Week in Lansing was pulled from the agenda at his 
request. 


E. Mayor Hollister introduced Tom Dickson and Spence Brown of 
“Take Me Out to the Baligame” (TMO), a Limited Liability 
Company, owners of a Single A baseball team operating from 
Springfield, Illinois under the name of the “Springfield Sultans.” City 
Council is considering approving a letter of intent with TMO to 
franchise their team in Lansing. Mr. Dickson said that their 
company has been involved in very intensive negotiation with the 
City for the last several weeks. They are very excited about the 
prospect of entering into a partnership with the City of Lansing and 
to working with the people they have met in the last several weeks. 
They hope to hear the announcement “Play Ball” in April 1996.

Bruce Michael, an Agent for Fairfax Architecture, stated his 
availability to answer questions regarding this rezoning request. 


Councilmember Jones asked what will be put on this property if the 
rezoning is approved. Mr. Michaels stated that the Ingham County 
Health Department wishes to expand their facility by construction 
of a 1500 square foot addition.

B. in consideration of the Sale of Property located on S.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he hopes Council has been 
fully informed about this issue. He believes that this issue was 
before Council last year. He claims that the Board of Water & Light 
bought this property from the City for $1.00 and is now proposing to 
sell it for $80,000. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON 
PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT 
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PUBLIC COMMENT 


Mary Prince of 2116 Ferroll asked how much the design project for 
the new baseball stadium would cost. Councilmember Benavides 
said that it would cost $150,000 which will be paid out of the Capital 
~ Improvement Fund from proceeds of the sale of the Civic Center. 
Ms. Prince spoke in support of the revitalization of the E. Michigan 
Ave. corridor and asked how this project would be funded. 
Councilmember Lilly answered that the project would be mostly 
federally funded. Some funds from ISTEA, some from ACT 51 and 
some from matching State funds. Ms. Prince asked for more 
information regarding the EMS program and the $35.00 annual fee. 
Mr. Wiener answered that membership in this program would 
benefit people whose insurance did not cover the entire 
ambulance service fee, and/or, those people who do not have 
insurance to cover any portion of the fee. He stressed that the City 
has a fund to cover applicants who are indigent and require 
ambulance service. 


Bernie Meissner of 635 LaSalle Bivd. spoke regarding his letter on 
tonight's agenda stating his opposition to the proposed civil rights 
ordinances. He told Council that he has gotten a lot of support for 
his position from people in this community. These ordinances force 
people to make a choice between City Council and their religion. 
The general perception about the ordinances is that they interfere 
with religious freedom. He predicted that, if these ordinances are 
passed, the Councilmembers who vote for it will be recalled and 
the citizens will put the repeal of this ordinance on the ballot. Page 
four of the ordinance, he said, makes it possible and probable that 
homosexual lifestyles will be taught in public schools. The struggle 
for freedom and democracy is not halt way around the world in 
Haiti. It is right here in Lansing in this City Council. He called for all 
citizens who oppose these ordinances to attend the City Council 
meeting on October 24, 1994 to speak up and speak out. 


Linda Smiertka of 630 Kipling said that she is greatly concerned 
over the proposed gay rights ordinance which gives gays 
expansive privileges and shrinks the rights of the majority. Her 
purpose here tonight is not to try to deny anyone their rights. The 
real issue in the gay rights matter is not whether or not their rights 
Can be infringed upon, it is whether or not new rights should be 
created. There are no studies that show that homosexuals are 
discriminated against to any greater degree than anyone else. This 
broadly worded ordinance will take away the rights of parents and 
school districts to control who teaches our children. She asked 
each Councilmember to examine this issue very closely before 
voting on it to see what is right, and not to buckle under the intense 
pressure that will be put on them. They cannot afford to botch this 
issue, or to be mistaken about it. 


Richard Barry of 1228 Eureka St. asked that Council act 
expeditiously on the proposed E. Michigan Ave. revitalization plan. 
Do not allow it to sit on the table somewhere or ina file drawer. The 
attendant Sparrow Hospital zoning variances will be acted on 
before this plan is adopted and implemented. If the zoning 
variances are passed without implementation of this plan, the 
Citizens and tax payers will loose on this deal. 


Councilmember Jones asked how the E. Michigan Ave. Revitaliza- 
tion Plan can be implemented simultaneously with the Sparrow 
Hospital plans. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he would go into a detailed 
explanation during action on this item. 
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Mel Holsteen of 2624 Wyckham said that if the gay rights 


Ordinance is passed, it will allow teachers to socialize this issue to 


school kids and instill in them the beliefs and practices of the 
homosexual lifestyles that are forbidden in the Bible and in the 
Koran. He is opposed to these lifestyle choices and to the 
legitimization of evangelism of kids from non-homosexual homes. 
This ordinance pushes hyper-individualism to the detriment of the 
community at large. 


Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, Co-Chair of the Lansing Civil 
Rights Task Force urged tolerance and anti-discrimination and 
quoted from the October issue of the New England Journal of 
Medicine and from the new Catechism of the New Catholic Church 
written by Pope John Paul the Second. 


Kelly Stevens of 528 LaSalle Bivd. stated her disappointment over 
public response here tonight. This issue should be looked at from 
the viewpoint of separation of church and state. She is shocked 
over the negativity that has been expressed here tonight. She does 
not advocate an ordinance that gives special rights to anyone, but, 
this ordinance can be passed without wording that says anything 
about special rights. 


Rod Bisher of 2225 Luwanna Or. said that if people would just go 
home and read their Bibles they would find the answers to all of 
their questions. All of us can recognize right from wrong. Sins sin. if 
you choose to live a homosexual lifestyle, okay fine, but do not 
push it on everyone else and do not ask for special rights to go into 
our children's schools and teach them about your lifestyle. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that the opponents to this 
ordinance, according to the Charter, only need about 4,000 
signatures to put it to a vote of the people. His personal belief is to 
live and let live, but, if a majority of the people in town are opposed 
to this ordinance it will be destroyed. He spoke regarding the 
Panetta vs City of Lansing lawsuit and said that City records have 
not been available for inspection by the public and he believes that 
they are going to be able to prove that there have been charter 
violations. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 Grand River Ave. spoke regarding the 
baseball acquisition. The Civic Center was sold for four million 
dollars, of which one hundred and fifty thousand was allocated for 
renovation of the building, approximately one million will be spent 
to purchase the Elks Lodge on Moores River Drive for the veterans, 
the City is in trouble with the Parking ramps and has to pay a sixty 
million dollar bond for the Lansing Center. Where, he asked, is the 
City going to get this money. We cannot balance the budget, we 
Cannot hire more policemen and we cannot support ambulance 
services. He was robbed recently while he was in his front yard, 
someone came in his back door and robbed him. He called the 
police at 5:30 P.M. and finalty got a Policeman at his house at 7:20 
P.M. The first priority of this City should be the safety of its’ citizens, 
not baseball. | 


Dale Bzjinski of 4209 S. Pennsylvania spoke in support of the 
construction of a baseball stadium in Lansing. The Grand Rapids 
Stadium set record numbers for attendance. We will have the new 
Transportation Center, and we already have the newly renovated 
Lansing Center. “If you build it, they will come”, he said. “if you do 
not build it, they cannot come.” 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm St. said that he read the Civil Rights 
Ordinance. He does not see why all these people are getting so 
paranoid. He did not draw the same conclusions these people 
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drew. The language in the ordinance does not ask for any special 
protection. Mr. Pogoncheff, he said, has a point about not being 
able to get a Policeman to your house. But, he cautioned, just wait 
and see, pretty soon you will have to pay a fee when you require 
police services. Basic services should be included when you pay 
your property taxes and income tax. He objected to negotiations for 
the acquisition of a baseball team being held behind closed doors. 
He supports the concept of the acquisition of a baseball team and 
the construction of a stadium, however, he feels it needs more 
discussion and scrutiny. The 4.2 million dollars from the sale of the 
Civic Center is almost gone and yet one week ago someone gave 
the citizenry the impression that this money would be used to fill 
some potholes. 


Ron Allen of 2311 S. Cedar St. spoke in support of the rezoning 
petition he filed for the SE corner of S. Cedar St. and Pacific. Thirty 
neighborhood residents signed a petition supporting his rezoning 
request. Maplewood Schoo! has raised some opposition, but, the 
crossing guard concept mitigates their concerns. 


Sandy Shafley of 918 McKim said that she feels the crossing guard 
at the S. Cedar/Pacific location to be unnecessary. Thereis 
already a skywalk at that location. She is opposed to the 


ambulance service fee, and she predicted a fee for the use of fire 


engines in the near future. The Civil Rights Ordinance, she said, is 
pure indoctrination. She should be able to feel safe that her kids 
and grand kids are free from indoctrination in public places that she 
is requited by law to send them to. She asked for a definition of the 


heterosexual partners that live together. She does not believe that 
homosexual partners should be evicted from their homes, nor be 
afraid of losing their jobs, however, we should not have to worry 
about what our kids will be taught when we send them to school. 
This should be looked at very carefully, she said, Lansing does not 
need this civil rights ordinance. 


Martha Quandt of 429 N. Fairview thanked Mayor Hollister and the 
City Council for being willing to take on a hard, controversial issue 
like this. She stated that her employment has been threatened 
because it became apparent at her work place that she was a 
lesbian. She has lost housing because she is a lesbian. She is not 
asking anyone to condone, tolerate, or engage in homosexual 
activities, she is asking for basic human rights that are afforded to 
every other minority. 


Brent Bowes of 3519 Colchester said that the Civil Rights 
Ordinance puts a law, having to do with sexual preference, on the 
same basis as a person's national heritage. He does not want 
sexual preference equated with his rights to equal treatment under 
the law because of ethnicity. This ordinance gives freedom and 
liberty to preach and teach a doctrine to people who have not 
approved of it. The teaching of religious doctrine is usually 
approved by people whose kids are being taught. 


Lisa Tompkins, no address given, said that she feels hated and 
misunderstood. When you are a lesbian people only see your gay 
lifestyle. It is not safe to be known as gay or lesbian at your work 
place. She asked Council to find a reference in the Bible that 
speaks against same sex relationships. She does not believe the 
indoctrination theory that was raised earlier tonight. She was raised 
by straight parents and has straight siblings and teachers. She 
invited everyone who supports this ordinance to attend the Council 
meeting on October 24th to be heard. 
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Paul Roney of the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce spoke 
in support of the acquisition of a baseball team in Lansing. Making 
the City better, he said, attracts more tourism and more jobs. He 
supports the Mayor's concept of building the stadium in the 
downtown area. Look at the cities who have had the foresight to put 
stadiums in their downtown area. Lansing is a viable market, or this 
team would not be interested in moving here.

Rights Ordinance and urged all sinners to repent. 

Tim Murphy of 528 LaSalle spoke in support of the Civil Rights 
ordinance and said that it does not contain and special nghts.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister spoke regarding the resolution approving a letter of 
intent with the Springfield Sultans Baseball Team. This kind of 
agreement cannot be negotiated on the front pages of the 
newspaper. He was asked to work on this issue early on in his 
administration by 2 or 3 different Councilmembers. He wants to put 
this issue on a fast trak to get the stadium up and running by April 
1996. He will have to come back to Council many times after 
tonight for different approvals including appropriations. He will 
make Councilmembers active partners in this issue. This is a deal 
we Can all live with, he said. 


Councilmember Beal asked Mayor Hollister to investigate reports 
about the congregation of gang members on the north end of 
Lansing, near Bancroft Park in the early evening. In fact, she said, 
there are reports of drug activities being conducted openly in that 
park even during the day. She asked that Mayor Hollister and 
Police Chief Boles look at this activity to see if they can beef up 
patrols and break up the gangs that are assembling. 


Councilmember Jones questioned Mayor Hollister about the 
environmental condition of the proposed baseball stadium and 
about the time table for checking the land for contamination. What 
will be done about contamination if it is found to exist? 


Mayor Hollister responded that as soon as the plan has been 
presented to him he will begin development of architectural plans 
and an environmental study will be done. Their preliminary review 
of this site does not indicate that the environmental issue will be 
prohibitive.

Take Me Out To The Ball Game Limited Liability 
Company. an Illinois Limited Liability Company (“Company”), and 
the City of Lansing (“City”), have engaged in discussions and 
Negotiations during the past ninety (90) days concerning the 
relocation of Company's Single “A” Baseball Franchise (‘Fran- 
chise’’)} inthe Midwest League from Springfield, Illinois, to Lansing,

Cedar Street. Larch Street, North side of Michigan Avenue, and 
Shiawassee Street: and 


WHEREAS, the discussions and negotiations between City and 
Company have culminated in a proposed “‘Letter of Intent” 
between the parties which reflects an agreement in principle 
concerning the relocation of the Franchise to Lansing; the 
construction of the Stadium; the use and occupancy of the Stadium 
- for Franchise baseball games in Lansing for fifteen years; and, for 
‘the management of the Stadium for the City by Company. The 
- Letter of Intent contemplates the development and execution of a 
- Definitive Agreement between the City and Company; and 


WHEREAS, the Letter of Intent reflects the commencement of the 
__ playing of baseball in the Stadium in Lansing by Company in April 
of 1996 which necessarily requires that the Stadium’s construction 
- be completed by March 15, 1996; and 


_ WHEREAS. in order to meet the timetable for the completion of the 
- Stadium by March 15, 1996 to enable Company to play minor 
league baseball in downtown Lansing by April of 1996 all financing, 
Site acquisition and Stadium construction activities must be 
scheduled on a “fast-track” basis. Consequently, itis necessary to 
procure architectural and market feasibility services on an 
immediate basis for preliminary plans and designs; and 


WHEREAS. the relocation of the Franchise and the construction of 
the Stadium is determined to be in the best interests of the City in 
that substantially increased economic development activity in 
downtown Lansing will result for the playing of a seventy-game 
minor league baseball season together with other events which 
may be scheduled at the Stadium.

SECTION 8 OF THE UNITED STATES HOUSING ACT OF 1937,

(6) “FEDERALLY AIDED MORTGAGE” MEANS A MORTGAGE 
ON A HOUSING PROJECT TO WHICH THE AUTHORITY 
ALLOCATES LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDITS UNDER 
SECTION 22B OF THE ACT. 

(7) "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT" MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND SUCH 
ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREA- 
TIONAL, INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL AND EDUCATIONAL 
FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY DETERMINE WILL 


~ IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT

(d) PAYMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE. THE SERVICE

SECTION, SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME MANNER AS 
GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO THECITY,

MAINTAINS LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDITS FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AND THAT THE NUMBER OF UNITS AND THE 
PURPOSES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT REMAINS UNCHANGED 
SUBJECT TO AMENDMENT IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
LANSING CITY CHARTER. IF THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT DOES NOT COMMENCE WITHIN 
ONE YEAR FROM THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION, 
THIS SECTION SHALL AUTOMATICALLY EXPIRE AND BE OF 
NO EFFECT. IF THE SPONSOR FAILS TO MAINTAIN LOW

SECTION 207.02. DEFINITIONS. 

UNLESS THE CONTEXT OF THIS CHAPTER SPECIFICALLY 
INDICATES OTHERWISE, THE MEANING OF TERMS USED IN 
THIS CHAPTER SHALL BE AS FOLLOWS: 

(A) ADVANCED LIFE SUPPORT MEANS PATIENT CARE THAT 
MAY INCLUDE ANY CARE A PARAMEDIC |S QUALIFIED TO 
PROVIDE BY PARAMEDIC EDUCATION THAT MEETS THE 
EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS ESTABLISHED BY THE STATE

(C) AMBULANCE MEMBERSHIP PROGRAM MEANS A SUB- 
_ SCRIPTION PROGRAM PURSUANT TO WHICH A SUBSCRIBER 
PREPAYS THE UNINSURED PORTION OF AN AMBULANCE 
SERVICE FEE THROUGH AN ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP FEE. 

(D) EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES PERSONNEL MEANS 
A MEDICAL FIRST RESPONDER, EMERGENCY MEDICAL 
TECHNICIAN SPECIALIST, PARAMEDIC, OR EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL SERVICES INSTRUCTOR-COORDINATOR. 

(E) EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES SYSTEM MEANS A 
COMPREHENSIVE AND INTEGRATED ARRANGEMENT OF THE 
PERSONNEL, FACILITIES, EQUIPMENT, SERVICES, COMMUN- 
ICATIONS, AND ORGANIZATIONS NECESSARY TO PROVIDE 
EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES, INCLUDING ADVANCED 
LIFE SUPPORT, WITHIN A PARTICULAR GEOGRAPHIC 
REGION. 

(F) FIRE CHIEF MEANS THE INDIVIDUAL WHOSE JOB TITLE !S

“FIRE CHIEF” THE INDIVIDUAL WHO PERFORMS THE TOP 
SUPERVISORY AND ADMINISTRATIVE FUNCTIONS OF THE

PUBL'C COMMENTS 


William Bernsteir ai 420 Baker St. demanded justice from the City 
of Lansing ang accused the Mayor of harboring & criminal and 
obstructing justice. 


Gary Feiris, a mernber of the Nighborhood Watch Association in 
~ the Stillwell Ave. area, said ihet two years ago their neighborhood 
experienced 2 surge of vioient crime. Since that time they have 
formed Ne‘giiborhood Watches and that has helped decrease the 
amount of violent crime in their area, however, there is still a 
sicnticant amount of violent crime arourid Wainwright School and 
the school grounds continue tc de a problem. School kids are 
finding condoms, knives, and other pris; -hernalia on the school 
grounds. Mostly because of the poor lighting around the school 
grounds. This lighting reeds to be improved. The Neighborhood 
Watch Groups cannot hei: stop the crime, if they cannot see it. 


Councilmember Aller:asked that Mr. Ferris state this information in 
written form tc her so that she can have it refes-ed io the Committee 
on Public Safety. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. objected to Council President 
Brockwell's efforts to end public comment prematurely earlier in 
the meeting. He suggested that for the next two meetings Council 
should consider cutting everyone's speaking time down to less 
than five minutes or requesting that groups appoint a spokesman. 
He spoke regarding Mr. Stackable’s petition drive. He stated that 
he has not received a response from tre City Attorney to his 
request for an opinion on the legality of the adoption of the sewer 
rates ordinance. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope asked if the City had considered 
having a raffle to raise funds for the construction of the baseball 
stadium. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee announced a gospel 
concert on October 16, 1994 at Harry Hill 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. corrected his earlier statement that 
City Council held an un-televised meeting on October 3, 1994. This 
meeting was actually held on September 29, 1994. He feels that the 
baseball stadium will be a burden to the tax payers of this city 
because sports are not that big of a thing in Lansing. He does not 
believe that they will be able to keep filling the stadium after the first 
two years. He stated his objections to the raising of the UN Flag on 
October 24th. 


Mr. Wiener said that the opposition to the UN Flag raising is the 
result of commentary on a radio program in Detroit. He does not 
understand why this has become of such concern. It is part of the 
Annual United Nations Day celebration and honors all of the 
countries of the world. It is a way for us to celebrate our diversity.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 
A. Councilmember Jones announced that the Chair of the Project 


Play Committee was to have been on hand to accept donation of a 
$100.00 check from the South Central Neighborhood Organization 
for playground equipment. Mr. Jansen was unable to attend 
tonight's meeting to accept the donation, it will be presented to him 
at a later date. Councilmember Jones thanked SCNO and issued a 
Challenge to all other neighborhood associations, organizations 
and neighborhood watches to match this contribution for 
playground equipment for their kids. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of the Michigan United Conservation Clubs 
Project and the Issuance of Limited Obligation Revenue Bonds 


Emerson Ohi, Mayor Hollister's advisor to the Economic 
Development Corporation, opened the public hearing with an 
overview of the plans for construction of the MUCC building. 
Development will take place on the vacant lot next door to City Hall. 
They have been working to bring about the construction of a 
landmark for the City on this property financed by the issuance of 
limited obligation revenue bonds. This is the only kind of revenue 
bonds that are still available to Non-profit organizations. This 
ensures that the building will be available for use erther by the City, 
by anon-profit group, or by another governmental organization. He 
introduced Carol Barberry of MUCC and asked that she describe 
the beautiful, prestigious building they propose putting on this site. 


Carol Barberry of Michigan United Conservation Clubs said that 
MUCC hopes to build an 8-12 story office building on this site. The 
proposed building would be used as Class A office space. The first 
floor will contain a very fine restaurant, which they have already 
named, “Under the Dome”, and a lounge. The House and Senate 
proceedings will be broadcast in the lounge so that legislators and 
other interested parties present in the lounge can hear what is 
going on in meetings. The feasibility and market study conducted 
shows that this proyect can be a huge success in Lansing. They 
have plans for a Brew Club, with a functional brewery, on the lower 
level. They are a501 C-3 tax exempt organization, however, 
restaurants, brew Clubs, and lounges are not tax exempt activities. 
This will create tax exempt uses as well as taxed uses of the 
proposed building. They expect to generate tax revenues to the 
City of Lansing of over$140,000 per year. Their tax exempt status, 
she said, does not extend to property taxes and those will be paid. 
This is an innovative design and will utilize recycled materials in the 
construction of the building itself. 


Mayor Hollister asked Ms. Barberry to describe the wall that will be 
built as a visual, for school kids to come and view, showing the 
construction of the building. Ms. Barberry introduced Carol Roberts 
of MUCC, who explained how this building will be a demonstrative 
project on waste reduction and pollution prevention. They will use a 
process call autoclave concrete construction. They will conduct 
tours of the building for other businesses to show them how they 
Can reduce waste and utilize recycled materials. 


Jan Hayhow of the Board of Directors of the MUCC project spoke 
in support of this project and said “it is a no risk situation.” The City 
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proposes to take out a short term lease for up to four floors of the 
building for a five year period of time. This is a wonderful project, 
she said, and she hopes that Council gives it their total support. 


_ Ed Carpenter of 119 S. Larch, member of the Board of Directors of 
the MUCC Project, and owner of Liskey’s said that this building will 
be a great asset to the community. It will fill up the “wetland hole” 
that currently exists next door to City Hall. The late 1980's and early 
1990's have been difficult times for businesses in the Michgian 
Ave. area, he said. This has started to turn around thanks to 
revitalization projects. He hopes Council does not become gun shy 
on downtown development. They should use the examples set by 
Lee laacoca and Chrysler, and General Motors and Saturn who, 
when faced with difficult financial situations looked to the future, 
not to the past. 


Jack Schneider, on behalf of Old Kent Bank, said that a building 
with Class A office space in Lansing has great potential. The 
vacancy rate for office space in Lansing is at 15%, but, this is for 
Class B and Class C office space. This project, given its’ proximity 
to the Capitol, will not have any problem leasing its' office space. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he cannot be as optimistic 
about this project as Ed Carpenter is. He hopes this vision tums out 
to be true. He hopes that a twelve story building is built, but, 1 it is 
such a viable plan why does the City of Lansing need to take up 
four floors of the building? Why isn't this space being taken up by 
other organizations. City government is supposed to be downsiz- 
ing, why is this administration looking into adding all of this space. 
He wished good luck to MUCC.

Rick Haynes of 2108 Webster spoke in opposition to the raising of 
the United Nations Flag on UN Day, October 24, 1994. He 
distributed packets of literature to Councilmembers demonstrating 
why the flag should not be raised. The only flag that should fly over 
City Hall is the American Flag. 


Randy Haynes of 2108 Webster spoke in opposition to the raising 
of the UN Flag over City Hail. Many people, he said, died to keep the 
American Flag ftying. 


Jim Morrison of 6220 S. Clinton Trail in Eaton Rapids spoke in 
Opposition to the raising of the UN Flag over Lansing City Hall. The 
objective of the United Nations, he said, is to subjugate 
governments in other countries and replace world rulers with the 
new world order. 


OCTOBER 17, 1994 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that the people who are 
objecting to the raising of the UN flag are concerned, patriotic 
americans. They are usually silent, but they are now speaking out. 
They feel strongly about this matter. The contents of the materials 
distributed among Councilmembers by Mr. Haynes will probably 
shock them, however, they should read this material with an open 
mind and determine if there is anything to it. 


Brent Bolds of 3519 Colchester Rd. spoke in opposition to the Civil 
Rights ordinance, saying, civil rights laws already protect people. 
He is offended that the proposed legislation seeks to protect 
people who enjoy sodomy and lesbianism. This is a sex rights issue 
not a civil rights issue. He quoted a passage from the Bible 
forbidding the practice of sodomy. 


Cheryl VanDeKerKhove of 303 S. Holmes St. said that the Catholic 
Church used to sanction homosexual and gay relationships. This is 
not a lifestyle choice. they are born this way. She said she is a 
highly moral individual who also happens to be a lesbian. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferroll St. asked how much it will cost the 
City per year to lease four floors of the proposed MUCC building. 


Councilmember Novak told Ms. Prince that cost would be 
$390,000 per year. Ms. Prince asked what need the City has for this 
space. Councilmember Novak said that it could be used to house 
911 operators. 


Randy Fowler of 5808 McCourt Dr. stated his opposition to the civil 
rights ordinances. Homosexuals, he said, have the same legal 
rights that all individuals currently have under the law. The ACLU 
has published a book of almost 200 pages documenting the rights 
of gay people. Blacks and females could not choose to be the way 
they are, while homosexuals choose to live their lifestyles. Current 
ordinances cover protection for all groups. Sexual orientation 
should not be protected. Homosexuals should not be given special 
protection. 


Bernie Meissner of 635 LaSalle protested the reduction in the time 
allotted to each speaker for public comment. They made this 
change because Council is faced with a problem that they do not 
want to deal with. Homosexuals have the same nghts that all of us 
have, he said. They want protected rights that allow them to 
practice sodomy. They cannot prove that there is any discrimina- 
tion against them. They violate our religious teachings, our morals 
and our sensibilities, and yet they want the respect and admiration 
of the rest of us. He addressed the people who have been 
harassing his family. This behavior is totally unnecessary and must 
be stopped. 

Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee the Co-Chair of the Civil Rights 


Task Force invited everyone who is concerned over this issue and 


everyone who wants more information about this matter to 
dialogue with them and accept the information they have. He 
Stated his belief that his homosexuality is a gift from God. 


James Dare of 3407 W. Mt. Hope said that sodomy is wicked. Ov: 
society is turning away from God when we endorse this kind or 
lifestyle. This is foolishness. 


Timothy Heherman of 2007 Irene St. stated his opposition to the 
civil rights ordinances. The personal choices of homosexual! 
people should not be forced on everyone else. These people have 
been declared by God to be wrong. The State and Federal 
Government has declared this practice to be wrong. It should not 
be allowed to be voted on as a civil right in local governments.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of the resolution 
authorizing the retention of Tom Downs by the Board of Ethics and 
the designation of Mr. Downs as a Special Assistant City Attorney. 
He supports the passage of the resolution for the payment of 415 
benefits for this: year only. He supports the adoption of the new city 
logo as the Official City Seal. This is a beautiful new logo, much 
improved over the old one depicting a dead tree stump and a little 
cabin in the woods. 


Fred McGlone of 4518 Meaford St. said that he believes that the 
Councilmembers who proposed this ordinance did so in order to 
protect the rights of everyone from discrimination. However, these 
ordinances carry the potential of bringing one group out of the 
closet and pushing another group in. Churches have the right to 
hire people who practice the lifestyles they endorse, he said. 


John D. Tellier, no address given, distributed copies of an excerpt 
from a book on Sodom and Gomorrah to Councilmembers. He 
believes that all homosexuals were molested as children and grow 
up to molest other children. He suggested that they change their 
diet and eat more chicken to cure their affliction and get back toa 
more normal lifestyle. 


Lewis Moncrief of 3000 S. Cedar spoke in opposition to the civil 
rights ordinances. Sodomy is against the law in the State of 
Michigan. City Council is trying to supersede the laws of the state. 


Mary Reynolds of 4600 Ora St. said that her grandsons fought 
under the emblem of the UN Flag in Desert Storm. If it was good 
enough for her grandsons to fight under, it is good enough to be 
raised over City Hall. This City, she said, has given tax exemptions 
to big businesses before to keep them in the City of Lansing. She 
suggested that Councilmembers change the bored expressions 
on their faces during Council meetings.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that UN Day was founded on October 24, 
1936. A number of Nations joined the United Nations and each of 
them observes UN Day on October 24th. The UN Flag is not only 
being flown above City Hall, it will be flown above the State Capitol. 
One hundred thirty-six cities nationwide observe this day every 
year and fly the UN Flag. This event has been happening in Lansing 
for fifteen years without controversy. The order of the raising of the 
flags is based on UN Flag Rules. Many veterans organizations 
participate in this event. For some reason this year a Detrort Radio 
Station has singled out Lansing and decided to make an issue of 
our celebration of UN Day. He asked residents to allow their com 
mon sense to prevail and allow this event to go forward. as it has 
done for the last 15 years, without subverting the US Government. 
This Saturday we will once again have the KKK Rallying on the 
steps of the State Capitol. They expect a modest number of Kian 
members because there is a breach between the National and 
State organizations. He has authorized the Police Department to 
have their Field Force ready to protect people and to work with the 
State Police to present a unified police presence. He asked that 
everyone give this event the attention that it deserves, none. 


He announced that he will be running in the disabilities awareness 
run on Saturday and invited everyone to join them in this alternate 
activity to the Klan. There is also a Dinosaur Dash at MSU and 
Potter Park Zoo will have free Zoo Days. The highlight of the 
weekend will be the Octoberfest in Oldtown which runs Saturday 
and Sunday and will feature many different types of activities on the 
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North end of Lansing. This will give people a chance to see the 
revitalization of Oldtown. The Edge 92.1 Radio Station will host a 
weekend of activities. He urges everyone to stay away from the 
downtown area. People found out in April that the securities issue 
was a serious one and had not been exaggerated. Please 
participate in alternative events provided by the community. He 
thanked the Unity Coalition and Yvonne Christoper for organizing 
the March. 


Mayor Hollister announced that he met today with Secretary of 
State Richard Austin and Superintendent of Schools Dr. Halik to 
discuss the safety of our school children when they are on school 
buses. The City of Lansing transports 11,000 children every day on 
170 buses, he said. We are lucky that we have not had any 
accidents, because people do not observe safety measures when 
they see flashing school bus lights. 


Today he began the process for proposal of bids for Phase One of 
the Baseball stadium. They have set a Wednesday, 5:00 P.M. 
deadline for submission of the bids. He will make recommenda- 
tions as to contractors on Thursday. They are talking about the 
$150,000 that was approved last week for Phase | of the Baseball 
Stadium project. They are moving this process along quickly, 
however, they are not violating the purchasing procedure. In mid 
November they will bring a more complex proposal on this project 
to Council. They have received commitments for over 1,200 
student tickets already. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Hollister to arrange for a 
presentation to the Physical Development Committee on the 
Architectural Design project being done in Old Town. 


Mayor Hollister responded that this project is being done by 
Mid-Michigan Architects and they are anxious to have the project 
reviewed by Council. This study was done at no cost to the City. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Hollister how many grant 
funded Police Officer positions the City currently has and asked 
that this information be presented to the Committee of the Whole 
and the Committee on Ways and Means. 


Councilmember Jones said that on September 6, 1994 the State 
Journal reported that the City had $4,000,000 in unpaid outstand- 
ing parking tickets. Councilmember Jones asked about the plan to 
recapture this money. 


Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister, Dave Wiener, answered 
that the Administration has a proposal ready to review later this 
week with Mayor Hollister, the City Attorney, and the Judges. This 
money, he said, has now moved from the City Traffic System to the 
Court Traffic System. They estimate that approximately 
$3,000,000 of this money is non-collectible. They could recover as 
much as $800,000. The State has recently passed a law that allows 
State and City governments to sen§ the names of people who have 
Outstanding traffic warrants to the State Department of Treasury 
who can then assess the cost of the warrants against individual tax 
returns and garnishee pay checks. The Treasury will be authorized 
to keep a small portion of the money and remit the remainder to the 
municipality involved. 


Councilmember Allen asked Mayor Hollister, if there will be an 
open bid process for phase one of the Baseball Stadium project. 
She has gotten many phone call and letters regarding this process 
being rushed through. She asked that Council and the Public be 
kept advised every step of the way.

Today we are short of Class A space in any downtown buildings 
requiring substantial office space.

Pursuant to your memorandum dated October 4, 1994 with 
questions regarding the MUCC Project, | provide the following 
information: 


1) What is the timeline in regard to execution of the bonds? 


With the City's commitment to lease 4 floors of the MUCC bldg. 
the project's construction will commence and bonds could be 
issued in November, 1994. 


2) What is the earliest date construction may resume? 


As soon as the City has committed in writing its intent to lease 4 
floors of the MUCC building, Granger Companies will resume 
construction. 


3) What is the proposed timeline in terms of the date the 
commitment must be made by the City to enter into a lease 
agreement, if it is the City's desire to do so? 


It is necessary for the City to commit its intent to lease 4 floors of 
the MUCC building and approve the MUCC Project plan prior to 
any further construction or furtherance of the bond issue. The 
lease would commence on January 1, 1996 and be for a period of 5 
years. 


4) if the City were to enter into lease agreement how many floors 
would be occupied by the City? What is the maximum recom- 
mended space to be utilized by the City? What is the minimum? 


The City would be occupying 4 floors of the MUCC building, 
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equalling 7,500 square feet of leasable space/floor. The City 
would also have the flexibility of sub leasing these floors to other 
governmental entities. The maximum space to be utilized would be 
30,000 square feet (4 floors), the minimum space to be utilized by 
the City would be 15,000 square feet (2 floors). 


5) Has the issue of 911 Security been discussed with Mr. Bauer, 
and if so, what were his thoughts on the matter? 


Chief Jerome Boles has covered the issue of 911 Security 
moving to a portion of the space to be utilized by the City of Lansing 
with Mr. Bauer. Both Chief Boles and Mr. Bauer offer their 
concurrence for this leased space in providing adequate space for 
the City's 911 Security system. 


You have been provided with information previous to this 
correspondence which confirms the need for Class A office space 
in the Downtown market. The proposed lease rate of $13.00/sq.ft. 
will make the MUCC Builiding an attractive alternative to 
governmental units and non-profit organizations.

Under the current proposal, the City would sign an intent to lease

It would be the City's intent to sublet two of 
the four floors leaving the remaining two floors for City use, with a 
lease cost of $195,000. The two remaining floors are required due 
to the needs of the Lansing Police Department for 911 operations.

Councilmember Brockwell announced a meeting tomorrow at 
Cedar Place on Jolly Rd. regarding the problems seniors in that 
area are having with Junior High School kids who skip school and 
harass them. 


Councilmember Lilly confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of 
the Physical Development Committee tomorrow at 11:30 A.M. He 
announced that he will not be able to attend the Russian luncheon 
because he will be in Mackinac Island with his wife.

PUBUC COMMENTS 


Brent Bolds of 3519 of 3519 Colchester Rd. submitted 330 petition 
signatures to be included with the 389 previously submitted by Mr. 
Meissner opposing the proposed Civil Rights ordinances. 
Homosexuals, he said, make their own choices in these matters. 
They can change if they choose. They have a high rate of eduction 
and a high rate of high level employment. This is a privikeged group. 
They are not oppressed on any of the levels associated with Civil 
Rights protection. These ordinances are unnecessary according 
to current law. 


Randy Parlor of 5808 LaPorte Dr. in Lansing wamed Council that 
they must submit to God. They have no authority unless it comes 
from Him and no rights unless they come from Him. God’s word 
Says that sodomy is a sin, yet, if they teach His word after the 
passage of these ordinances, they can be sued. Ordinances like 
these will continue the moral decline and decadence that we 
experience today. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that sodomy is not only a 
homosexual experience. It should be condemned as a heterosex- 
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ual experience also. He said that everything that he wanted to 
speak about tonight got tabled. He predicted that Council will fool 
around until the statute of limitations has expired and nothing 
can be done about the Earty Retirement issue. He accused Council 
of playing games and warned that the public will not play. When the 
next election comes up they will remind people of the games that 
~ Council has tried to play. He urged everyone to vote yes on all three 
of the Ethics Board Charter Amendment Ballot Proposal on 
November 8th. 


Frank Curtis “X" said that he does not want the kind of people who 
commit sodomy to teach his kids. He spoke in favor of building a 
museum of Black Arts and History. 


Fred McGlone of 4518 Meaford said that the proposed civil rights 
ordinances have negative implications on churches and schools. 
In 1986 the Supreme Court found that homosexuals do not have 
the right to practice sodomy, he said. This is not a case of 
tolerance, itis acase of endorsement. Parents, he said, must retain 
the right to chose where and by whom their children are educated. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that there is some 
pretty good rhetoric being bandied about the Council Chambers 
tonight, but not one statement that brings human beings together. 
He described this debate as homophobia versus heterophobia. 
This City needs ordinances that protect all people. This is an issue 
of bringing people together and protecting peoples rights 
regardless of what those rights are. These rights are already 
protected, we understand that, there is nothing wrong with this 
ordinance as long as it Covers everyone. 


Cheryl VanDeKerkhove of 303 S. Holmes said that she is here to 
counter a lot of false comments and misinformation. The vast 
majority of homosexuals do not engage in sodomy. She related an 
experience of a homosexual man who was being harassed by 
co-workers and lost his grievances because he was not a member 
of a protected class. Ninety-seven percent of molestation cases 
prosecuted in Courts today are against heterosexual males. She is 
a lesbian, but she has never been molested. Neither have most of 
the gays and lesbians that she knows. 


Kelly Stevens of 528 LaSalle said that this ordinance protects 
heterosexuals as well as homosexuals. 


Reverend Charles Bicey of 3507 Inverary said that he is opposed 
to the civil rights amendments. God created the universe, he said. 
Special class protection under the law must include a definition of 
the class. Protected classes under this ordinance would be 
impossible to define. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope thanked Councilmember Lilly for 
being the onty Councilmember with any knowledge. The City is 
Supposed to be reducing its’ employees, yet they want more office 
space. He does not think anyone should be fired just because they 
are gay of lesbian. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. questioned the tabling of two 
issues from tonight's agenda.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of an Amendment to Chapter 296, Sections 
296.01 through 296.10 and Section 296.99 of the Code of 
Ordinances, Civil Rights Ordinance 


Council President Brockwell announced that, in accordance with 
the request during suspension of the rules by Councilmember Lilly, 
‘he would limit public comments on the two Public Hearings on 
tonight's agenda to two minutes per speaker 


Yvonne Christopher, Director of the Human Relations and 
Community Services Department, explained the intent of the two 
ordinances scheduled for public hearings on tonight's agenda. The 
enforcement of these two ordinances would fall under the 
jurisdiction of her department. Neither her department, nor the 
Human Relations Board, have reviewed these ordinances yet, 
however, they are willing and available to help Council with these 
ordinances through the Committee process and to make sure that 
these ordinances are consistent with State and Federal Civil Rights 
laws. 


Gregg Martin of 2244 Cumberland urged the audience to use 
respect and consideration for the speakers at these hearings 


tonight and allow them to make their comments without interrup- 
tion. He called for a guarantee that will protect churches from being 
forced to hire homosexuals. 


Jim Phillips of 6043 Hardy Ave. said that these ordinances are 
comprehensive civil rights ordinances. They do not deal only with 
sexual orientation. This is City Council's opportunity to emphasize 
that they believe in a policy of anti-discrimination for all people. He 
distributed a letter from the Civil Rights Task Force in support of 
these two ordinances. 


Terry Stine 233 Oxford spoke in support of the two Civil Rights 
Ordinances. 


Maxine Thomas of 1531 Osborn spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that it is a myth that homosexuals are 
child abusers. At issue here is the fact that people are being 
discriminated against as a result of their sexual preferences. 


Ellie Vernon of 2115 Lyons Ave. spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances, saying, that her concern is that landlords may 
wind up with no say on who may rent their property. 


Jody Zay of 522 Cowley in E. Lansing said that she is a member of 
the Unitarian Universal Church and spoke in support of the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances on their behait. 


Phil Henderson of 315 Chanticleer Tr., Director of the Mid Michigan 
Attorney s Interface Network, said that society does not have the 
right to interfere in consensual acts that occur between consenting 
adults. We must prohibit discrimination based on consensual 
activities between people of the age of majority. 


Ellen Ives of 1573 N. Genesee Dr. said that she knows two dozen 
people who are afraid to speak at the meeting tonight because they 
do not want their names in writing because they could lose their 
jobs. She asked Council to adhere to a rational model of decision 
making and look at all of the facts before making their decision. 


Melanie Morrison of 1736 Roseland Ave. in E. Lansing said that she 
is an Ordained Minister, spoke in support of the two Civil Rights 
Ordinances, and said that these ordinances recognize that the 
measure of a persons sexual orientation does not show how 
Capable they will be to perform a job. She stated that she is a 
lesbian and after these ordinances are passed she would be proud 
to be considered to be a resident of Lansing. 


Brian Barclay of 715 Emily spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said they will not stand as a whole. 


Linda Brundage of 235 Maplewood said that she is a Psychologist 
in private practice, and she works with the Department of 
Corrections. She spoke in support of the two Civil Rights 
Ordinances and said that they are not about special rights. They 
are about equal rights, and if we do not support this ordinance, then 
we are not truly free. 


Robert Wier of 4515 N. Saginaw Ave. said that he is the Deacon of a 
Church in Lansing. He is responsible for the hiring and firing or 
employees, as well as the renting of church property. These 
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Ordinances will impact on all of these things. These Ordinances 
repress the liberty of religion. 


Terri Jewell of 1710 Barrett said that she has been a lesbian for the 
last twenty years. She is forty years of age which means that she 
has been a lesbian for half of her life. She supports the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances. 


Jerry Ward of 300 Rumsey spoke in support of the two Civil Rights 
Ordinances and said that they do not condone, nor do they 
condemn any particular sexual orientation. 


Truman Morrison of 4721 Ottawa Dr. in Okemos spoke in support 
of the two Civil Rights Ordinances and said that he has great 
esteem for gay men and women. Sexual orientation, he said, is not 
a matter of choice. 


Kelly Stevens of 528 LaSalle spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances. She read from a speech made by Thomas 
Jefferson regarding changes to the constitution. 


Curt Demars Johnson of 4511 Jeneca Dr. in Okemos spoke in 
support of the two Civil Rights Ordinances. There must be common 
ground on this issue, he said, or we will not have any ground on 
which to stand. We cannot discriminate against people on any 
basis. He thanked Council for having the courage to take on this 
issue. 


David Foreman of 2423 Springdale Dr. urged church members to 
ask their Pastors how this ordinance will affect their churches. As a 
Pastor, he would have to obey God, rather than man. If he was 
required by these Ordinances to hire homosexuals, he would have 
to disobey them. 


Nancy L. Bischof of 2264 Kenmore Dr. in Okemos said that she is a 
lesbian. She spoke in support of the two Civil Rights Ordinances 
and said that she currently drives 85 miles to work everyday so that 
she can continue to live in the area that she grew up in. The original 
meaning of sin was Separation. Discrimination leads to sin, as does 
hatred. Only through love and peace is separation eliminated and 
sin abolished. 


Tim Hammond of 1424 S. Pennsylvania spoke in opposition to the 
two Civil Rights Ordinances and called on City Council to do what 
is right. 


Michael Genova of 1418 Eureka said that he works in E. Lansing 
and lives in Lansing. He is comforted by the fact that E. Lansing has 
a gay rights ordinance because it protects his job. 


Adam Thomas of 707 Comfort spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances. 


_ Richard Bernhard of 515 Cherry St. spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that not passing this ordinance would 
be the same as endorsing slavery. 


Mel Holsteen of 2624 Wyckham Dr. spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Council President Brockwell commended the audience for their 
behavior at these public hearings. 


Bernie Meissner of 635 LaSalle spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that they force christian schools, 
churches, and others to hire homosexuals; and they force schools 
to teach that homosexuality is a positive alternative lifestyle. He 
does not want to see this taught in public schools. He asked that 
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this “highly controversial Ordinance" be put on the ballot and the 
public given the opportunity to exercise the ultimate democratic 
test. Put these Ordinances before the voters and let them decide, 
he said. If Council passes these Ordinances, he will file referendum 
petitions in the City Clerk's Office. 


Genny McAskill of 923 Harvest Lane said that Jesus loves 
homosexuals and lesbians and wants them all to come to Him to be 
saved. 


Paula Burton of 1317 Ferrol spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that we have enough problems living 
day to day in this City. She asked that Council consider the good of 
the children when they consider these ordinances. 


Rabbi Amy Kiatz of 2309 Jolly Rd. said that civil law should not be 
formed by the Bible. There is supposed to be a separation between 
Church and State. If they invoke laws of the Bible, they should do 
everything they can to make all people comfortable with them. 


Kathy Tungate of 2206 Corey Rd. in E. Lansing said that she is 
employed by Sparrow Hospital! Health Systems. Sparrow, she said, 
has adopted a policy to see that everyone is treated equally in ail 
situations. They have an equal employment opportunity policy and 
she distributed copies of a portion of that policy to Council- 
members. 


Glen Ray, Jr. 2333 Glencoe Way spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances and said he does not believe that they are 
in the best interests of the community. The term sexual orientation 
is Not clear and could include pedophiles and child molesters. The 
homosexual act is a felony and there is no provision for religious 
standing in this ordinance. Does this Council want the churches to 
leave the community? 


Randy Parlor of 5808 LaPorte spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that his views are representative of a 
large portion of the City. He stated that he has no hate in his heart 
for anyone in the city. He does not support discrimination, but, there 
iS a gay agenda with stated objectives at work here. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances and said that it will result in courses of 
instruction in Public Schools and Public Libraries for the teaching 
of acceptance of homosexual behavior. This is not something that 
parents want taught in Public Schools. This is a moral issue that 
should be taught at home. 


William Barber of S. Washington Rd. said that he is a father, 
grandfather, and Pastor. He cannot comply with these proposed 
ordinances because of his religious beliefs. The Constitution of the 
State of Michigan says that sodomy is a criminal offense. They will 
force law abiding citizens and churches to leave the city. No nation 
in western civilization has ever endorsed this law. 


Richard Williams of 200 Dexter Rd. in Eaton Rapids spoke in 
Opposition to the two Civil Rights Ordinances and said that the 
homosexual lifestyle is not healthy for anyone, including the 
homosexual. 


Gwendolyn Conarton of 427 W. Kilborn spoke in support of the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Steve Queen of 1716 Clifton spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that they are for special and 
extra-ordinary protection of those who have chosen to participate 
in a homosexual lifestyle. 
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Michael Kline of 2420 Tiffany in Holt spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances and said that what homosexuals really 
want is approval of their same sex relationships. Passage of these 
ordinances sends a message of acceptance of homosexuality to 
future generations. This is really only approval and endorsement of 
homosexuality. 


Randy Sellers of 10663 Bobsy! Lane in Grand Ledge spoke in 
Opposition to the two Civil Rights Ordinances and said that he does 
not approve of the language that states that private and public 
school kids can be taught acceptance of homosexual lifestyles. 


Todd Hendricks of 12880 Oneida Rd. in Grand Ledge said that he 
is employed within the city limits. He spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances because they are morally wrong. These 
ordinances will only further the cause of the gay agenda. He is 
opposed to the gay agenda. 


Jodie Gietzel of 620 Smith Ave. spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that the people here tonight that 
believe that gays are not entitled to these rights are proof that the 
ordinances protecting their rights are necessary. These ordinan- 
ces are not just for lesbians and gays, they are for everyone in 
Lansing. 


Steve Manchester of 514 Westmoreland said that the arguments 
heard here tonight are efforts to disguise the hate of some people. 
Real christianity does not exclude anyone, he said. 


James Dare, I! of 3407 W. Mt. Hope said there is no power on earth 
except that power given through God. Sodomy is a crime against 
nature. 


Council President Brockwell asked speakers to refrain from 
shouting because of the sensitivity of our new Camera systems. 


Steven Pribble of 2009 Loraine, Pastor of Grace Community 
Church, spoke in opposition to the two Civil Rights Ordinances. 
Sodomy is still a sin in the eyes of God, andis also a felony crime in 
the State of Michigan. The two ordinances are unduly vague with 
regard to sexual orientation and could include pedophiles and 
necrophiles and those that enjoy bondage. It will make thousands 
of law abiding citizens law breakers. It is undue interference in 
religious freedom. 


Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, Co-Chair of the Civil Rights Task 
Force, submitted 656 additional signatures of support to the 
original 120 submitted by the Task Force. Members of their group, 
he said, are still happy and witling to sit down and dialogue with 
interested parties. THE PETITION SIGNATURES IN SUPPORT OF 
THE TWO CIVIL RIGHTS ORDINANCES WERE REFERRED TO 
THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE AND THE COMMITTEE ON 
GENERAL SERVICES. 


Tim Shade of P.O. Box 523 in Haslett said that these ordinances 
have nothing to do with protecting the rights of human beings. They 
want us to embrace and protect immoral behavior. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that we, in the United States, do 
Not live in a true democracy, because if we did the majority would 
tule. Rather, our constitution recognizes the rights of individuals 
within our society. There are no halos on any of the people 
speaking here tonight. 


Linda Smiertka of 630 Kipling spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that anal sodomy is one of the most 
dangerous activities in the State of Michigan. She expressed her

concern that the agenda involved here is much broader than 
stated in these two ordinances. 


Nikki Smith of 2724 Trappers Cove spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. She said that she works and lives in 
Lansing and asked how someone proves that they are homosex- 
ual. You cannot give special rights to anyone based on behavior. 
She does not push her sexuality on anyone else and she asks for 
the same consideration from others. 


President Brockwell recessed this session of City Council at 8:45 
P.M. and reconvened the meeting at 8:50 P.M. 


’ Bryan Decker of 5505 Kaynorth submitted 44 additional petition 


Signatures in opposition to the two Civil Rights Ordinances. These 
ordinances are against God, he said. The 44 petition signatures 
were REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE AND 
THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES 


Charles Pope of 5723 Richwood #58 spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances, saying, these ordinances deny people 
their right to obey God in His word. 


John Mangupoulos of 6837 W. Grand River spoke in opposition to 
the two Civil Rights Ordinances and said that he will not conduct 
business in this city if they are passed. It is time to stop the insanity. 
This group does not need protection. They make three times more 
than anyone else and are three times more educated. He 
distributed “honorary homosexual” certificates to Council- 
members Brockwell, Novak and Allen. 


John Hamitton of 215 E. Jolly Rd. spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that his husband of 6 years died 
recently and he was unable to take bereavement time as most 
spouses are allowed to do. He had to lie to his employer and say 
that he was attending the funeral of a friend. 


Kathy Warner of 7790 Peter Lane in Charlotte spoke in opposition 
to the two Civil Rights Ordinances and said that her concern is for 
the health of the community. She is a registered nurse and she 
loves people, but hates to see what happens to them when they are 
infected with some of the diseases that are prevalent among 
homosexuals. 


Cindy Nye of 1606 Boston Blvd. spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that she is the founder of Pryzm, a 
homosexual and lesbian support group for adolescents. 


Gregory R. Frens of 707 Comfort St. spoke in support of the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Paul Pratt of 416 Everett Dr., speaking on behalf of the ACLU, said 
that they get a lot of complaints in his office regarding discrimina- 
tion based on sexual orientation. It is the job of City Council, he 
Said, to advance the rights of all people. 


Lynn Otens of 624 N. Francis spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that she is merely asking for 
understanding and respect. 


Ronald Monk of 2727 Lafayette spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that it is not proper for the City to teach 
morality. This is the nght of parents and grandparents. 


Leonard Fuller of 15710 Oaklane Dr. spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Ron Helzerman of 2007 irene spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
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Rights Ordinances, and asked Council if they had ever heard of the 
disease GRID (Gay Related Immune Deficiencies). This was the 
initial name for the AIDS Virus. 


Tim Helzerman of 2007 Irene St. spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said he will support anything that 
contradicts these ordinances. Put this to the vote of the people and 
let them decide. 


James Reiner of 13980 Heidi Lane said that a lot of stereotypes are 
being discussed tonight. He is a resident and tax payer in Lansing, 
but. he is also employed in Grand Rapids. The civil rights ordinance 
passed by Grand Rapids has not pulled that community together. 
On the contrary it has been more divisive and created more 
controversy than anything else. We are not talking about a clearly 
defined status here. 


Veronica Hamilton of 1334 Lakeside in E. Lansing said that she 
does not believe that homosexuality is immutable. These people 
can change. She is not homophobic and she is not afraid of 
homosexuals, but, she is fearful for them because of their sexually 
dictated decisions. She cited specific problems with language on 
pages 21, 22, 23, 26, and 30. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he does not oppose 
homosexuality and he supports the two Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Charles Bicey of 3507 Inverary Dr. spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances and said that we have many more issues 
that we should be dealing with, homelesness, hunger and lack of 
clothing and medical care. God, he said, created Adam and Eve 
not Adam and Steve. These ordinances promote benefits to same 
sex partners. 


Cheryl VanDeKerkhove of 303 S. Holmes spoke in support of the 
two Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Brenda West of 1616 Roselawn spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that she does not want her kids to be 
taught acceptance of homosexuality as a lifestyle in public 
schools. It should be the right of parents to teach morality to their 
Children, not the school district. She does not believe the 
ordinances to be enforceable and wants to see them put to the vote 
of the people. 


David Kimball of 610 W. Ottawa spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances. They only want equal rights, he said, not 
special nights. 


George Warren of 831 Crown Blvd. in E. Lansing said that his 
business is located in the City of Lansing. He spoke in support of 
the two Civil Rights Ordinances and commended Council for 
taking up this issue. These people are not threatening the safety of 
the people of the City of Lansing. They are not asking for special 
partner privileges. 

Sara Rosenthal of 731 Burcham in E. Lansing spoke in support of 
the two Civil Rights Ordinances and stated that she is a lesbian. 


Ann Tracey of 526 Lathrop said that she is a mother, a 
grandmother, an organist at her church, a librarian at MSU and a 
lesbian. She has never lost her job, or her kids simply because of 
her lesbianism, but she could have. Many others have. 


Brian Dickerson of 321 Elmwood spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances and said they are too vague and too 
loosely worded. He is particularly opposed to the section dealing 
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with recruitment in hiring practices. This interferes with the right to 
separation of Church and State. 


Donna Dickerson of 321 Elmwood spoke in opposition to the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. God, she said, is the creator. We are one 
Nation under God and we have to stand by the precepts and 
teachings of God. 


Pauline LaHare of 401 W. Grand River spoke in opposition to the 
two Civil Rights Ordinances and asked why laws are made without 
regard for our children. They are the future. They will do as they are 
taught. 


Eric Snow of 1418 Spartan Village in E. Lansing spoke in opposition 
to the two Civil Rights Ordinances. 


Jim Williams, Jr. of P.O. Box 14088 in Lansing, Manager of the Club 
Paradise on S. Washington spoke in support of the two Civil Rights 
Ordinances. 


Joseph McNeil of 1531 N. Hayford said that we confront a 
constitutional crisis everyday in this country simply because 
someone thinks the constitution does not Say enough. He is 
opposed to granting or recognizing group rights. 


Larry Trice of 3721 Lansing Rd. said he is ashamed of this meeting. 
That we should spend so much time to pass special nghts for these 
people when we have so many other people out there that are so 
needy of our consideration. There is a higher law and that law is 
God's law, even Council is accountable to it. 


Sam Gibson of 1417 Lamont Rd. spoke in opposition to the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and said that he does not see why acceptance 
of this Iffestyle has to be taught in school. He did not need to be 
taught to respect people in school. He was taught respect at home 
by his parents. 


Margaret Rich of 505 M.A.C. in E. Lansing congratulated Council 
on having a wonderful City. She is originalty from Kalamazoo and 
she used to think Kalamazoo was more conservative than Lansing. 


Councilmember Benavides asked the Human Relations and 
Community Services Department to provide Councilmembers with 
a financial impact statement and details regarding the enforce- 
ment of these ordinances. How many additional people will they 
need in their department for enforcement of the Ordinance ff it is 
approved. He asked for a compilation of statistics regarding 
complaints about discrimination against gays and homosexuals. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Yvonne Christopher of the Human 
Relations Department to suppty Council with a full copy of Sparrow 
Hospital's policy on sexual discrimination as well as policies from 
other employers in the Lansing area, so they can see ff other 
companies have the same or similar policies. 


Councilmember Canady said that the ordinances as drafted 
mention benefits and benefit systems plans. He asked Mr.

There 
were no incidents and no arrests and everyone was delighted with 
the turn out. He reported a hostage and barricaded gunman 
Situation that arose over the weekend and went on for 20 hours. 
The cost of controlling this situation could equal the cost of the 


_ Klanrally. The Potter Park Zoo Free Admission Day drew over 121 


participants and the disability awareness run was successful as 
well. 


Today, he said, was the UN Flag Day ceremony and the United 
Nations Flag was raised over City Hall. The rights of all participants 
were respected and preserved and peace was maintained. He 
stated his pride in the community of Lansing and its’ Police 
Department and his gratitude at being a resident. Some of the 


_ School children were quite fearful of the Mid-Michigan Militia that 


showed up and protested the raising of the UN Flag. The children 
presented the colors and he commended them on their bravery in 
raising the flag in the face of the protest by the Militia. Some of the 
school children arrived at the meeting late and were unable to 
Participate in the flag raising. He will visit the schools personally to 
thank the kids for their part in these activities. Our Russian visitors, 
unfortunately, were on hand to witness this display. He explained to 
them that our democracy allows for the peaceful demonstration of 
diverse beliefs. 


He congratulated the Everett High School Marching Band for being 
selected to play in the Detroit Thanksgiving Day Parade. They are 
Conducting a fund raiser for the event and interested parties may 
Call John Hicks at 325-6600 for more information.

(C) Failure to pay the prescribed fee in an attended parking facility 
shall carry a fifteen dollar($15.00) fine, plus the unpaid parking fee. 

(d) Any person who violates any of the provisions set forth in 
subsection (a) hereof and who fails to pay a fine therefor as set 
forth in such subsection, within forty-two days from the date of 
issuance of the ticket or citation, shall be responsible for a civil

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal announced the cancellation of the regularly 
scheduled Public Services meeting. They will meet next week at 
their usual time. She congratulated the North Town Arts 
Neighborhood Association for their wonderful Octoberfest. 
Thanktully, it did not rain. She reported attending the YWCA Chefs 
challenge last Wednesday. The food was wondertul. First place 
was won by Karen Emerson of the Gnome Sweet Shop on E. 
Michigan Ave. 


Councilmember Allen urged everyone to support the YWCA. They 
desperately need our financial support. 


Councilmember Novak explained that he made the motion to take 
the resolution regarding the retention of Tom Downs off of the table 
because of extremely tight time constraints caused by the 
expiration of the statute of limitations. 


Councilmember Jones confirmed the regularly scheduled General 
Services meeting scheduled for Wednesday. 


Councilmember Lilly noted that the letter that was written regarding 
the Civil Rights Ordinances attacks him personally. It would not be 
allowed to be written if this ordinance was passed. He cautioned 
his colleagues that the Council needs to be careful when passing 
this ordinance not to pass anything that steps on anyone's first 
amendment rights. The most fundamental right of all is the right to 
free speech and we must be careful not to trample on the 
Constitution of the United States. 


PUBUC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded justice from the 
Mayor and his Administration. 


Cheryl VanDeKerkhove of 303 S. Holmes St. thanked City Officials 
and staff members for being so encouraging about the Old Town 
Octoberfest which was held last weekend. This was a great event 
for the City and she urged everyone to attend the Octoberfest next 
year. 


Ron Fulger of 4918 Allison Dr. said that a lot of the people who 
spoke here tonight in support of the Civil Rights Ordinances are 
from outside the city. He will do everything in his power to bring this 
to a referendum ballot if it is passed by City Council. Then maybe 
Council will see that the majority of the people inside the city are 
not in support of these ordinances. This affects their rights to free 
speech and their property rights, as well. He questioned the cost of 
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implementing and enforcing the ordinances and the need for them. 
He has never heard, from anyone living in Lansing, that they are 
experiencing problems with discrimination or harassment 
because they are homosexual. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances. 


Thomas Bennett of 5979 Harvey St. in Haslett spoke in support of 
the two Civil Rights Ordinances and thanked Council for taking the 
time to work on this issue. 


Marge Ojibway of 310 Seymour noted that the Co-chair of the 
Equal Rights Task Force has political ties with Bob Mitchell, 
Democratic candidate for Congress. Mr. Bernstein, she said. is 
offending a lot of people with the language he uses. She advised 
him to clean up his language and present his facts to the City ina 
rational nanner. She told Council they must clearly define gays and 
lesbians and homosexual activity in their ordinances. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine spoke in support of Ballot Proposal 1 on 
the November General Election Ballot, the Ethics Board Charter 
Amendment. The Mayor's Office, he said, has developed an 
informational brochure explaining the amendment that is available 
to all citizens. He urged everyone to vote yes on all three parts of 
Proposal 1. 


Michael J. Simon of 310 Seymour spoke in support of the two Civil 
Rights Ordinances and thanked Council for the effort they have put 
into these ordinances. He wants to unite gay people with straight 
people. We must all pray and take care of our families and friends, 
he said. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that he is the Director of the Old 
Town Steering Committee. He thanked the entire community for 
their support of the Old Town Octoberfest last weekend. This was a 
great event, and as a bonus, it was mostly funded by and operated 
by private interests in Old Town. Old Town is now happening. They 
may have to have new construction to accommodate all of the 
development. He thanked The Edge 92.1 Radio Station for 
sponsoring and hosting the Octoberfest, as well as Image Makers, 
Events to Rent and Dan Henry Distributing. He thanked Council- 
member Beal for her efforts related to the issue of the Mid Michigan 
Regional Water Authority and stated that he supports her position. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the Committee of the Whole 
turned the issue of the Mid-Michigan Regional Water Authority 
over to the Board of Water & Light. He does not support this action. 
If Council wants to get peopte to move out of the city all they have to 
do is give away our water capacity so that the outlying areas can 
have nice water like we have at the same price we pay. This will 
encourage Lansing residents to move to outlying areas. He is not 
opposed to a regional water authority, he is merely opposed to 
having the Board of Water & Light involved in it. He encouraged 
Mayor Hollister to assist the fund drive of “Cross Roads”. They 
need to get funds coming in, because if they don't, they will not get 
the grants from hospitals. He appealed to local businesses to 
donate money also. The Hospitals will match each dollar donated 
by businesses.

Emil Winnicker of the Development Division of the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department explained that these 
funds would be restored from public service activities for which 
funding was not utilized. The purpose of tonight's public hearing 's 
to facilitate the citizen participation requirement for the repro- 
gramming of these funds. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. complained that the public has not 
been given enough information regarding this funding. 


Councilmember Benavides announced that this matter will be 
taken up by the Ways and Means Committee next Tuesday at their 
regular meeting. The public is welcome to join them and participate 
in the discussion. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that he does not understand 
this issue. There should be more complete information contained 
in the Black Book so that the public can get an understanding of 
what !s going on. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Rudy Barnhill of 1705 Martin said that he is the Youth Activities 
Director for the Fabulous Acres Neighborhood Association. He 
thanked Mr. Cunningham for the donation of the sculpture to the 
Barb Dean Tot Lot and invited everyone to the dedication 
ceremony to be held this Saturday. He thanked Councilmembers, 
particularly Councilmember Jones, for the distribution of 
unclaimed bicycles to their community. 


Waiva Streeter along with Fred Abood, both members of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, thanked Council for passing the Transfer of 
Funds for replacement of windows in Fire Stations. They inspected 
most of the Fire Stations in the City and found them to be in 
deplorable condition. They thanked Mayor Hollister and his staff, 
particularly, Liza Estlund Olson, Sharon Bommarito, John McComb 
and Dennis Sykes for making the fire stations more livable for fire 
fighters. They are working with a study group to determine which 
Stations need to be renovated and which stations need to be 
eliminated and replaced. 


Jim Cunningham a member of the Michigan State University 
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Veterinary Faculty, and the sculptor of the sculpture that will be 
dedicated in the Barb Dean Tot Lot this weekend, said that he met 
members of the neighborhood association through one of his 
Students and was so impressed with the wealth of human spirit in 
this neighborhood that he created an abstract sculpture depicting 
five different shapes in five different colors, to celebrate the 
diversity of this neighborhood. This welded steel sculpture will be 
dedicated Saturday. It is being transported by Grainger from his 
driveway to the Barb Dean Tot Lot and placed on a poured 
concrete footing. Both the transportation of the sculpture and the 
footing for it to sit on were donated by Grainger. The sculpture will 
sport a bronze plaque donated by Stamp Rite Signs. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. accused City Council of trying to 
further delay the Ethics Board investigation of the Early Retirement 
program. His sources have indicated to him that there is still strong 
reluctance on the part of City Council to have this investigation 
completed. There are still others out there that are afraid of having 
the truth known. The entire plan was to get rid of a “lame duck 
mayor” and choose his replacement. Learning the truth of the 1992 
Early Retirement scam is long past due. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that CCSL is opposing the Civil 
Rights Ordinances. They expect to be able to knock this out in the 
first 30 days. They will do the same thing to the Council that passes 
these ordinances against the will of the people. The Mid-Michigan 
Militia was here in Lansing for a Peaceful demonstration on UN 
Day. They do not need the emotional buzz words heaped on them 
by the Mayor. He supports the hiring of Tom Downs and his 
designation as a Special Assistant City Attorney as he is objective 
and unafraid. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of the extension of 
the River Trail System in his neighborhood. They are thrilled to 
have the Trail extended in their area. Presently, the trail comes 
down behind the Grand River and runs along the Red Cedar River. 
After the extension it will cross the river and go along the Red 
Cedar to River Point and then go along the Grand River to connect 
with Moores Park. They are delighted to receive this benefit from 
the people on the North West side who did not want the trail 
extended in their neighborhood. He said that the Board of Water & 
Light should only receive $1.00 from the proceeds of the sale of 
property by them to Aldi, Inc. and the City of Lansing should get 
$80,000. The group, CCSL, is not the same as CCSLM. CCSL 
Stands for Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing. They came into 
existence last year to protest the passage of the Early Retirement 
Plan. CCSLM deliberately takes their name from CCSL, but, they 
were founded over a year later and their initials stand for 
Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing, Michigan, Inc. The two 
groups do not agree on the issue of sexual rights. He noted the 
problem Council seems to have on moving forward with the Ethics 
Board Investigation. Council needs to give this Board what they 
need to complete their investigation. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that Councilmember Lilly 
does his homework very well. He was at the Committee of the 
Whole-meeting last Thursday, and he detected the error or 
oversight that Lilly brought out. He spoke regarding the Mid- 
Michigan Militia group that protested the UN Flag Raising 
Ceremony. He said that a lot of members of the South Side 
Community Center Committee are getting ready to resign. This 
Committee needs someone to step forward and resolve this issue, 
like Councilmember Benavides or Councilmember Allen. The Elks 
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Lodge !s an outstanding spot for the Senior Citizens ard the 
Veterans. 


Linda Henderson of 106 W. Allegan said that she has a business at 
336 S. Grange in Eagle, Michigan. She said that she knows that 
Council offices have received many, many phone calls in support 
of the two Civil Rights Ordinances. Those calls should be indicated 
somewhere on the Agenda. Many people are misinterpreting these 
ordinances. There are no requirements that acceptance of 
homosexual lifestyles be taught in schools or churches. 


Councilmember Lilly advised Ms. Henderson that they are keeping 
track of the calls and letters on these ordinances. The protests by 
people objecting to the teaching of alternative lifestyles in schools 
are because of language that comes into play when you combine 
the activities of Chapter 296 with the activities of Chapter 297. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the parking lot, on 
Clippert St. at the end of the River Trail on the East side of town. isin 
desperate need of repair. There also needs to be some shoulder 
work done on Kalamazoo St. between the Bridge and Clippert St 
He asked Councilmember Benavides to explain the transfer of 
fund resolutions on tonight's agenda. He supports the tribute tc the 
school kids who participated in the UN Flag raising ceremony 
These kids must have gone througta few tense moments. He 
asked Council for an affirmative vote on the retention of Tom 
Downs. The Ethics Board has a lot of credibility in the eyes of the 
people of this town. Council must vote to retain Downs tonight and 
to appropriate the money for his contract.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister reported on the ‘Boo at the Zoo’, special Halloween 
activity, that took place at Potter Park Zoo last weekend. This event 
drew over 6.000 people to our Zoo. He thanked everyone who 
attended. 


He reminded everyone that next Tuesday is the General Election. 
There are a number of important state-wide races as well as the 
ballot proposal to amend the Charter for the purpose of 
strengthening the Ethics processes. People must vote yes on all 
three portions of the proposal. If you do not vote yes on all three the 
entire proposal fails. He urged everyone to vote yes on Proposal 1. 


Silver Bells in the City will be held on November 18, 1994 from 5:30 
to 9:00 and he urged everyone to attend. There are posters 
throughout City Hall advertising the new City Seal and Silver Bells. 
He announced that President Brockwell has not joined the Council 
Meeting yet tonight because he !s attending an International Forum 
with Families of our Sister City, St. Petersburg, Russia, for the 
special signing of the Sister City Agreement we have with them. 
The Mayor of St. Petersburg is in line to be the next president of the 
Soviet Union. He will be available for the public to meet him on 
Sunday between 3:00 and 5:00 P.M. at the Lansing Center. 


He announced that he had the privilege of sharing a platform with 
President Clinton today as part of the “Get Out the Vote” effort. He 
iS proud Of his involvement in this program. 


It is time, he said, to get the Ethics Board investigation of the Early 
Retirement program behind us. We must find a process through 
which we can complete this investigation. It will not go away by 
itself. We need to re-consider our position on an independent 
Outside attorney and commission him to get this done. The Ethics 
Board will not be able to do this work without a challenge and it is 
time for us to focus on the future. We must move on. An 
independent outside attorney is the only way to do so. Executive 
Assistant to Mayor Hollister, David Wiener, said that putting aside 
the issue of protected class status in the Civil Rights ordinances, 
which is the most controversial part of the ordinances, what they 
are is a re-write of the City’s Civil Rights Ordinances. This City has 
a deliberative, extensive review process in which the public is 
welcome to participate. The comments so far have concentrated 
on protected Class status and have not talked about the rest of the 
ordinances. These ordinances attempt to protect all groups of 
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people in our community. Debate about this issue will go on for the 
next several weeks and everyone with questions is welcome to 
participate in the Committee process to make this a successful 
ordinance. He would be happy to meet with Mr. Bolt, or anyone in 
his group. He urged everyone to keep an open mind and work 
together in a spirit of cooperation for the community. 


Councilmember Lilly commended Mayor Hollister for his handling 
of the Baseball Stadium process and for the professional high 
Quality staff that is doing such an excellent job of trying to protect 
the interests of the tax payers of the City of Lansing.

2. Utilization of competent contractual tree trimming services for 
trees impacted by the CSO Project, with selection based on criteria 
established by the Forestry Superintendent. 


3. Improving the process of providing timely and comprehensive 
information to areas impacted by the CSO Project. 


4 Joint development of new specifications clearly defining 
damages to be paid by contractors who injure publicly owned 
trees. 


5. Development of criteria and procedures by the Public Service 
and Parks Departments that will provide adequate notification and 
review by the Forestry Superintendent in regard to work programs 
scheduled by outside agencies that may have a negative impact 
on publicly owned trees; and 


WHEREAS, the Public Service and Parks and Recreation 
Departments submitted the following response to the above 
matters: 


1) The Public Service Department, in cooperation with the 
Forestry Manager, has retained the services of Chris Smith, 
Certified Arborist and President of Smith Tree and Landscape 
Service, Inc., to serve as a tree consultant/advocate for the CSO 
Project. Mr. Smith started providing services for the CSO Project in 
July, 1993. 


2).A Tree Technician will be utilized to assist in protection and 
preservation of trees impacted by the CSO Project. This technician 
will prune roots damaged during excavation, and place barriers to 
protect tree trunks. In addition, the City will acquire the services of a 
competent tree trimming service to trim trees affected by 
construction. 


3) While the CSO Project s public information and education 
component won a 1993 PACE Award from the Central Michigan 
Chapter of the Public Relations Society of America, it is important 
to continue to review and adapt our efforts to meet continuing 
challenges. 


Following are steps which we are planning to implement: 


A) Schedule informational meetings and/or presentations to 
Outline the program and talk about next year’s construction 
schedule with several key audiences: 


—Lansing Neighborhood Council 
—Neighborhood organizations in each neighborhood scheduled 
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for construction next year 
—Neighborhood Watch biock captains in affected areas 


B) Thoroughly review and strengthen current communication 
activities (including timing). The Public Service Department, with 
the assistance of the Forestry Manager, has developed a new 
brochure on how the home owner can preserve trees that are 
unavoidably stressed by construction activities. 


C) Identify additional communication activities. 


D) Continue working with the Lansing area media to provide 
story opportunities, construction schedule updates, and other 
public service announcements. 


4) The Public Service Department has worked with the Forestry 
Manager to develop specifications that clearly spell out “Tree 
Removal,” “Protection of Existing Trees,’ and “Tree Replace- 
ment.” These specifications spell out monetary damages to bill 
contractors for the injury to trees. 


5) This will require an ongoing effort to improve procedures and 
improve communications with the City Forestry Manager. The

Mayor Hollister reminded everyone that tomorrow is election day, 
and he urged all citizens to vote. Particularly, he asked for an 
affirmative vote on Proposal 1 on tomorrow's ballot which is the 
Charter Amendmentto strengthen the City of Lansing Ethics 
Board. It is important that everyone vote yes on all three portions of 
this ballot proposal. If even one part of the proposal is voted down, 
the entire proposal fails.

He urged everyone to go down and take a look 
at this park which was constructed on the site that used to contain 
a block of drug houses that this neighborhood took back with the 
help of City Council. Professor Cunningham of Michigan State 
University created a wonderful sculpture for donation to the park. 
Over three hundred people attended the dedication. Chief Boles 
has told him that the taking back of this block by the Fabulous 
Acres community was a major crime fighting effort. 


The Mayor of our Sister City, St. Petersburg, Russia was here last 
week and was treated to a tour of the City. His favorite attraction 
was the Meier's store. He issued a wonderful invitation to Mayor 
Hollister and the citizens of Lansing to attend St. Petersburg’s SOth 
anniversary Of their liberation from the Nazis. Mayor Hollister asked 
everyone interested in joining the delegation, that he will be hosting 
to Russia, to contact him. 


Mayor Hollister announced the Veterans Day Parade which will 
take place on Friday, November 11th, at 7:00 P.M. Silver Bells in the 
City is coming up the following week, and everyone had better start 
- thinking about Christmas. He asked that everyone pay particular 
attention to the very impressive billboards depicting the new City 
Seal and the Silver Bells promo. 


He announced that the Everett High School Marching Band will 
appear in the Detroit Thanksgiving Day parade. 


He is submitting his recommendations on a plan of action to solve 
the parking system shortfall. The previous administration borrowed 
$30,000,000 against parking system revenues and now payments 
must be made and no revenues are coming in. Council has given 
their approval to the hiring of a financial advisor whose recom- 
mendation contains three options. The first one is to just fix 
the parking problem itself, but parking itself is not going to help the 
city. The second is to fix the parking system, and at the same time, 
create amechanism for economic development downtown. 
Because TIFA’s are no longer available to us, we must find a way to 
maximize pipeline projects for State funds. The third option is to do 
nothing. He will be making a recommendation to Council as to 
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which option he favors. If we do nothing, by the year 2006 we will 
have beginning payments of 4.1 million dollars per year. However, 
by choosing option two, we Can pick up part of the payments and 
get State help to pay for the rest. The cost of spreading the debt out 
over a 25 year period is $19,000,000. The City can pick up 
$13,000,000 through Capital provisions of the School Financing 
mechanism, leaving the cost to the City of Lansing, of spreading 
the debt out over a 25 year period at $6,000,000. This will have 
fixed the parking system problem. It will have avoided raising taxes, 
and it will have maximized the use of State funds. There would be 
enough revenue to have revenue Sources for the Economic 
Development Corporation to do economic development in the 
downtown area. Currently their money is almost gone, but if we 
adopt this provision, $700,000 per year will be available for 
economic development. There are certain risks involved: we could 
experie > increased Costs, we have to get State Treasury 
Depar approval and it could affect our credit rating. However, 
anythir § . wedocould put our credit rating at risk. By stretching 
the debi .. over a long period of time we do not have the same 
protection under State law. He told Council that he will ask for the 
full faith and credit of the City on this. Councilmember Novak has a 
late item for introduction regarding his recommendations on this 
matter. it contains a proposed resolution for the full faith and credit 
of the City December 31, 1994 is the last day to get an application 
before the State Treasury Department on this. Bob Swanson, Judy 
Kehler, and Pat Cook are all here to answer questions. 


Councilmember Novak said that the Economic Development 
Committee will review Mayor Hollister's recommendations at their 
meeting tomorrow at 11:00 A.M. and the Public Service Committee 
will take up the Mayor's recommendations at 4:15 P.M. tomorrow. 
He asked for the dollar amount of interest payments between the 
$19,000,000 cost and the $6,000,000 differential after the State 
picks up $13,000,000 for the period of time of the debt. The 
$2,000,000 component that deals with landscaping really does a 
lot more than landscaping. There is redevelopment along the 
riverbank that includes an amphitheater along the river. He 
thanked Mayor Hollister for presenting them with these options and 
allowing for a policy debate with Council. In the past Council has 
not been given options, what the administration wanted was 
shoved down their throats. 


Councilmember Benavides asked if the City would retain ail of the 
$20,000,000 dollars worth of property that was acquired through 
the 1992 bonds, or will we look at disposing of some of it so that it 
Cango back on the tax rolls. We are pledging the full faith and credit 


__ of the city to this project, if it flops, or has a negative impact, we do 


not have a cookie jar to go to and get out of tax trouble. 


Mayor Hollister replied that they have plans for the development of 
Michigan Ave., part of which is the Baseball Stadium. Everyone is 
convinced that this will work. He met with the team and the 
architects for the stadium over the weekend. He hopes to be able to 
announce the development that will take up a good part of this land 
and put it on the tax roils. 


Councilmember Jones asked for a financial impact statement to 
be available at the Committee of the Whole meeting this Thursday 
and that a representative of the Board of Water & Light attend the 
Economic Development Committee meeting tomorrow. 


Councilmember Allen asked how this will impact on other bond 
issues that the City tries to promote. 
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Mayor Hollister answered that, if the City’s credit rating is lowered, 
anything that the City tries to sell through the use of bonds will be 
affected. However, his administration has set up a rainy day fund, 
an infrastructure fund, presented Council with a balanced budget 
and developed an economic development strategy that shows we 
are looking towards the future. These are the things that the ratings 
gods look at. This kind of complete package puts us in a positive 
position for a better credit rating. 


Mayor Hollister sent condolences to the family of Charles 
Greenburg, who passed away over the weekend. Charlie was an 
active volunteer for the City and will be sorely missed at the City 
Market, the Tri-County Office on Aging and at Retired Senior 
Volunteers.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Novak said that the restructuring of the Parking 
System Bonds will be taken up at the regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Committee on Economic Development at 8:00 AM 
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tomorrow, and, it will be taken up by the Committee on Ways and 
Means at 3:45 P.M. and by the Committee on Public Services at 
4:15 P.M. He commended the speakers from the public hearing on 
the two proposed Civil Rights Ordinances for the thought and 
sincerity they put into the comments that they made. He hopes that 
the spirit that prevailed at the public hearing will continue 
throughout the Committee process. The Human Relations 
Department has formed an Ad Hoc Committee on Civil Rights. 
They meet Mondays from 5:30 P.M. to 7:30 P.M. on the third floor of 
the City Hall Annex. People interested in this ordinance are 
encouraged to participate in these meetings. People who want 
information on the committee process may contact him. 


Councilmember Allen asked Councilmember Novak if the 
committee he spoke of will accept written documentation from 
interested parties rather than personal appearances. Council- 
member Novak responded affirmatively and said that not only will 
the Ad Hoc Committee accept written communcations, the Human 
Relations Advisory Board. will too. There are multiple steps for 
people to provide written comment, or public comment on this 
issue. Councilmember Allen announced the cancellation of this 
weeks meeting of the Public Safety Committee. 


Councilmember Jones urged everyone to drive over to the Barb 
Dean Tot Lot which is located one block west of Washington Ave. 
on Garden St., to see the complete transformation of that 
neighborhood. He thanked the members of the neighborhood 
organization that put so much work into this project. He confirmed 
the regularly scheduled meeting of the General Services 
Committee on Wednesday at 4:00 P.M. 


Council President Brockwell reported hosting a member of the 
visiting Russian delegation that hosted him during his trip to Russia 
earlier this year. The only thing that separates us, he said, is miles. 
The City of St. Petersburg was founded around 1505. They are 
hundreds of years ahead of us in terms of culture and art, but, they 
lag behind us in terms of technology by about fifty years. They have 
a very interesting culture. Their Mayor is very appreciative of the 
signing of the Sister City documents. Mayor Hollister represented 
the City very well. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. stated repeatedly that he is here 
to exercise his right to freedom of speech and his first amendment 
rights. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine urged everyone to vote tomorrow and to 
vote yes on Proposal 1, the City of Lansing Charter Amendment for 
the purpose of strengthening the Ethics Board. This proposal will 
increase the membership on the Board, provide for the filling of 
vacancies on the Board and expand the length of term of the 
appointees. He asked that everyone vote yes on all three portions 
of Proposal |. ff even one portion of the proposal fails, the entire 
proposal fails. The only way to get good ethical government is to 
afford the Ethics Board with the power they need. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. said that he attended the dedication of 
the Barb Dean Tot Lot last weekend. The turnaround in this 
neighborhood is quite amazing and shows what community 
activism will do. This is a positive result of having a strong 
neighborhood organization and a good Community Policing 
Officer. He knows Barb Dean and feels privileged to know her and 
to have the tot lot named after her. He urged everyone to vote yes 
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on all three portions of Proposal 1 tomorrow. It is the first step in a 
three step process designed to return trust in government. The 
next step is to develop a new ethics ordinance. The last step is to 
write an ethics manual for all city officers and employees. He 
criticized Council President Brockwell, because, he said, it is his 
duty to see that there are at least six Councilmembers present at 
the Council meeting every week. 


William Hubbell of W. Holmes Rd. noted that there will be federal 
Offices, state offices, local offices and state and local proposals on 
tomorrow's ballot. If you are disgusted with the choices on the 
ballot, all you have to do is write in the name of the person of your 
choice to fill an office. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that there are people being 
employed by the City to monitor the situation with Historical 
Structures and to see that none of them are torn down. He urges 
everyone to Support Proposal 1 and to vote yes on ali three portions 
of the proposal.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Mark Eggleston of the Youth Flag Football League thanked the 
Lansing Youth and Recreation Fund for paying for their uniforms, 
and presented a check for $479.00 in repayment, to Kris Nicholoff 
of LYRF. Mr. Nicholoff commended Mr. Eggleston and his football 
league for their successful fund raising efforts and insisted that 
they retain control of the check to use as seed money for their 
league for next year. 


B. Councilmember Jones presented a Resolution of Tribute to 
Susan Carter of the Lansing Area Safety Council to thank them for 
the donation of 200 bicycle helmets donated to the Unclaimed 


Bike's Program. 


C. Mayor Hollister gave a presentation regarding the TIFA 
Refinancing Plan. He reviewed the actions that led up to the 
circumstances of the shortfall the City is experiencing today which 
is the result of a plan adopted by the City in 1989. Originally. the city 
went Out to bond for the development of 4.140 new parking spaces 
and the construction of two new ramps. The bond carried balloon 
payments that were to start in the year 2006. Currently the system 
has no revenue source with which to make the payments. He 
appointed a Mayors Advisory Committee on Downtown Parking 
Development to study this issue. They began meeting in the Spring 
of 1994 with a deadline of the end of December to apply for State 
Pipeline Projects. The option he has chosen (of utilizing state 
financing and creating additional economic development in the 
downtown area) is one of three options. One option was to do 
nothing, which will necessitate an increase in taxes and an 
increase in parking rates. The second option was to fix the parking 
System problem only, which really does nothing for the City. The 
Third option provides a revenue stream from debt service and 
financing for other economic development projects. It provides 
dollars for TIFA redevelopment along the waterfront. It negates the 
need for additional taxes, maximizes the use of State funding and 
minimizes the use of General Fund dollars. Economic growth, not 
parking, is the key to the future. This option gives the City a 
sensible, manageable payment plan that assures payment of the 
bonds and allows for the creation of an economic development 
plan. We have a debt capacity of $163,000,000 right now and after 
this plan is implemented we would still have a debt capacity of 
around $90,000,000. He recommends this option and the use of 
State funding sources. The Head of the Public Services 
Department, Treasurer, Finance Director and Planning Director 
are all here to address any questions City Council might have 
about his proposed project. 


Councilmember Beal said that she wants the issues of paying off 
the parking debt and acquiring monies for other economic 
development separated. If we do not restructure the bond. what will 
be the cost to the average home owner per year to pay off the 
parking debt? 


Bob Swanson, newly appointed Director of the Finance Depan- 
ment, said that the revenue stream from the parking system is 
$2,000,000 per year and there is no additional revenue stream to 
pay off the current debt. The City would require a millage increase 
of between 1.2 to 1.6 mills. There would be an average increase of 
a 1.3 mills up to year 2015. This would amount to about $42.00 per 
year for the next 26 years to an average owner of property worth 
$70,000. Mayor Hollister's administration is trying to restructure the 
debt to make it fit within the $2,000,000 per year revenue stream 
from the parking system and to bring in additional State funds. 


Councilmember Beal said that she wants the public to know that 
there are no other choices on this issue. We have a debt of about 
$22,000,000 to pay off now. There is not another choice for them to 
make. She stated her unhappiness over the leveling of Michigan 
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Ave. which was paid for out of these bond monies. She asked if a 
millage would have to have the approval of the voters or would it 
just come Out of the general fund. 


Mr Swanson explained the bonding process used in 1990 and the 
process they are proposing to re-finance that bond and stretch the 
debt service out over a longer period of time. This will allow 
payment of the bond to be made within the revenue stream from 
the parking system. They are proposing a plan amendment that 
involves a lease arrangement with the Economic Development 
Corporation. EDC would lease property from the City and make 
payments to the City for the leased property. This would free up and 
provide State funding that would help pay the debt service. This 
plan can capture State tax monies until the year 2005. After that, 
because of school finance legislation, the City will only be able to 
Capture school finance money with State Pipeline Projects through 
the issuance of bonds. Their proposal is to capture those State 
dollars over a 10 year period to be used to pay off the debt. This 
uses up all the money from economic development that is 
available through TIFA. Because of this, they have proposed the 
refinancing of the extremely conservative Lansing Center bonds, 
which is not the right way to go out to bond. They propose to extend 
the bonds for 10 years and refinance that debt. That qualifies as a 
State Pipeline Project that will continue to the year 2020. This will 
free up $750,000 per year for economic development projects, 
take care of the parking debt, take care of the balloon payments 
and allows them to tap into the States funding source that will not 
be available for too much longer. In answer to Councilmembers 
Beal's question of raising the millage: there is room left within the 
parameters of the Charter that will allow the City to increase the 
millage without the approval of the voters. 


Councilmember Beal asked how much control Council would have 
over the appropriation of the $750,000 that is freed up every year. 
She does not want to be put into a position, where if she votes for 
this proposal tonight, she is voting to approve money going into the 
MUCC building, or, the baseball stadium. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that every year Council has the right of 
appropriation during the budget year. They currently have a lease 
obligation to the Lansing Building Authority. The first phase 
refinancing of the LBA funds requires that they continue to make 
payments to the LBA. Other dollars that flow into the general funds 
are subject to the control of Council. They will sub-lease the 
Parking System to the TIFA and they will make a sublease payment 
to the Council so that, if there are funds left over after payments are 
made to the LBA, Council controls those funds. 


Councilmember Lilly asked someone to identify the revenue 
stream that will be available. What type of funds are they and how 
do they differ from other types of funds. They are talking about 
limited tax general obligation bonds, correct? 


Mr. Swanson answered in the affirmative to Councilmember Lilly's 
question and said that this means that the City’s full faith and credit 
is behind them and that the general fund will have to make the 
payments if the other revenue sources do not, in the same manner 
as the other TIFA and Parking System bonds. 


Councilmember Lilly noted that this is the same as having a lien on 
the general fund. He asked for an explanation of capturing State 
funds. We are talking about capturing state monies and he would 
like an explanation of that process. 


Mr. Swanson said that TIFA can capture revenues on increased

property values. What they Capture is the taxes levied on that 
increased value by every taxing jurisdiction, such as the school 
districts and the State. The State of Michigan has told everyone 
that they will reimburse revenues that were increased. This is really 
Capturing State revenues. 


Councilmember Lilly asked for an explanation of net present value 


Mr. Swanson said that net present value looks at the value of 
money at today’s present value. The City's position in this shows 
even better than when you look at straight nominal value. We are 
about to bring in more capital value and do it more quickly. 


Councilmember Lilly asked if this is the standard process used in 
industry. Mr. Swanson responded affirmatively. Councilmember 
Lilly asked about the risks of this plan. 


Mr. Swanson said that the assumptions that we have made 
assume that property values will grow at about 2% per year anc 
that the MUCC project and other proposed developments will 
happen. If these things do not happen, that reduces the revenues 
that will be coming in. It also assumes that the Grand Tower 
Building will be soid to the State and have a protected tax status. 


Councilmember Lilly asked how this proposal! would affect the 
City's credit rating. Mr. Swanson responded that there is a risk to 
the credit rating with all of the options that were presented. There is 
no market that likes to see you increase or extend your debt over a 
long period of time. There is a risk to this option, but a risk also to 
doing nothing. We will go to Wall Street and attempt to minimize any 
potential downgrading. There are a lot of positive steps being taken 
by the City that need to be explained to the rating agencies. 
Councilmember Lilly asked if this involves the City in arbitrage Mr 
Kester, an attorney for the Economic Development Corporation. 
said that this stops the City from borrowing money and then 
reinvesting it at a higher rate than it was borrowed at. However. the 
refinancing of the bond is not for investment purposes. Council- 
member Lilly asked if there is anything preventing the TIFA from 
utilizing funds from other projects for reinvestment projects. Mr. 
Kester said that these funds would not be subject to arbitrage 
Councilmember Lilly asked if there is anything to prevent us from 
holding them until the balloon payment is due and keeping them in 
a specially designated fund to make the balloon payments with. Mr 
Kester warned that if the City does not plan for these payments 
right now, they will be short in 2006 However, interest rates on 
these bonds are pretty high. That could be a problem. The City 
could purchase treasury obligations and invest them with rates as 
high as possible. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mr. Swanson for an update on the 
various City projects funded by bond issuance. He would like to get 
this report regularly so that they understand where bonds are going 
and how current we are with them. 


Councilmember Beal asked for further explanation of the $750,000 
that would be paid by the TIFA. City Attorney Smiertka explained 


_ that part of the plan deals with the TIFA site that gets tax revenues 


from the district which it will use to make bond payments and 
sublease payments to the City. This will generate excess 
payments because the sub-lease payment to the City will be 
greater than what the City is required to pay to the LBA. That is 
where the $750,000, which can be used to finance economic 
development, will come from. Councilmember Beal asked #f this 
$750,000 could be used to hire more police officers or pave roads. 
Or is It specifically earmarked for economic development. City 
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Attorney Smiertka answered that if the City makes the lease 
payments to the LBA, and there is excess money Coming in to 
them, those excess revenues Could be appropriated by Council for 
whatever purpose they choose. They are not earmarked for a 
specific purpose. Councilmember Beal asked exactly how much 
this adds up to. Mr Swanson answered that it amounts to $750,000 
per year over a ten year period. Councilmember Beal asked Mr. 
Swanson if the City would be taking on any additional capital 
appreciation bonds responsibility. Mr. Swanson answered 
affirmatively. These bonds would be additional to what the City 
Currently has. That is what we are doing when we extend the debt 
service from 2015 to 2020. 


Councilmember Benavides clarified: the TIFA Board will transfer 
$750.000 every year to the general fund, correct? Mr. Swanson 
responded affirmatively. It would actually transfer more than 
$750,000 to the general fund because that is the amount of the 
excess after the LBA payment is made. Councilmember Bena- 
vides affirmed that this money can be spent at the discretion of the 
Council. It would not be any different than the money from the 
Seven Block area. it Could go for anything that the Council wishes 
tO do at the time. right? Mr. Swanson answered. yes. 


Mayor Hollister assured Councilmembers that any recommenda- 
tions from EDC or TIFA will come back to Council, as well. None of 
this can be done without the collaboration of Council and the 
Administration. Everything comes back for Council approval. 


Councilmember Lilly said that his understanding is that when you 
raise funds through TIFA they have to be spent in the TIFA district. 
That would not be the case here because it is paid back to the City, 
which is an interesting way to get around the TIFA law. If this 
Council agrees to the use of TIFA funds for the restructuring of the 
Parking System debt, do the meters and lots oufside of the TIFA 
district also go to pay off the debt, or do we have to run two different 
systems? City Attorney Smiertka said that it would be a sub-lease 
of parking fees. The Parking System is currently financed by LBA 
and leased to the City. The new proposal supposes that that portion 
of the system would be sublet from LBA by the City and by the City 
to TIFA. Under this proposal the leased portion comes back to the 
City. Councilmember Lilly asked if the developers in the downtown 
area will now be deserving of preferential treatment because they 
built buildings that made the TIFA district well. City Attorney 
Smiertka Said that the captured taxes by the TIFA will be used for 
the Lansing Center and the lease payment to the LBA. The 
business of who sets the rates can be addressed in the lease 
agreement. 


Councilmember Beal asked “if that money was not being captured 
would it be going back into the authority?” She still feels nervous 
about the $750,000 per year, and is not sure that this money will just 
come to the City. She thought this money was held back from other 
taxing entities for EDC only. It would be wonderful if it were true that 
the City would realize these funds. but, they agreed that these 
revenues would go into the TIFA fund for economic development in 
the downtown area. Now they propose using it for other things. It is 
hard for her to believe that suddenly there is a way to use TIFA 
money for anything other than what it was meant for. City Attorney 
Smuiertka said that the Kalamazoo Parking System is run by their 
TIFA entity. This is permissible under State statutes This money 
was created because of economic development and it is 
appropriate for the TIFA to operate the Parking System n 
Ins forum. There is a wincow open right now. but it will be 
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Closed This is apermissible ‘inancing cevice. arc rot without orece- 
dence Councilmember Beai aswed why the TIFA woule say 
more money than they had to pay. Mr. Swanson answered that the 
City would be leasing the Parking System to the TIFA. Council- 
member Beal asked if there was any possibility that the State could 
change the rules in the middle of the game so that the money would 
not be forthcoming to the City. Mr. Swanson answered that there is 
always that possibility. But. they are working to provide as much 
money for cities as possible for TIFA. That is why they openec this 
window that was put into place by the legisiature. It will only ex.st ‘or 
a short period of time. City Attorney Smiertka said that ‘re Treasury 
Department has to approve the application ands currently looking 
at it. 


Councilmember Benavides noted that the resolution before 
Council tonight has four parts. The second part says that it 
authorizes the application to be approved by the Department of 
Treasury. They will be back before Council for final approval this is 
just the approval for the application to the Department of Treasury 


Councilmember Brockwell said that the parking system is not the 
answer to the future, economic growth is. We have a window that is 
Closing a little more every day. It is important to make the State 
partners in this enormous debt that we have incurred. This is a 
solution that is endorsed by everyone involved in the negotiations 
as the best bet at this time. 


Councilmember Allen said that there are no options that are 
without disadvantages. It is hard to find information that they can 
give to the public so that they can understand what is being done 
here tonight. The time frame was dictated by the State Legislature 
who gave us a deadline of December 30, 1994. She believes that it 
makes the most sense to maximize our options through refinancing 
and increase our ability to make money. Some people may feel that 
they need more time to study this issue, however, the time simply is 
not there for them. This is something they have to dea! with. She will 
vote for the option that the Mayor has recommended. 


Councilmember Canady said that it comes down to the fact that the 
TIFA is the only mechanism they have to deal with this situation 
without raising taxes. Not to take advantage of it would be foolish. 
We do not get a lot of State or Federal funds, and we should take 
advantage of them while we can. The real issue here is that there 
are no other viable options. We do not have another plan to pick 
from. We have known this was coming for months. It is the only 
game in town.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. stated his displeasure that, once 
again, this Council has gotten the cart before the horse. They have 
made up their minds how to vote already and there has been no 
public comment. This is just a way to serve special interest groups 
like the TIFA. This takes money from the tax payers pockets. It 
Captures money from the State, but also from tax payers. The LBA 
put us in this over our heads, now the new Mayor and Council must 
soive the problem. Some of the seated Councilmembers were here 
when these decisions were being made. Our tax money is not 
going into the General Fund. This is an issue of trust and it is 
irresponsible government for Council to decide how to vote before 
getting input from the public. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River Ave. said that the 
refinancing of the parking system bonds amounts to putting our 
grandchildren into servitude for Council's mistakes. If this Council 
does not have the guts to tell people that they are in trouble and 
need more money, they should not be serving. They are lying to the 
people when they say that the stadium will cost $8,000,000 when in 
reality it will cost $30,000,000. What kind of legacy is this to leave to 
our children. This decision was made in the back room. 
Councilmembers Benavides, Brockwell and Canady are to blame 
for this. 


Shirley Purdy of 3326 Parkview Ave., President of the Gardner 
Middle School PTSA. said that she presented a letter and petition 
signatures to Council tonight requesting the installation of a traffic 
light at the entrance to the Middle school. The Traffic Board has 
Studied this issue and has recommended against their request, 
apparently there have not been enough personal injury accidents 
at this location yet. 


Councilmember Allen reported asking the Traffic Department to 
conduct another study. 


Councilmember Benavides suggested that this would be a good 
issue for the Intergovernmental Affairs Committee as the State of 
Michigan should have interest in this secondary route also. 


Ed Carpenter of 119 N. Larch asked Council for their support of the 
Mayor's recommendation on the refinancing of the Parking System 
bonds. He said that he wished that some of the questions that were 
asked here tonight had been asked when the original parking 
matter was adopted. 


Yolanda Bellinger of 1020 E. Saginaw, a business owner and 
member of the SLBA spoke in support of the Mayor's recommen- 
dations for refinancing the Parking System bonds. This is a way to 
maximize State contributions and minimize exposure to the 
General Fund. 


Harold Leeman of529N Francis asked about the resolution

regarding the deadline for Council Agenda items. he wants the 
documents to be represented in that book. He said that the Boara 
of Water & Light 1s getting too much money from the sale of 
property on Pennsylvania to Aldt-inc, He asked for an explanation 
of the resolutions regarding funding levels for District Court. the 
reprogramming of Community Development Block Grant Funds 
and on Bogan vs City of Lansing. This Council should have 
exercised more Oversight on the issuance of bonds for the Parking 
System in 1990, he said. 


Douglas Fairbanks, living in Windsor Township. suggested that the 
City of Lansing tell President Clinton to send them $50,000.000 
right now: We should be using the $750.000 excess from sublease 
payments to repave the City s streets, and we should take out the 
islands in the downtown area to create more parking. 


H.A. Welch, representing the Downtown Business Associaton. 
spoke in support of the Mayor's recommendations for refinancirg 
the Parking System bonds. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope warned that the City is going too 
far into debt. The City should wait until the Parking System dept :s 
paid off before going into debt on a Baseball Stadium. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. complained that the documents 
contained in the black book do not have enough information for him 
to be able to understand the issues.

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
“NPDES Permit’’) requiring the City of Lansing (the ‘'City’’) to 
develop a Final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
“CSO Control Program”) to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources ("DNR") for 
approval: and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, DNR, 
acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality Division, 
has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the City in 
compliance with the NPDES Permit: and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended 
(“Act 320"), enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permit issued by the 
State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council intends to authorize the issuance of 
limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more series pursuant 
to Act 320 in an amount not to exceed Nine Million Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($9,500,000) for the purpose of rehabilitating the 
Twin 90s, improving the Clippert Street Storm Water Pump Station, 
and separating combined sewers in the area served by CSO 
regulator 041 (1-496 to Kalamazoo Street, Holmes Street to 
Clemens Avenue) and the Foster Avenue North (from Michigan 
Avenue to Hopkins Street) sanitary interceptor, and other 
improvements (together the Improvements’) included in Phase |i, 
Segment 2 of the Lombined Sewer Overflow Improvements Project 
Pian required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted 
for approval by the DNR; and 


WHEREAS, on Friday, October 14, 1994, in compliance with the 
requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, Act 279, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City published in 
the Lansing State Journal the Official Notice to Electors and 
Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds (the 
“Notice of Intent") which described the bonds to be issued to 
finance construction of the Improvements, and 


WHEREAS, at this time the City Council wishes to authorize the 
issuance of the first series of limited tax general obligation bonds 
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for the purpose of constructing the Improvements: and 


WHEREAS, Chapter III, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance Act, 


Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, permits 
a municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations. dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, piace of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT. 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant tothe CSO Control Program 
approved by DNR in accordance with the NPDES Permit. the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimatec 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term ‘Authorized Officer” as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following City officers: 
the Director of Finance, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, 
or the City Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City designated 
COMBINED SEWER OVERFLOW LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BOND (PHASE ||, SEGMENT 2) SERIES 1 (the 
Bond") is authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a 


portion of the costs of the Improvements, including capitalized 


interest and costs incidental to the issuance, sale and delivery of 
the Bond. 


If a valid petition requesting an election on the question of issuing 
the Bond, signed by not less than ten percent (10%) of the 
registered electors of the City, is filed with the City Clerk before 
completion of the forty-five day referendum period which began 
upon Publication of the Notice of Intent, then the Bond shall not be 
issued or delivered unless a majority of the registered electors of 
the City vote in favor of issuing the Bond at a regular or special 
election in the City. 


The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received an order of prior approval to issue the Bond or an order of 
exception from prior approval from the Municipai Finance Division 
of the State of Michigan Department Treasury. 


The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received approval from the DNR of the plans and specifications for 
the Improvements. 


4 Bond Details. The Bond shal! be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the “Principal Amount’) and approved 
by the DNR and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 


_ “Authority”). The Bond shall be the first in a series of bonds to be 


issued in an aggregate principal amount not to exceed $9.500,000. 
as described in the Notice of Intent. The City intends to issue future 
bonds as contemplated by the Notice of Intent for the purposes of 
completing construction of the Improvements. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A. 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or 
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prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this 
Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the authority to make 
such changes in the form of bond as shall be requested by the 
Authority. deemed reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in 
conflict with the law or- provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shall 
be in the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertibie. 
nonchangeable bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond. or such other date as 
may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DNR and the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in seria! principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 1995, or on such 
other dates as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DNR and the 
Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments shall be 
determined by an Authorized officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by DNR and the Authority. Interest on the Bond will 
be payable as provided under Section 5, on April 1, 1995, and 
semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 1 of each year 
until maturity or earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such 
other dates as determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of 
the sale of the Bond and approved by the DNR and the Authority. 


The Bond or Serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DNR and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shall 
be evidenced by execution of the Purchase Contract to be 
executed between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale of Bond; Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The City 
shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an interest 
rate of not to exceed two and one-quarter percent (2.25%) per 
annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority. 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one lump 
sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase Principal installments of 
the Bond (the ‘purchased principal installments’) from the 
Authority as such purchases are approved by the DNR. These 
purchased principal installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
the serial Principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The City 
shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal installments 
for which the City did not receive proceeds from corresponding 
purchased principal installments of at least a like amount. 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. 


In the event less than the Principal Amount of the Bond is 
purchased by the Authority, any portion of the Principal Amount is 
prepaid as provided below, or any serial principal payment 
becomes due before the City has received proceeds from 
corresponding purchased principal installments of at least a like 
amount, then the Authority may prepare a new Serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond Register; Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
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registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance Director 
The Finance Director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the cancelled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the Finance Director 
and shali be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
Obligation of the City with respect to such payments shail pe 
discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to the City 
for cancellation. 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manuai or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
Signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall have 
the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof. printed or impressed or 
the Bond. After execution, the Bond shall be delivered to the 
Authority by the Finance Director or his designee. 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The bond shall be a limited tax general 
obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first budget 
Obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes imposed 
on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. Commenc- 
ing with the year 1995, there shall be levied upon the tax rolls of the 
City in the manner required by the provisions of Act 202. Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, an amount such that the 
estimated collection therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay. 
when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond becoming aue 
prior to the next annual tax levy; Provided, however, that if at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be surpius 
moneys on hand in the Debt Retirement Fund defined below for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Bond, or if there is 
available other monies to make the required payments on the 
Bond, then the City shall take such monies into account in 
determining such annual levy. 


9 Debt Retirement Fund. The Finance Director is authorized and 
directed to open a separate depositary account with a bank or trust 
company to be designated CSO LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BOND (PHASE II, SEGMENT 2) DEBT RETIRE- 
MENT FUND (the “Debt Retirement Fund’), the moneys to be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically 
earmarked and used solely for the purpose of paying principal of 
and interest on the Bond and additional future series of bonds 
issued by the City for the purposes of completing construction of 
the Improvements as such principal and interest become due. The 
Finance Director shall deposit into the Debt Retirement Fund from 
proceeds of the Bond an amount representing capitalized interest 
for a period to be approved by DNR and the Authority but not to 
exceed three years from the date of delivery of the Bond. All 
proceeds from taxes levied for the Debt Retirement Fund shall be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund as collected. 


10. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond (except 
Capitalized interest as provided above) and additional future series 
of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund to be designated as the CSO LIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND (PHASE |i. SEGMENT 2) 
CONSTRUCTION FUND (the “Construction Fund”). Said moneys 
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shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Bond is issued. 
Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond 
remaining after completion of the Improvements herein authorized 
may be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service for 
further improvements included in the CSO Control Program 
required by the NPDES Permit. Any remaining balance after such 
expenditure shall be paid into the Debt Retirement Fund (as herein 
before provided) and used for the prepayment of installments of the 
Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than 
the fair market value thereof. 


After completion of the lmprovements and disposition of remaining 
proceeds, if any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this 
Section, the Construction Fund shail be closed. 


11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event any 
Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the City 
Clerk may, on behatf of the City, execute and deliver a new Bond 
having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity and 
denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. 


In the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City. In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a 
replacement Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City 
shail have received such proof of ownership and loss and 
indemnity as they determine to be sufficient, which shall consist at 
least of (1) a lost instrument bond for Principal and interest 
remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed bond; (ii) an 
affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her attorney) setting forth 
ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or destroyed and the 
Circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or destroyed: (iii) the 
agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully 
indemnify the City against loss due to the lost, stolen or destroyed 
Bond and the issuance of any replacement Bond in connection 
therewith: and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or 
her attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with the 
replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs which 
otherwise would be paid by the City. 


12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants that, 
to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the ‘Code’), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds.

The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the 
issuer's Certificate, and the Supplemental Agreement upon 
completion, in the forms approved hereby with such revisions as 
they may determine to be necessary or desirable, permitted by law. 
and not materially adverse to the City. 


14. General Authority for Authorized Officers. The Authorized 
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Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority 
and DNR in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver such other certificates, documents. instru- 
ments, and other papers as may be required by the Authority or 
ONR or as may be otherwise necessary or convenient to effect the 
delivery of the Bond. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions. All resolutions and parts of resolutions 
insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this Resolution are 
rescinded.

C. Sealed bids shall also be solicited from all persons who are on 
the most current bidder's list by mailing them a copy of such 
newspaper notice or another notice that will acquaint them with the 
proposed purchase or sale. Invitations for bids sent to prospective 
bidders on the bidder's list shall be limited to commodities that are 
similar in character and ordinarity handled by the trade group to 
which the bid invitations are sent. Failure to respond to three 
consecutive bid invitations shall result in removal from the bidder s 
list for one year. After one year. the potential bidder may reapply to 
be placed upon the bidder's list. 

D. Bids submitted in response to the invitation for bids shall be 
submitted sealed and, in addition, shail be identified as bids on the 
Outside of the envelopes and shall be accompanied by affidavits. 
where applicable, in such form and covering such matters as the 
Director approves, together with any bid security required 

E. Bids shall be opened publicly at the time, place and date 
designated in the invitation for bids. Each bid, together with the 
name of the bidder, shall be recorded and the tabulation of all bids 
received shail be available for public inspection in the Finance 
Department. 

F. An invitation for bids may be canceled, or any or ail bids or 
proposals may be rejected, in whole or in part, as specified in the 
invitation for bids, when such rejection or cancellation is 
determined by the Director to be in the best interests of the City. 

G.The Director shail not knowingly accept the bid of a person who 
iS in default in the payment of any taxes, licenses, fees. permits or 
any other moneys due the City or who is in any other respects 
disqualified according to any Federal or State law or any Municipal 
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ordinance provision. A contract with a person who is discovered to 
have been in default or disqualified at the time of the awarding of 
the contract shall be voidable. 

H. The Director shall determine and recommend in writing to the 
Mayor the name of the lowest ard most responsible and 
responsive bidder. in reaching a determination as to who the 
lowest and most responsible and responsive bidders, the Director 
shall consider: 

1. The ability, capacity and skill of the bidder to perform the 
contract or provide the service or supplies required: 

2. Whether or not the bidder can perform the contract or provide 
the service or supplies promptly or within the time specified, 
without delay or interference; 

3. The character, integrity, reputation, judgment, experience and 
efficiency of the bidder in business; 

4. The quality of performance and time of completion by the 
bidder of previous contracts or services; 

5. The previous and existing compliance by the bidder with laws 
and ordinances relating to contract performance; 

6. The sufficiency of the financial resources, equipment and 
personnel resources and the ability of the bidder to satisfactorily 
perform the contract or provide the services or supplies; 

7. The quality, availability and adaptability of the supplies or 
services to the particular use required: 

8. The ability of the bidder to provide future maintenance and 
service for the use of the subject of the contract: 

9. The number and scope of any additional, limiting or qualifying 
conditions attached to the bid by the bidder. and 

10. Whether the supplies are recyclable, biodegradable or 
otherwise compatible with environmental concems. 

The failure of a bidder to promptly supply information in 
connection with an inquiry from the Director with respect to any of 
the provisions enumerated herein may be grounds for a 
determination of nonresponsibility with respect to such bidder. 

(2) The Mayor, upon receipt of the Director's written bid 
recommendation, shall have the sole responsibility and the 
authority to award any City contract for supplies, services or 
construction when the contract amount is equal to or exceeds 
FIFTEEN thousand dollars ($15,000). When the award is not given 
to the lowest bidder, a written statement of the reasons for placing 
the award with a responsible and responsive bidder who is not the 
lowest bidder shall be prepared by the Mayor and filed with the City 
Clerk and Council and with the other papers relating to the bid AT 
THE TIME THE TRANSACTION IS MADE. The written statement 
shail be available for public inspection in the Finance Department. 

(b) No contract or purchase shall be subdivided to avoid the 
requirements of this section. 


206.03 PURCHASES UNDER $15,000; OPEN MARKET PRO- 
CEDURE. 

(a) All purchases of supplies, services and construction items 
having an estimated cost of less than FIFTEEN thousand dollars 
($15,000) may be made in the open market, without advertisement 
and without following the procedure prescribed in Section 206.02 
and may be awarded by either the Mayor or the Director. 


(b) All open market purchases of supplies, services and 
construction items shall, whenever practical, be based on at least 
three quotations and shall be awarded to the lowest and most 
responsible and responsive bidder when evaluated in accordance 
with Section 206.02(a){1)H. 

Quotations shail be solicited under the open market procedure by 
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one or more of the following methods: 
(1) Direct mail request to prospective vendors; 
(2) Telephone; 
(3) Direct personal contact with prospective vendors. 


(c) The name of each person submitting a quotation and the date 
and amount of each quotation shall be recorded and shall be 
available for inspection in the Finance Department. 


206.05 SOLE SOURCE PROCUREMENT. 

(a) Acontract for Supplies, services or construction items may be 
awarded by the Mayor or Director, whoever is applicable. without 
competitive sealed bids when the Director determines, after 
conducting a good faith review of available sources. that there is 
only one source for supplying the requested supply, service or 
construction item. The Director, along with a representative from 
the requesting using agency, shall conduct negotiations as 
appropriate. The written documentation shall be available for 
public inspection in the Finance Department. 

(b) The sole source procurement shall be made at the lowest 
obtainable price and the Mayc: snail SUBMIT a report AT THE 
TIME THE TRANSACTION IS M2 SE TO the City Clerk and Council 
identifying ANY sole source procurement contract equal to or in 
excess of FIFTEEN thousand dollars ($15,000) awarded by the 
City, the name of the firms involved and the price the contract WAS 
awarded for. 


206.06 PURCHASE OF EXPERIMENTAL SUPPLIES. 

The Mayor may award a contract equal to or exceeding FIFTEEN 
thousand dollars ($15,000), and the Director or the Mayor may 
award a contract of less than FIFTEEN thousand dollars ($15.000), 
under the open market procedure set forth in Section 206.03, wner. 
such contract is for the purchasing of supplies for testing and 
experiment upon the written request of a using agency and the 
approval of the Director. 


206.07 COMPETITIVE SEALED PROPOSALS. 

(d) Whenever the use of competitive sealed bidding is not 
practical or advantageous to the City, a contract equal to or in 
excess of FIFTEEN thousand dollars ($15,000) may be awarded by 
the Mayor by the use of competitive sealed proposals. as follows: 

(1) A list of qualified persons shall be obtained by the Director 
when a using agency desires to contract for a particular service. 
Supply or construction item, by publishing a request for a statement 
of qualifications. Public notice of the request for a statement of 
Qualifications shall be given in the same manner provided for in 
Section 206.02(a)(1)B., provided that the minimum time shall be 
extended to ten days. 

(2) The request for a statement of qualifications shall identity the 
evaluation factors to be considered by the using agency and the 
Director in determining which persons are the most qualified 

(3) The Director and the using agency shall submit a request for 
proposals to at least three persons, whenever possible, who are on 
the list of qualified persons and who are ce=med by the Director 
and the using agency to be the most qualified to provide tne 
required services, supplies or construction items. 

(4) The Director and the using agency shal! commence 
negotiating 2 contract with the offeror deemed by the using agency 
and the Director to be the most qualified person on the list of 
Qualified persons. 

(5) If compensation, contract requirements and contract 
documents can be agreed upon with the most qualified offeror. the 
using agency and the Director shall recommend to the Mayor that 
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the contract be awarded by the Mayor to such person. If the 
Director and the using agency are unable to negotiate a 
satisfactory contract with the person considered to be most 
Qualified, then negotiations with such person shall be formally 
terminated. The Director and the using agency shall then 
undertake negotiations with the second most qualified person. 
Failing accord with the second most qualified person, the Director 
and the using agency shall formally terminate negotiations. The 
Director and the using agency shail then undertake negotiations 
with the third most qualified person. If the Director and the using 
agency are unable to negotiate a contract with any of the selected 
persons, the Director and the using agency shall have the option of 
resubmitting a request for statements of qualifications or of 
selecting additional persons on the list of qualified persons in the 
order of their qualifications. The Director and the using agency 
shail continue negotiations in accordance with this section until an 
agreement is reached. 

(6) No proposals shall be handled so as to permit disclosure of the 
identity of any offeror or the contents of any proposal to competing 
offerors during the process of negotiations by the Director or the 
requesting using agency. Offerors shall be accorded fair and equal 
treatment with respect to any opportunity for discussion and 
revision of proposals and such revisions may be permitted after 
Submissions and prior to the award for obtaining best and final 
offers. In conducting discussions, there shall be no disclosure of 
the identity of competing offerors or of any information derived from 
the proposals submitted by competing offerors. 


(e) Whenever the procurement of services by competitive sealed 
bidding is determined by the Director to be not practical or 
advantageous to the City, and it appears to be an item to be utilized 
by the City ona repetitive basis, the Director, with the assistance of 
the using agency, shall actively solicit, by public notice, as 
provided in Section 206.02(a)(1)B., qualified persons to submit an 
annual statement of qualifications. The list of qualified persons 
shall remain on file in the Finance Department, and if the person 
being requested to submit a bid fails to submit a response to three 
consecutive projects, the person shall be removed from the list of 
qualified persons. The person, after one year, may be placed on the 
bidders list if the person reapplies and is determined to be qualified. 

(1) Persons shall be able to submit and/or amend their annual 
statement of qualifications at any time. 


(2) Whenever a using agency needs to enter into a contract which 


Qualifies under this subsection, the using agency and the Director 
shall determine, from the annual list of qualified persons, at least 
five persons, whenever possible, who are qualified to submit 
requests for proposals, and upon receipt of the person's written 
proposal, the using agency and the Director shall begin 
negotiations with the person deemed to be most qualified. If 
negotiations are successful, the Mayor or the Director shall award 
the contract. If the Director and using agency fail to reach an 
agreement with the person deemed to be most qualified, the 
Director and the using agency shail formally terminate negotia- 
tions and proceed under the procedures set forth in paragraph 
(a)(5) hereof until successful negotiations are concluded or the 
using agency and the Director decide to terminate all negotiations. 


(f) Whenever the Finance Department is also the department 
which will use the particular service, supply or construction item, 
the City Attorney's office shall be considered as the using agency 
for the purposes of the procedure set forth in this section. 
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206.13 SALE OR DISPOSAL OF OBSOLETE OR SURPLUS 
SUPPLIES, SALE OF CITY-OWNED ANIMALS. 

(a) All using agencies shall submit to the Director reports showing 
stocks of all supplies which, in the using agency's opinior. are no 
longer used or which have become obsolete or worn and 
unsuitable for City use. 


(b) The Director, under written guidelines established and 
approved by the Mayor, shall have the authority to transfer surplus 
stock designated in the using agency's reports to other using 
agencies, so as to secure for the City maximum efficiency in 
utilizing City resources and in budgetary planning. 


(Cc) Sales or disposal of obsolete supplies or Supplies worn out and 
unsuitable for City use shall be made to the highest responsibie 
and responsive bidder in conformity with the procedures set forth 
in Section 206.02, by trade-in for new equipment. by direct sale to 
other governmental, EDUCATION OR NON-PROFIT AGENCIES. 
or by public auction, whichever the Director deems applicable IN 
ADDITION TO THE FOREGOING MEANS OF SALE OR DISPO- 
SAL, UPON RECOMMENDATION OF THE MAYOR, AND CON- 
CURRENCE BY THE COUNCIL, UNWANTED SUPPLIES CAN BE 
DISPOSED OF BY OTHER MEANS AND TERMS, PROVIDED 
THAT THE COUNCIL DETERMINES BY RESOLUTION THAT A 
PUBLIC PURPOSE WILL BE SERVED BY THE INTENDED USE OF 
SAID SUPPLIES. 


(d) This section shall not apply to horses, dogs or other animals 
owned by the City and being used by the Police Department or by 
any other governmental agency in the course of its duties 
Whenever the Police Department or other governmental agency 
submits a written report to the Director declaring that an animal is 
surplus or otherwise unnecessary as to the Police Department's or 
other governmental agency's operation and needs, the City 
employee identified by the Police Chief or the head of such other 
governmental agency as being responsible for such animal shall 
have the right of first refusal to purchase the animal from the City at 
a fair market value determined by the City. In the event the City 
employee fails or refuses to purchase the animal within the time 
frame specified by the Director, the City shall sell or dispose of the 
animal in a humane way as directed by the Mayor. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope asked for the locations in which 
the Council packets can be viewed prior to Monday nights. He 
asked how the Baseball Stadium will be funded if not by the tax 
payers. 


Councilmember Lilly said that there a lot of things we can do. We 
Can pursue private funding sources or bonds paid by revenues 
from stadium events. 


Councilmember Allen said that she had hoped that she would be 
successtul at finding a site for the South Side Community Center 
that would be compatible for all of the groups concerned, but. it 
became clear that there were groups that would not be able to 
co-habitate together in one building. The Veterans felt as if they 
needed a place of their own. The Elks Club had too much space for 
the Veterans alone. They could not pursue both options of 
purchasing the Elks Club for the Veterans and purchasing another 
building for the South Side Community Center because they did not 
have enough money for that. The South Side Community Center 
Committee was stymied. They could not go further. The Mayor 
offered to take over the negotiations at this point. She asked those 
present with questions about the acquisition of the Elks Club and 
the South Side Community Center to address their questions to the 
Mayor. 


Rollard Girarden, no address given, said that there are kids over the 
age of 10 years old using the Barb Dean Tot Lot, which he 
understood was to be reserved for the use of small children. There 
are kids from 17 to 19 years of age hanging around in the park. 


Mr. Wiener said that the Mayor's Office was asked two weeks ago 
to work with the Veterans to find a solution to this issue. They held a

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meeting this morning but no one showed except President 
Brockwell, Mayor Hollister and himself. They will try scheduling 
another meeting. They have received a call from Hugh Hess of the 
American Legion about arranging a temporary meeting place for 
the Legion A number of posts have already identified a temporary 
meeting place and they are now working primarily with Post #237 
on their meeting locations. He apologized for the misunderstanding 
over this morning's meeting and promised to set another meeting 
as Soon as possible. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked where these Veterans were 
when the sale of the Civic Center came up. He complimented 
Councilmembers for refusing to pay $38.000 to the Board of Water 
& Light for the sale of excess property to Aldi, Inc. The Board has all 
kinds of excess property, he said, and Council should stop letting 
the tail wag the dog. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked the voters in the City of 
Lansing for passing the proposal for the Ethics Board Charter 
Amendment. He suggested that the City put pictures of former 
Mayors of the City on display down in the Lobby. He suggested that 
the City negotiate with General Motors to make sure that future 
Police Vehicles are Oldsmobiles. He said that we need to demand 
a measure from the State of Michigan that provides for separate 
equity packages that takes into consideration untaxed State land 
that exists within this City.

Last Saturday, he said, the Human Relations Department began a 
needs assessment survey in cooperation with Michigan State 
University to determine what the members of the community 
perceive to be human services needs. They are trying to get an 
idea of what the needs of the community are. He encouraged 
everyone who gets a survey through the literature drop that they 
are conducting, to fill it out. There will be a crew sent around next 
week to collect the surveys for analysis and a summit will be 
sponsored in the spring. 


He announced that the yard waste programs in its final stages for 
this year. Already we have collected enough compost to cover an 
entire football field to an eight foot depth. They will be collecting 
through December 26th. This is all part of the City’s recycling 
program. 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister added that 
applications for the Ambulance Membership Program will be 
available in the Community Services Guide which will be mailed 
Out in December. 


Councilmember Allen suggested that paramedics and ambulan- 
ces Carry the brochures and applications on their runs.

1, Ample funding for L.P.D. overtime shail be included, in particular 
for the months of June, July and August. 
2. The Police Department shail develop and present an effective 
program for serving of outstanding felony warrants to known 


offenders. Development of such a program should focus on any 
ability to reallocate existing day shift resources or seasonal 
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resources during fluctuations in workload, when cails are at 
reduced levels, as one option which might allow it to be 
accomplished without increased staffing. 


3. The Police Department shall develop and present a program for 
enforcement of curfews. 


4. The Police Department shall implement a cadet program. 


5. The Administration present recommendations to improve 
security in 54A District Court. That the administration undertake 
negotiations with Ingham County to share costs for security related 
improvements. Proposals developed should include recommenda- 
tions from the Court on paying for a significant share of such 
improvements through increased court revenues or internal 
savings. 


6. That no new Administrative positions shall be created without 
either a corresponding reduction in base costs, or through 
acquisition of a grant, or unless it can be demonstrated that 
additional revenue can be collected in excess of that which will be 
needed to fund the position. 


7. That the City Council will be receptive to new positions only if 
such positions provide direct quantifiable services to the public, or 
provide additional revenue in excess of costs. 


8. Automation of labor intensive services continues to be a priority 
for improving the efficiency and economy of City programs with 
primary emphasis on automation of revenue generating and public 
safety programs. Additionally, itis of paramount concern that 
automated programs have appropriate and comprehensive 
security. 


9. It shall be a high priority of the City Council to dedicate material 
increases (those in excess of inflation.) in existing revenue to 
infrastructure needs. 


10. Exclusive of Parks Millage Funds, 2.3% of current revenue 
sources shall be dedicated to infrastructure needs. 


11. $100,000 of CDBG funds shall be dedicated to repaving local 
streets”, in CDBG eligible areas. 


12. The City of Lansing shall not acquire buildings for the purpose 
of demolition unless the estimated cost of rehabilitation exceeds 
the estimated cost of acquisition and relocation.” 


13. The City of Lansing shall not acquire red or green tagged 
properties. 


14. Exceptions to policies #12 and #13 above may be authorized by 
City Council only to eliminate over-crowding or non-conforming 
uses’, or for other demonstrated public purposes. 


15. The Administration present atternatives to dealing with boarded 
up houses. 


16. A minimum OF $40,000 of Parks Millage Funds, shall be 
budgeted for improvement of outdoor youth recreation facilities, 
such as, but not limited to, bailfield facilities, basketball courts and 
tennis courts. 


17. A maximum of 30% of Parks Millage Funds, including 
associated contractual design fees, shall be budgeted for Zoo 
improvements. 


18. That the administrative charges to the Golf Enterprise Fund be 
Capped at no more than 14% of golf revenues, and the difference 
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between the cap and the actual charge. per the Indirect Cost Plan. 
be dedicated exclusively to Capital Improvements. 


19. The Parks and Recreation Department shall be authorized to

25. The Administration work with the State of Michigan fora 
separate Equity or PILOT payment that offsets the Ad-Valorem Tax 
revenues lost to the 193 acres occupied by State of Michigan 
facilities. 


26. The overall City budget shall be geographically balanced in 
terms of discretionary services. 


27. Every effort be made to re-locate field services from downtown 
Lansing into neighborhoods, where feasible, particularly LPD 
programs. 


28. A complete report regarding all City owned property. including 
that titled to the Board of Water and Light, shall in accordance with 
the City Charter, be submitted to Council. 


29. Anincrease in pay for School Crossing Guards. commensurate 
with raises granted to other City employees shall be included in the 
FY 96 budget. The basis for continued provision of health care 
benefits to such part time employees should be explorec. 


30. The City work with Ingham County to develop a procedure 
whereby property transactions registered with the County are also 
available to the City in a prompt fashion. Additionally, the 
administration is requested to develop a letter that local realtors 
can provide to new property owners explaining the importance of 
Notitying the City of property transactions.

Councilmember Benavides announced the cancellation of the 
regularly scheduled Ways and Means Committee meeting for this 
week.

The meeting would not have 
been possible without the Neighborhood Watch organization. 
Neighborhood involvement is the key to solving crimes. She 
wished "Happy Thanksgiving’ to everyone. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm St. thanked Buzz Hart, who owns the 
space on Washington Ave. (next to Recreation Bowling Alley) that 
houses the Community Policing Office. Mr. Hart even foots the bill 
for most of the utilities. He commended Mr. Smiertka on his abilities 
as the City Attorney. He stated that he feels that the issue of the 
Regional Water Authority is a Scary one. It could come up as alate 
item without being given the proper amount of examination by the 
public. We should not be giving this over to the Board of Water &

REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Ad Hoc Committee's report 
contained several recommendations that the Committee on 
General Services is examining. The Committee has taken 
testimony from Continental Cablevision regarding the company s 
plan to rebuild the Lansing cable system. The flexible architecture 
of the rebuild will allow Continental to provide telecommunications 
services other than cable television in the future. Dr Thomas Muth. 
MSU Professor of Telecommunications. who has reviewed the 
plan on behaif of the City Administration, advised the Committee 
that he has certain reservations regarding specifics of the rebuild 
plan. The Committee authorized Dr. Muth to continue meeting with 
Continental to discuss his concerns. The Committee hopes that 
these discussions will produce a negotiated agreement on the 
reDuild and other franchise matters, including the Ad Hoc 
Committee's recommendation that Continental Cablevision pay a 
franchise fee of five percent of gross revenues instead of the 
current three percent. Decisions made now will carry through the 
remainder of the franchise, which expires in April 2004. 


The Committee also understands the need for a telecommunica- 
tions professional on City staff, as recommended by the Ad Hoc 
Committee, but is not yet ready to report on this matter until funding 
of the new position is identified. 


Finally, the Committee received a draft ordinance, prepared by the 
Attorney's Office, that would establish a franchise requirement for 
competitive telecommunications service providers whose 
infrastructure is located in the public right of way. Franchise fees 
from telecommunications service providers are predicted to cover 
all costs of the staff necessary to manage franchise administration 
This report is for information only, and no Council action is requirec 
at this time.

Rosaline Line of 1840 Todd St. said that she lives directly across 
the street from this location and has done so for ten years. She 
posed several questions about the use of the parking lot. How 
many cars will be using it at one time? What times will they be 
entering and leaving the lot? Who will be responsible for the 


upkeep of the lot and any liability for it? 


Alan Martin of 101 W. Mt. Hope, speaking on behalf of Quality Dairy. 
said that they want to move their bakery from the Saginaw St. 
location to the Mt. Hope site. The existence of the bakery on Mt. 
Hope will only improve this neighborhood. Quality Dairy is a 
Lansing company and has been for its entire life. He responded to 
Ms. Line’s questions by saying that approximate use of the lot 
would be 40 cars per shift for two shifts. They will install the 
requisite lighting and the parking lot will be patrolled by Quality 
Dairy security. Most of the cars will be gone by 11:00 P M. Quality 
Dairy would be responsible for the upkeep of the lot and any liability 
arising from it. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mr. Martin, if his company did a study 
to find out how many parking places Could be provided across the 
street (on the same property as the bakery), if the building design 
was done properly? He asked what assurances the City has that 
Quality Dairy will not do as poor a job of maintaining this property as 
they do the Washington Ave. milk plant, whichis fitthy, and has one 
of the worse track records of business in the neighborhood. The 
condition of the dumpster and the area around the dumpster is 
frightful. Mr. Martin expressed his surprise and dismay over these 
comments and said that he would look into them.

Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the City is spending too 
much money. 


Gary Ferris of 4113 Hillbom Lane criticized the baseball survey and 
said there were important questions that were not included. He 
thinks the survey should have asked people, if they wouid still 
support the stadium, i there was a chance that they would have to 
use tax dollars to pay for it, if concession revenues are not 
sufficient to do so. Council does not have a good track record for 
this type of project, he said. Look at the Lansing Center and the 
Parking Systems Projects. The only way he will support the building 
of the stadiums, if the tax payer is protected from having to pay for 
it 

Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in support of the building 
of the baseball stadium in the downtown area, however, his 
approval is conditional. He will not support the use of tax dollars to 
build the stadium. The Blue Ribbon Committee reviewed several 
Stadiums that have been built within the past several years. Grand 
Rapids built the stadium for their White Caps and brought it in under 
budget, for just over $5,000,000, with no government financing 
involved. He asked if Mayor Hollister had read the report of the Blue 
Ribbon Committee. The project as proposed looks risky to the City 
and he can only hope that it is successful. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis spoke regarding Opinion #21 of 
the Ethics Board and the resolution approving the selection of 
Outside legal counsel to review the opinion and make recommen- 
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dations for prosecution. 


Yvonne Christopher, Director of the Human Relations and 
Community Services Department, spoke regarding the report of 
the Ad Hoc Community Relations Advisory Committee on the two 
Civil Rights Ordinances. She gave an overview of the changes they 
propose to make to the two ordinances. Copies are available in the 
Human Relations Department and the three Community Centers, 


as well as in the State Library and the Public Library. The Ad Hoc’ 


Committee spent a lot of time going through these ordinances line 
by line and she thanked the Committee members for their efforts on 
behalf of the City. 


Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, Vice Chair of the Human 
Relations Board, thanked the Human Relations and Community 
Services Department staff, particularly Ms. Christopher and Mr. 
Gomol for their help with this process. He also thanked the Mayor 
and his staff, and the Ad Hoc Committee members. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. stated that he has grave reservations 
about the Baseball Stadium project. He urged Council to do this 
thing right the first time, if they are going to do it, so they do not have 
to go back and fix it. He does not want to live through the Lansing 
Center debacle over again. He sympathized with the Ethics Board, 
whom he said has been “getting lambasted right and left.” He 
noted that the Charter Amendment for the Ethics Board takes 
effect in only four more days and then the character of the Board 
changes. The confidentiality issue has been exaggerated, he said, 
once a conclusion has been reached you cannot keep that 
information from the public. He attended the Ethics Board meeting 
on November 29th. He knew what was going on before Council did 
because he took the time to attend the meeting and Council did not. 
He recommended that Councilmembers take the time to attend 
these meetings from time to time. 


Tom Baird, a resident of Dimondale, wished happy holidays to 
everyone and described himself as a fan of baseball. He would love 
to see a baseball team move to Lansing. He stated that he is 
Serving as legal counsel to former Mayor, Terry McKane, and 
asked to be sent copies of minutes of the Committee of the Whole 
meeting that was heid prior to the Council meeting this evening. 


Councilmember Lilly said that everything about the Baseball 
Stadium project is out in the open for the public to inspect. There 
are various types of grants that can be used to help fund different 
portions of the Stadium, as well as revenue sources that will come 
from various activities in the stadium. The costs for some things, 
such as the repairs to Cedar and Larch St., the moving of Central 
Garage and cost of the scoreboard, have not been figured in yet. 
The scoreboard will be revenue producing and the revenues will 
Offset its’ cost. The cost of the stadium could go as high as 
$15,000,000 after adding these items in. They will utilize Act 99 
financing, which is a lease back type of arrangement in which you 
make payments (similar to land contract payments) for 15 years to 
a bank. Once the payments on the principal and interest have been 
paid off the revenues from this stream will go into the general fund 
balance. The traffic and marketing reports should be ready for 
submission to Council within the next few days. Everything about 
the project has been out in the open. The combined cost should be 
between $12,000,000 to $15,000,000. This is for more than 
baseball. itis for economic development in the City of Lansing. This 
City Council has done risky things in the past few years, but. they 
are doing a better financial analysis of this situation. Nothing about 
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this project will be kept behind closed doors and no general fund 
tax dollars will go into it. Channel 28 will be running updates to keep 
the public informed. 


Councilmember Allen questioned the contract that would be 
signed with the ball team and the relocation clause in it. if 
attendance is not high enough. This means that there is arisk to the 
city and that we could wind up with an empty stadium, not to 
mention losing the team.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister expressed his dismay over the news of another 
youth with a gun. This time at Sexton High School. He is doubly 
concerned because this young man is the son of a Lansing Police 
Officer and the gun in question is a Lansing Police issue revoiver. 
This demonstrates to us that no family, school, or community is 
immune to the effects of guns. The youth said that he had taken the 
gun and brought it to school because some people were giving him 
a hard time. He will be expelled for a one year period of time as a 
result of this incident. That means that instead of being in school 
and being educated, where he belongs, he will be out in the streets 
fora year with no recourse. There is no alternative program for him. 
There are people in our legisiature that are trying to make access 
to guns easier. This troubles him, and, it is not the answer to our 
societal problems. The Police Department is conducting an 
investigation into the circumstances surrounding the manner in 
which the youth acquired possession of his father's gun. 


He announced that he will host two Town Meetings; one on 
December 8. 1994 from 5:30 to 7:30 in Council Chambers, and one 
on December 15, 1994 from 11:30 to 1:00 in rooms 203-204 of the 
Lansing Center. These meetings will be televised on Channel 28. 
Copies of the studies on the Stadium will be available beginning 
tomorrow, for inspection by the public, in the City Clerk's Office, the 
Lansing Public Library, and the State of Michigan Library. 


The final deadline for filing homestead property tax exemption 
forms has been extended to Tuesday, December 13, 1994.

Office at 483-4020. Property tax notices are being mailed out now.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal complained that the construction on 


Michigan Ave. blocks the view of the Capital Christmas Tree and 
the other Christmas decorations. She asked if the trailer could be 
removed until construction actually begins. She spoke regarding 
the letter from Mr. Abraham on tonight's agenda regarding the cost 
of building the baseball stadium. This project will cost the City more 
than the expense of building the stadium. What about the money it 
cost to acquire the property on Michigan Ave. that we have already 
spent? Why don't we put this question to the tax payers to see how 
they feel? She reported a situation involving the pine trees at 
Bancroft Park that were planted in the sledding area. Possibly they 
could be moved to another area. She reported seeing someone 
riding her son's stolen bike, whereupon she followed the young 
man and demanded the return of the bicycle. She was threatened 
at gun point for her trouble. The Police were called, and they 
retrieved the bike for them. This points up the problems that are 
facing today's teens and schools. We need good schools and safe 
streets and we must look realistically at what is going on because 
we have started on a path of allowing youths to define this corridor. 
Good schools and safe streets are what make people move into 
towns, not baseball stadiums. 


Councilmember Allen reported a group, being managed by Mayor 
Hollister’s wife, called “Youth and Family.” She is working to 
identify children at risk ata young age starting in grade school. She 
contirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of the Public Safety 
Committee this Wednesday at 1:30 P.M. they will address the trattic 
problems at Gardner Middle School, as well as the Fire Depart- 
ment's request for communications equipment and other traffic 
control items. She apologized to Mr. Abraham for not responding to 
his first letter. The Mayor's report does not address how the 
Stadium will be paid for. 
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Councilmember Novak Said that he was south of Dimondale last 
weekend looking for Christmas Trees and saw an 8 or 10 point 
buck within just a few feet of him. He spoke regarding the 
newspaper article on Ethics Board Opinion #21 and informed the 
public that section 5-503.1 of the Charter decrees that individuals 
who are under review by the Board have an opportunity, if they 
elect to do so, to request that the Board enter into closed session 
for consideration of their case. He urged the Board to follow these 
Charter mandates as much as they are able to do so. He reported 
running into former City employees over the weekend who 
expressed to him that they feel as if they have been prosecuted 
because they took the early retirement. These are people who 
worked long and hard years for the City, who had every right to take 
retirement. He said that he has never intentionally made 
statements or actions to reflect on these individuals who did good 
jobs and whose experience is sorely missed. They deserve an 
apology for the remarks that are sometimes construed as an 
indictment of them. He confirmed the regularly scheduled 
Economic Development Committee to take up the MUCC 
construction project. 


Councilmember Lilly announced the cancellation of this week's 
Physical Development Committee meeting. They will meet at 6:15 
P.M. on Monday instead. 


Councilmember Jones requested a meeting between the Park 
Board and City Council to take up the issue of how to spend the 14 
million dollars feft from the Parks millage. He wants to see the 
offering of programs for the people of the City as a top priority. He 
confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of the General 
Services Committee on Wednesday at 4:00 P.M. He asked that the 
Ingham County Board of Commissioners reconsider their vote on 
the grant of $150,000 for Project Play and he urged everyone in the 
listening audience to call their County Commissioners and ask for 
their support of Project Play. 


Council President Brockwell announced his intention of entering 
into the “Chili Cook Off” with, his “Venison Chili” recipe. He agreed 
with Councilmember Beal's comments regarding schools and said 
that our schools are unfairly criticized for problems that have a far 
wider range than just going to school. The Lansing School District, 
with its’ enrollment of inner-city kids, has problems that start with 
the family. He noted that the baseball study was done, not to see if 
we Can pay for it, but to see if there is an interest in it. 


PUBUC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke regarding his rights to 
freedom of speech. He made personal slurs against a City 
employee and was called to order by President Brockwell. Upon 
Mr. Bernstein's refusal to come to order President Brockwell 
directed that he be removed from Council Chambers by the 
Sergeant-at-arms. 


William Hubbell 1827’ W. Holmes Rd. protested the amount of 
money that is being spent on the early retirement issue. We must let 
this issue go, he said, it is water over the dam. It makes no sense to 
continue spending money on it. Forget about the prosecution. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that there is no price that can be 
put on trust and accountability in government, nor on fiduciary 
responsibility. These people should have admitted their mistake a 
long time ago and asked for the forgiveness of the public. He does 
not feel any compassion for Terry McKane. He just wants to get to 
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the bottom of this and make someone pay the price 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that the word responsibility should be 
synonymous with government. We need to get rid of early 
retirement in the best way we can. He said that he hopes his name 
and application will be considered for appointment to the Rail 
Council. He said that the Transportation Center should include all 
modes of transportation, not just taxis and limousines. He said he 
would like to meet with the Mayor regarding his application for 
appointment tc the Rai! Council. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the only way to do 
anything economical about the early retirement situation is to cut 
off the extra benefit payments. There should be honesty in 
government. There is no place for personal favors. 


Gary Ferris of 4113 Hillborn Lane said that he will not be able to 
attend the Town Meeting and he would like to receive a tape of the 
proceedings. He agreed with Council President Brockwell that 
most of the problems in schools today stem from family situations. 
His wife works at a local elementary school and has a child that she 
works with that is just amazed that their family all lives together. 
Marge Ojibway of 310 Seymour reported seeing two individuals 
Stealing bikes at Riverfront Towers Apartments. These compiexes 
should provide a safe place for tenants to store their bikes.

A. Mayor Hollister Presented the Second Place “Excellence 
Award”, from the United States Environmental Protection Agency 
for the City of Lansing National CSO Control Program, to Jimmy 
Spangler of the Wastewater Treatment Plant. 


Mr. Spangler thanked everyone who had an impact on Lansing's 
Program, particularly, Howard McCaffrey and all City Hall staff that 
worked on the CSO Program. This project is a team effort that will 
help the city in the correction of pollution problems. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. To consider a declaration of property at 531 Lietram St. as a 
Public Nuisance 


Timothy Perrone, Assistant City Attomey, outlined the charges 
against this homeowner and detailed the police calls and drug 
raids that were conducted at this address within 6 months of each 
other. Proper notices were filed with the property owner as required 
by Chapter 630 of the Code of Ordinances, therefore, they are 
asking that the cost of the second raid and the cost of locking up 
the property, $2,001.95, be assessed against the property taxes. 
There are many residents of this neighborhood present in the 
chambers tonight to show their support of these proceedings. The 
Ingham County Prosecutor received an injunction in Circuit Court 


allowing him to board up this property. It is possible that the 


property owner could claim a set-off, if the Judge orders him to pay 
the State costs. Mr. Barber, the property owner, will be sentenced 
later this month on separate marijuana charges. 


Councilmember Novak asked Mr. Perrone to describe the criteria 
used by the City Attorney's Office in the determination of this 


_ property as a public nuisance. Mr. Perrone recited the causes for 
which a property may be declared a public nuisance. 


City Attorney Smiertka reported that the scope of Mr. Perrone’s 
duties has been changed to deal more regularly with these types of 
proceedings. 


Ruth Hollman of 1014 W. Lapeer said that there is a large group of 
people here tonight to support these proceedings. She asked them 
to stand. Approximately 35 people stood. This is the second time 
this neighborhood has gone through this type of proceedings for 
property owned by Mr. Barber. These neighbors fear for their safety 
and cannot enjoy their own homes. Their rights are being violated 
in every manner imaginable. The unusually large amount of guests 
frequenting Mr. Barber's establishment engage in public 
drunkenness, boisterous behavior, public profanity, public 
urination, and accost the other residents when they are walking 
down the street minding their own business. She has witnessed 


_ Money changing hands from what she feels were drug deals. 


Elaine Gates of 525 Lietram said that residents in this neighbor- 
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hood put up with loud visitors, cars honking their horns all night long 
and knife fights in the driveway. This man has devalued their 
property and their entire neighborhood and they want their property 
re-valued by the removal of Mr. Barber from the neighborhood. 


Debra Mulcahey of 1200 S. Genesee Dr. said that she lives % mile 
away from this address and Mr. Barber's activities do not actively 
influence her life unless she is in the immediate area. She has 
reason to be in this immediate neighborhood regularly, because, 
she owns property there. She has frequently observed quick, short, 
visits to Mr. Barber's house and a lot of people standing around 
outside his house. He lost his house at 811 W. Shiawassee under 
these same circumstances. She urged Council not to allow this 
man to create another nuisance like this in the City. 


Lioyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of these 
proceedings, but, he told everyone, it is houses like this that cause 
affordable housing in the City. 


Douglas Fairbanks, from Windsor Township, suggested that the 
citizens of this neighborhood be deputized and allowed to take 
back their streets.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township stated his approval of the 
proposed location for the baseball stadium. He thanked Council- 
member Lilly for sticking to this idea. 


Tom Dickson of 1225 Michigan Ave., President and Managing 
Partner of Take Me Out to the Ballgame (TMO), thanked everyone 
- onthe dais forthe open and positive negotiations they have had on 
the baseball stadium for the last 6 months. He hopes that they will 
have a chance to make this happen for Lansing. He just got back 
from the Baseball Winter Meetings where he heard one success 
story after another about teams and stadiums. He told Council that 
his company is firmly committed to making this a successful 
operation in Lansing. 


Paul Roney, on behalf of the Greater Lansing Chamber of 
Commerce's Capital Choice Program explained that the Capital 
Choice Program, which is the Chamber's economic development 
arm, fully supports the stadium concept. It is an excellent idea that 
will move Lansing forward. The market analysis shows that there is 
wide support for this type of family fun and entertainment. The 
Chamber has learned, through the LPGA tournaments, that this 
community does support sports activities. This venture will be a 
great success and opportunity for the people of the Tri-County 
area. Of course there are risks involved, however, they are minimal 
and the opportunity is too great to pass by. 


Dale Bzynski of 4209 S. Pennsylvania, President of the Greater 
Lansing Building Trades, spoke in support of the stadium project 
and predicted that it will grow and be successful for the businesses 
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downtown. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he supports the stadium in 
concept, but, he has grave reservations about the success of the 
project. There has been no comparative analysis. Other cities have 
built stadiums, yet, we have no information about how they went 
about financing them. Where is the comparative analysis. He can 
support a small subsidy for the stadium, but, he is not interested in 
making TMO wealthy. The City only gets 10% of the proceeds from 
the Stadium. This does not add up. 


Anthony Garczynski of 301 Leslie spoke in support of the passage 
of the Historic District Ordinance. He expressed his gratitude for 
the careful thought and detail that went into the ordinance by those 
who worked on it. It will greatly improve our homes and the City. He 
urged passage of the ordinance and requested that it be given 
immediate effect. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for clarification of the 
project for the MUCC building and the moving of the 911 system. 
Specifically, he wants to know if the County has signed off of this 
proposal. He asked about the terms of the City’s proposed lease for 
space in that building. What is the length of the lease to be? He 
requested that Councilmember Benavides give detailed informa- 
tion about the transfer of funds resolutions when they come up for 
passage. He asked Mayor Hollister for information about the 
proceeds from the sale of the Civic Center being used for the 
baseball stadium project, and, for information about the cost of the 
acquisition of 138 N. Cedar and 138 N. Larch. He has heard that 
there was not sufficient time given to bidders for the architectural 
and construction aspects of the stadiums, and not all interested 
parties were able to bid on it. He requested information on how 
many Lansing residents responded to the Market Study and noted 
that there is no visible improvement on Shiawassee, which you 
would expect to see already, given the fast track this project is on. 


Norris Gibson of 110 W. Willow spoke in opposition to the baseball 
stadium project. There are too many things going on in this City that 
need to have serious attention paid to them besides a baseball 
stadium that will only be used for 3-5 months per year. This is a 
huge waste of time and money that should be spent on more 
worthy things.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister proclaimed tonight's meeting to be one of the most 
significant City Council meetings of the decade and possibly even 
the century. Tonight they will make a decision about the baseball 
Stadium, and also, about the future. They will make a decision 
about the MUCC building project. Their decision about the City’s 
participation in the construction of the Stadium in the downtown 
area is critical to the economic strategy and key to the growth of the 
City. He was urged, when he began his administration, to make 
economic development downtown a priority. The city needed more 
entertainment and Baseball will be the centerpiece of the new 
entertainment industry in Lansing. There were questions of 
support, financing and parking, so he brought in a team to do a 
marketing study; phase one of which answers all of these 
_ questions. The site of the stadium will be a key component to the 
entrance to the State Capital being revitalized. The financing, 
under Public Act 99, gives us a 15 year period in which to make 
decisions. We have a commitment from the State of Michigan to 
use TIFA dollars for the Stadium. Eighty percent of the people 
surveyed said that they would come down and attend one game 
per year and maybe more. This is a way to help revitalize this city. 
through aggressive marketing and linking with the baseball 
Stadium, we will have a course to make this project work. Quoting 
from Bill Donahue of MSU, he said, “Support for the stadium is so 
overwhelming that the only risk is in doing nothing.” 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Hollister about the status of the 
Veterans, who are still being housed in the Civic Center. The 
security guards at the arena are telling the veterans that there will 
be no provision for security after the end of the year and that their 
heat would be turned off soon. The veterans have out-of-state 
visitors coming tomorrow and would like some assurances that 
these statements are groundless. He asked that Mayor Hollister's 
Office contact them. Mr. Wiener said that the Tri-County Office on 
Aging is still using the Civic Arena and will be through the end of the 
month and “Meals on Wheels” will be in residence at the Arena 
until the end of February. He has no idea where this information 
came from, but, it is in error. 


Councilmember Novak asked Mayor Hollister if any of the City's |

ARTICLE 1 
DEFINITIONS 


1.01 Benefit means each of the optional benefit choices available 
to a Participant as outlined in Section 3.01.

1.06 Dependent means any individual who either qualifies as a 
dependent under the Medical Plan, an Insurance Contract or under 
Section 152 of the Code. 


1.07 Effective Date means January 1, 1995. 


1.08 Election Period means the period from January 1 to February 
1 immediately preceding each Coverage Period, or such other 
period as shall be determined by the Committee, (except for any 
Employee who first becomes eligible to be a Participant during a 
Coverage Period, in which case Section 3.03 shall apply). 


1.09 Employee means any person employed by the Employer who 
is eligible for coverage under the Medical Plan. 


1.10 Employer means the City of Lansing. 


1.11 HMO means a health maintenance organization selected by 
the Committee to provide a managed system of medical care and 
which provides a comprehensive package of health services, 
through a group of health care providers, to a voluntarily enrolled 
membership, within a particular geographic area, ona fixed 
prepayment basis. 

1.12 Insurance Contract means any contract issued to the 
Employer by an Insurer underwriting a Benefit that supports such 
underwriting, including a self-funded arrangement. 


1.13 Insurer means any insurance company that underwrites a 
Benefit, including a self-funded arrangement. 


1.14 Medical Expenses means any expense for medical and 
dental care of a Participant, his Spouse or Dependents within the 
meaning of the term “medical care” or “medical expense” as 
defined in Section 213 of the Code and the rulings and regulations 
thereunder, and not otherwise used by the Participant as a 
deduction in determining his tax liability under the Code. 

1.15 Medical Plan means a plan established by the City of Lansing 
to provide for the payment of certain medical expenses, whether 
insured or self-funded. 

1.16 Participant means any Employee who becomes a Participant 
pursuant to Article Il. 

1.17 Plan means the City of Lansing 125 Cafeteria Plan. 

1.18 Plan Year means the twelve month period beginning 
February 20 each year with the exception of the first plan year 


which will begin on the effective date and end on February 19, 
1995. 
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1.19 Spouse means the legally married husband or wife of a 
Participant. 

1.20 Non-Gender Clause. Whenever used in this Plan, the 
masculine gender shall include the feminine and the plural form 
shall include the singular. 


ARTICLE II 
PARTICIPATION 


2.01 Eligibility 
(a) Each Employee shall become eligible to become a Participant 
upon Satisfying both of the following requirements: 


(i) he has completed at least one full calendar month of 
employment with the Employer, and 

(ii) he has been designated by his bargaining unit as being 
eligible to participate under the terms of an existing bargaining 
agreement between the Employer and the bargaining unit, or by 
personnel rules for non-bargaining unit employees or elected 
Officials.

If a Participant ceases to be an eligible Employee because of a 
change in employment status (i.e., by becoming a part-time 
employee or by termination of employment) the Participant shall 
become a limited Participant in this Plan for the remainder of the 
Coverage Period in which such change of employment status 
occurs. As a limited Participant, except as otherwise provided 
herein, all Benefit elections shall cease, subject to the limited 
Participant's right to continue coverage under the Medical Plan, an 
HMO contract, any Insurance Contracts, bargaining unit 
agreement, or personnel rules for non-bargaining unit employees 
or elected officials. If the limited Participant later becomes an 
eligible Employee (i.e., by becoming a full-time employee) then the 
limited Participant may become a full Participant in this Pian, 
providied he otherwise satisfies the participation requirements set 
forth in this Article Il, as if he were a new Employee and made an 
election in accordance with Section 3.03. 


2.04 Termination of Participation 
Except as may be otherwise provided in this Plan, the participation 
in this Plan of a Participant shall terminate (i) upon his termination 
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ofemployment with the Employer, (ii) as of the end of the Coverage 
Period during which he became a limited Participant because of a 
change in employment status, (iii) as of the day preceding the first 
day of the Coverage Period for which the Employee fails to make 
the annual election under Section 3.02, or (iv) the termination of 
this plan. 


ARTICLE Il 
ELECTION OF BENEFITS 


3.01 Benefit Options 
Each Participant may elect one of the following optional Benefits: 


(a) Medical Benefit 
Each Participant may choose either of the following medical 
benefit options for health coverage under the option chosen: 


(1) Medical coverage under the Medical Plan; or 
(2) Medical care under an HMO. 


The rights and conditions with respect to the benefits payable from 
the Medical Plan or HMO contract shall be determined therefrom, 
and they shall be incorporated herein by reference. 


(b) Cash 

Each Participant may choose a cash amount as stipulated in the 
existing bargaining agreement between the Employer and the 
participant's bargaining unit. Such amounts will be considered 
salary for all purposes, except in determining the level of any 
salary-related benefits. Such amount shall be paid in accordance 
with bargaining unit agreements or personnel rules for non- 
bargaining unit employees or elected officials. 


3.02 Annual Elections 

During the Election Period preceding the Effective Date or any later 
Coverage Period, each Participant shall be given the opportunity to 
elect, on an “application to participate and election of benefits” 
form, which Benefit options he wishes to select. Any such election 
shall be effective for any Benefit expenses incurred during the 
Coverage Period beginning on the first day of the Coverage Period 
following the end of the Election Period. 


3.03 Elections by New Employees 

AnEmployee whois first employed during a Coverage Period may 
elect to participate in this Plan for the remainder of the Coverage 
Period in which he satisfies the requirements of Section 2.01(a) 
provided he does so before he completes one month of 
employment. For the purpose of this Plan the new Employee's 
Election Period shail be the period from his acceptance of an offer 
of employment to the last day of his first month of employment. Any 
election pursuant to this Section 3.03 shall be limited to the Benefit 
expenses incurred in the balance of the Coverage Period for which 
the election is made. 


3.04 Change of Election 

Any Participant may change a Benefit election after the Coverage 
Period (to which such election relates) has commenced and make 
new elections with respect to the remainder of such Coverage 
Period if the changes are necessitated by and are consistent with a 
change in status which is acceptable under rules and regulations 
adopted by the U.S. Department of Treasury, and in accordance 
with bargaining agreements and established procedures, if any. 


3.05 Fallure to Elect 
Any Participant failing to complete an “application to participate 
and election of benefits" form pursuant to Section 3.02 by the end

of the applicable Election Period shall be deemed to have elected 
to receive the Medical Benefit under Section 4.01. 


ARTICLE IV 
BENEFIT PAYMENTS 


4.01 Claim for Benefits 

Any claim for medical benefits covered by the Medical Plan or an 
HMO shall be made pursuant to the terms of the Medical Pian or 
the HMO contract, as applicable, and shall be subject to the claims 
provision of the Mledical Plan or HMO contract, as applicable. 


4.02 Payment of Cash 


Ifthe cash benefit is selected pursuant to Section 3.01, the amount 


shall be paid according to bargaining unit agreements or personne! 
rules for non-bargaining unit employees or elected officials. 


ARTICLE V 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE PLAN 


5.01 General 

The Committee shall have the responsibility for the administration 
of the Plan. The Committee shall have only those specific powers, 
duties, responsibilities and obligations as are given them under this 
Plan. The Committee shall be composed of the Director of Finance 
and the Director of Personnel. 


5.02 Liability and Indemnification of the Committee 

To the maximum extent permitted by law, no member of the 
Committee shall be personally liable by reason of any contract or 
other instrument executed by him or on his behalf in his capacity as 
a member of the Committee or for any mistake of judgement made 
in good faith. The Employer shall indemnify and hold harmless, 
directly from its own assets (including the proceeds of any 
insurance policy in respect of such liability the premiums of which 
are paid from the Employer's own assets), each member of the 
Committee and any official or employee to whom interpretation of 
the Plan or the management and control of the Plan may be 
properly delegated or allocated, against any cost or expense 
(including counsel fees) or liability (including any sum paid in 
settlement of a claim with the approval of the Employer) arising out 
of any act or omission to act in connection with the Plan unless 
arising out of such person's own fraud or bad faith. 


5.03 Authority and Powers of Committee 

The Committee shall exercise such authority and responsibility as 
it deems appropriate in order to comply with the Internal Revenue 
Code. The Committee shall have such duties and powers as may 
be necessary to administer the Plan, and to delegate such duties 
and powers as are necessary to other representatives of the 
Employer. The Committee's duties and powers shall include but 
not be limited to, the following: 


(a) to construe and interpret the Plan, decide all questions of 
eligibility, and determine the amount, manner and time of payment 
of any benefits hereunder, 


(b) to prescribe procedures to be followed by Participants, 
Dependents, beneficiaries or other persons filing applications for 
benefits; 


(c) to prepare and distribute, in such manner as the Committee 
determines to be appropriate, information explaining the Plan; 


(d) to receive from the Employer and from Participants, 
Dependents, and other persons such information as shall be 
necessary for the proper administration of the Plan; 
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(e) to receive, review and keep on file (as it deems convenient or 
proper) records pertaining to the Plan; 


(f) to provide for the financing of the Plan; 
(g) to establish the benefit levels and premium rates for the Plan; 


(h) to appoint or employ individuals or companies to assist in the 
administration of the Plan and any other agents it deems advisable. 


The Committee shall have no power to add to, subtract from, or 
modify any of the terms of the Plan, or to change or add to any 
benefits provided by the Plan, or to waive or fail to apply any 
requirements of eligibility for a benefit under the Plan, except as 
may be expressly provided herein. Interpretations of the provisions 
of the Plan shall not be deemed to be adiditions, subtractions or 
modifications of the Plan. 


The Committee may adopt such rules as it deems necessary, 
desirable or appropriate. The Committee shall be entitled to rely 
upon information or advice furnished by a Participant, Dependent, 
beneficiary, or other person, the Employer, legal counsel, or other 
agents when dlischarging its duties, provided, however, that such 
information or advice is furnished in a form or manner which 
~ complies with applicable federal (or local) law, statute or 
regulations. 


ARTICLE VI 
AMENDMENT OR TERMINATION OF PLAN 


6.01 Amendment 

The Employer, at any time or from time to time, may amend any or 
all of the provisions of the Plan without the consent of any 
Employee or Participant. No amendment shail have the effect of 
reducing any benefit election of any Participant in effect at the time 
of such amendment, unless such amendment is made to comply 
with federal (or local) law, statute or regulations. 


6.02 Termination 
Although the Employer expects the Plan to be continued 
indefinitely, it reserves the right to terminate the Plan, in whole or in 
part, at any time. Benefits under the Medical Plan, an HMO contract 
or any Insurance Contracts shall be paid in accordance with the 
terms of such Plan or contract. Cash payments shall continue until 
‘the end of the coverage period within which the date of termination 
falls. 


ARTICLE Vil 
MISCELLANEOUS 


7.01 Plan Interpretation 

This Plan document sets forth the provisions of the Plan. The Plan 
shall be read in its entirety and not severed except as provided in 
Section 7.07. 


7.02 Non-Allenation of Benefits 

No benefits, right or interest of any person hereunder shall be 
subject to anticipation, alienation, sale, transfer, assignment, 
pledge, encumbrance or charge, seizure, attachment or legal, 
equitable or other process or be liable for, or subject to, the debts, 
liabilities or other obligations of such person, except as otherwise 
required by law. 


7.03 Limitation on Employee Rights 
Nothing appearing in or done pursuant to the Plan shall be held or 
construed: 


(i) to give any person any legal or equitable right against the 


EE 
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Employer or the Committee, except as expressly provided herein 
or provided by law; or 


_(ii) to Create a contract of employment with any Employee, to 
obligate the Employer to continue the service of any Employee or 
to affect or modify his terms of employment in any way. 


7.04 Funding 

Nothing herein shall be construed to require the Employer or the 
Committee to maintain any fund or segregate any amount for the 
benefit of any Participant, and no Participant or other person shall 
have any claim against, right to, or security or other interest in, any 
fund, account or asset of the Employer from which any payment 
under the Plan may be made. 


7.05 Other Salary-Related Plans 

It is intended that any other salary-related employee benefit plans 
that are maintained or sponsored by the Employer shall not be 
affected by this Plan. Any contributions or benefits under such 


other plans with respect to a Participant shall, to the extent 


permitted by law, be based on his total compensation from the 
Employer, excluding any amounts by which his salary or wages 
may be increased pursuant to the provisions of Article 111. 


7.06 Governing Law 

This plan is governed by the Code and the regulations issued 
thereunder. In no event shall the Employer guarantee the favorable 
tax treatment sought by this Plan. To the extent not preempted by 
federal law, the provision of this Plan shall be construed, enforced 
and administered accordling to the laws of the State of MICHIGAN. 


7.07 Severability 

If any provision of the Plan is held invalid or unenforceable, its 
invalidity or unenforceability shall not affect any other provisions of 
the Plan, and the Plan shall be construed and enforced as if such 
provision had not been included herein. 


7.08 Captions 

The captions contained herein are inserted only as a matter of 
convenience and for reference, and in no way define, limit, enlarge 
or describe the scope or intent of the Plan, nor in any way shall 
affect the Plan or the construction of any provision thereof.

ORDINANCE NO. 905 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 1220 OF THE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BY AMENDING SECTIONS 1220.01, 
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1220,02, 1220.03, 1220.04, 1220.05, 1220.06, 1220.07, 1220.08, 


1220.09, 1220.10, 1220.12, 1220.13 AND 1220.99 TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE HISTORIC DISTRICT ORDINANCE WILL BE CON- 
SISTANT WITH THE MICHIGAN STATUTES. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Sections 1220.01, 1220,02, 1220.03, 1220.04, 
1220.05, 1220.06, 1220.07, 1220.08, 1220.09, 1220.10, 1220.12. 
1220.13 AND 1220.99 of the Codified Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read as follows: 


1220.01 PURPOSES. 

The purpose of this chapter is to provide for the recognition, 
preservation and protection of historical and architectural sites, 
buildings, structures, objects, open spaces and features, 
hereinafter referred to as district resources, which MAY BE 
organized into Historic Districts significant to the cultural, social, 
economic, political and architectural heritage of the Citv. Further, 
the purposes of this chapter are to REGULATE THE CONSTRUC- 
TION, ADDITION ALTERATION, REPAIR, MOVING, EXCAVA- 
TION, AND DEMOLITION OF RESOURCES IN HISTORIC 
DISTRICTS. IN ADDITION, THE PURPOSE SHALL BE TO 
ACCOMPLISH ONE OR MORE OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(a) SAFEGUARD THE CITY'S HERITAGE BY PRESERVING 
HISTORIC DISTRICTS THAT REFLECT ELEMENTS OF LANS- 
ING’S HISTORY, ARCHITECTURE, ARCHAEOLOGY, ENGINEER- 
ING OR CULTURE. 

(b) STABILIZE AND IMPROVE PROPERTY VALUES IN EACH 
DISTRICT AND SURROUNDING AREAS. 

(c) PRESERVE NEIGHBORHOODS. 

(d) STRENGTHEN THE LOCAL ECONOMY. 

(e) FOSTER CIVIC BEAUTY AND PRIDE AND PROMOTE THE 
USE OF HISTORIC DISTRICTS FOR THE EDUCATION, PLEA- 
SURE AND WELFARE OF THE RESIDENTS OF THE CITY AND 
THE STATE. 

1220.02 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter: 

(a) “Addition” means any construction, such as a porch or 
attached garage, which increases the height or floor area of an 
existing district resource. or adds to it. 

(b) “Alteration” means WORK THAT CHANGES THE DETAIL OF 
A RESOURCE BUT DOES NOT CHANGE ITS BASIC SIZE OR 
SHAPE. 

(c) “BUREAU” MEANS THE BUREAU OF MICHIGAN HISTORY, 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 

(d) “Certificate of Approval” means the written approval of A 
PERMIT APPLICATION FOR WORK THAT IS APPROPRIATE AND 
THAT DOES NOT ADVERSELY EFFECT A RESOURCE. 

(e) “COMMISSION” MEANS THE LANSING HISTORIC DIS- 
TRICT COMMISSION. 

(f) “COMMITTEE” MEANS A HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY 
COMMITTEE. 

(g) “Demolition” means the RAZING OR destruction, WHETHER 
ENTIRELY or in part, of a district resource within a designated 
Historic District AND INCLUDES, BUT IS NOT LIMITED TO, 
DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT. 

(h) “DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT” MEANS NEGLECT IN 
MAINTAINING, REPAIRING, OR SECURING A RESOURCE THAT 
RESULTS IN DETERIORATION OF AN EXTERIOR FEATURE OF 
THE RESOURCE OR THE LOSS OF STRUCTURAL INTEGRITY 
OF THE RESOURCE. 

(i) “DENIAL” MEANS THE WRITTEN REJECTION OF A PERMIT 
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APPLICATION FOR WORK THAT IS INAPPROPRIATE AND THAT 
ADVERSELY AFFECTS A RESOURCE. 

(j) “District resource” means a site, building, structure, object, 
open space or feature to be found individually or ina related group 
within a Historic District. Specifically: 

(1) “Site” means a district resource that is related to important 
historical events, a prehistoric or historic occupation or activity, an 
institution or organization or an architectural district resource that 
is ruined or vanished, where the location itself maintains historical 
value regardless of the value of any existing architectural district 
resources. Examples: historic marker, commemorative plaque. 

(2) “Building” means an existing or proposed residential, 
commercial, industrial or institutional district resource created to 
shelter any form of human activity. Examples:house, courthouse, 
jail, barn, church, theater, hospital, office building. 
~ (3) “Structure” means an existing or proposed district resource 

made up of interdependent and interrelated parts in a definite 

pattern of organization, often reflective of an engineering design. 

Examples: bridge, dam, water tower, bell tower. 

(4) “Object” means a district resource of functional, aesthetic, 
cultural, historical, architectural or scientific value that may be, by 

nature of design, movable, yet related to a specific setting or 
environment. Examples:statue, fountain, lighting fixture, sign, 
sundial. 

(5) “Open space” means a district resource that is undeveloped 
land, a naturally landscaped area, a formal or man-made 
landscape or developed open space, significant as a connective 
link or buffer between other district resources. Examples: naturally 
landscaped park, formal garden, vacant land, parking lot. 

- (6) “Feature” means a prominent or distinctive aspect, quality or 
characteristic of a designated Historic District. Examples: 
landscaped boulevard, brick paving, tree-lined street. 

(k) “Elevation” means a scale drawing of the side, front or rear 
facade of a given district resource. 

(1) “Historic” means the age of a district resource; however, there 
is No age limit implied by the use of the term “historic.” Rather, the 
term shall apply to any district resource that is significant to the 
overall appearance of a Historic District and that plays a role in the 
evolutionary growth of a Historic District's streetscape. 

(m) “Historic District” means a geographically defined area, OR 
GROUP OF AREAS, NOT NECESSARILY HAVING CONTIGUOUS 
BOUNDARIES, THAT CONTAINS resource or a group of 
resources, THAT ARE RELATED BY HISTORY, ARCHITECTURE, 
ARCHAEOLOGY, ENGINEERING OR CULTURE, AND 

(n) “Historic District Commission” means the member body 
CREATED TO FULFILL THE DUTIES AND FUNCTIONS ESTAB- 
LISHED IN this chapter. 

(0) “Historic preservation” means the IDENTIFICATION, 
EVALUATION, ESTABLISHMENT protection, rehabilitation, 
restoration AND reconstruction of resources SIGNIFICANT IN 
HISTORY, ARCHITECTURE, ARCHAEOLOGY, ENGINEERING, 
OR CULTURE. 

(p) “HISTORIC RESOURCE” MEANS A PUBLICLY OR PRI- 
VATELY OWNED BUILDING, STRUCTURE, SITE, OBJECT, 
FEATURE, OR OPEN SPACE THAT IS SIGNIFICANT IN THE 

HISTORY, ARCHITECTURE, ARCHAEOLOGY, ENGINEERING, 
OR CULTURE OF THIS STATE OR A COMMUNITY WITHIN THIS 
STATE, OR OF THE UNITED STATES. 

(q) “Honorary designation” means recognition of important 
historical events, institutions or organizations related to district 
resources, where the district resources themselves are not 
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necessarily historically or architecturally significant. 

(r) “PROPERTY OWNER" means any individual, business or 
association having legal or equitable title in real property. 

(s) “New construction” means planned district resources that are 
to be constructed or placed within a designated Historic District. 
Such planned new construction shall be treated by the Historic 
District Commission the same as older existing district resources. 

(t) “NOTICE TO PROCEED” MEANS THE WRITTEN PERMIS- 
SION TO ISSUE A PERMIT FOR WORK THAT IS INAPPROPRIATE 
AND THAT ADVERSELY AFFECTS A RESOURCE, PURSUANT 
TO A FINDING UNDER SECTION 1220.08. 

(u) “ORDINARY MAINTENANCE” MEANS KEEPING A RE- 
SOURCE UNIMPAIRED AND IN GOOD CONDITION THROUGH 
ONGOING MINOR INTERVENTION, UNDERTAKEN FROM TIME 
TO TIME, IN ITS EXTERIOR CONDITION. ORDINARY MAINTE- 
NANCE DOES NOT CHANGE THE EXTERNAL APPEARANCE OF 
THE RESOURCE EXCEPT THROUGH THE ELIMINATION OF 
THE USUAL AND EXPECTED EFFECTS OF WEATHERING. 
ORDINARY MAINTENANCE DOES NOT CONSTITUTE WORK 
FOR PURPOSES OF THIS CHAPTER. 

(v) “Preservation standards and guidelines” means preservation 
principles which shall be considered by the Historic District 
Commission in assessing the appropriateness of activities which 
will affect district resources included in designated Historic 
Districts. THE COMMISSION SHALL FOLLOW THE U.S. SECRE- 
TARY OF THE INTERIOR'S STANDARDS FOR REHABILITATION 
AND GUIDELINES FOR REHABILITATING HISTORIC BUILD- 
INGS. THE COMMISSION MAY DEVELOP ADDITIONAL GUIDE- 
LINES WITHIN THE PARAMETERS OF THE STANDARDS AND 
GUIDELINES. 

(w) “PROPOSED HISTORIC DISTRICT” MEANS AN AREA, OR 
GROUP OF AREAS NOT NECESSARILY HAVING CONTIGUOUS 
BOUNDARIES, THAT HAS DELINEATED BOUNDARIES AND 
THAT !S UNDER REVIEW BY A COMMITTEE OR A STANDING 
COMMITTEE FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING A RECOMMEN- 
DATION AS TO WHETHER IT SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED AS A 
HISTORIC DISTRICT OR ADDED TO AN ESTABLISHED HIS- 

TORIC DISTRICT. 

(x) “Reconstruction” means the process of reproducing by new 
construction the exact form and detail of a vanished district 
resource, or part thereof, as it appeared at a specific time. 

(y) “Rehabilitation” means the PROCESS OF RETURNING A 
PROPERTY TO A STATE OF UTILITY, THROUGH REPAIR OR 
ALTERATION, WHICH MAKES POSSIBLE AN EFFICIENT 
CONTEMPORARY USE WHILE PRESERVING THOSE PORTIONS 
AND FEATURES OF THE PROPERTY WHICH ARE SIGNIFICANT 
TOITS HISTORIC, ARCHITECTURAL, AND CULTURAL VALUES. 

(z) “Repair” means TO RESTORE A DECAYED OR DAMAGED 
RESOURCE TO A GOOD OR SOUND CONDITION BY ANY 
PROCESS. A REPAIR THAT CHANGES THE EXTERNAL AP- 
PEARANCE OF A RESOURCE CONSTITUTES WORK FOR 
PURPOSES OF THIS CHAPTER. 

(aa) “RESOURCE” MEANS ONE OR MORE PUBLICLY OR 
PRIVATELY OWNED HISTORIC OR NON HISTORIC BUILDINGS, 
STRUCTURES, SITES, OBJECTS, FEATURES, OR OPEN SPA- 
CES LOCATED WITHIN A HISTORIC DISTRICT. 

(bb) “Restoration” means the process of accurately recovering 
the form and detail of a district resource as it appeared at a 
particular period of time, by removing later work, replacing missing 
elements or enhancing original work. 

(cc) “STANDING COMMITTEE” MEANS A PERMANENT BODY 
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ESTABLISHED PURSUANT TO SECTION 1220.04 TO CONDUCT 
THE ACTIVITIES OF THE HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY COM- 
MITTEE ON A CONTINUING BASIS. 


(dd) “WORK” MEANS CONSTRUCTION, ADDITION, ALTERA- 
TION, REPAIR, MOVING, EXCAVATION, OR DEMOLITION. 


1220.03 PROCEDURE FOR ESTABLISHMENT. 

(a) Historic districts shall be established by ordinance. The 
Historic District Commission shall OVERSEE studies and research 
and make reports on the historical and architectural significance of 
districts, sites, buildings, structures, objects, open spaces and 
features in the City. THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
SHALL BE ASSISTED IN THE CARRYING OUT OF ITS DUTIES BY 
THE STAFF OF THE PLANNING DIVISION INCLUDING THE 
GIVING OF REQUIRED NOTICES AND THE KEEPING OF 
RECORDS. 

(b) PRIOR TO ESTABLISHING A HISTORIC DISTRICT, THE 
CITY COUNCIL MUST FIRST BY RESOLUTION APPROVE THE 
FORMATION OF A HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY COMMITTEE. 
THE REQUEST TO ESTABLISH A HISTORIC DISTRICT MAY BE 
MADE TO THE CITY COUNCIL BY THE HISTORIC DISTRICT 
COMMISSION, ANY PERSON, LEGAL ENTITY, OR PROPERTY 
OWNER. THIS COMMITTEE SHALL HAVE LOCAL HISTORIC 
ORGANIZATION REPRESENTATION AND CONTAIN A MAJOR- 
ITY OF PERSONS WHO HAVE A CLEARLY DEMONSTRATED 
INTEREST IN OR A KNOWLEDGE OF HISTORIC PRESERVA- 
TION. MEMBERS OF THE STUDY COMMITTEE MAY BE 
RECOMMENDED BY THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
TO THE MAYOR. THE MAYOR SHALL MAKE COMMITTEE 
APPOINTMENTS WITH CITY COUNCIL APPROVAL. THE 
COMMITTEE SHALL DO ALL OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(1) CONDUCT A PHOTOGRAPHIC INVENTORY OF RESOUR- 
CES WITHIN EACH PROPOSED HISTORIC DISTRICT FOLLOW- 
ING PROCEDURES ESTABLISHED OR APPROVED BY THE 
BUREAU. 

(2) CONDUCT BASIC RESEARCH OF EACH PROPOSED 
HISTORIC DISTRICT AND THE HISTORIC RESOURCES LO- 
CATED WITHIN THAT DISTRICT. 

(3) DETERMINE THE TOTAL NUMBER OF HISTORIC AND NON 
HISTORIC RESOURCES WITHIN A PROPOSED HISTORIC 
DISTRICT AND THE PERCENTAGE OF HISTORIC RESOURCES 
OF THAT TOTAL. IN EVALUATING THE SIGNIFICANCE OF 
HISTORIC RESOURCES, THE COMMITTEE SHALL BE GUIDED 
BY THE SELECTION CRITERIA FOR EVALUATION ISSUED BY 
THE UNITED STATES SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR FOR 
INCLUSION OF RESOURCES IN THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF 
HISTORIC PLACES, AS SET FORTH IN 36 C.F.R. PART 60, AND 
CRITERIA ESTABLISHED OR APPROVED BY THE BUREAU, IF 
ANY. 

_ (4) PREPARE A PRELIMINARY HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY 
COMMITTEE REPORT THAT ADDRESSES, AT A MINIMUM, ALL 
OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(i) THE CHARGE OF THE COMMITTEE. 

(ii) THE COMPOSITION OF THE COMMITTEE MEMBERSHIP. 

(iii) THE HISTORIC DISTRICT OR DISTRICTS STUDIES. 

(iv) THE BOUNDARIES FOR EACH PROPOSED HISTORIC 
DISTRICT IN WRITING AND ON MAPS. 

(v) THE HISTORY OF EACH PROPOSED HISTORIC DISTRICT. 

(vi) THE SIGNIFICANCE OF EACH DISTRICT AS A WHOLE, AS 
WELL AS A SUFFICIENT NUMBER OF ITS INDIVIDUAL RE- 
SOURCES TO FULLY REPRESENT THE VARIETY OF RESOUR- 
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CES FOUND WITHIN THE DISTRICT, RELATIVE TO THE 
EVALUATION CRITERIA. 

(5) TRANSMIT COPIES OF THE PRELIMINARY REPORT FOR 
REVIEW AND RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE LANSING PLAN- 
NING BOARD, THE BUREAU, THE MICHIGAN HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION AND THE STATE HISTORIC PRESERVATION 
REVIEW BOARD. 

(6) MAKE COPIES OF THE PRELIMINARY REPORT AVAILABLE 
TO THE PUBLIC. 

(7) IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
MICHIGAN OPEN MEETINGS ACT, NOT LESS THAN 60 
CALENDAR DAYS AFTER THE TRANSMITTAL OF THE PRELI- 
MINARY REPORT AND AFTER NOTICE IS GIVEN, THE COM- 
MITTEE SHALL HOLD A PUBLIC HEARING. WRITTEN NOTICE 
SHALL BE MAILED BY FIRST-CLASS MAIL NOT LESS THAN 14 
CALENDAR DAYS BEFORE THE HEARING TO THE OWNERS OF 
THE PROPERTIES WITHIN THE PROPOSED HISTORIC DIS- 
TRICT, AS LISTED ON THE CITY ASSESSOR'S TAX RECORDS. 

(c) THE COMMITTEE AND CITY COUNCIL SHALL BE RE- 
QUIRED, IN A TIME PERIOD NOT TO EXCEED ONE YEAR (365 
DAYS) AFTER THE PUBLIC HEARING DATE, UNLESS OTHER- 
WISE AUTHORIZED BY THE CITY COUNCIL, TO TAKE THE 
FOLLOWING ACTIONS: 

(1) THE COMMITTEE SHALL PREPARE AND SUBMIT A FINAL 
REPORT WITH ITS RECOMMENDATIONS AND THE RECOM- 
MENDATION, IF ANY, OF THE PLANNING BOARD AND HIS- 
TORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION TO THE CITY COUNCIL IF THE 
RECOMMENDATION IS TO ESTABLISH A HISTORIC DISTRICT 
OR DISTRICTS, THE FINAL REPORT SHALL INCLUDE A DRAFT 
OF A PROPOSED ORDINANCE OR ORDINANCES. 

(2) AFTER RECEIVING A FINAL REPORT THAT RECOMMENDS 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A HISTORIC DISTRICT OR DIS- 
TRICTS, THE CITY COUNCIL, AT ITS DISCRETION, MAY 
INTRODUCE AND PASS OR REJECT AN ORDINANCE OR 
ORDINANCES. IF THE CITY COUNCIL PASSES AN ORDINANCE 
OR ORDINANCES ESTABLISHING ONE OR MORE HISTORIC 
DISTRICTS, THE CITY CLERK SHALL FILE A COPY OF THAT 
ORDINANCE OR THOSE ORDINANCES, INCLUDING A LEGAL 
DESCRIPTION OF THE PROPERTY OR PROPERTIES LOCATED 
WITHIN THE HISTORIC DISTRICT OR DISTRICTS, WITH THE 
REGISTER OF DEEDS. USUALLY, HISTORIC DISTRICTS ARE 
DESIGNATED BY STREET SIGNS INDICATING THE EXISTENCE 
OF A HISTORIC DISTRICT. CITY COUNCIL SHALL NOT PASS 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING A CONTIGUOUS HISTORIC 
DISTRICT LESS THAN 60 DAYS AFTER A MAJORITY OF THE 
PROPERTY OWNERS WITHIN THE PROPOSED HISTORIC 
DISTRICT, AS LISTED ON THE TAX ROLLS OF THE CITY, HAVE 
APPROVED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE HISTORIC DIS- 
TRICT PURSUANT TO A WRITTEN PETITION, PURSUANT TO 
SECTION 3 OF ACT 169 OF 1970, AS AMENDED, BEING 
SECTION 399.205 OF THE MICHIGAN COMPILED LAWS. 

(3) A WRITING PREPARED, OWNED, USED, IN THE POSSES- 
SION OF, OR RETAINED BY A COMMITTEE IN THE PERFOR- 
MANCE OF AN OFFICIAL FUNCTION SHALL BE MADE AVAILA- 
BLE TO THE PUBLIC IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE MICHIGAN 
FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT. 

(d) THE CITY COUNCIL MAY, AT ANY TIME, ESTABLISH BY 
ORDINANCE ADDITIONAL HISTORIC DISTRICTS, INCLUDING 
PROPOSED DISTRICTS PREVIOUSLY CONSIDERED AND 
REJECTED, MAY MODIFY BOUNDARIES OF AN EXISTING 
HISTORIC DISTRICT, OR MAY ELIMINATE AN EXISTING 
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HISTORIC DISTRICT. BEFORE ESTABLISHING, MODIFYING, OR 
ELIMINATING A HISTORIC DISTRICT, A HISTORIC DISTRICT 
STUDY COMMITTEE SHALL BE ESTABLISHED AS OUTLINED IN 
SECTION 1220.03(b) TO CONSIDER ANY PREVIOUSLY WRIT- 
TEN COMMITTEE REPORTS PERTINENT TO THE PROPOSED 
ACTION. TO CONDUCT THESE ACTIVITIES, THE CITY MAY 
RETAIN THE INITIAL COMMITTEE, ESTABLISH A STANDING 
COMMITTEE, OR ESTABLISH A COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER 
sa SPECIFIC PROPOSED DISTRICTS AND THEN BE DIS- 
LVED. 

(e) IF CONSIDERING ELIMINATION OF AHISTORIC DISTRICT, 
A COMMITTEE SHALL FOLLOW THE PROCEDURES SET 
FORTH IN THIS SECTION FOR ISSUING A PRELIMINARY 
REPORT, HOLDING A PUBLIC HEARING, AND ISSUING A FINAL 
REPORT BUT WITH THE INTENT OF SHOWING ONE OR MORE 
OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(1) THE HISTORIC DISTRICT HAS LOST THOSE PHYSICAL 
CHARACTERISTICS THAT ENABLED ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 
DISTRICT. 

— (2) THE HISTORIC DISTRICT WAS NOT SIGNIFICANT IN THE 
WAY PREVIOUSLY DEFINED. 

(3) THE HISTORIC DISTRICT WAS ESTABLISHED PURSUANT 
TO DEFECTIVE PROCEDURES. 

(f} UPON RECEIPT OF SUBSTANTIAL EVIDENCE SHOWING 
THE PRESENCE OF HISTORIC,ARCHITECTURAL, ARCHAEO- 
LOGICAL, ENGINEERING, OR CULTURAL SIGNIFICANCE OF A 
PROPOSED HISTORIC DISTRICT, THE CITY COUNCIL MAY, AT 
ITS DISCRETION, ADOPT A RESOLUTION REQUIRING THAT 
ALL APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS WITH THE PROPOSED 
HISTORIC DISTRICT BE REFERRED TO THE COMMISSION AS 
PRESCRIBED IN SECTIONS 1220.05 AND 1220.07. THE 


COMMISSION SHALL REVIEW PERMIT APPLICATIONS WITH — 


THE SAME POWERS THAT WOULD APPLY IF THE PROPOSED 
HISTORIC DISTRICT WAS AN ESTABLISHED HISTORIC 
DISTRICT. THE REVIEW MAY CONTINUE IN THE PROPOSED 
HISTORIC DISTRICT FOR NOT MORE THAN ONE YEAR, OR 
UNTIL SUCH TIME AS THE CITY COUNCIL APPROVES OR 
REJECTS THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE HISTORIC DISTRICT 
BY ORDINANCE, WHICHEVER OCCURS FIRST. 

(g) IF THE CITY COUNCIL DETERMINES THAT PENDING 
WORK WILL CAUSE IRREPARABLE HARM TO RESOURCES 
LOCATED WITHIN AN ESTABLISHED HISTORIC DISTRICT ORA 
PROPOSED HISTORIC DISTRICT, THE CITY COUNCIL MAY, BY 
RESOLUTION, DECLARE AN EMERGENCY MORATORIUM OF 
ALL SUCH WORK FOR A PERIOD NOT TO EXCEED 6 MONTHS. 
THE CITY COUNCIL MAY EXTEND THE EMERGENCY MORAT- 
ORIUM FOR AN ADDITIONAL PERIOD NOT TO EXCEED 6 
MONTHS UPON FINDING THAT THE THREAT OF IRREPARA- 
BLE HARM TO RESOURCES IS STILL PRESENT. ANY PENDING 
PERMIT APPLICATION CONCERNING A RESOURCE SUBJECT 
TO AN EMERGENCY MORATORIUM MAY BE SUMMARILY 
DENIED. 

1220.04 HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION ESTABLISHED; 
COMPOSITION; TERMS OF OFFICE; ORGANIZATION. 

(a) The Historic District Commission is hereby established. The 
Commission shall consist of NINE members whose residences are 
located within the City. They shall be appointed by the Mayor, with 
the consent of Council, for terms of office of three years. Members 
shall be reappointed at a rate of three per year, so that in any one 
year, no less than six unexpired terms of office shall continue. 

At least two members shall be appointed from a list of residents 
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submitted by a duly organized and existing preservation 
ORGANIZATION, and at least one member shal! be an architect, 
duly registered in this State WITH A MINIMUM OF TWO YEARS 
EXPERIENCE, if such a person resides within the City and is 
available for appointment. AMAJORITY OF THE MEMBERS 
SHALL HAVE A CLEARLY DEMONSTRATED INTEREST IN OR 
KNOWLEDGE OF HISTORIC PRESERVATION. Members of the 
Commission may be reappointed. A vacancy occurring in the 
membership of the Commission for any cause shall be filled by a 
person appointed by the Mayor, with the consent of Council for the 
unexpired term WITHIN 60 DAYS. All members of the Commission 
shall serve without compensation. 

(b) The Chairperson shall be elected annually by a majority vote 
of the members of the Commission. The Commission may meet at 
such times as the Commission may determine or as otherwise 
required in this chapter. The Commission shall adopt its own rules 
of procedure and shall keep a record of its proceedings, showing 
the action of the Commission and the vote of each member upon 
each question considered. All meetings of the Commission shall 
be open to the public and any person shall be entitled to address 
the Commission before it reaches a decision. The Commission 
shall keep a record which shall be open to the public. The presence 
of FIVE members shall constitute a quorum. In the absence of a 
quorum, any number less than a quorum may recess any meeting 
to a later time. 

1220.05 POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMISSION. 

(a) The Historic District Commission shall review all permits 
required by City ordinance conceming construction, alteration, 
repair, moving or demolition of the exterior features of a district 
resource, OR INTERIOR WORK ONLY IF SAID WORK WILL 
CAUSE A VISIBLE CHANGE TO THE EXTERIOR OF THE 
RESOURCE, along with all accompanying plans and information 
as they pertain to the exterior features only. A PERMIT SHALL NOT 
BE ISSUED AND PROPOSED WORK SHALL NOT PROCEED 
UNTIL THE COMMISSION HAS ACTED ON THE APPLICATION 
BY ISSUING A CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL OR A NOTICE TO 
PROCEED. 

(b) AN APPLICANT AGGRIEVED BY A DECISION OF THE 
COMMISSION CONCERNING APERMIT APPLICATION MAY 
FILE AN APPEAL WITH THE STATE HISTORIC PRESERVATION 
REVIEW BOARD OF THE MICHIGAN HISTORICAL COMMIS- 
SION WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE. A PERMIT 
APPLICANT AGGRIEVED BY THE DECISION OF THE STATE 
HISTORIC PRESERVATION REVIEW BOARD MAY APPEAL THE 
DECISION TO THE CIRCUIT COURT HAVING JURISDICTION 
OVER THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION WHOSE DECI- 
SION WAS APPEALED TO THE STATE HISTORIC PRESERVA- 
TION REVIEW BOARD. 

(c) IN REVIEWING PERMIT APPLICATIONS AND PLANS, THE 
COMMISSION SHALL FOLLOW THE U.S. SECRETARY OF THE 
INTERIOR'S STANDARDS FOR REHABILITATION AND GUIDE- 
LINES FOR REHABILITATING HISTORIC BUILDINGS, AS SET 
FORTH IN 36 C.F.R. PART 67. THE COMMISSION SHALL ALSO 
CONSIDER ALL OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(i) The historical or architectural value and significance of a 
structure or building and its relationship to the historic value of the 
Surrounding area; 

(ii) The relationship of the exterior architectural features of the 
structure or building to the rest of the structure or building and to 
the surrounding area; (iii) The general compatibility of exterior 
design, arrangement, texture and materials proposed to be used; 
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and 

(iv) Any other factors, including aesthetic, which it deems 
pertinent. 

(d) The Commission MAY PROPOSE to Council the establish- 
ment and/or deletion of any Historic District. 

1220.06 PROCEDURE FOR REVIEW OF PERMIT APPLICATIONS; 
CERTIFICATES OF APPROVAL. 

(a) Officials of the Department of Planning and NEIGHBORHOOD 
Development, in reviewing all applications for permits, shall 
ascertain whether or not district resources are located in 
designated Historic Districts and, if so, shall advise applicants of 
the requirements. An application for a permit required by City 
ordinance to construct, alter, repair, move or demolish any 
structure or to erect any sign within a Historic District shall be 
forwarded to the Historic District Commission by the Department, 
with all accompanying plans and information. The Commission 
shall PUBLISH THE HEARING NOTICE IN AN OFFICIAL PAPER 
OR A PAPER OF GENERAL CIRCULATION IN THE CITY, AND 
PROVIDE WRITTEN NOTICE TO THE APPLICANT AND SUR- 

-ROUNDING PROPERTY OWNERS WITHIN 300 FEET OF ANY 

POINT ON THE BOUNDARIES OF THE LAND INCLUDED IN THE 

PROPOSED CHANGE, AT LEAST TEN DAYS PRIOR TO THE 

PUBLIC HEARING. The applicant or his or her representative may 

be heard in person or in writing and may present evidence, 

witnesses and arguments. Any other person or his or her 
representative may be heard before the Commission on any matter 
relevant to the Commission's decision. 

(d) Approval of applications for a permit required by City 
ordinance shall be evidenced by a certificate of approval signed by 
the chairperson of the Commission. 

(e) IF AN APPLICATION IS FOR WORK THE COMMISSION 
FINDS WILL ADVERSELY AFFECT THE EXTERIOR OF A 
RESOURCE, A CERTIFICATE OF DENIAL WILL BE ISSUED. 
Disapproval will be evidenced by a written statement of findings of 
fact signed by the concurring members, which statement shall be 
attached to the application and returned to the Department with 
any suggestions as to how the plans might be modified for 
resubmission and approval. 

_ (f) Any application not acted upon by the Commission within 
SIXTY days of receipt by the Commission shall constitute approval 
by the Commission, unless otherwise mutually agreed upon by the 
applicant and the Commission, and the Department official shall 
proceed to process the application without regard to an attached 
certificate of approval. 

1220.07 REMOVAL OR DEMOLITION OF DISTRICT RE- 
SOURCES. 

(a) A certificate of approval or notice to proceed which will allow 
for the removal OR demolition of a district resource shall be 
granted by the Historic District Commission if any of the following 
conditions prevail and if, in the opinion of the Commission, the 
proposed removal or demolition will materially improve or correct 
such conditions: 

(i) The Department of Planning and NEIGHBORHOOD Develop- 
ment DIRECTOR OR HIS/HER DESIGNEE determines the district 
resource to be a hazard to public safety or health or to its 
occupants; 

(ii) The district resource is a deterrent to a major improvement 
program which will be of substantial benefit to the community AND 
THE APPLICANT PROPOSING THE WORK HAS OBTAINED ALL 
NECESSARY APPROVALS, PERMITS, FINANCING, AND ENVIR- 
ONMENTAL CLEARANCES REQUIRED BY LAW OR REGULA- 
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TION OF THE FEDERAL, STATE OR CITY GOVERNMENT. 

(iii) Retention of the district resource would not be in the best 
interests of the majority of the community; or 

(iv) Retention of the structure would cause undue financial 
hardship to the owner WHEN GOVERNMENTAL ACTION, AN ACT 
OF GOD, OR OTHER EVENTS BEYOND THE OWNER'S CON- 
TROL CREATED THE HARDSHIP, AND ALL FEASIBLE ALTER- 
NATIVES TO ELIMINATE THE FINANCIAL HARDSHIP, WHICH 
MAY INCLUDE OFFERING THE RESOURCE AT ITS FAIR 
MARKET VALUE OR MOVING THE RESOURCE TO A VACANT 
SITE WITHIN THE HISTORIC DISTRICT, HAVE BEEN ATTEMP- 
TED AND EXHAUSTED BY THE OWNER. 

(b) In the case of an application concerning a district resource 
which the Commission deems so valuable to the City, State or 
nation that the loss thereof will adversely affect the public purpose 
of the City, State or nation, the Commission shall endeavor to 


develop with the owner an economically feasible plan for 


preservation of the district resource. 
220.08 NOTICE TO PROCEED. 

(a) WORK WITHIN A HISTORIC DISTRICT SHALL BE PERMIT- 
TED THROUGH THE ISSUANCE OF ANOTICE TO PROCEED BY 
THE COMMISSION IF ANY OF THE FOLLOWING CONDITIONS 
EXIST AND IF THE PROPOSED WORK CAN BE DEMON- 
STRATED BY A FINDING OF THE COMMISSION TO BE 
NECESSARY TO SUBSTANTIALLY IMPROVE OR CORRECT 
ANY OF THE FOLLOWING CONDITIONS: 

(i) THE RESOURCE CONSTITUTES A HAZARD TO THE 
SAFETY OF THE PUBLIC OR THE STRUCTURE’S OCCUPANTS. 

(ii) THE RESOURCE IS A DETERRENT TO A MAJOR IMPROVE- 
MENT PROGRAM THAT WILL BE OF SUBSTANTIAL BENEFIT 
TO THE COMMUNITY AND THE APPLICANT PROPOSING THE 
WORK HAS OBTAINED ALL NECESSARY APPROVALS, PER- 
MITS, FINANCING, AND ENVIRONMENTAL CLEARANCES 
REQUIRED BY LAW OR REGULATION OF THE FEDERAL, STATE 
OR CITY GOVERNMENT. 

(iii) RETAINING THE RESOURCE WILL CAUSE UNDUE 
FINANCIAL HARDSHIP TO THE OWNER WHEN A GOVERN- 
MENTAL ACTION, AN ACT OF GOD, OR OTHER EVENTS 


_ BEYOND THE OWNER'S CONTROL CREATED THE HARDSHIP, 


AND ALL FEASIBLE ALTERNATIVES TO ELIMINATE THE 
FINANCIAL HARDSHIP, WHICH MAY INCLUDE OFFERING THE 
RESOURCE FOR SALE AT ITS FAIR MARKET VALUE OR 
MOVING THE RESOURCE TO A VACANT SITE WITHIN THE 
HISTORIC DISTRICT, HAVE BEEN ATTEMPTED AND EX- 
HAUSTED BY THE OWNER. 

(iv) RETAINING THE RESOURCE IS NOT IN THE INTEREST OF 
THE MAJORITY OF THE COMMUNITY. 

(b) ANY PROPERTY OWNER OR PARTY ORDERING OR 
EFFECTING DEMOLITION, OR CONTINUING WORK AFTER 
RECEIVING WRITTEN NOTICE OF CANCELLATION, OR PRO- 
CEEDING IN VIOLATION OF EITHER THE SCOPE OR THE 
NATURE OF A NOTICE TO PROCEED SHALL BE SUBJECT TO 
PENALTY, AS PRESCRIBED BY SECTION 1220.99. 

1220.09 DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT. 

(a) UPON A FINDING BY A COMMISSION THAT A HISTORIC 
RESOURCE WITHIN A HISTORIC DISTRICT OR A PROPOSED 
HISTORIC DISTRICT SUBJECT TO ITS REVIEW AND APPROVAL 
IS THREATENED WITH DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT, THE 
COMMISSION MAY DO EITHER OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(i) REQUIRE THE OWNER OF THE RESOURCE TO REPAIR ALL 
CONDITIONS CONTRIBUTING TO DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT. 
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(ii) IF THE OWNER DOES NOT MAKE REPAIRS WITHIN A 
REASONABLE TIME, THE COMMISSION OR ITS AGENTS, IF 
GRANTED PRIOR AUTHORIZATION BY CITY COUNCIL MAY 
ENTER THE PROPERTY AND MAKE SUCH REPAIRS AS ARE 
NECESSARY TO PREVENT DEMOLITION BY NEGLECT. THE 
COSTS OF THE WORK SHALL BE CHARGED TO THE OWNER, 
AND MAY BE LEVIED BY THE CITY AS A SPECIAL ASSESSMENT 
AGAINST THE PROPERTY. THE COMMISSION ORITS AGENTS, 
UPON APPROVAL BY THE CITY COUNCIL, MAY ENTER THE 
PROPERTY FOR PURPOSES OF THIS SECTION UPON OBTAIN- 
ING AN ORDER FROM THE CIRCUIT COURT. 

1220.10. WORK WITHOUT PERMIT. 

WHEN WORK HAS BEEN DONE UPON A RESOURCE WITHOUT 
A PERMIT, AND THE COMMISSION FINDS THAT THE WORK 
DOES NOT QUALIFY FOR A CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL, THE 
COMMISSION MAY REQUIRE AN OWNER TO RESTORE THE 
RESOURCE TO THE CONDITION THE RESOURCE WAS IN 
BEFORE THE INAPPROPRIATE WORK OR TO MODIFY THE 
WORK SO THAT IT QUALIFIES FOR A CERTIFICATE OF 
APPROVAL. IF THE OWNER DOES NOT COMPLY WITH THE 
RESTORATION OR MODIFICATION REQUIREMENT WITHIN A 
REASONABLE TIME, THE COMMISSION, UPON APPROVAL BY 
THE CITY COUNCIL, MAY SEEK AN ORDER FROM THE CIRCUIT 
COURT TO REQUIRE THE OWNER TO RESTORE THE RE- 
SOURCE TO ITS FORMER CONDITION OR TO MODIFY THE 
WORK SO THAT IT QUALIFIES FOR A CERTIFICATE OF 
APPROVAL. IF THE OWNER DOES NOT COMPLY OR CANNOT 
COMPLY WITH THE ORDER OF THE COURT, THE COMMIS- 
SION OR ITS AGENTS, IF GRANTED PRIOR AUTHORIZATION 
BY CITY COUNCIL, MAY ENTER THE PROPERTY AND CON- 
DUCT WORK NECESSARY TO RESTORE THE RESOURCE TO 
ITS FORMER CONDITION OR MODIFY THE WORK SO THAT IT 
QUALIFIES FOR A CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH THE COURT'S ORDER. THE COSTS OF THE 
WORK SHALL BE CHARGED TO THE OWNER, AND MAY BE 
LEVIED BY THE CITY AS A SPECIAL ASSESSMENT AGAINST 
THE PROPERTY. WHEN ACTING PURSUANT TO AN ORDER OF 
THE CIRCUIT COURT, A COMMISSION OR ITS AGENTS MAY 
ENTER A PROPERTY FOR PURPOSES OF THIS SECTION. 
1220.11 YARD VARIANCES. 

Due to particular conditions of design and construction in historic 
neighborhoods where structures are often built close to lot lines, 
and since it is in the public interest to retain a neighborhood's 
historic appearance by making variances to normal yard 
requirements where it is deemed that such variances will not 
adversely affect neighborhood properties, the Historic District 
Commission may recommend to the Board of Zoning Appeals that 
a variance to standard yard requirements be made. 

1220.12 ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS; ISSUANCE OF REVENUE 
BONDS. 

(a) The Historic District Commission may accept, on behalf of the 
City, grants from the State or Federal Government for historic 
PRESERVATION purposes. It may accept other public and private 
Qifts for historic purposes. Title to any such property shall be vested 
in the City and all moneys shall be deposited with the City 
Treasurer, AND DESIGNATED FOR HISTORIC DISTRICT 
COMMISSION PURPOSES. 

(b) IF ALL EFFORTS BY THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMIS- 
SION TO PRESERVE A RESOURCE FAIL, OR IF IT IS DETER- 
MINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL THAT PUBLIC OWNERSHIP IS 
MOST SUITABLE, THE CITY COUNCIL, IF CONSIDERED TO BE 
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IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST, MAY ACQUIRE THE RESOURCE 
USING PUBLIC FUNDS, PUBLIC OR PRIVATE GIFTS, GRANTS, 
OR PROCEEDS FROM THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS. 
THE ACQUISITION SHALL BE BASED UPON THE RECOMMEN- 
DATION OF THE COMMISSION OR STANDING COMMITTEE. 
UPON RECOMMENDATION OF THE COMMISSION OR STAND- 
ING COMMITTEE, THE CITY COUNCIL MAY SELL RESOURCES 
ACQUIRED UNDER THIS SECTION WITH PROTECTIVE EASE- 
MENTS INCLUDED IN THE PROPERTY TRANSFER DOCU- 
MENTS, IF APPROPRIATE. 

1220.13 ENFORCEMENT; APPEALS. 

(a) The enforcement of this chapter shall be the responsibility of 
the Department of Planning and NEIGHBORHOOD Development. 

(b) ANY PERSON OR DULY ORGANIZED HISTORIC PRESER- 
VATION ORGANIZATION IN THE CITY OF LANSING, AS WELL 
AS RESOURCE PROPERTY OWNERS, JOINTLY OR SEVERALLY 
AGGRIEVED BY A DECISION OF THE HISTORIC DISTRICT 
COMMISSION MAY APPEAL THE DECISION TO THE CIRCUIT 
COURT, EXCEPT THAT A PERMIT APPLICANT AGGRIEVED BY 
A DECISION RENDERED ACCORDING TO SECTION 1220.05(a) 
MAY NOT APPEAL TO THE COURT WITHOUT FIRST EXHAUST- 
ING THE RIGHT TO APPEAL TO THE STATE HISTORIC 
PRESERVATION REVIEW BOARD UNDER SECTION 1220.05{b). 
1220.14 REVIEW PROVISION. 

This chapter is presumed continuing in perpetuity, however, the 
City Council shall review and readopt this chapter every five years 
from the date of this original adoption. 

1220.99 PENALTY. 

(a) A PERSON, INDIVIDUAL, PARTNERSHIP, FIRM, CORPORA- 
TION, ORGANIZATION, INSTITUTION, OR AGENCY OF GOV- 
ERNMENT THAT VIOLATES THIS CHAPTER IS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR ACIVIL VIOLATION AND MAY BE FINED NOT MORE THAN 
$5,000.00. 

(b) A PERSON, INDIVIDUAL, PARTNERSHIP, FIRM, CORPORA- 
TION, ORGANIZATION, INSTITUTION, OR AGENCY OF GOV- 
ERNMENT THAT VIOLATES THIS CHAPTER MAY BE ORDERED 
BY THE COURT TO PAY THE COSTS TO RESTORE OR 


~ REPLICATE ARESOURCE UNLAWFULLY CONSTRUCTED, 
_ ADDED TO, ALTERED, REPAIRED, MOVED, EXCAVATED, OR 


DEMOLISHED. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid.

COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 
Councilmember Beal reported receiving complaints about the 
snow on Michigan Avenue. You cannot walk on the sidewalks, you 
have to walk in the streets. While on the subject of snow removal, 
she is concemed about the Mt. Hope Cemetery where the gates 
are left open at night because the snow was piled up in front of 
them. She asked to be excused from the meeting at this time, 
because of her illness. Councilmember Beal was excused from the 
meeting at 10:10 P.M. 

Councilmember Benavides thanked everyone for the support 
given to Council this year. He wished “Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year” to everyone. 


Councilmember Novak thanked everyone for the support they 
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provided to him this year. He has been given valuable input on a 
number of issues. He asked for an update of the traffic study on 
Lenawee Street. This study was started by the Traffic Department 
and was never finished. He has received calls from concerned 
residents and would like a copy of the data collected in the initial 
portion of the study on the 1200 block of Lenawee. He thanked his 
colleagues for putting up with his long speeches. 


Councilmember Canady thanked Santa Claus for bringing us a 
baseball stadium. He wished “Merry Christmas and Happy New 
Year and Happy Hanukkah” to everyone. 


Councilmember Lilly said that we have had a lot of different ideas 
expressed about what is proper under the Open Meetings Act and 
when Council can enter into closed session. He asked City 
Attorney Smiertka for some guidelines to be distributed to 
Councilmembers as to the requirements of the act. He com- 
mended Council President Brockwell for the great job he has done 
this year and his colleagues, the new members of Council, for the 
manner in which they lasted out their first year. 


Councilmember Jones thanked the neighborhood watch groups 
and neighborhood associations for the work they have done for the 
City in the last year. 


Councilmember Brockwell wished everyone “Happy Holidays” 
and commended his colleagues for the excellent job they have 
done over the past year.

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. demanded that he be allowed to 
exercise his first amendment right to free speech. He also 
demanded that all of the evidence on the crimes committed 
against him be siezed and turned over to him so that he can seek 
the justice he deserves. He was called to order by President 
Brockwell for making personal slurs against a member of the City 
Attorney's staff. Upon his refusal to come to order, President 
Brockwell directed that he be removed from Council Chambers. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis wished “Happy Holidays” to all 
City staff. He thanked Council President Brockwell for doing an 
excellent job as president of this council. He was fair and kind. He 
asked if the Special Assistant City Attorney, charged with 
reviewing the recommendations of the Ethics Board, has to come 
back to Council for approval, if he decides that charges are 
warranted. He asked when the Committee of the Whole would 
meet to elect a President and Vice President for next year. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. commended President Brockwell for 
the great job he did on the enforcement of Rule #19 over the last 
year. He reported getting a copy of the Annual Report from the 
Board of Water & Light in the State Journal last Thursday. He said 
that according to his calculations the average Board of Water & 
Light customer has subsidized the Board's steam customers to the 
tune of $5,000,000 over the last several years. 


Mark Eqgleston of 4001 Heathgate said that this is his. second 
anniversary of coming to City Council meetings. He recounted 
some of the issues that have been dealt with in that period of time. 
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He thanked Betty Kost and Darryl Burgess for their efforts towards 
saving the Civic Center. He wants infrastructure and neighbor- 
hoods to be a priority next year. He wished “Merry Christmas and 
Happy New Year” to everyone. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope wished “Merry Christmas and 
Happy New Year" to everyone. He feels that Potter Park would be 
more utilized, if the likelihood of the ballpark being a success, is as 
high as everyone thinks. He does not believe that people have the 
money for recreational sports anymore. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Council for approving the 
Equity Grant amounts and for passing and giving immediate effect 
to the Historic District Ordinance. He thanked City Hall employees 
for the services they have given to the citizens for the past two 
years under staffing cutbacks. He said he has noticed, in his 
neighborhood, that the houses whose sidewalks are not shoveled 
are the ones that are up for sale. He suggested that the Public 
Service Department mail letters to the realtors handling these 
houses. He questioned an appointment to the Building Board of 


_ Appeals. This person is an employee and project manager for 


Grainger Construction Company. This appears to be a conflict. He 
wished everyone “Happy Holidays.” 


Dale Bzynski of 4209 S. Pennsylvania thanked Council for the 
affirmative vote on the stadium and the MUCC building and for 
doing a good job for the city in the past year. 


George Wilson of 1400 S. State Rd., a member of Electrical 
Workers of Michigan, thanked Council for the approval of the 
stadium and MUCC projects. Opening up entertainment in the City 
of Lansing will be a great help to bringing in convention. He thanked 
Emerson Ohl, former Director of the Economic Development 
Corporation, for all of his help over the years. He recently retired 
from the City and he will be sorely missed. He has always been a 
great help to them.
